A PROCLAMATION BY THE GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, in the opinion of the Governor of the State of Ala- 
bama, an extraordinary occasion exists which demands the con- 
vening of the Legislature of Alabama in extraordinary session as 
prescribed by Section 122 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Bibb Graves, as Governor of the 
State of Alabama, do hereby proclaim and direct that the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Alabama convene in extraordinary session at 
the seat of Government in Montgomery, Alabama, at 10:00 A. M. 
on Tuesday the 11th day of February 1936, and I do hereby desig- 
nate the following subjects and matters to be considered and acted 
upon by said Legislature in extraordinary session assembled: 

1st. To provide sufficient revenue for the running of the 


schools and to enable the State, County and City Governments to 
function adequately.

2nd. To provide for the reduction in the price of private auto- 
mobile licenses. 

. 8rd. To consider such amendments to the Alabama Social Se- 
curity and Labor Laws as are necessary to permit the various So- 
cial Security and Labor Departments of Alabama to function in ac- 
cordance with the Federal Security and Labor program. 

4th. To authorize and empower the Highway Commission, 
with the approval of the Governor, to make rules and regulations 
concerning the operation of trucks on the public roads of Alabama. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand as 
Governor of the State of Alabama and caused the same to be at- 
tested by the Secretary of State and the Great Seal of the State 
affixed at the Capitol, this the 8th day of February 1936.

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MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


His Excellency, Bibb Graves, Governor of Alabama, appeared 
and delivered the following Message to the Senate and*House of 
Representatives: 

Gentlemen of the Legislature: 

We are here because God put it into the hearts of our people 
to have faith in us. That faith has put the fate of this people and 
the fate of Alabama in our hands. 

Let us devoutly ask that He keep us worthy of that faith and 
that He enable us to rightly safeguard the fate of this people and 
that our every action be with head and heart single to their service. 

In the proclamation that convenes you in Special Session it is 
declared that in the opinion of the Governor an extraordinary oc- 
casion exists in our State. It is your due and my privilege to out- 
line the reasons for that opinion. 

I believe that we face an early collapse of our school and health 
programs unless effective financial relief is promptly provided. To 
provide this relief is the great purpose of this session. 

On yesterday I received from the State Comptroller the follow- 
ing report:

Under the provisions of the Budget Act the disbursements cannot ex- 
ceed the total estimated Revenue. The excess appropriations over General 
Fund Revenue is $4,732,955.56. If this amount is raised by additional reve- 
nue the General Fund would have no cash balance on October 1, 1936. The 
General Fund should have a cash balance of $750,000.00 on hand at the 
close of each fiscal year. To enable this to be done it will be necessary to 
raise $4,334,463.65 for Education and $1,153,858.88 for the other non-essen- 
tials and to have a cash balance equal to the cash balance of October 1, 
1935, making a total of $5,488,322.53.

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Surely none of us can question the necessity for the amounts 
fixed in the General Appropriation Bill for Education or in the Edu- 
cational Appropriation Bill. 

The long thorough study given these bills enabled each one of 
us to know and understand every item in each of them. ‘The final 
vote on the General Appropriation Bill was: in the Senate 25 ayes, 
Nos..None. In the House 80 Ayes, Nos. None. Every vote you 
cast was for it and I approved it. 

The final vote on the Educational Appropriation Bill was: in 
the Senate Ayes 30, Nos. None. In the House Ayes 95, Nos. None. 
Every vote you cast was for it and I approved it. 

I have never known such unity on such important measures in 
any other instance. 

I concede to each of you the same earnestness and sincerity in 
these deliberate actions that I assert for myself, and I do assert for 
myself, that I do not need any surveys or hearings to convince me 
that I knew what I was doing when I did it or that I meant to do 
what I did when I did it. 

We definitely determined that the minimum necessities of edu- 
cation that must be paid out of the General Fund was $3,660,516.00 
for the common schools and $2,231,221.61 for other education, and 
we find that education will be short this year $2,692,953.90 for the 
common schools and other education will be short $1,641,509.75. 
These schooles can’t run the balance of this year without the pay- 
ent of the balance of these appropriations and I pray God that you 
and I will not let them stop and thereby let an annual crop of Ala- 
bama children go to waste. 

When these appropriations were enacted we all knew that the 
money to pay them was not then provided for. When I came be- 
fore you in August I asked these appropriations, stating that they 
would require much more money than was in sight—just how much 
more we did not then know and could not know definitely until 
ad valorem assessments were known and until the effect of the new 
Revenue Bill was known, that when these were known I would call 
you together. 

Now, I report these two important items: 

ist. For the year ending January 19th, last, the State Ad Val- 
orem income decreased as compared with the previous year $340,- 
976.23, and there is considerable decline in assessments to be paid 
out on next year, but I believe these will be off-set by putting tax- 
sold property back on the books under the law you passed at the 
Regular Session. This ad valorem reduction is much greater and 
more harmful to the cities and counties than to the State. 

2nd. The results obtained by the State Tax Commission are 
better than my expectations. 
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During its first year the Commission deposited in the Treasury 
more than two and one-half million dollars in excess of the amount 
so deposited during the preceding year, and thus far in this second 
year is still increasing over its own record of last year. This has 
cost money. Their annual salaries have increased nearly $120,- 
000.00 but the increased returns are more than twenty times the 
increased costs and much of their work that has already been com- 
pletely paid for will bring results through years to come. For in- 
stance. You passed a law to put tax-sold property back on the tax 
books and no extra appropriation was made therefor. A letter 
received yesterday by the Tax Commission from the Tax Assessor 
of Jefferson County says in part: 

“Your office has, together with the Probate Judge’s office, col- 
lected up to and including the month of January approximately 
$300,000.00. Of course, a great deal of these payments were paid 
on the four-year plan and will be coming in for three more years”. 

He adds that’ the tax valuations being placed on the books is 
approximately sixteen million dollars and says that in no instance 
has any of it been settled at any cut in amounts due, which is the 
rule throughout the State. 


Of course, such sums as these are not counted in the net results 
of the Tax Commission for the funds do not come through its hands. 

The Administration is being run with the utmost efficiency and 
economy. 

The Highway Department has some two thousand employees in 
its three-way program, paying them about $19.00 per month. This, 
of course, shows a great increase in the number of employees and 
pay rolls but it isn’t costing the tax-payers anything. We are 
getting more by cooperating with the Government in this way than 
we could get in any other way and are carrying out our contract 
for matching Federal appropriations, but despite the details the ag- 
gregate costs of the large program that the Highway Department is 
putting over shows for the last year, salaries and wages 10.53% 
of the total amount of the program as against 11.98% for the pre- 
ceding year. 

The Convict Department, with all the overhead and manage- 
ment, and Board of Administration shows an increase of 8lc a 
head a year for the number of convicts. You will recall that you 
abolished the Prison Inspector and I placed the duties and the ex- 
penses in the Convict Department and that I have created a Parole 
Board whose expenses are all paid by this Department. 

The Comptroller’s Office has been greatly enlarged. To the of- 
ficials that it has checked, it has charged as due some $650,000.00 
of which $249,000.00 has been collected and over $400,000.00 placed 
in the hands of the Attorney General for collection. This entails 
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great additional work upon the Attorney General as well as upon 
the Comptroller’s Office. 

Something has been said to the effect that this administration 
began with some $4,800,000.00, and having collected more than two 
and one-half million dollars more in the Tax Department and that 
the people should know what has gone with the money. 

The figures $4,8000,000.00 are an injustice to my predecessor. 
Counting all the money in the Treasury and the State’s fiscal ag- 
ents, the State had $5,237,677.72 on the 14th day of January last 
year. On the same day this year the State had net cash deposited 
in the Treasury and in its fiscal agents $5,990,902.56, or more than 
three-fourths million dollars more cash at the end of the year than 
at the beginning. 

Some of the places the money has gone: we paid $300,000.00 
extra for common schools in an appropriation you made at your 
last session; $175,000.00 for free text books, and we paid the ex- 
penses of a Regular Session of the Legislature. And right there 
let me say, despite all the criticism of $2.00 a day, extra clerks, etc., 
take the whole and not a part of it. 

The Legislature in 1935 cost $287,000.00; in 1931, $406,000.00; 
and in 1927 it cost $436,000.00. So Radio Audience, take it from 
your Governor that knows, this Legislature is relatively the most 
economical legislature in many years and absolutely one of the 
most efficient. 

But the great answer where the money went. Note them. 
Since the first day of last October, up and including yesterday, 
the Treasurer has paid in cash to the common schools in Alabama 
$5,115,889.09. For the same period one year ago it paid $3,196,- 
083.03. ‘Iwo years ago, $2,660,946.87. Three years ago, $1,596,- 
108.12. That is where the great money has gone. 

Health has received $100,000.00 more in this last annual period 
than in the preceding period and none of this could have been done 
except for the most efficient and economic administration of all 
the departments of government. 

Despite the fact that the State is doing millions more for com- 
mon schools than it has in many years, their total revenues are far 
short of their necessities, primarily because they have depended 
upon advalorem taxes that are continuing to fall further and further 
behind and if we are to have the schools that we have pledged our- 
selves to have, the State MUST supply the major portion of the 
deficiencies. 

In my call, you will note that I asked you to aid the counties and 
cities as well as the State to meet the necessities of the functioning 
governments. 

_ T have given you the minimum requirements of the appropria- 
tions we have already made. You know we must do something 
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for the social program and I estimate it needs at least $600,000.00 

per year. On this you should convince yourself after due investi- 
ation. 

i Of course it is primarily your function, but the duty of us all 

is to provide functioning governments. ; 

The following is all that the Graves platform of 1934 contained 
on the subject of taxation. 

“Economy, not Taxation 

The Income Tax is in our Constitution and laws by the will of 
the people. I will enforce it and oppose its repeal. 

I will oppose the Sales Tax. 

Experience and familiarity with our State’s business on the one 
hand, and knowledge of the financial condition of our people on the 
other hand, are the efficient instruments whereby, when I am Gov- 
ernor, I will be able to balance the budget, pay the State’s debts, 
run our schools, and operate an efficient Government by economy 
without further taxation. 

Should conditions make this impossible, I still promise to “PAY 
THE DEBTS, RUN THE SCHOOLS AND PROVIDE AN EF- 
FICIENT GOVERNMENT”, and do so with the least possible 
burden on our people. 

READ ALL OF IT. NOTE LAST PARAGRAPH.” 

I have never believed a general sales tax is fair. A man with 
a $500.00 a year income will spend it all and the man with a $10,- 
000.00, will save part. The poor man you have taxed on all and 
the other only a part. This is neither humane nor just, but there is 
a fundamental difference in a luxury tax and a sales tax. If the 
prime necessities of life, such as bread, shoes and nails are exempt, 
then the bulk of the poor man’s necessities is not taxed at all. 

I believe that the luxury tax on everything that. is not a neces- 
sity, is the principal source to which you should look. I believe that 
it would be wise, if in your judgment it is practicable, to go far en- 
ough to exempt homesteads from all taxes and all other advalorem 
of the 234 mills levied by the State. If these things are done, the 
cities and counties must be made able to function. This plan is 
submitted for your careful consideration. Should you exempt all 
properties from the 214 mills of State taxes, surely the franchise tax 
should be increased in order that foreign corporations do not es- 
cape their portion of just burden. 

I further submit for your consideration a tax on natural gas 
and export power and amusements of all kinds. 

I urge immediate action. Emergency measures, not neces- 
sarily permanent, but for relief of our temporary emergency. If 
a luxury tax is enacted, it should be for the term of the emergency, 
until about the 1st of December and then continue or not depend- 
ing upon the result of referendum held at the general election in 
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November. Should you decide on the homestead exemption and 
the 21%4 mill advalorem exemption suggested, this should also be 
included in the November referendum. 

Sincerely thanking you for the whole hearted co-operation that 
has continued between the Executive and the Legislative Depart- 
ments of our Government and I pledge that so far as in me lies, 
that this will continue to the end of our journey.

Section 1. That there is hereby created in and for said Chilton County, 
Alabama, the office of Road Supervisor. That said Road Supervisor shall 
be appointed by the Governor of Alabama, immediately upon the approval 
of this Act, and shall hold such office until the first Monday in February, 1939, 
and until his successor is elected and qualified. That if any vacancy in such 
office occurs before the first Monday in February 1939 such vacancy shall be 
filled by appaqintment by the Governor.

Section 4. That the salary of said Road Supervisor shall be fixed and 
determined by the Commissioners Court of Chilton County, Alabama, at the 
time of his election or appointment and shall be not less than Two Thousand 
Four Hundred and No/100 ($2,400.00) Dollars per annum nor more than 
$3,000.00 per annum. That in the event said Commissioners Court fails to 
fix and determine the amount of said salary, as above prescribed, same is 
hereby fixed at the sum of Two Thousand Four Hundred $2,400 Dollars per 
annum. 

Section 5. That the duty and authority as to the building, maintenance 
or repairing of public roads and bridges in Chilton County, Alabama, be and 
the same is hereby vested in said Road Supervisor, subject only to the control 
of said Commissioners Court of Chilton County, Alabama, as herein set forth. 
And to that end said Road Supervisor is given the duty, power and authority 
to employ or hire teams, machines, trucks and all necessary employees, labor- 
ers or helpers to properly construct, maintain and repair the roads and bridges 
of said County.

SECTION 1. That the following amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the State of Alabama be, and the same is hereby proposed, 
and an election by the qualified electors of the State is hereby or- 
dered upon such proposed amendment and the day appointed for 
such election is the First Tuesday after the First Monday of No- 
vember, 1936, which proposed amendment is as follows: 

SECTION 49—The pay of the members of the Legislature shall 
be Eight ($8.00) Dollars per day, and ten cents per mile in going to 
and returning from the seat of government, to be computed by the 
nearest usual route traveled, and no other compensation, remun- 
eration or emoluments shall be paid any member. 

SECTION 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together 
with the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by proclama- 
tion of the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper, 
once a week, in each county in the State, for four successive weeks 
next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election.

H. J. R. 6. Be it resolved by the House of Representatives of 
the State of Alabama, the Senate concurring: 

1. That each and every member of the House of Representa- 
tives and the Senate shall, within ten days after the adoption of 
this Resolution, register with the Clerk of the House of Representa- 
tives and the Secretary of the Senate respectively, giving the fol- 
lowing information: (a) His name and the county which he rep- 
resents; (b) whether or not at any time during his present term 
of office he has accepted any office of profit under the State, or 
any sub-division, county, municipality, or district; or has been, 
or, has accepted employment from any department, bureau, board 
or commission of the State government, or of any county, munici- 
pality, or district of the State; or has received any compensation, 
emoluments, or rewards, either directly or indirectly, from the 
State of Alabama, or any department, bureau, board or commis- 
sion of its government, or from any county, municipality, or dis- 
trict of the State, this not to include Notary Publics and ex-officio 
Justices of the Peace; (c) the office to which he was appointed 
and which he has accepted since his election to the House of Rep- 
resentatives or the Senate; (d) the department, bureau, board or 
commission for which he was employed, or from which he re- 
ceived any compensation, emoluments or reward; (e) the county, 
or municipality, or district, under which he held office, or from 
which he received any compensation, emoluments, or reward; 
(f) the amount of such compensation, emoluments, or reward, and 
(f) the nature and character of his work and how long he had been 
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employed, and whether he is now doing any work for the State, or 
any department, bureau, board or commission, or for any county, 
municipality, or district in the State, and the nature and character 
of such work. ; 

2. In addition to the information required in Section 1 of this 
Resolution, each member of the House of Representatives and of 
the Senate shall give to the Clerk of the House of Representatives 
and the Secretary of the Senate in writing the following informa- 
tion: (a) whether a member of a firm or an association, or stock- 
holder in any corporation, domestic or foreign, or an officer therein, 
before and since his election as a member of the Legislature of 
Alabama; (b) whether or not the firm, association, or corporation 
of which the Legislator or Senator is a member or stockholder has 
had, now has, or will have, any interest in legislation passed or 
proposed or contemplated before or since their nomination and 
election to the Legislature; (c) if an employee, agent or attorney 
or a person, firm, corporation or association, the date of the em- 
ployment, either before or since their nomination and election to 
the Legislature, the amount of salary received and the nature of 
the employment; (d) whether said Legislator or Senator is a stock- 
holder, agent or employee of any insurance company, domestic or 
foreign, which has applied to the State for insurance and been re- 
fused such insurance; (e) whether or not any person, firm or cor- 
poration has paid for radio time for any member of the House of 
Representatives or of the Senate before or since, or during, the or- 
ganization of the 1935 Legislature or the Special Session thereof, 
where the subject discussed was for or against pending or contem- 
plated legislation, and if so what person, firm or corporation or 
association, paid for said radio time and the amount thereof. 

8. Upon receiving all such registrations, it shall be the duty 
of the Clerk of the House of Representatives and the Secretary of 
the Senate immediately to print 500 copies of all the registrations 
filed with them, in pamphlet form, giving the information contained 
in such registration for the use of the members of the House of 
Representatives and the Senate.

By Rules Committee: 

H.R. 7%. BE IT RESOLVED By The House of Representa- 
tives, that: 

WHEREAS, there will be presented for debate and considera- 
tion at this special Session many bills which involve highly con- 
troversial questions, the proper solution of which will need the 
undivided and undisturbed attention of all members of the House, 
and 

WHEREAS, many various groups and organizations are vitally 
interested in such bills and will desire to have representatives 
granted admission to the floor of the House while it is in session, 
and it is impossible to permit or select a limited number of such 
representatives from each group or organization, and 

WHEREAS, the space in the House is limited and the presence 
of others, than the members and those employees necessary to its 
proper functioning, and those who by the Constitution are en- 
titled to privileges of the floor, tends to create confusion and dis- 
tract attention, and : 

WHEREAS, if some are admitted to the floor of the House, 
and others who are equally entitled thereto are denied such privi- 
leges, there will result a feeling of injustice and discrimination on 
the part of those who, on account of lack of space, are denied ad- 
mission. : 

NOW THEREFORE, Be IT RESOLVED, that only those 
entitled to the privileges of the floor as provided by Section 57 of 
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the Constitution, be admitted, except those who may obtain per- 
mission therefor from a Committee of three to be appointed by the 
Speaker, known as Committee on Privileges of the Floor, and that 
such Committee limit those to whom it will grant permission to 
the members of the immediate families of representatives unless, the 
privilege of the floor is granted by unanimous consent of the 
House, and that no privilege shall extend beyond the day granted.

have the power and authority to summon any official of any such 
organization, association, corporation or individual, their agents 
or employees, to appear before it and/or to answer any questions 
propounded by such committee relative to the source of funds re- 
ceived or expended by it, or them, in any effort to foster or prevent 
legislation, either before or since the convening of this extraordinary 
session of the Legislature; and shall have the power and authority to 
require any such organization, association, corporation or individual, 

. their agents or employees to produce their books, accounts, vouch- 
ers, or other evidences of receipts and/or expenditures received or 
expended for the purpose of, or in an effort to, influence the vote 
of any member of the House or Senate upon any legislation now 
pending before the House or Senate, or any bill or resolution that 
may be offered during this session of the Legislature. Such com- 
mittee to record all evidences deemed by it to be relevant or ma- 
terial, and may make partial reports to the House and Senate of its 
findings from time to time as the Committee deems proper; and 
shall make such partial reports when called upon by the Speaker of 
the House or the presiding officer of the Senate; and the final report 
of the finding of such committee shall be made five days before 
the final adjournment of this extraordinary session of the Legisla- 
ture. 

2. Such committee shall have the power and authority to em- 
ploy such clerical assistance and/or investigators as is necessary 
to fully carry out the purpose of this resolution. 
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3. The Clerk of the House and Secretary of the Senate are 
hereby authorized and directed to pay the expenses of such inves- 
tigators, including the salary of such clerks and the salary and ex- 
penses of such investigators, each paying one-half of such expenses, 
out of the funds appropriated for the expenses of this Legislature.

By Mr. Reeder: 

H.R. 9. A HOUSE RESOLUTION MEMORALIZING 
THE PRESIDENT AND CONGRESS OF THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA TO EXTEND COTTON LOANS 
MADE TO PRODUCERS DURING 1934-85 UNDER THE 12- 
CENT LOAN PLAN TO JULY 31, 1936 AND TO PROVIDE 
FOR THE WAVING OF THE CHARGES AND ACCRUALS 
TO FEBRUARY 1, 1936. 

WHEREAS, some 150,000 cotton farmers of Alabama during the 
1934-1935 season delivered to the Commodity Credit Corporation 
some 675,000 bales of cotton on and in accordance with the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation’s 12-cent loan announcement, and 

WHEREAS, the said Alabama cotton farmers believing they 
“were cooperating with the crop control program announced by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, and in the attainment of the Administra- 
tion’s announced objective for agriculture, parity prices, placed 
their cotton in the loan at a time when its market value was from 
$3.00 to $7.50 per bale in excess of its loan value, and 

WHEREAS, when said loans matured July 31, 1935, because 
of the condition of the market at that time, the loans were extend- 
ed to February 1, 1936 but have not since been extended, and are 
being carried in past due form, and 

WHEREAS, it is believed that the Secretary of Agriculture and 
the Agricultural Adjustment Administration have strongly favored 
an extension of the loan to July 31, 1936 and the waiving of all ac- 
crued carrying charges to February 1, 1936, thereby permitting that 
cotton which is needed to move in world markets at world market 
prices, and 

WHEREAS, a Bill has been introduced in the Congress pro- 
viding that the Government take title to the cotton and liquidate it 
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by the sale of some 20,000 bales weekly, with no consideration being 
given to equalizing the loan to the borrower for grade, stable and 
location, and 

WHEREAS, it is believed that the forced sale of cotton and 
the limiting of the volume of sales, regardless of marketing condi- 
tions or price, is uneconomical and wasteful, and is detrimental to 
all cotton farmers, and 

WHEREAS, by extending the loans, the government can main- 
tain its faith with the cotton farmers and at the same time save 
money for the Government: 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Presi- 
dent of the United States, the Secretary of Agriculture, the Ad- 
ministrator of the Agricultural Adjustment Administration, togeth- 
er with our Senators and Congressmen, who represent the people of 
Alabama in the Congress, be requested to use their combined in- 
fluence to have the 12-cent loan extended to July 31, 1936, with 
carrying charges waived to February 1, 1936, so that title to said 
cotton shall remain in the producers with opportunity for disposi- 
tion on a basis more nearly in conformity with the best interests of 
the producers. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that copies of this resolution 
be forwarded to the President of the United States, the Secretary 
of Agriculture, Administrator of the Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration, and to the Senators and Congressmen representing 
the State of Alabama.

All motor vehicle licenses 
under this Act shall become due on October 1st of each year and 
shall become delinquent on October 25th. Provided, however, 
that these licenses shall be purchased on a monthly declining basis 
of one-twelfth (1-12) or for each month of the tax year and that 
the purchaser shall only buy a license for the then remaining 
months of the tax year. In figuring the license on a one-twelfth 
(1-12) reduction for each month, the amount on any fraction shall 
be figured to the nearest ten (10c) cents above the fraction thereof. 
But in no event shall the price of license tag be less than T'wo Dol- 
lars ($2.00). (AA) Provided, the word “Weight” for purpose of 
computing the license tax payable hereunder shall be deemed to 
mean the weight of the vehicle including weight of the bumpers, 
spare tires, horn, trunk and tools, and all equipment customarily or 
generally used, whether same be installed on the motor vehicle be- 
fore shipment or delivery by the factory, or before or after delivery 
by the automobile dealer. (e) For each electric automobile, other 
than truck, Twelve Dollars ($12.00). (£) For each automobile pro- 
pelled by steam, Eighteen Dollars ($18.00). (g) For each motor- 
cycle, Four Dollars ($4.00). (h) For each motorcycle with side 
car attached, Five Dollars ($5.00). Where the motorcycle is ac- 
quired or brought into the State on or after April 1st, or is not used 
prior to April 1st, the license shall be Two Dollars and a half 
(2.50). Where the motorcycle is acquired or brought into the 
State on or after January 1st, the license shall be Three Dollars 
($3.00). Where the motorcycle is acquired or brought into the 
State on or after July 1st, or is not used prior to July 1st, the license 
shall be Two Dollars ($2.00). (BB) Provided, however, that the 
license tags for such automobile or motorcycle shall remain with 
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such automobile or motorcycle for the remainder of the current tax 
year, and that before any private automobile or any motorcycle 
shall be used on any public highway the proper license tag therefor 
must be procured and securely attached to the rear end of the au- 
tomobile or motorcycle, said tag to be securely attached right side 
up with the number thereof in an upright position and the numbers 
thereof plainly visible. Provided, however, that the purchaser of 
a motor vehicle shall have three days grace from the date of pur- 
chase to purchase the license called for hereunder and shall not be 
subject to any penalty during said three day period. 

This Act shall become effective upon it’s approval by the Gov- 
ernor. 

On motion of Mr. Taylor the substitute offered by Mr. Connor 
was laid on the table. 

Mr. Connor offered the following amendment to the bill, H. 19:

That Section 1 of said bill be amended by striking from Section

By Mr. DeVane: 

H. J. R. 10. Be It Resolved By The House of Representa- 
tives, the Senate concurring that the Custodian or Keeper of the 
Capitol grounds be ordered and instructed to provide automobile 
parking space for the individual members of the House and Senate 
who bring their cars to the Capitol grounds during sessions of the 
Legislature. Be It Further Resolved that said Custodian or Keep- 
er be instructed and required to maintain proper supervision of 
such cars while so parked as to prevent any theft or molesting of 
the same.

Committee on Rules. 

Mr. Steele introduced the following resolution: 


By Mr. Steele: 

H. J. R. 11. BE IT RESOLVED By the House of Represen- 
tatives of the State of Alabama, the Senate concurring, that the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution of Alabama be submitted to 
the electorate of the State of Alabama for their ratification or re- 
jection. 

Public education is hereby declared to be an essential and pri- 
mary function of government in this state. The legislature shall 
from time to time, in addition to funds specifically set aside for ed- 
ucational purposes and in such a manner as in its opinion will tend 
to equalize educational opportunities throughout the state and en- 
courage local initiative and support, appropriate monies out of the 
state treasury for educational purposes which shall be paid on the 
basis set up below. It shall be unlawful for the Comptroller or 
like officer of the State of Alabama to draw any warrant or other 
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order for the payment of money belonging to or administered by the 
State of Alabama upon the State Treasurer unless and until it shall 
have been certified to such Comptroller or like officer by such 
Treasurer that there is then in the hands of such Treasurer money 
available and appropriated for the full payment of the same. All ap- 
propriations now or hereafter made shall be either (a) Absolute, or 
(b) Conditional. 

(a) The following shall be absolute appropriations, shall have 
preference over conditional appropriations, and, to the limit of the 
money in the hands of the Treasurer available therefor, shall be 
payable in full in the order named: 

1. Appropriations for payment of interest or principal or sink- 
ing fund on the public debt or on trust funds covered into the State 
Treasury. 

2. Per capita appropriations to eleemosynary and correctional 
institutions and the Alabama School for Deaf and Blind. 

3. Appropriations to make effective any constitutional statu- 
tory provision earmarking and setting apart any certain tax, ex- 
cise, income or charge for a designated use or purpose, not includ- 
ing appropriations to be paid from the State’s General Fund. 

(b) All other appropriations shall be conditional appropria- 
tions, and shall be payable in full only in the event that after pro- 
viding for payment of the absolute appropriations there remains in 
the hands of the Treasurer money available for the full payment of 
all such conditional appropriations; and in case there is insufficient 
money available for such full payment, then the money available 
shall be prorated without any discrimination, and each such condi- 
tional appropriations shall be payable in the proporation which 
the money available bears to the total of all such conditional appro- 
priations. At the end of each fiscal year all unpaid conditional 
appropriations which exceed the amount of money in the State 
Treasury subject to the payment of the same, after such pro-ration, 
shall thereupon become null and void to the extent of such excess. 

And the resolution, H. J. R. 11, proposing an amendment to the 
Constitution, was read one time at length and referred to the Stand- 
ing Committee on Constitution and Constitutional Amendments.

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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To abolish the fine and forfeiture fund of Conecuh County, Alabama; 
to provide for the payment into the general fund of said County of all 
moneys which under. existing laws, or laws hereafter enacted, are payable 
into said fine and forfeiture fund; to provide that witnesses summoned on 
behalf of the State and all other claims which are payable out of the fine 
and forfeiture fund of Conecuh County shall, in the future, be paid out of 
the general fund of said County; to fix the priorities of said Claims; to pro- 
vide for the registration of same; to regulate the payment of same; and to 
validate all witness certificates and claims now outstanding against the fine 
and forfeiture fund. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1: That the fine and forfeiture fund of Conecuh County is here-- 
by abolished. 

Section 2, That it shall be the duty of the County Depository or the 
County Treasurer of said County to transfer any and all moneys now on 
hand in the fine and forfeiture fund of said County to the general fund of 
said County, and hereafter all moneys which under existing laws, or laws 
hereafter enacted, are payable into the fine and forfeiture fund of Conecuh 
County, shall, from and after the passage of this act, be paid into the gen- 
eral fund of said County. 

Section 3: That after the trial or continuance of any case in 
the Circuit Court or in the County Court of Conecuh County, or 
upon discharge by the Court, of any witnesses summoned and ap- 
pearing on behalf of the State, and upon the discharge of any witness called 
before any session of the grand jury of said County, the clerk of the court 
or the foreman of the grand jury shall issue to hima certificate showing the 
total amount due to said witness for attendance, mileage and ferriage as 
provided by the general laws of the State of Alabama now in force or as 
may be hereafter amended. The foreman of the grand jury shall be fur- 
nished with a book of such certificates of attendance, numerically arranged, 
and so prepared that an exact carbon copy of each witness certificate issued 
shall appear in said book, and when the grand jury is discharged, the fore- 
man shall deliver to the clerk of the Circuit Court said duplicate witness 
certificates and. the clerk of said Court shall thereupon certify to the County 
Depository or County Treasurer a list of all such certificates issued, show- 
ing the names of the persons to whom issued and the amount due on each 
such witness certificate, and the number of same. 


Section 4: That it is hereby made the duty of the County Depository 
or the County Treasurer, if there should be such officer, to pay each wit- 
ness certificate whether issued by the clerk of the Circuit Court, the Clerk 
of the County Court, or the foreman of the grand jury, on its presentation 
by the owner thereof, and to take up and cancel each one as it is paid, and 
also to mark same paid. 

: Section 5: All claims or witness certificates as above set out shall be 
preferred claims against the County, and shall have the same priority as is 
now provided by law for expenses of Courts and claims of grand and petit 
jurors. The County Treasurer or County Depository is hereby authorized 
and directed before each term of said Circuit Court and said County Court 
to retain out of the general funds of said County an amount sufficient to pay 
said witness certificates herein provided for. 
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Section 6: Whenever the cost in any criminal case in said Courts is im- 
posed on the defendant or prosecutor, the fees of the witnesses for the 
State, both before the grand jury and upon the trial, shall be taxed against 
him as is now provided by law, and when said witness fees are so collected, 
they shall be paid by the officers collecting same into the County Deposi- 
tory or County Treasurer and be especially deposited to the preferred claim 
fund or classification from which the payment of witness certificates herein 
above set out are to be paid. 


Section 7; That the fees of the clerk of the Circuit Court, Clerk of the 
County Court, and Sheriff of said County in cases where the State fails to 
convict, or where a nolle prosequi is entered, or where the case is abated 
by the death of the defendant, or where an indictment is withdrawn and 
filed, or where execution is returned “no property found”, shall be paid out 
of the general fund of said County when audited and allowed by the Board 
of Revenue, and shall be preferred claims against such fund with the same 
priority of payment as is now provided by general law for payment of com- 
pensation to the sheriff and clerks of the Circuit Court. 

Section 8: That the County Depository or the County Treasurer shall 
keep a separate book for the registration of all witness certificates and 
claims of officers which would otherwise be payable from the fine and for- 
feiture fund for the purpose of registering the aforesaid claims and shall im- 
mediately transfer to said book all such claims now registered against the 
fine and forfeiture fund, preserving the same priorities that said claims now 
enjoy. 

Section 9: If at any time there should not be sufficient funds in the 
County Depository of the County Treasurer for the payment of the witness 
certificates and claims herein provided to be paid, over and above the 
amount necessary to pay preferred claims of prior rank, the County Depos- 
itory or the County Treasurer shall pay off said certificates and claims in 
the order in which they shall be registered by the holders thereof. 

Section 10: That all efaims, script and certificates issued to witnesses 
summoned on behalf of the State before the grand jury or before the Cir- 
cuit Court or County Court of Gonecuh County, Alabama, and all such 
claims, script and certificates issued to the sheriff of said County and the 
clerks of the Circuit Court and County Court of said County, be and the 
same hereby are, ratified and made legal, and the County Depository or 
County Treasurer, is hereby authorized, empowered, and directed to per- 
mit the registration of same and to pay the same in the regular order of 
like claims against the County. Such claims, script and certificates shall 
not be subject to barter and sale, but shall be registered in the name of and 
payable only to the person to whom issued. 

Section 11: Bt it further enacted that if any section or provision of this 
Act shall be declared unconstitutional, it shall not affect or destroy the 
validity or constitutionality of any other section or provision herein which 
is not in and of itself unconstitutional. 

Section 12: That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this act be, and they hereby are, repealed; this Act shall go into

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON RULES 


Speaker Walker, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Rules, 
reported that said committee, in session, had acted on the following 
House Joint Resolution and ordered same returned to the House 
with a favorable report with Substitute: 


By Mr. Boswell: 


H. J. R. 8. Relative to creation of a joint committee to in- 
vestigate all forms of lobbying. 

The substitute reported by the Standing Committee on Rules 
follows: 

Be it resolved by the House of Representatives of the State of 
Alabama, the Senate concurring, as follows: 

1. That there be appointed a Committee composed of three 
members of the House to be appointed by the Speaker thereof and 
two members of the Senate to be appointed by its presiding officers 
to act for and on behalf of this Legislature. 

2. It shall be the duty of such Committee to investigate 

(a) All forms of lobbying with the members of this legisla- 
ture, by any organization, association, corporation or individuals, 
their agents or employees for or against the passage of any legisla- 
tion now pending before either the House or Senate. 
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(b) The expenditure of all public funds, and particularly, the 
Emergency Appropriation of $100,000, and it shall examine into the 
matter of the use of official patronage and the employment by any 
department of the State which might have a tendency to influence 
the passage or defeat of any legislation now or heretofore pending 
before or heretofore passed by the Legislature or which might 
affect legislation hereafter proposed. 

8. Such Committee acting for and on behalf of this legislature 
shall have the power and authority to summon before it and 
examine, any State Official or employee or any official or employee 
of any organization, association, corporation or individual, their 
agents, or employees to appear before it and to answer any ques- 
tion propounded by such Committee relating to the use of funds 
received or expended by it or them in any effort to foster or pre- 
vent legislation either before or since the convening of this extra 
session of the Legislature: It shall have the power and authority 
to require any such State Official or any such Organization, Asso- 
ciation, Corporation, or Individual, Agents, or Employees to pro- 
duce their books, accounts, vouchers, or other evidences of receipts 
and or expenditures received or expended for the purpose of or in 
an effort to influence or which might have a tendency to influence 
the vote of any member of the House or Senate upon any legisla- 
tion or any bill or resolution. 

4. Such committee shall record all evidence deemed by it to be 
relevant or material, and may make partial reports to the House 
and Senate of its findings from time to time as the committee 
deems proper; and shall make such partial reports when called 
upon by the Speaker of the House, or the presiding officer of the 
Senate; and the final report of the findings of such committee 
shall be made five days before the final adjournment of this extra- 
ordinary session of the Legislature. 

5. The Committee shall have the authority to direct the Clerk 
of the House and the Secretary of the Senate to furnish necessary 
clerical assistance from the House and from the Senate, and to 
employ investigators and assistants fully to carry out the purposes 
of this Resolution. 

6. The Committee shall have the authority to direct payment 
of the expenses incurred by such Committee out of any funds ap- 
propriated for the expense of this Legislature. 

Mr. Denson offered the following amendment to the substitute: 

Amend H. J. R. 8 by inserting after the word “investigate” 
where the same appears in Section 1 the following: 

“The sale of, and traffic in, liquors and beverages, the sale and

By Mr. Woodall : 


S. 6. To enable Elmore County, Alabama to finance building, 
maintenance repair or improvement of public roads therein, under- 
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taken independently by the County, or in conjunction with State 
and National agencies, or either, by issuance of interest bearing 
warrants on the gasoline tax fund received or to be received from 
the State and in case of deficiency of such fund when warrants are 
payable to provide in the discretion of the Court of County Com- 
missioners for payment out of the road and bridge fund or from 
the general fund of the County where the other funds are insuf- 
ficient; to provide for the manner of issuance of said warrants, 
the rate of interest thereon and the manner of payment thereof; to 
provide for disposition of said warrants, the length of time for 
which they shall run, limitation of amounts and manner of registra- 
tion and cancellation thereof; and priority of payment.

NOTICE 


Notice is hereby given that when the Legislature of Alabama again con- 
venes in special or regular session, application will be made for the passage 
of a certain bill in substance as follows: 


AN ACT 


To enable Elmore County, Alabama to finance building, maintenance re- 
pair or improvement of public roads therein, undertaken independently by 
the County, or in conjunction with State and National agencies, or either, 
by issuance of interest bearing warrants on the gasoline tax fund received 
or to be received from the State and in case of deficiency of such fund when 
warrants are payable to provide in the discretion of the Court of County Com- 
missioners for payment out of the road and bridge fund or from the general 
fund of the County where the other funds are insufficient; to provide for the 
manner of issuance of said warrants, the rate of interest thereon and the 
manner of payment thereof; to provide for disposition of said warrants, the 
length of time for which they shall run, limitation of amounts and manner 
of registration and cancellation thereof; and priority of payment. 

Be it enacted by the legislature of Alabama: 

Sec. 1. That the County of Elmore in order to finance the building, 
maintenance, repair or improvements of public roads in said county, whether 
undertaken independently or in conjunction with state and national agencies, 
or in conjunction with either, said county through its court of county commis- 
sioners may issue interest bearing warrants in the manner hereinafter set out. 

Sec. 2. Said county, through the Court of County Commissioners may 
issue interest bearing warrants, drawn on the county treasurer or depository 
payable, over a period of years not to exceed 5, said court to determine the 
amount payable each year, the interest not to exceed six per centum per an- 
num, payable annually or semi-annually, as the court may determine. When 
said work is let out to a general contractor on any job, said warrants may be 
issued directly to him or may be issued directly to persons, firms or corpor- 
ations furnishing labor, materials, machinery or supplies for such work, as 
claims therefor accrue, and where so issued directly, said warrants must be 
accepted at face or par value. Said court may provide, by proper minute en- 
try, that said warrants shall be sold at auction to the highest bidder at the 
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court house of the county, at the regular meeting place of the court after ten 
days notice of such sale shall have been given by publication by at least one in- 
sertion in some newspaper published in the county, or in the event there is no 
such paper published, then in some newspaper published in the City of Mont- 
gomery, Alabama. No warrant shall be sold for less than its face or par 
value. Warrants so issued or the proceeds derived from the sale thereof, 
may, in addition to the above purposes, be used for acquiring necessary rights 
of way by purchase or condemnation. The proceeds from said warrants when 
sold shall be used solely for the above purposes and no other. 


Sec. 3. Said warrants shall be payable out of the funds available or de- 
rived or to be derived from the gasoline tax collected by the state and paid 
over to the county as provided by laws now in force or hereinafter enacted. 
The court, at its discretion, however, may provide that in the event said fund 
is not sufficient to pay any warrant when payable, it shall be payable out of 
the road and bridge fund of the county, and in the event said funds are in- 
sufficient for payment thereof, then such deficiency shall be payable from the 
general fund of the county, it being the intent hereof to enable the said court 
to charge the several funds with payment of said warrants in the order 
named. 


Sec. 4. Said warrants, when issued shall be registered by the county 
treasurer in a book provided for that purpose, against the several funds out 
of which they are payable-and shall be charges and preferred claims against 
said funds, and entitled to priority of payment in the order of their regis- 
tration and when paid shall be cancelled, which said cancellation shall be 
shown on said registration. 

Sec. 5. Each of said warrants shall be signed in the name of the coun- 
ty by the Probate Judge and each member of the governing body, but inter- 
est coupons, which may be attached thereto may be signed by the probate 
judge only or bear his fac-simile signature. The said warrants shall bear 
the seal of the said court. 

Sec. 6. In no event shall the aggregate amount of said warrants, togeth- 
er with other indebtedness of the county, exceed the debt limit of the county 
as provided by the constitution. 

Sec. 7. If any section or provision of this act shall be declared invalid 
by any court, such invalidity shall not affect any other valid section or pro- 
vision and this act shall be liberally construed to effect the purpose of en- 
abling Elmore County to finance road building, repair, improvement and 
maintenance. 

Sec. 8. This act shall go into effect immediately upon its passage and 
approval.

A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to amend Section 291 of an Act entitled 
“An Act to provide for the general revenue of the State of Ala- 
bama” approved July 10, 1935. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Section 291 of an Act entitled “An Act to pro- 
vide for the general revenue of the State of Alabama”, approved 
July 10, 1935, be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 291. Whenever any real estate has, prior to January 
1st, 1935, been sold for taxes and bid in by the State at tax sale, 
the same may be redeemed in the same manner as heretofore pro- 
vided for sales made after January 1st, 1935, except that the fol- 
lowing additional provisions shall apply: All persons having the 
right to redeem, shall have four years from the date of sale to re- 
deem and such redemption shall be made as in other cases, except 
that the party desiring to redeem may pay the amount of accrued 
taxes in four equal installments without interest or penalties. Any 
person having the right to redeem any property sold to the State 
for taxes, and who desires to redeem under the provisions hereof, 
shall, before January 1st, 1937 make application to the Probate 
Judge of the County where the real estate is situated, the same to 
be approved by the State Land Commissioner, and shall deposit 
with the Probate Judge a sum equal to not less than one-fourth of 
accrued taxes, without interest or penalties, and annually there- 
after shall pay not less than one-fourth of said sum to the Probate 
Judge. The party redeeming said property shall, within thirty 
days from the date of making said initial payment, assess said 
property for taxes for the then current tax year, and the same shall 
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be assessed for each year thereafter in the manner required by law, 
and the taxes for the subsequent tax years shall be paid in the 
manner required by law. Upon the payment of all back taxes, as 
provided for herein, and of all taxes for the subsequent tax years 
which have accrued, a certificate of redemption shall be issued as 


in other cases. 


This act is to take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

H. J. R. 20. Regarding Federal Aid for Highways—Four 
Year Plan. 

WHEREAS, the ever increasing use of highways as a means 
of transportation necessitates the extension of highway facilities 
and the modernization of existing highways; and 

WHEREAS, the Federal Government has for many years ex- 
tended aid to the States in the development and improvement of 
highways; and 

WHEREAS, the maintenance of construction programs on an 
even keel and the avoidance of delays in undertaking such pro- 
grams may be accomplished only by adequate advance planning 
based upon a definite knowledge of future availability of funds; and 

WHEREAS, the Bureau of Public Roads as a most efficient 
Governmental agency directing the improvement of highways by 
the States insures the enonomic expenditure of such funds as may 
be appropriated, thus serving the twofold purpose of sound invest- 
ment and unemployment relief; 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That the Ala- 
bama State Legislature now assembled in session at Montgomery,

H. 181. ‘To provide for the election of three school trustees for 
each school in Fayette County, Alabama, and to prescribe their au- 
thority and duties. 

Local Legislation No. One. 


Notice and proof H. 181: 


The Fayette County Board of Education have endorsed a local bill to be 
introduced in the Legislature to provide for the election of three school trus- 
tees from each school every two years. Following is a copy of the bill to 
be presented. 


AN ACT 


To provide for the election of three school trustees for each school in Fayette 

County, Alabama, and to prescribe their authority and duties. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section i. That on the first Saturday in April, 1936, and on the first 
Saturday in March every two years thereafter, three School Trustees shall 
be elected by the patrons of each school in Fayette County, Alabama. The 
County Superintendent of Education shall appoint three managers to hold 
the election at each school, who shall conduct the election in accordance 
with regulations prepared by the County Superintendent of Education, and 
by the County Board of Education. The results of said election shall be re- 
ported to the County Superintendent of Education on certificates signed by 
the managers of said election; provided, however, that this Act shall not 
apply to cities or towns in said County having city or town Boards of Edu- 
cation. 

Section 2. That the Trustees elected under provisions of this Act, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided by law, shall have charge of the schoo! buildings 
and grounds and shall advise with and cooperate with the County Board of 
Education in all matters relating to the general welfare of the school. The 
trustees so elected shall have the right, by unanimous vote, within fifteen 
days after the date of the Superintendent’s notice of assignment, to refuse 
to accept the assignment of any teacher upon written notification to the Coun- 
ty Superintendent of Education setting out the reason or reasons for such 
refusal. The Trustees so elected under this Act shall take office on Tues- 
day following the election. 

Section 3. That whenever a vacancy occurs on the Board of School 
Trustees elected under the provisions of this Act, the same may be filled 
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by the County Board of Education. The County Board of Education may 
remove any School Trustee elected under the provisions of this Act for mis- 
conduct or wilful neglect of duties. 

Section 4. That all laws, or parts of law, in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act, insofar as they relate to Fayette County, Alabama, be and the 
same are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. The Trustees so elected shall be residents of the community 
served by the scisool, and shall be qualified voters of Fayette County, Aja- 
bama. 

Section 6. Said Trustees shail serve without pay, and the managers 
holding ‘the elections provided for in this Act shall also serve without pay.

“An act to authorize Mobile County, in the State of Alabama, to issue 
bonds from time to time, not exceeding in the aggregate $1,600,000.00, which 
bonds or the proceeds thereof, shall be used exclusively for paying valid and 
enforceable unbonded obligations of Mobile County, and unbonded obliga- 
tions of Mobile County which would be valid and enforceable but for the 
provision or provisions of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 fixing the 
debt limit of said county, and all past due interest and principal on any 
valid and enforceable bonded obligations of said County existing on Septem- 
ber 30th, 1936; to provide the manner, method, interest rate, maturity, and 
all necessary details relative to the issuance and selling of such bonds and 
the retirement thereof; to provide for the manner and method of retiring 
the obligations which are to be refunded hereunder; to provide that the hold- 
er of any such unbonded obligation entitled to be refunded under this act, 
existing on the 30th day of September, 1936, and not registered with the 
Treasurer of Mobile County, must present the same for registration to the 
Treasurer of Mobile County, on or before the Ist day of November, 1936, 
or the same shall not be entitled to the benefits of this act to provide what 
notice shall be given to the holders of such unbonded and unregistered ob- 
ligations existing on the 30th day of September, 1936; and to provide that 
the invalidity or unconstitutionality of any section, clause, or provision of

By Mr. Arnold: 

H. 164. A Bill To Be Entitled An Act: To provide for and 
submit to the qualified electors of the State of Alabama at an elec- 
tion to be held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday No- 
vember 1936, of the present session of the Legislature, an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of Alabama to be as follows: “Section 178 
(one hundred, seventy-eight) in Article VIII of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, shall be amended so that the same shall read as 
follows: Section 178. To entitle a person to vote at any election 
by the people, he shall have resided in the State at least two years, in 
the county one year, and in the precinct or ward three months, im- 
mediately preceding the election at which he offers to vote, and he 
shall have been d*ly registered as an elector, and shall have paid on 
or before the first day of February next preceding the date of the 
election at: which he offers to vote, all poll taxes due from him for 
the year nineteen hundred thirty-three, and for each subsequent 
year, provided, that any elector who, within three months next pre- 
ceding the date of the election at which he offers to vote, has re- 
moved from one precinct or ward to another precinct or ward in the 
same county, incorporated town, or city, shall have the right to 
vote in the precinct or ward from which he has so removed, if he 
would have been entitled to vote in such precinct or ward but for 
such removal. Nothing herein contained shall change, alter or ab- 
rogate the provisions of Amendment X Section 194% to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama, but said Amendment shall continue in full 
force and effect.” 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

SECTION 1. The following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election by the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama is hereby ordered upon such pro- 
posed amendment, and the date appointed for such election is the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday November 1936, at which 
this amendment is proposed. The proposed amendment is as fol- 
lows: “Section 178 (one hundred, seventy-eight) in article VIII 
oi the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, shall be amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: Section 178. To entitle a person 
to vote at any election by the people, he shall have resided in the 
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State at least two years, in the county one year, and in the precinct 
or ward three months, immediately preceding the election at which 
he offers to vote, and he shall have been duly registered as an elec- 
tor, and shall have paid on or before the first day of February next 
preceding the date of the election at which he offers to vote, all 
poll taxes due from him for the year nineteen hundred and thirty- 
three and for each subsequent year, provided, that any elector who, 
within three months next preceding the date of the election at 
which he offers to vote, has removed from one precinct or watd 
to another precinct or ward in the same county, incorporated town, 
or city, shall have the right to vote in the precinct or ward from 
which he has so removed, if he would have been entitled to vote in 
such precinct or ward but for such removal. Nothing herein con- 
tained shall change, alter or abrogate the provisions of Amend- 
ment X, Section 194% to the Constitution of Alabama, but said 
Amendment shall continue in full force and effect.” 

SECTION 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together 
with the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a procla- 
mation of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper 
once a week in each county in the State for at least four (4) suc- 
cessive weeks next preceeding the day hereby appointed for such 
election. 

SECTION 3. That at the election on the amendment ordered 
by this Act, the qualified electors of the State of Alabama shall 
vote upon such proposed amendment, and on the official ballots 
printed for said election there shall be printed the following: 
“Section 178 (one hundred, seventy-eight) in Article VIII of the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901, shall be amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: Section 178, To entitle a person to vote 
at any election by the people, he shall have resided in the State at 
least two years, in the county one year, and in the precinct or ward 
three months, immediately preceding the election at which he of- 
fers to vote, and he shall have been duly registered as an elector, 
and shall have paid on or before the first day of February next 
preceding the date of the election at which he offers to vote, all 
poll. taxes due from him for the year nineteen hundred and thirty- 
three, and for each subsequent year, provided, that any elector who, 
within three months next preceding the date of the election at 
which he offers to vote, has removed from one precinct or ward 
to another precinct or ward in the same county, incorporated town, 
or city, shall have the right to vote in the precinct or ward from 
which he has so removed, if he would have been entitled to vote 
in such precinct or ward but for such removal. Nothing herein con- 
tained shall change, alter or abrogate the provisions of Amend- 
ment X Section 19414 to the Constitution of Alabama, but said 
Amendment shall continue in full force and effect. 
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SECTION 4. That the votes cast in said election shall be 
counted, canvassed, tabulated and return made to the Secretary 
of State in the same manner as provided in elections for Repre- 
sentatives to the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon appear that 
a majority of the qualified electors who voted at such election upon 
the proposed amendment voted in favor of the same, such Amend- 
ment shall be valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the 
Constituion of the State of Alabama. The result of such election 
shall be made known by a proclamtion of the Governor. 

SECTION 5. Officers to hold such election shall be the same 
and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same of- 
ficials as now provided by the Election Laws of the State for the 
appointment of officers to hold general elections in this State, and 
the election shall be held in all things in accordance with this Act, 
the law governing General Election, and the Constitutional pro- 
visions concerning amendments to the Constitution; the expenses 
of the election, including the cost of the publication of the notice 
prescribed herein, shall be paid out of the same funds and in the 
same manner as expenses of. General Elections. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 164, proposing an amend- 
ment to the Constitution, was read the second time at length and 
placed on the Calendar.

By Mr. Walton: 

8S. J. R. 16. BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of the State of 
Alabama, the House of Representatives concurring, that: 

1. There is hereby established the Alabama Commission on 
Interstate Cooperation, which shall encourage and arrange con- 
ferences with officials of other states and of other units of govern- 
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ment; carry forward the participation of this state as a member 
of the Council of State Governments, both regionally and national- 
ly; and formulate proposals for cooperation between this state and 
other states. 

2. There is hereby established a standing Committee on In- 
terstate Cooperation of the Senate, to consist of five Senators. 
The members and chairman of this committee shall be designated 
in the same manner as is customary in the case of the members 
and chairman of other standing committees of the Senate. The 
Lieutenant Governor may serve as one of the five members of this 
committee. 

3. There is hereby established a similar standing Committee 
on Interstate Cooperation of the House of Representatives, also 
to consist of five members; and the members and chairman of this 
committee shall be designated in the same manner as is customary 
in the case of the members and chairmen of other standing com- 
mittees of the House of Representatives. 

4. The Said Commission on Interstate Cooperation shall be 
composed of fifteen members, namely: 

The five members of the Committee on Interstate Cooperation 
of the Senate, 

The five members of the Committee on Interstate Cooperation 
of the House of Representatives, and 

Five officials of the state government named by the Governor, 
one of whom shall be designated by him as Chairman of the Com- 
mission. ; 

The Governor shall be an honorary member of the Commis- 
sion. 

5. The Commission shall establish such committees as it deems 
advisable, to conduct conferences and to formulate proposals con- 
cerning subjects of intergovernmental cooperation. Subject to 
the approval of the Commission, the members of every such com- 
mittee shall be appointed by the Chairman of the Commission. 
State officials who are not members of the Commission on In- 
terstate Cooperation may be appointed as members of any such 
committee, but at least one member of the Commission shall be a 
member of every such committee. The Commission may provide 
such rules as it considers appropriate concerning the membership 
and the functioning of any committee which it establishes. The 
Commission may provide for advisory boards for itself and for 
its various committees, and for the service of private citizens on 
such boards. 

6. The Commission shall report to the Governor and to the 
Legislature within fifteen days after the convening of each reg- 
ular legislative session, and at such other times as it deems ap- 
propriate. Its members and the members of all committees which 
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it establishes shall serve without compensation, but they shall be 
paid their necessary expenses in carrying out their obligations 
under this act. The Commission may employ a secretary and a 
stenographer, it may incur such other expenses as may be necessary 
for the proper performance of its duties, and it may, by contribu- 
tions to the Council of State Governments, participate with other 
states in maintaining the said Council’s regional and central sec- 
retariats, and its other governmental services. The amount of 
such expenses shall not during any year exceed $200.00 to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the Governor. 

Y%. The said standing Committee of the Senate and the said 
standing Committee of the House of Representatives, shall func- 
tion during the regular sessions of the legislature and also during 
the interim periods between such sessions; their members shall 
serve until their successors are designated; and they shall respec- 
tively constitute the Senate and House Councils of the American 
Legislators’ Association for this state. The term of each admin- 
istrative member of the Commission shall extend until the next 
gubernatorial inauguration and thereafter until his successor is 
appointed. 

8. The Secretary of State shall forthwith communicate the 
text of this measure to the Governor, to the Senate, and to the 
House of Representatives of each of the other states of the Un- 
ion, and memorialize each legislature which has not already done 
so, to enact a law similar to this measure, thus establishing a sim- 
ilar commission with like duties and powers, and thus joining with 
this State in the common cause of reducing the burdens which 
are imposed upon the citizens of every state by governmental 
confusion, competition and conflict.

To create and establish a Board of Finance and Control in and for Cull- 
man County, Alabama, to be composed of five members, one of whom shall 
be Chairman of said Board; to fix the qualifications of the Chairman and 
other members of the said Board; to abolish the Court of County Commis- 
sionets of Cullman County, Alabama; to designate the manner of constitut- 
ing, selecting and appointing the first Board to hold office hereunder, and 
providing for the appointment of the first Chairman of the said Board by 
the Governor; to fix the term of office of the first Board holding office 
hereunder, and their successors in office; to provide for filling vacancies 
therein, to require the members elected, chosen or appointed hereunder to 
take the oath of office and give bond; to define the powers and duties of the 
said Board; to fix the compensation of the members hereof; to confer upon 
said Board all the jurisdiction, powers and authority that is now or may 
hereafter be granted by law to Courts of County Commissioners, Boards of 
Revenues, or other governing bodies of like name and authority in this state;

To provide for the election of all members of said Board at the expira- 
tion of the term of office of the first Board constituted hereunder: 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby created and established in and for the County 
of Cullman, State of Alabama, a Board of Finance and Control of said Cull- 
man county, to be composed of five members, one of whom shall be the 
chairman of said Board, and all of whom shall be qualified voters of said 
county. 

Section 2, That upon the approval of this Act, the Court of County 
Commissioners of Cullman County, Alabama, as now constituted be and the 
same is hereby abolished and the same shall cease to exist in and for Cull- 
man County, Alabama. 
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Section 3. The members of the Court of County Commissioners of 
Cullman County, as now constituted, who are now qualified and serving as. 
members of said Court, shall, with the addition of a chairman to be appointed 
by the Governor, constitute the first Board of Finance and Control under 
the provisions of this Act; and the said members of the Court of County 
Commissioners shall hold office as members of the said Board of Finance 
and Control until the expiration of the respective terms for which they have 
heretofore been elected as members of the Court of County Commissioners. 
The chairman of the herein constituted Board of Finance and Control shall 
be appointed by the Governor immediately upon the passage and approval of 
this Act, and his term of office shall expire with that of the other members 
of the Board of Finance and Control herein constituted. 

Section 4. At the general election to be held in November, 1936, and 
each four years thereafter a chairman and four members of said Board of 
Finance and Control shall be elected. by the qualified voters of Cullman 
county in the same form and manner as other county officers are elected 
and shall assume the duties of their respective offices on the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January following their election. Any vacancies 
that may occur on the said Board shall be filled by appointment by the 
Governor. : 


Section 5. That the said Board of Finance and Control shall have the 
power and authority to direct and control the property of the county as it 
may deem expedient and according to law; to levy general and special taxes 
for particular county purposes according to the provisions of the laws of 
the State of Alabama, general or special; to examine, settle and allow ac- 
counts and claims chargeable against the county; to examine and audit ac- 
counts of all officers having the management, collection or disbursement of 
money belonging to the county or appropriated for its use or benefit. 

Section 6. That the said Board shall have all of the jurisdiction and 
all of the powers which are now or may hereafter be by law vested in the 
Courts of County Commissioners of this State, and the several members of 
the said Board of Finance and Control of Cullman County shall respectively 
perform all the duties and services and render all the powers which are or 
may be required by law of the members of the Courts of County Commis- 
sioners. 

Section 7. That all the general laws heretofore and hereafter enacted 
by the Legislature of Alabama, in relation to the jurisdiction, powers, authori- 
ties or duties of County Commissioners in this State, shall apply to the said 
Board of Finance and Control of Cullman County, except so much of the 
said general laws as may relate to the mode of selection of said Court of 
County Commissioners, provided that this Act shall not be construed to 
impair the jurisdiction and authority of the said Board. 

Section 8. That the said Board shall have the power and authority to 
compromise the outstanding debts of Cullman County, to examine into and 
pass upon the regularity of warrants already issued, to classify and register 
outstanding warrants, and may pledge the credit of the county to raise money 
to discharge the same as it is now or may hereafter be provided by law. 

Section 9. That the Chairman of the said Board of Finance and Con- 
trol is required to give his entire time and attention to the business of said 
Board. He shall sign the minutes of the proceedings of the said Board and 
shall sign all warrants drawn on the County Treasury, or orders for the pay- 
ment or disbursement of money or funds for the county. It is hereby made- 
the duty of the said Chairman to receive and prepare the business and obtain 
information for the sessions of the said Board, and to see to the execution 
of all orders of the said Board. 

Section 10. That a majority of the said Board shall constitute a quorum 
for the conducting of business, and no funds belonging to the county shalf 
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be drawn out or paid out except as authorized by the said Board of Finance 
and Control. 


Section 11. The minutes and records of the proceedings of the said 
Board shall be entered in a well bound volume provided for that purpose, 
which said records shall be kept in the office of the Board of Finance and 
Control of said county, and shall be open at all reasonable hours to the 
inspection of the citizens of the said county. The minutes of the said Board 
shall be recorded in the minute book provided for that purpose within five 
(5) days from the adjournment of any meeting of the said Board, regular or 
special. 

Section 12. Said Board of Finance and Control shall be a court of 
record when acting a judicial capacity. 

; Section 13. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of each Court of the said 

County and of the Register in Chancery to render to the said Board of 
Finance and Control, with in ten (10) days after adjournment of each term 
of said Court, a list under oath of all fines and forfeitures taken and judg- 
ments rendered during such term, for the use of the said county. 

Section 14. The said Board of Finance and Control shall hold its ses- 
sions or meetings at the Court House in and for Cullman County. 

Section 15. The Chairman of said Board of Finance and Control shall 
receive a compensation of $150.00 monthly; and the associate members shall 
receive $5.00 per day for each day’s service, not in excess of $75.00 in any 
one month. Said Board of Finance and Control shali hold regular meetings 
on the first Monday in each month, remaining in session as many days as 
may be ecessary, and may hold special meetigs at the call of the Chairman. 
Said Board shall employ a clerk who shall also give his entire time to the 
duties of the office and shall receive as compensation a salary not in excess 
of $100.00 per month, and all the salaries specified herein shall be payable 
by warrants drawn by the Chairman upon the general funds of the county. 
The said clerk shall keep a minute book accurately showing all the proceed- 
ings of said Board at all sessions that may be held; he shall list and present 
to the Board all claims, of whatever nature, that may have been filed against 
the county; and he shall also keep a complete record of all county receipts, 
of all sources, of all county funds; also an accurate record of all disburse- 
ments, and must be prepared, at all times, to show the exact financial con- 
dition of the county. 

Section 16. Each member of said Board is hereby required, before enter- 
ing upon the duties of his office, to make and file the statutory oath of 
office together with a bond with good and sufficient sureties, to be approved 
as now provided by law, payable to Cullman County, Alabama, and condi- 
tioned for the faithful performance of the duties of their respective offices. 
Said bond and oath to be filed and recorded in the office of the Judge of 
Probate of said County. The bond of the Chairman of the said Board is 
hereby fixed at Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, and the bonds of the 
other four members of the said Board are hereby fixed at One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars, each. 

Section 17. The Board of Finance and Control shall hold regular meet- 
ings on the first Monday in each month arid may hold special meetings at 
any time on the call of the Chairman of the Board, or of three members 
entered in writing on the minutes of the Board. 

Section 18. The said Board of Finance and Control shall employ a 
supervisor of roads and bridges for Cullman County and pay him a salary not 
in excess of $2400.00 per year out of the road funds of said county. The 
said supervisor of roads and bridges must have had not less than three years 
practical experience in road building and be qualified to intelligently direct 
the construction, repair and maintenance of roads and bridges in the county. 
He shall have entire charge of the road employees of the county and shall 
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supervise the employment or discharge of all foremen and laborers employed 
on the roads of the county, and shall fix their compensation. For his acts as 
such supervisor he shall be responsible to the Board of Finance and Control 
and shall give such bond as the said Board of Finance and Control may 
require from him. He shall, by and with the advice of the Board of Finance 
and Control, purchase all necessary road machinery, material, supplies, and 
equipment necessary and desirable in and about the work of the roads and 
bridges of Cullman county, and shail be held responsible for the proper care 
and preservation of such equipment. All changes in roads, or matters of 
special or particular nature, must be passed on by the Board of Finance and 
Control. Said supervisor of roads and bridges may be allowed not in excess 
of $50.00 monthly for expenses. 

Section 19. That it shall be the duty of said Board of Finance and Con- 
trol to publish between the first and fifteenth days of January and July, in 
each year, in some newspaper published in Cullman county, an itemized state- 
ment showing all receipts and disbursements of all the funds of said Cullman 
county, together with the balances remaining in such fund; the said state- 
ments so published to show each and every item paid, to whom paid, and for 
what purpose paid. The cost of said publication shall be not more than the 
regular rate and shall be paid out of the general funds of said county. Any 
member of the said Board failing to vote for the publication of the report 
specified in this section shall be punished as provided by law. 

Section 20. That it shall be the duty of the said Board of Finance and 
Control to pay for all road work, materials, machinery, supplies, repairs and 
salaries incident to the construction, repair and maintenance of roads and 
bridges, out of the road funds of Cullman county; and it shall be a misde- 
meanor for the said Board to expend any road funds for any purpose other 
than the repair, construction and maintenance of roads and bridges, for the 
payment of interest, or other indebtedness previously incurred, which must 
be a legal obligation against the road funds of said county. It shall be the 
further duty of the said Board to expend not less than one-third of all the 
road revenue accruing to the county for some form of improved roads, either 
stone, gravel or tar top macadam; and the said improved roads must be built 
under the direction of the county road supervisor; and if built by contract, 
the contract must be let to the lowest bidder, after due notice has been given. 

Section 21. In pursuance of their authority as trustees of the property 
of the county, the said Board of Finance and Control shall provide for them- 
selves a suitable office in the courthouse of said Cullman County, which office 
shall at all times of the day, within reasonable hours, be open to the public, 
with either the clerk or the chairman of said Board on duty in said office. 
The chairman of said Board shall sign, as expressing his approval, all min- 
utes of any meeting that may be held, and the said chairman shall, from 
time to time, inspect the roads of the county, and with the advice and assist- 
ance of associate members maintain general supervision over the work that 
is being done, the condition of the roads and needs thereof, throughout the 
county. 

Section 22. All purchases, contracts for purchases, contracts for work 
or labor, and contracts for the expenditure of money, for, or on behalf of the 
county, must have the approval of the Board of Finance and Control before 
such purchases or contracts are made, which approval must appear on the 
minutes of the Board of Finance and Control. Provided, however, that any 
member of the Board of Finance and Control may make purchases, con- 
tracts for purchases, contracts for work or labor, and contracts for expendi- 
ture of money, when the amount involved is not more than fifty ($50.00) 
dollars, without first having obtained the approval of the Board of Finance 
and Control; provided an emergency makes it necessary that such purchases 
or contracts be made without delay, as in cases of repair of the county’s 
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road machinery, automobiles, trucks and bridges, and such emergency pur- 
chases and contracts must be reported in writing and in detail to the Board 
of Finance and Control for consideration, by the member making them, 
within three days thereafter. 

Section 23. That upon the approval of this Act, the Court of County 
Commissioners of said Cullman county, Alabama, as now constituted shall 
be abolished and shall cease to exist in and for said County; and the Probate 
Judge of Cullman county, Alabama, shall not be a member nor an ex-officio 
member nor Chairman of said Board of Finance and Control nor receive any 
compensation or salary as a member nor an ex-officio member nor Chairman 
nor as principal Judge nor have nor exercise any jurisdiction, authority, pow- 
ers or perform any of the duties of said Board of Finance and Control or of 
any member thereof. 

Section 24. Should any section or part of this Act be declared uncon- 
stitutional, the other parts of the Act shall nevertheless remain in full force 
and effect, the Legislature of Alabama hereby declaring that it would have 
passed said Act without such invalid part or parts. 

Section 25. That all laws and parts of laws, local, general or special, in 
conflict with the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 26. That all provisions of this Act shall become effective upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor. ;

30th day of September, 1936; and to provide that the invalidity or unconsti- 
tutionality of any section, clause, or provision of this act shall not affect the 
validity or constitutionality of any section, clause, or provision hereof; and 
to provide for the repeal of all laws or parts of laws, special, general, local, 
or private, in conflict with the provisions of this act.’ 
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BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. Mobile County, in the State of Alabama, acting through its 
Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners, is hereby authorized to issue 
bonds. from time to time not exceeding in the aggregate $1,600,000.00, which 
bonds, or the proceeds thereof, shall be used exclusively for paying valid 
and enforceable unbonded obligations of Mobile County, and unbonded obli- 
gations of Mobile County which would be valid and enforceable but for the 
provision or provisions of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 fixing the 
debt limit of said county, and all past due interest and principal on any valid 
and enforceable bonded obligations of said county, existing on September 
30th, 1936. 

Section 2. The bonds hereby authorized shall be issued in such denomi- 
nations and at such time or times and with such maturities and interest rates 
as may from time to time be determined by the said Board of Revenue and 
Road Commissioners of Mobile County, provided, however, that none of said 
bonds shall be payable earlier than three years after the date of said bonds 
nor later than thirty years after the date thereof. Said bonds shall be sub- 
ject to and governed by Article V, and amendments thereto, of the Act of 
the Alabama Legislature approved September 10th, 1927, known as The 
Municipal Bond Code, except as otherwise herein provided. 

Section 3. The Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile 
County may pay the obligations of said county subject to this act, either by 
an exchange therefor of bonds authorized to be issued hereunder, dollar for 
dollar, or by approproating the proceeds from the sale of any of said bonds 
to the payment of said obligations, or by both methods. Any obligation of 
the county subject to the provisions of this act may likewise be paid, prior 
to maturity, as provided in this section, provided that the holder thereof con- 
sents thereto. 

Section 4. Said Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile 
County shall have the right from time to time, when it deems such action to 
the best interest of Mobile County to amend, alter, or change previous reso- 
lutions relative to the retiring of obligations of Mobile County subject to the 
provisions of this act, provided that no amendment, alteration, or change of 
any such resolution shali affect any vested right. 

Section 5.. The said Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners shall 
ascertain, and by appropriate resolution declare, what bonds issued hereunder, 
and the interest thereon, shall be payable out of the general fund of the 
county and what bonds issued hereunder, and the interest thereon, shall be 
payable out of the special 2%4 mill tax of said county generally known as the 
“Road and Bridge Tax” levied under the authority of section 215 of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama of 1901, provided that if at any time it shall appear that 
prompt payment of the principal or interest may be better provided by using 
a different method said Board of Revenue and Road commissioners may 
adopt such method, within the limits authorized by law, as may be deemed 
by said board advisable. 

Section 6, Any unbonded obligation of Mobile County authorized to be 
refunded hereunder that has not been registered by the Treasurer of Mobile 
County, and existing on the 30th day of September, 1936, must be presented 
to such Treasurer for registration on or before the first day of November, 
1936. Any such obligation not presented to said Treasurer within said time 
for registration shall not be entitled to the benefits of this act. During the 
month of September, 1936, the Treasurer of Mobile County must publish 
once a week for four consecutive weeks, at the expense of Mobile County, in 
some daily newspaper published in Mobile County and of general circulation 
therein, a notice that the holder of any such valid and enforceable unbonded 
obligation of Mobile County, and of any unbonded obligation of Mobile 
County which would be valid and enforceable but for the provision or pro- 
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visions of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 fixing the debt limit of said 
county, and existing on the 30th day of September, 1936, which has not been 
registered by the Treasurer of Mobile County, must present the same for 
registration to ‘the Treasurer of Mobile County on or before the first day of 
November, 1936. or the same shall not be entitled to the benefits of this act. 
Nothing in this section, however, shall exempt the holder of any such obli- 
gation from the necessity of filing his claim with the Board of Revenue and 
Road Commissioners of Mobile County for allowance by that body where 
such claims are required by law to be allowed by said body. 

Section 7. Said Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile 
County may forthwith, after the first day of November, 1936, proceed to issue 
bonds hereunder in order that the obligations of such county existing on the 
30th day of September, 1936, which are subject to the provisions of this act, 
may be retired at the earliest times practicable. 

Section 8. The words “Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of 
Mobile County” wherever herein used shall refer to and apply to any other 
board, body, or court that may become the governing body of Mobile County. 

Section 9. That if any section, clause, or provision of this act shall be 
held or declared to be void or unconstitutional it shall not affect or destroy 
the validity or constitutionality of any other section, clause, or provision of 
this act which is not, of itself, void or unconstitutional, but the same shall 
remain in full force and effect. 

Section 10. That all laws or parts of laws, special, general, local, or 
private, in conflict with the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed.

vide for the appointment of resident agents (upon whom service 
of process may be had) of such contract carriers and common 
carriers who may be non-residents of the State; to authorize muni- 
cipalities in this State to prescribe license taxes to be paid by such 
contract carriers and common carriers; to prescribe and regulate 
the practice and procedure before the Alabama Public Service 
Commission with respect to said carriers, and to authorize and 
prescribe appeals from rulings with respect to such carriers, and 
to regulate injunctions and like orders respecting the same; and 
to provide for the enforcement, and to prescribe punishment and 
penalties for the violation of this Act;” and to exempt motor ve- 
hicles while being used exclusively for the transportation of school 
children and school teachers to and from school or while being 
used for any school purpose or any public or community purpose 
at the direction of or by authority of the superintendent of educa- 
tion having supervision over the school or schools regularly served 
by such motor vehicles from any license tax or registration fee as 
a contract carrier or common carrier or jitney bus, and to make 
provision for special license tags to be provided at state expense 
for such motor vehicles; and to exempt from the provisions of 
said Act approved October 28, 1932, all motor vehicles while en- 
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gaged in hauling Agricultural products, Dairy products, Livestock 
and Forest products from any point of loading to any point of un- 
loading, where the distance from point of loading to point of un- 
loading is not over fifty miles measured by the route over which 
said products are hauled. 

The above and foregoing bills were severally read a second 
time and placed on the Calendar. 

On motion of Mr. Harrison, the House resolved itself into a 
Committee of the Whole for the consideration. of H. 180 and other 
revenue bills relating to the general revenue of the state of Ala- 
bama. Speaker Walker, under rules of the House, appointed Rep- 
resentative Robertson (Cullman) as Chairman of the Committee 
of the Whole. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 


The House Committee of the Whole, with Chairman Robert- 
son (Cullman) presiding, considered H. 180 and other measures 
relating to the general revenue of the State of Alabama. 

On motion of Mr. Harrison the Committee of the Whole voted 
to report progress to the House and ask for further time.

To regulate the operation of any public or private 
amusement place in all counties in the State of Alabama, having a 
population of not less than 110,000 nor more than 200,000 accord- 
ing to the last or any subsequent Federal census, and to fix a 
penalty for the violation thereof. 
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Mr. Robertson (Cullman), Chairman of the Standing Commit- 
tee on Municipal Organizations, reported that said committee, in 
session, had acted on the following bill and ordered same returned 
to the House with a favorable report:

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS

service in such courts in such counties, and to provide for the per- 
formance of jury duty by persons summoned. for such duty at a 
time subsequent to that for which they were originally summoned ; 
and to provide for the fees of persons summoned for jury duty 
who are excused and required to perform jury duty at such subse- 
quent time.

H. 83. To regulate and fix rules in regard to motions for new 
trials in the circuit court in counties having a population of 300,- 
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000 or more according to the last or any subsequent Federal Cen- 
sus; and without limiting or derogating from the generality and 
comprehensiveness of the foregoing portion of this title, to fix, de- 
clare and keep such courts in such counties always open for the 
filing of, presenting and calling to the attention of the court, con- 
tinuing, hearing and deciding motions for new trials; and to fix 
the time within which motions for new trials may be filed, pre- 
sented and called to the attention of the court, continued, etc., in 
such counties.

To authorize and empower the Court of County Rev- 
enue of Franklin County, Alabama, to apply to, and expend on 
State and or State and Federal aid highways, within said County 
in said State, any part or all of the funds of said County derived 
from the excise tax on gasoline or other liquid motor fuels here- 
tofore levied or that may hereafter be levied and collected by the 
State of Alabama and paid to said County in the construction or 
repair of said highways, in connection with other funds contributed 
or expended by the State of Alabama and or the Federal Govern- 
ment, or otherwise, and to authorize and empower the said Court 
of County Revenue of said County to enter into contracts for said 
construction or repair of said highways with the State of Alabama 
and or the Federal Government. © Also to authorize and empower 
the Court of County Revenue of said Franklin County to borrow 
money for the purpose of constructing or repairing State and or 
State and Federal highways within said County and to pledge as 
security therefor, any or all of the said excise tax on gasoline or oth- 
er liquid motor fuels heretofore levied or that may hereafter be 
levied and collected by the State of Alabama, and paid to said 
Franklin County as security for said loan or loans, and to provide 
for the issuance of interest bearing warrants to secure and liquidate 
said loans; provided however, that $9,960.00 per year of said excise 
tax shall not be affected by this Act, but shall be applied on bond- 
ed indebtedness of the County as provided by a Local Act for 
said County.

which they shall run, limitation of amounts and manner of regis- 
tration and cancellation thereof; and priority of payment.

To be entitled An Act to Amend Section 161-A of an Act “To 
Provide for the General Revenue of the State of Alabama” Ap-

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 161-A of an Act “To Provide for 
the General Revenue of the State of Alabama”, approved July 10, 
1935, be amended to read as follows: 

Section 161-A. The fees, compensations and earnings of the 
Tax Collector allowed under the revenue laws of the State, shall 
not together with all other fees, compensation, allowances and 
earnings to them, exceed Five Thousand Four Hundred Dollars 
(5400.00) net annually. Provided, that after the term of office 
beginning with the first of October, 1935, expires, then the fees, 
compensation and earnings of the Tax Collector allowed under

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


On a call of counties, bills were introduced, severally read one 
time and referred to appropriate Standing Committees as fol- 
lows:

H. 283. To permit the Governing body of any Municipality in 
this State having a population of not less than 24,000 nor over 
50,000, according to the last or any succeeding Federal census, to 
promote the efficiency of the paid Fire Department of such muni- 
cipality, to provide a two platoon system in aforesaid municipality 
for said fire department, and to define the conditions under which

Notice and proof H. 284: 


To Whom It May Concern: 

Take notice that an intention to apply for the passage of an Act by the 
Legislature at its 1936 Session will be made, the substance of which Act is 
as follows, to-wit: 


AN ACT 


To provide for the unification of the fiscal administration of Jefferson 
County; to create the office of County Comptroller of Jefferson County and 
provide the methods of his selection; to define the duties and authority of 
such officer; to transfer to said County Comptroller the duties heretofore 
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fixed by law for performance by the County Treasurer, the Tax Assessor, 
the Tax Collector and the Commissioner of Licenses of Jefferson County; 
to require said County Comptroller to perform certain duties now devolving 
upon the Probate Judge of Jefferson County; to transfer to said County 
Comptroller all records, books, accounts and equipment pertaining to the 
financial operations of said county; to abolish the offices of County Treasurer, 
Tax Collector, Tax Assessor and Commissioner of Licenses of Jefferson 
County; to provide for a deputy County Comptroller at Bessemer; to pro- 
vide said County Comptroller with necessary deputies, clerks and assistants; 
to provide for the oath of office and bond of said County Comptroller and 
certain deputies, clerks and assistants of said County Comptroller; to provide 
said County Comptroller with quarters and supplies and modern office equip- 
ment; to fix the compensation of said County Comptroller; to provide for 
the continued employment of certain officers duly elected by the people or 
serving terms of office under appointment; and to repeal all laws general or 
local in conflict herewith. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby created the office of County Comptroller 
of Jefferson County. The County Commission of Jefferson County shall 
within thirty days after this act becomes effective appoint a County Comp- 
troller who shall serve until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January, 1941, and until his successor is elected and qualified. At the general 
election in November, 1940, and at the general election each four years there- 
after, the qualified voters of Jefferson County shall elect a County Comp- 
troller who shall serve for a term of fours beginning on the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January next and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the County Comptroller to perform 
the duties and functions heretofore performed and which are now or may 
hereafter be fixed by law to be performed by, and to comply with all pro- 
visions of law relating to the County Treasurer of Jefferson County, the Tax 
Assessor of Jefferson County, the Tax Collector of Jefferson County, and the 
Commissioner of Licenses of Jefferson County. All records, books, accounts 
and equipment pertaining to the financial operations of said county shall be 
transferred to said County Comptroller. The County Comptroller shall per- 
form such duties as may from time to time be required of him by the County 
Commission. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the County Comptroller to perform 
the ministerial duties heretofore required to be performed by the Probate 
Judge of Jefferson County, relative to the collection of taxes and the re- 
demption of lands sold for taxes and the care of land acquired by the State 
in the collection of taxes 


Section 4. The following offices, viz: those of the County Treasurer of 
Jefferson County, the Tax Collector of Jefferson County, the Tax Assessor 
of Jefferson County, and the Commissioner of Licenses of Jefferson County 
are hereby abolished. 

Section 5. The County Comptroller shall designate a Deputy County 
Comptroller who shall maintain an office in the Court House at Bessemer 
and who shall perform the duties and functions of the County Comptroller 
in the Bessemer Cut-Off, or Bessemer Division. 

Section 6. Subject to the approval of the County Commission of Jeffer- 
son County, the County Comptroller of Jefferson shall appoint and fix the 
duties and compensation of a sufficient number of deputies, clerks and assist- 
ants to properly perform at Birmingham and Bessemer the duties of said 
office. Any person so appointed shall, subject to the provisions of any civil 
service. law then effective, be removable at the pleasure of the County Comp- 
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troller. The acts of the deputies shall have the same force and legal effect 
as if performed by the Comptroller himself 

Section 7. Before entering upon the duties of his office, the County 
Comptroller of Jefferson County shall take the oath of office prescribed by 
Article XVI of the Constitution of Alabama and shall give a surety bod in 
such penalty as may be fixed by the County Commission, payable to said 
County, conditioned as other official bonds are conditioned and approved by 
and filed with the Probate Judge of Jefferson County. The premiums on 
such bonds shall be paid out of the general funds of Jefferson County. Such 
of the deputies, clerks and assistants to the Comptroller shall give bond be- 
fore entering upon their duties, in like manner and under like conditions as 
the Comptroller, as, in the judgment of the County Commission or the Comp- 
troller, should be covered by such bonds, the premiums on such bonds to 
be paid out of the general funds of said county. 

Section 8. The County Commission shall supply the County Comp- 

troller of Jefferson County with offices in the courthouse of said county 
at Birmingham and at Bessemer, and with all necessary stationery, equip- 
ment, and supplies not otherwise furnished by law. The County Comptroller 
is authorized to use and the County Commission is authorized to purchase, 
such modern book-keeping, recording and tabulating machines, loose-leaf 
ledgers, and other improved devices as will in the discretion of the County 
Commission promote efficiency and economy in the conduct of the county’s 
affairs. 
Section 9. The salary of the County Comptroller of Jefferson County 
shall be $4,800.00 annually, and shall be payable in equal monthly install- 
ments out of the County Treasury. The County Comptroller shali not be 
entitled to retain for himself any fees, commissions, penalties or other com- 
pensation, but as the same are collected they shall be paid into the County 
Treasury. 

Section 10. Those officers who, prior to the effective date of this act, 
have been duly elected by the people or duly appointed for definite terms 
expiring subsequent to the effective date of this act, and whose offices are 
abolished under the provisions of Section 4 of this act, shall be appointed 
by the County Comptroller as assistants to the Comptroller to serve as such 
assistants for the remainder of the terms of the respective offices to which 
they were so elected or appointed. Such assistants to the Comptroller shall 
perform such duties and functions and shall have such authority as the 
County Comptroller may from time to time assign to them, shall receive as 
compensation for their services, the same respective monthly salaries as is 
provided by law to be paid to them at the time their said respective offices 
shall be so abolished, and shall be subject to removal for cause. : 

Section 11. This act shall take effect on the first day of February next 
succeeding the ratification by the people of an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama amending Amendment II thereof by adding Sections 2 and 
3 thereto. In the event said amendment fails of ratification by the people, 
then this Act is null, void and of no effect. . 


Section 12. All laws or parts of laws, general or local, in conflict here- 
with are expressly repealed. Without limiting the generality of the fore-

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama of 1901 is hereby proposed and an election 
is hereby ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama 
upon the proposed amendment, and the day hereby appointed for 
such election is the general election to be held in 1936. 

The proposed amendment is as follows: 

The Town of Montevallo, Alabama, shall have the power and 
right to levy and collect a tax of one half of one per centum in 
any one year on property situated therein based on the valuation 
of such property as assessed for State taxation for the tax year 
ending on the 30th day of September next succeeding the levy; 
provided, that for the purpose of paying bonds issued and out- 
standing at the time of the adoption of this amendment and the 
interest thereon, and for the purpose of paying bonds which may 
be issued after the adoption of this amendment and the interest 
thereon, an additional tax of one half of one per centum may be 
levied and cuilected by said municipality, provided, further, that 
a majority of the qualified electors of said municipality voting at 
an election called for that purpose may vote a special tax not to 
exceed one half of one per centum in any one year for any special 
purpose, or purposes for which it is levied and collected; provid- 
ed, however, that the total tax to be levied shall not exceed one 
and one half (1314) per centum in any one year. Provided, fur- 
ther, that the adoption of this amendment shall in no wise affect, 
limit, modify, abridge or impair the power, authority or right of 
said municipal corporation to levy and collect the special school 
taxes, now or hereafter vested in or conferred upon it, under the 
Constitution or any amendment thereto. Each election held un- 
der the provisions hereof shall be ordered, held, canvasses and 
may be contested in the same manner as is or may be provided by 
law applicable to municipal corporations for elections to authorize 
the issuance of municipal bonds. The ballots used at such elec- 


tion shall contain the words; “For... excess rate of taxation 
for the year (or years)... 3? and “Against. excess 
rate of taxation for the year (or years)... ”, The rate of tax- 


ation proposed in excess of the rate of one (1) per centum to be 
shown in the blank space provided therefor, and the year or 
years in which the proposed rate is to apply to be shown in the 
blank space provided therefor. The voter shall record his choice, 
whether for or against the excess rate shown by placing a cross 
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mark before the words expressing his choice. Nothing herein 
contained shall in anywise change or affect the right of any 
holder of bonds of said municipal corporation heretofore issued. 
Elections to authorize the levy of such special tax may be held as 
often as ordered by the governing body of the municipality, but 
when a proposition is submitted to the electors of said municipality 
to levy a special tax for a specified purpose, and such proposition 
is defeated, no second election for the same purpose shall be held 
in one year thereafter. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the governor to give notice 
by proclamation, to be published in one newspaper in each coun- 
ty in the State, at least eight consecutive weeks next preceding 
the said election on the amendment proposed by this act to be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of the State for their considera- 
tion, together with the proposed amendment. 

Section 38. That at the said election on the amendment pro- 
posed by this act to be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
State for their consideration, to be held as herein provided for, the 
qualified electors shall vote upon said amendment, and on the 
official ballots printed for such election there shall be printed the 
following, viz; Shall the following be adopted as an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama: The ‘Town of Montevallo, Ala- 
bama, shall have the power and the right to levy and collect a 
tax of one half of one per centum in any one year on property 
situated therein, based on the valuation of such property as as- 
sessed for state taxation for the tax year ending on the 30th day 
of September next succeeding the levy; provided that for the 
purpose of paying bonds issued and outstanding at the time of 
the adoption of this amendment and the interest thereon, and for 
the purpose of paying bonds which may be issued after the adop- 

_tion of this amendment and the interest thereon, an additional tax 
of one half of one per centum may be levied and collected by said 
municipality; providing further, that a majority of the qualified 
voters of said municipal corporation voting at an election called 
for the purpose may vote a special tax not to exceed one half of 
one per centum in any one year for any special purpose or pur- 
poses, which tax shall be used only for the purpose or purposes 
for which the same was levied and collected; provided, however, 
that the total tax to be levied by any municipal corporation shall 
not exceed one and one half (1%) per centum in any one year. 
Each election held under the provisions hereof shall be ordered, 
held, canvassed and may be contested in the same manner as is or 
may be provided by the law applicable to the municipal corpora- 
tion for elections to authorize the issuance of municipal bond. 
The ballots used at such election shall contain the words; “For

Seat Se excess rate of taxation for the year (or years).____. 
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and “Against-.......... excess rate of taxation for the year (or 
years)... “The rate of taxation proposed in excess of the 
rate of one per centum to be shown in the blank space provided 
therefor and the year or years in which the proposed rate is to 
apply to be shown in the blank space provided therefor and in the 
event different excess rates are proposed for different years the 
words mentioned shall be repeated as often as may be necessary 
to show separately the different excess rates proposed to be ap- 
plied to the respective years. And the voter shall record his 
choice, whether for or against the excess rate or rates shown, by 
placing a cross mark before the words expressing his choice, 
Nothing herein contained shall in any wise change or affect the 
right of any holder of bonds of said municipal corporation hereto- 
fore issued. Elections to authorize the levy of such special tax 
may be held as often as ordered by the governing body of the 
municipality, but when a proposition is submitted to the electors 
to levy a special tax for a specified purpose, and such proposition 
is defeated no second election for the same purpose shall be held 
in one year thereafter. This amendment shall be self-executing 
and no act of the Legislature shall be required to put the same, 
or any part thereof, in force. 

Following the proposed amendment on the ballot shall .be 
printed the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be 
printed the word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be indi- 
cated by a cross mark made by him, or under his direction, oppo- 
site the word expressing his desire. 

Section 4. That the officers to hold such election shall be 
the same, and shall be appointed in the same manner and by 
the same officials as provided by the election law of the State for 
the appointment of officers to hold general elections in this State, 
and the election shall be held in all things in accordance with the . 
law governing general elections and with the constitutional pro- 
visions concerning amendments to that instrument. 

Section 5. That the votes cast at said election shall be counted, 
canvassed and tabulated and return made to the Secretary of 
State in the same manner as in elections of representatives to the 
legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that majority of the 
qualified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be 
valid in all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of 
Alabama. ‘The result of such election shall be made known by 
proclamations of the Governor. 

Section 6. The expenses of the election herein provided for 
and the cost of the publication of the notices shall be paid out of 
the state treasury in the same manner as the expenses of the gen- 
eral elections are paid. 
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The above and foregoing bill, H. 294, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution, was read one time at length and referred to 
the Standing Committee on Constitution and Constitutional 
Amendments,

Notice is hereby given that the following bill will be introduced at the 
Special Session of the Legislature of Alabama, called to convene on February 
llth, 1936, with the purpose to enact same into law. 


AN ACT 


To establish a Court of County Commissioners for Marshall County, 
Alabama, in lieu of the Board of Revenue as now provided by law for said 
County; to fix the number of members thereof, and to prescribe the districts 
of said Court, to provide for the appointment and election of the members 
of said Court, to fix their duties, powers, compensation and terms of office; 
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to provide that the Judge of Probate of Marshall County, Alabama, shall be 
Ex-Officio Judge and Chairman of said Court; to fix his powers, duties and 
compensation, and provide for its payment and provide that all laws and parts 
of laws, both general and special, in conflict with the provisions of this Act 
be, and the same are hereby repealed, and to provide when said Act shall 
go into effect. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created and established a Court of 
County Commissioners for Marshall County, Alabama, consisting of the Pro- 
bate Judge as Judge and Chairman of said Court and four associate members. 

Section 2. That after the passage and approval of this Act; the present 
members of the Board of Revenue elected to such office from districts one, 
two, three and four as constituted by law prior to the Act of the Legislature 
approved September 13, 1935, shall become members of the Court of County 
Commissioners as herein and hereby created and shall hold office until 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January of the year 1939, 
until their successors are elected and qualified. Said Commissioners shall be 
elected by the qualified voters of their respective districts as herein created 
in Section 3 of this Act at the general election on the second Tuesday in 
November, 1938, and each shall reside in his district. In case of a vacancy 
on said Board the vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the Governor. 

That three members of the Commissioners’ Court shall constitute a 
quorum of said Court. The Judge of Probate shall preside over said Court 
and also shall have a vote in the deliverations of said Court. 


Section 3. District number 1 of said Commissioners’ Court of Marshall 
County shall be and embrace all of the territory of Marshall County, lying 
and being included within the present boundaries of the following Pre- 
cincts, to-wit: 1. 12, 14, 15, 21, 25, 26, 27, and 29; District number 2 of said 
Commissioners’ Court of Marshall County shall be and embrace all of the 
territory of Marshall County lying and being included within the present 
boundary north of the Tennessee River of the following Precincts as now 
constituted in said County, to-wit: Precincts 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 19, 23 and 30; 
District number 3 of said Commissioners’ Court of Marshall County shall be 
and embrace all of the territory of Marshall County lying and being included 
within the present boundaries of the following Precincts as now constituted 
in said County to-wit: Beats number 2, 3, 4, 13, 16, 22 and 28; District num- 
ber 4 of said Commissioners’ Court of Marshall County shall be and embrace 
all of the territory in Marshall County lying and being included within 
pretsent boundaries of the following Precincts as now constituted in said 
County, to-wit: 5, 6, 17, 18, 20 and 24. 

Section 4. That the salary or fees of said Commissioners or Members 
of the Court of County Commissioners as herein created for Marshall County 
shall be $3.50 per day for each day they are engaged in attendance upon said 
court, and also for each day that they are engaged in working or supervising 
and controlling the public roads and bridges of said County, payable imme- 
diately after each adjournment of said court out of the General Fund of said 
County, and the salary of the Probate Judge, acting as Chairman of said 
Court of said County, shall be $400 per day for each day said Court is in 
session, payable on the adjournment of each session of said Court. ‘The 
salary of said Probate Judge to be in addition to the salary now provided for 
said Probate Judge; the Probate Judge shall also be Clerk or Secretary of. 
said Court and shall keep the minutes of said court in a well-bound book 
and also issue all warrants for the payment of claims passed by said court. 
That said members of said court shall not be required to devote their entire 
time to the duties of their office, but all shall be required to attend the 
meetings of said Court, which shall hold its session on the third Monday 
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of each month and may continue in session as long as may be necessary 
to conduct the business of the County and may adjourn said meetings to 
any day they may desire and may hold special session at any time upon 
the call of the Chairman. The sessions of said Court shall be held at the 
Courthouse in Guntersville in said County; no mileage shall be paid to any 
member of said Court. 

Section 5. That said court shall have the power and authority and 
it shall be its duty to control and preserve the property of Marshall County 
as it may deem best according to law; to have supervision and control of 
all public roads and bridges in said County; to levy a tax for general pur- 
poses and special taxes for particular county purposes according to the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and Laws of the State of Alabama, and to provide 
for their collection; to examine, allow, settle and compromise accounts and 
claims chargeable against the County; to have control and make provision 
of the poor and indigent of the County; to have the right and authority to 
bind the County in any legal contract for the payment of money; to pay any 
debt due by the County on any existing lawful contract; to re-finance the 
bonded debt of the County; to issue such warrant or warrants, or provide 
for their issuance as may be necessary from time to time in the conduct 
of the business of the County and to refinance on the best possible terms 
any existing indebtedness of the County lawfully created, and for such length 
of time, not to exceed 20 years, as it may deem, by proper resolution spread 
upon its minutes, to the best interest of the County, and may issue interest 
bearing warrant or warrants bearing coupons for such interest as it may 
agree with the purchase of same and must keep a register of all such war- 
rants showing the amount of each of such warrants, its date, due day, to 
whom issued and for what purpose issued and when so issued such Court 
of County Commissioners’ shall set up a Sinking Fund out of any monies 
or funds belonging to and to accrue to said County for the retirement of such 
warrants and at least 5% of the amount of such warrants so issued shall ma- 
ture and be paid each year until the whole shall be paid by said County; 
shall not pay a rate of interest in excess of 5% on such indebtedness, and 
in the case of bonds when they are re-financed not to exceed the rate of 
interest of the bonds being refunded, to borrow money as provided by law 
for the County and to see that the depository of County funds shall keep 
on hand at all times, sufficient money to pay all jurors and salaries and al- 
lowances of County officials when due, the same being hereby declared pre- 
ferred claims against the County and against its funds and in addition to 
the above powers and authorities, all jurisdictions, powers, authorities and 
duties as may now and may hereafter be vested by law in the Courts of 
County Commissioners or Boards of Revenue of this State and the several 
members of said Court shall perform all their duties and services and exer- 
cise the powers enjoined upon them by law except as otherwise provided for 
by this Act. 

Section 6. That all general laws hereafter enacted in relation to the 
jurisdiction, power, authority and duties of Commissioners’ Court and Boards 
of Revenue -shall govern and be deemed to apply to the Court of County 
Commissioners of Marshall County. 

Section 7. That the Probate Judge as Chairman of said Court shall 
be its presiding officer, shali have a vote on all questions before said Court, 
shall sign the minutes of the proceedings of said Court and shall have the 
same power and authority as the other members in passing on all questions, 
shall sign and draw all warrants drawn on the County Depositories, and 
all orders for the payment and disbursement of the funds of the County, 
shall sign all contracts entered into by the Court of County Commission- 
ers for and on behalf of said County. It shall be the duty of the Probate 
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Judge to prepare business and obtain information for the session of the Court 
and to see that all orders thereof are properly issued. He shall exercise all 
of the duties required of the Probate Judges as to matters coming before 
the Courts of County Commissioners. 

Section 8. All records of said court shall be kept in the office of the 
Judge of Probate and be at all times open to the inspection of any of the 
citizens of Marshall County and perform such other matters and duties as 
may be required of him by said court of County Commissioners. 

Section 9. The Court of County Commissioners of Marshall County 
nor any of the members thereof directly or indirectly shall hire any person or 
persons or engage the services of any person or persons for any purpose 
for Marshall County who are related to any of the members of the Court 
of County Commissioners within the third degree by affinity or consan- 
guinity nor shall any warrant or warrants be issued for the payment of such 
services or any such person so related within said degree to any member of 
said Court. 

Section 10. That if any Section, clause, provision or portion of this Act 
shall be held to be invalid or unconstitutional, such invalidity or unconstitu- 
tionality shall not affect any other section, clause, provision or portion 
thereof, which is not of its unconstitutionality. 

Section 11. That all laws or parts of laws, general, local or special, in 
conflict with the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed.

RECOMMITTAL OF BILLS 


On motion of Mr. Taylor the bill: 

H. 142. To fix the qualification of Circuit Judges, Courts of 
Record and of Judges of Inferior Courts within this State, which 
have been created by law, and whose jurisdiction in Civil and Crim- 
inal cases is countywide. 

Was recommitted to the Standing Committee on Judiciary.

Following the proposed amendment on the 
ballot shall be printed the word “Yes” and immediately under that 
shall be printed the word “No.” ‘The choice of the voter shall be 
indicated by cross-mark by him or her opposite the word express- 
ing his or her desire. 

Section 4. The officers of such general election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend- 
ment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance with 
the law governing general elections. In the election upon such pro- 
posed amendment the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, tabu- 
lated, and the returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State 
and counted in the same manner as in elections for Governor, and 
if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified electors 
who voted upon the proposed amendment voted in favor of the 
same, such amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes 
as a part of the Constitution of Alabama.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 2 of Article 2 of the Act of the Legis- 
lature of Alabama approved October 28, 1932, entitled “An Act de- 
fining contract carriers and common carriers by motor vehicle not 
subject to the provisions of the Alabama Motor Carrier Act of 1931; 
to authorize, regulate and govern the transportation for hire of 
persons and property on public highways by motor vehicles operat- 
ed by such contract carriers and common carriers; to authorize, 
regulate and govern the issuance of permits therefor; to regulate 
and govern the rates and practices of such carriers; to provide for 
the payment of fees, and for the payment of excise taxes for the 
use of the public highways by such contract carriers and common 
carriers, and to provide for the disposition thereof; to enlarge the 
powers and duties of the Alabama Public Service. Commission and 
Probate Judges of the State with respect to permits issued to and 
the regulation and control of such carriers, and to provide for the 
payment of fees to such Probate Judges; to provide for the ap- 
pointment of resident agents (upon whom service of process may 
be had) of such contract carriers and common carriers who may be 
non-residents of the State; to authorize municipalities in this State 
to prescribe license taxes to be paid by such contract carriers and 
common carriers; to prescribe and regulate the practice and proce- 
dure before the Alabama Public Service Commission with respect

Motor vehicles for hire while operating exclusive- 
ly within the limits of a city or incorporated town or within the po- 
lice jurisdiction thereof, or between two cities or incorporated towns 
whose city limits join or within the police jurisdiction thereof. 
3. All motor vehicles while engaged exclusively in hauling Agri- 
cultural products, Dairy products, Livestock and Forest products 
from any point of loading to any point of unloading, where the 
distance from point of loading to point of unloading is not over

Section 3. The State of Alabama shall provide at State ex- 
pense a special license tag to be used on and to designate all mo- 
tor vehicles used exclusively for the transportation of school chil- 
dren and school teachers to and from school, or while being used 
for any school purpose or any public or community purpose at 
the direction of or by authority of the superintendent of educa- 
tion having supervision over the school or schools regularly serv- 
ed by such motor vehicles. These tags shall be supplied annual- 
ly upon requisition to the State Comptroller by the State Superin- 
tendent of Education, this requisition to be based upon applica- 
tions for such license tags made by county and city Superin- 
tendent of education and approved by county and city boards of 
education, the application made by each superintendent to give 
the name and address of the operator of the motor vehicle on which 
the license tag is to be placed and to contain a certification that 
said motor vehicle will be used for the purpose designated in this 
Act. 

Section 4. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed.

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


On a call of counties, bills were introduced, severally read one 
time and referred to appropriate standing committees as follows: 


By Mr. Staples: 


H. 310. To amend Schedule Ten (10) of Section 348 of Ar- 
ticle Eight (8), Chapter One (1) of an Act entitled “To provide for 
the general revenue of the State of Alabama”, approved July 10, 
1935. 


Ways and Means. 
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By Messrs. Sanderson and Calhoun: 

H. 311. To amend Section No. 8281 of the Code of Alabama 

of 1923, so as to read as follows: ° 
Judiciary. 
By Mr. Cook: 

H. 312. To authorize and require the tax levied and collected 
under Article IX. Chapter 3 of Act No. 194 entitled “To provide 
for the general revenue of the State of Alabama, approved July 10, 
1935” to be when collected paid into the Educational Trust Fund 
to be used exclusively for the payment of the salaries of the 
teachers of the State, and to provide penalty for violations of this 
Act. 

Revision of Laws. 
By Mr. Poole: 

H. 313. A Bill to be entitled An Act to submit to the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama at the general election to be held 
November, 1936, for their consideration an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Alabama by amending Section 138 of 
Article 5 of the Constitution of Alabama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified elec- 
tors of Alabama for their consideration as hereinafter set forth, 
viz: that Section 138 of Article 5 of the Constitution of Alabama be 
amended so as to read as follows: Section 138 of Article 5. A 
Sheriff shall be elected in each county by the qualified electors 
thereof who shall hold office for a term of four years unless sooner 
removed, and he shall be eligible to such office as his own succes- 
sor. Whenever any prisoner is taken from jail, or from the cus- 
tody of any sheriff or his deputy, and put to death, or suffers 
grevious bodily harm, owing to the neglect, connivance, cowardice, 
or other grave fault of the sheriff, such sheriff may be impeached 
under Section 174 of this Constitution. If the sheriff be impeached, 
and thereupon convicted, he shall not be eligible to hold any office 
in this State during the time for which he had elected or appointed 
to serve as sheriff. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each 
county in the State at least four consecutive weeks next preceeding 
the general election in November, 1936, of the election on the 
amendment proposed by this Act, to be submitted to the qualified 
electors of the State for their consideration, together with the pro- 
posed amendment. 

Section 3. That at the general election in November 1936, an 
election shall be held by the qualified electors of the State upon 
the proposed amendment. Upon the ballots used at such election 
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shall be printed the following: Amendment to the Constitution by 
amending Section 138 of Article 5.—A sheriff shall be elected in 
each county by the qualified electors thereof who shall hold office 
for a term of four years unless sooner removed, and he shall be 
eligible to such office as his own successor. Whenever any pris- 
oner is taken from jail or from the custody of any sheriff or his 
deputy, and put to death, or suffers grevious bodily harm, owing 
to the neglect, connivance, cowardice, or other grave fault of the 
sheriff, such sheriff may be impeached under Section 175 of this 
Constitution. If the Sheriff be impeached, and thereupon con- 
victed, he shall not be eligible to hold any office in this State dur- 
ing the time for which he had been elected or appointed to serve as 
sheriff. Following the proposed amendment on a ballot shall be 
printed the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed 
the word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be indicated by 
the cross mark by him opposite the word. expressing his desire. 

Section 4. The officers of such general election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend- 
ment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance with 
the law governing general elections. In the election upon such 
proposed amendment, the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, 
tabulated, and the returns thereof made to the Secretary of State 
and counted in the same manner as in elections for representatives 
to the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority 
of the qualified electors who voted upon the proposed amendment 
voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid to all 
intents and purposes as a part of the Consttiution of Alabama. The 
results of such election shall be made known by proclamation of 
the Governor. 

Section 5. Provided that at such general election the Circuit 
Judge or Judges of each Circuit in each County or Counties com- 
prising their circuits, the Judge of Probate and the Circuit Court 
‘Clerk in each county or counties, or a majority of them, shall ap- 
point at least one qualified elector and not more than two qualified 
electors to preserve order at each polling place, each such quali- 
fied elector to be vested with the power and authority of a Deputy 
Sheriff, such appointment to take the place and be in lieu of 
Deputy Sheriffs provided by law for other elections. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 313, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution, was read one time at length and referred to the 
Standing Committee on Constitution and Constitutional Amend- 
ments. 

By Mr. Lee (Monroe) : 

To authorize the governing bodies of the counties in 
this State to fund or refund indebtedness of such counties out-

Committee substitute for House bill 109: 
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‘lo be entitled an Act to provide for the publication of a Code 
of Alabama and to provide for the appointing of a committee to 
contract for the compilation, codification, annotating, indexing, 
printing, binding, and distributing of the public statutes of the 
State of Alabama of a general and permanent nature, and to pro- 
vide for necessary appropriations therefor. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section. 1. That there is hereby created a committee of three 
members consisting of the Governor of Alabama, one member of 
the Senate of 1936, to be appointed by the President of the Senate, 
and one member of the House of Representatives of 1936, to be 
appointed by the Speaker of the House, which committee is here- 
by authorized, empowered, and directed to employ a law publish- 
ing house with an editorial staff trained in the compiling and an- 
notating of state statutes, whose duty it shall be, under the super- 
vision of the said committee, to compile, codify, annotate, and in- 
dex all of the statutes of the State of Alabama of a general and 
permanent nature, including all such acts as may be passed by 
this Legislature. 

Section 2. The arrangement, classification, and section num- 
bers of said code are to follow in so far as possible the code of 
1923, and, in so far as possible, followed by all former section num- 
bers as set out in the Code of 1923. The annotations are to be the 
constructions of all state statutes and code sections passed on by 
the supreme and appeals courts. The index shall be accurate, full, 
complete, and comprehensive and which shall contain an alpha- 
betical arrangement of all the various subjects contained in such 
code. Said code shall contain a table or tables of the numbers of 
the sections of all the codes of this State which refer to or embrace 
the same or like subject matter. 

Section 3. The said code shall be prefixed with the Constitu- 
tion of 1875 and the Constitution of 1901 with all amendments and 
with all constructions by the supreme and appeals courts to each 
section of the Constitution of 1901. Also the Constitution of the 
United States with ali amendments shall be set out. 

Section 4. That all details such as format, paper, number of 
volumes and binding shall be left to the discretion of said commit- 
tee. 

Section 5. Said code shall be known as the Alabama Code of 
1936, and shall be distributed immediately upon publication ac- 
cording to law. 

Section 6. Said committee shall protect the State of Alabama 
in the sale and distribution of said code. 
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Section 7%. The said committee is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to enter into a written contract with a law publishing house 
having an editorial staff trained in the compiling and annotating 
of state statutes for the compiling, codifying, annotating and in- 
dexing of all the statutes of a general and permanent nature in 
force in the State of Alabama at the close of the 1936 Extraordin- 
ary session of the Legislature and to purchase from said person, 
firm, or corporation such number of sets of said code, as may be 
in the discretion of the committee advisable; provided, however, 
that such contract price for such number of codes as may be pur- 
chased by said committee, shall not exceed the sum of $60,000. 

Section 8. It shall be the duty of said committee to see that 
all proof is carefully read so that same shall be an exact copy of 
‘the laws of Alabama, and said Committee is hereby empowered 
and directed to employ a competent person to read said proof and 
shall pay said proof reader, what, in their opinion, is fair compen- 
sation for reading said proof, said compensation not to exceed one 
thousand ($1,000.00) dollars. 

Section 9. The Senate and House members on said commit- 
tee shall receive their traveling expenses going to and returning 
from any and all metings of said Committee, and a per diem of 
ten ($10.00) dollars for each day’s attendance at any and all reg- 
ular meetings called by the chairman of said Committee. In no 
event are the traveling expenses and per diem for both Senate and 
House members to exceed one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars. 

Section 10. The necessary sum of money to carry out the pro- 
visions of this act is hereby appropriated out of the funds of the 
State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, and shall be paid by 
the Treasurer upon certificate of the Chairman of the Committee.

SECOND READING OF BILLS PROPOSING CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENTS 


Mr. Taylor, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Consti- 
tution and Constitutional Amendments, reported that said com- 
mittee, in session, had acted on the following bills and ordered 
same returned to the House with a favorable report: 


By Mr. Poole: 

H. 313. A bill to be entitled An Act to submit to the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama at the general election to be held 
November, 1936,. for their consideration an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Alabama by amending Section 138 of 
Article 5 of the Constitution of Alabama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
electors of Alabama for their consideration as hereinafter set 
forth, viz. that Section 138 of Article 5 of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama be amended so as to read as follows: Section 1388 of Ar- 
ticle 5. A Sheriff shall be elected in each county by the qualified 
electors thereof who shall hold office for a term of four years un- 
less sooner removed, and he shall be eligible to such office as his own 
successor. Whenever any prisoner is taken from jail, or from the 
custody of any sheriff or his deputy, and put to death, or suffers 
grevious bodily harm, owing to neglect, connivance, cowardice, or 
other grave fault of the sheriff, such sheriff may be impeached 
under Section 174 of this Constitution. If the sheriff be im- 
peached, and thereupon convicted, he shall not be eligible to hold 
any office in this State during the time for which he had been 
elected or appointed to serve as sheriff. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each 
county in the State at least four consecutive weeks next preceed- 
ing the general election in November, 1936, of the election on the 
amendment proposed by this Act, to be submitted to the quali- 
fied electors of the State for their consideration, together with the 
proposed amendment. 
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Section 3. That at the general election in November 1936, an 
election shall be held by the qualified electors of the State on 
the proposed amendment. Upon the ballots used at such elec- 
tion shall be printed the following: Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion by amending Section 138 of Article 5.—A sheriff shall be 
elected in each county by the qualified electors thereof who shall 
hold office for a term of four years unless sooner removed, and 
che shall be eligible to such office as his own successor. When- 
ever any prisoner is taken from jail or from the custody of any 
sheriff or his deputy, and put to death, or suffers grevious bodily 
harm, owing to the neglect, connivance, cowardice, or other grave 
fault of the sheriff, such sheriff may be impeached under Section 
1%5 of this Constitution. If the Sheriff be impeached, and there- 
upon convicted, he shall not be eligible to hold any office in this 
State during the time for which he had been elected or appointed 
to serve as sheriff. Following the proposed amendment on a 
ballot shall be printed the word “Yes” and immediately under 
that shall be printed the word “No”. The choice of the elector 
shall be indicated by the cross mark by him opposite the word 
expressing his desire. 

Section 4. The officers of such general election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend- 
ment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance with 
the law governing general elections. In the election upon such 
proposed amendment, the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, 
tabulated, and the returns thereof made to the Secretary of State 
and counted in the same manner as in elections for representa- 
tives to the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon appear that a 
majority of the qualified electors who voted upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be 
valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of 
Alabama. ‘The results of such election shall be made known by 
proclamtion of the Governor. 

Section 5. Provided that at such general election the Circuit 
Judge or Judges of each Circuit in each County or Counties com- 
prising their circuits, the Judge of Probate and the Circuit Court 
Clerk in each county or counties, or a majority of them, shall ap- 
point at least one qualified elector and not more than two quali- 
fied electors to preserve order at each polling place, each such 
qualified elector to be vested with the power and authority of a 
Deputy Sheriff, such appointment to take the place and be in lieu 
of Deputy Sheriffs provided by law for other elections. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 313, proposing an amend- 
ment to the Constitution, was read the second time at length and 
placed on the Calendar. 
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By Mr. Simpson: 

S. 74: A Bill to be entitled An Act to provide for and sub- 
mit to the qualified electors of the State of Alabama at the Gen- 
eral election to be held on the Third day of November, 1936, an 
amendment to the Constitution of Alabama, as follows: “The 
Courts in all counties of Alabama, having original jurisdiction in 
criminal cases, may suspend the execution or imposition of sen- 
tences upon persons convicted of crime, where the punishment 
does not exceed five years imprisonment, and place such persons 
on probation, and may thereafter impose sentence or order sen- 
tence executed, or remit such punishment as may seem to the 
court right and just and to the best interest of society;” to pro- 
vide for notice of said election; to provide the form of ballot for 
the canvassing of returns and to prescribe the method whereby 
the result of said election shall be known and to further provide 
for expenses and costs of publication of notices of this proposed 
amendment. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
electors of this State for their consideration at the General elec- 
tion to be held on the third day of November 1936, to-wit; “The 
Courts, in all counties of Alabama having original jurisdiction of 
Criminal cases, may suspend the execution or imposition of sen- 
tences upon persons convicted of crime, where the punishment 
does not exceed five years imprisonment, and place such per- 
sons on probation and may hereafter impose sentence or order 
sentence executed, or remit such punishment as may seem to the 
court right and just and to the best interest of society.” 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor of the 
State of Alabama, to give notice, by proclamation, of the fact 
that such election will be held on the day hereby appointed for 
action by the electorate upon the amendment hereby proposed by 
this act to be submitted to the qualified electors of the State for 
their consideration; and such proclamation shall also set out the 
proposed amendment. The said proclamation shall be publish- 
ed in one newspaper in each county in the State for at least eight 
successive weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for the 
said election. 

Section 3. That at said election on the amendment proposed 
by this act to be submitted to the qualified electors of the State 
of Alabama, for their consideration, the qualified electors shall 
vote upon said amendment and on the official ballots printed for 
such election, there shall be printed the following: “Shall the fol- 
lowing be adopted as an amendment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama:” “The Courts in all counties of Alabama, hav- 
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ing original jurisdiction in criminal cases, may suspend the exe- 
cution or imposition of sentences upon persons convicted of crime, 
where the punishment does not exceed five years imprisonment, 
and place such persons on probation, and may thereafter impose 
sentence or order sentence executed, or remit such punishment as 
may seem to the court right and just and to the best interest of 
society.” Following the proposed amendment on the ballot shall 
be printed the word “yes” and immediately under that shall be 
printed the word “no.” The choice of the elector shall be indi- 
cated by a cross mark made by him, or under his direction op- 
posite the word expressing his desire. 

Section 4. That the votes cast at said election shall be count- 
ed, canvassed, and tabulated and return made to the Secretary of 
State in the same manner as in elections of representatives to the 
Legislature; and if it thereupon appéar that a majority of the 
qualified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed 
amendment, voted in favor same, such amendment shall become 
a part of the Constitution of Alabama, and shall be in all its in- 
tents and purposes valid as such a part of the Constitution. 

Section 5. That the result of such election shall be made 
known by proclamation of the Governor. 

Section 6. That the expenses and the cost of the publication 
of the notices, shall be paid out of the State Treasury. 

The above and foregoing bill, 8. 74, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution, was read the second time at length and placed 
on the Calendar. : 


By Mr. Connor: 

H. 32. A Bill to be entitled “An Act to propose an amend- 
ment to Section 59 of Article 4 of the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901, and to order an election by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon such proposed amendment to be held at 
the next regular general election after the final adjournment of 
the present session of the Legislaturé at which this amendment is 
proposed. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to Section 59 of Article 
IV of the Constitution of the State of Alabama of 1901, is hereby 
proposed so as to make said section read as follows: 

“Section 59. No Senator or Representative shall, during the ° 
term for which he shall have been elected, be appointed to any of- 
fice of profit under this State, or any governmental subdivision 
thereof; nor shall any Senator or Representative, during the term 
for which he shall have been elected, receive any compensation, 
directly or indirectly, from the State of Alabama, or any depart- 
ment, bureau, board or commission thereof, nor from any county, 
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municipality, or district of the State. The acceptance of any ap- 
pointive office, or the receipt of any compensation in this Section 
prohibited, by any Senator or Representative shall vacate his of- 
fice, and he shall no longer be a member of the Legislature of 
Alabama, and shall not be permitted to attend its sessions, nor 
vote upon any measure; and his name shall be stricken from the 
roll of the Senate, or of the House, of which ever he may be a 
member; and neither the Senate nor the House of Representatives 
shall have the power, under the authority in this Constitution 
given it to pass upon the qualifications of its membership, to seat 
or reinstate any Senator or Representative who violates this Sec- 
tion. Any Senator or Representative may, during the term for 
which he shall have been elected, be a candidate for any office to 
be filled by election of the people, and accept the election to any 
office by the people, but an acceptance of such office shall be a 
vacation of his offic as Senator or Representative.” 

Section 2. That an election be held upon this proposed amend- 
ment at the next general regular election of the State of Alabama, 
to be held after the adjournment of this session of the Legislature. 

Section 3. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by proclamation of 
the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in every County in the State, for at least four successive 
weeks, next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 4. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on such proposed amend- 
ment; and on the official ballot provided for such election, there 
shall be printed the following, namely: “Shall the following be 
adopted as an amendment to Section 59 of the Constitution of Afa- 
bama so as to make said Section read as follows :” 

“Section 59. No Senator or Representative shall, during the 
term for which he shall have been elected, be apopinted to any of- 
fice of profit under this State, or any governmental sub-division 
thereof; nor shall any Senator or Representative, during the term 
for which he shall have been elected, receive any compensation, 
directly or indirectly, from the State of Alabama, or any depart- 
ment, bureau, board or commission thereof, nor from any coun- 
ty, municapility, or district of the State. The acceptance of any ap- 
pointive office, or the receipt of any compensation in this Section 
prohibited, by any Senator or Representative shall vacate his of- 
fice, and he shall no longer be a member of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, and shall not be permitted to attend its sessions, nor vote 
upon any measure; and his name shall be stricken from the roll 
of the Senate, or of the House, of which ever he may be a member; 
and neither the Senate nor the House of Representatives shall

Section 5. The officers of said election shall be the same and 
shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officials as 
now provided by the election laws of the State for the appointment 
of officers to hold elections in this State and the election shall be 
held in all things in accordance with this Act, the law governing 
elections and the constitutional provisions concerning amendments 
to the Constitution. 

Section 6. The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated and return thereof made to the Secretary of State, and 
counted in the same manner, as in elections for Representatives 
to the Legislature; and if it shall appear that a majority of the 
qualified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be 
valid to all intents and purposes a part of the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama. The result of such election shall be made 
known by a proclamation of the Governor. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 32, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution, was read the second time at length and placed 
on the Calendar. 


By Mr. Reid: 

H. 294. A bill to be entitled An Act to propose an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the State of Alabama of 1901, whereby 
the Town of Montevallo, Alabama, may levy and collect a rate of 
taxation on the property situated therein not exceeding in the to- 
tal in any one year one and one half per centum of the value of 
such property, as assessed, as provided by the Constitution and 
statutes now or hereafter enacted pursuant to the Constitution; 
provided that the total rate of taxation levied by such municipal 
corporation shall not in any one exceed one per centum, unless the 
rate in excess thereof shall have been submitted to and authorized 
by ballot by the qualified electors of such municipality, at an elec- 
tion or elections to be held by it from time to time for such pur- 
pose, and to order an election of the qualified electors of the State 
of Alabama upon such proposed amendment to be held at the next 
general election for state and county officers in November 1936. 
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Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama of 1901 is hereby proposed and an election is 
hereby ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama 
upon the proposed amendment, and the day hereby appointed for 
such election is the general election to be held in 1936. 

The proposed amendment is as follows: 

The Town of Montevallo, Alabama, shall have the power and 
right to levy and collect a tax of one half of one per centum in any 
one year on property situated therein based on the valuation of 
such property as assessed for State taxation for the tax year end- 
ing on the 30th day of September next succeeding the levy; pro- 
vided, that for the purpose of paying bonds issued and outstanding 
at the time of the adoption of this amendment and the interest 
thereon, and for the purpose of paying bonds which may be issued 
after the adoption of this amendment and the interest thereon, an 
additional tax of one half of one per centum may be levied and 
collected by said municipality, provided, further, that a majority 
of the qualified electors of said municipality voting at an election 
. called for that purpose may vote a special tax not to exceed one 
half of one per centum in any one year for any special purpose, or 
purposes for which it is levied and collected; provided, however. 
that the total tax to be levied shall not exceed one and one half 
(1%) per centum in any one year. Provided, further, that the 
adoption of this amendment shall in no wise affect, limit, modify, 
abridge or impair the power, authority or right of said municipal 
corporation to levy and collect the special school taxes, now or 
hereafter vested in or conferred upon it, under the Constitution or 
any amendment thereto. Each election held under the provisions 
hereof shall be ordered, held, canvasses and may be contested in 
the same manner as is or may be provided by law applicable to 
municipal corporations for election to authorize the issuance of 
municipal bonds. The ballots used at such election shall con- 


tain the words; “For excess rate of taxation for the year 
(or years)... ;? and “Against... excess rate of taxation 
for the year (or years) --.._ ”, The rate of taxation proposed in 


excess of the rate of one (1) per centum to be shown in the blank 
space provided therefor, and the year or years in which the pro- 
posed rate is to apply to be shown in the blank space provided 
therefor. The voter shall record his choice, whether for or against 
the excess rate shown by placing a cross mark before the words ex- 
pressing his choice. Nothing herein contained shall in any wise 
change or affect the right of any holder of bonds of said municipal 
corporation heretofore issued. Elections to authorize the levy of 
such special tax may be held as often as ordered by the governing 
body of the municipality, but when a proposition is submitted to 
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the electors of said municipality to levy a special tax for a speci- 
‘fied purpose, and such proposition is defeated, no second election 
for the same purpose shall be held in one year thereafter. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the governor to give notice 
by proclamation, to be published in one newspaper in each county 
in the State, at least eight consecutive weeks next preceding the 
said election on the amendment proposed by this act to be submit- 
ted to the qualified electors of the State for their consideration, to- 
gether with the proposed amendment. 

Section 3. That at the said election on the amendment pro- 
posed by this act to be submitted to the qualiifed electors of the 
State for their consideration, to be held as herein provided for, the 
qualified electors shall vote upon said amendment, and on the of- 
fiical ballots printed for such election there shall be printed the fol- 
lowing, viz; Shall the following, be adopted as an amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama: The Town of Montevallo, Alabama, 
shall have the power and the right to levy and collect a tax of one 
half of one per centum in any one year on property situated there- 
in, based on the valuation of such property as assessed for state 
taxation for the tax year ending on the 30th day of September next 
succeeding the levy ; provided that for the purpose of paying bonds 
issued and outstanding at the time of the adoption of this amend- 
ment and the interest thereon, and for the purpose of paying bonds 
which may be issued after the adoption of this amendment and the 
interest thereon, an additional tax of one half of one per centum 
may be levied and collected by said municipality; provided furth- 
er, that a majority of the qualified voters of said municipal cor- 
poration voting at an election called for the purpose may vote a 
special tax not to exceed one half of one per centum in any one year 
for any special purpose or purposes, which tax shall be used only 
for the purpose or purposes for which the same was levied and col- 
lected; provided, however, that the total tax to be levied by any 
municipal corporation shall not exceed one and one half (114) per 
centum in any one year. [Each election held under the provisions 
hereof shall be ordered, held, canvassed and may be contested in 
the same manner as is or may be provided by the law applicable 
to the municipal corporation for elections to authorize the is- 
suance of municipal bond. The ballots used at such election shall 


contain the words: “For_........ excess rate of taxation for the 
year (or years)__..._.._.;” and “Against... excess rate of tax- 
ation for the year (or years)_........ “The rate of taxation pro- 


posed in excess of the rate of one per centum to be shown in the 
blank space provided therefor and the year or years in which the 
proposed rate is to apply to be shown in the blank space provided 
therefor and in the event different excess rates are proposed for 
different years the words mentioned shall be repeated as often as 
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may be necessary to show separately the different excess rates pro- 
posed to be applied to the respective years. And the voter shall 
record his choice, whether for or against the excess rate or rates 
shown, by placing a cross mark before the words expressing his 
choice. Nothing herein contained shall in any Wise change or affect 
the right of any holder of bonds of said municipal corporation here- 
tofore issued. Elections to authorize the levy of such special tax 
may be held as often as ordered by the governing body of the muni- 
cipality, but when a proposition is submitted to the electors to levy 
a special tax for a specified purpose, and such proposition is de- 
feated no second election for the same purpose shall be held in one 
year thereafter. This amendment shall be self-executing and no 
act of the legislature shall be required to put the same, or any part 
thereof, in force. 

Following the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be print- 
ed the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed 
the word “No.” The choice of the elector shall be indicated by 
a cross mark made by him, or under his direction, opposite the 
word expressing his desire. 

Section 4. That the officers to hold such election shall be the 
same, and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same 
officials as provided by the election law of the State for the ap- 
pointment of officers to hold general elections in this State, and 
the election shall be held in all things in accordance with the law 
governing general elections and with the constitutional provisions 
concerning amendments to that instrument. 

Section 5. That the votes cast at said election shall be counted, 
canvassed and tabulated and return made to the Secretary of State 
in the same manner as in elections of representatives to the legis- 
lature; and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the qual- 
ified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed amend- 
ment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid in 
all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. 
The result of such election shall be made known by proclamation 
of the Governor. 

Section 6. The expenses of the election herein provided for and 
the cost of the publication of the notices shall be paid out of the 
state treasury in the same manner as the expenses of the general 
elections are paid.

“Section 197. The whole number of Senators shall be not less 
than one-fourth of the whole number of Representatives.

The County of Jefferson shall have three Rep- 
resentatives, the County of Mobile shall have two Representatives, 
the County of Montgomery shall have two Representatives, and 
every other county in the State shall have one Representative. 
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“Section 200. The State shall be divided into senatorial dis- 
tricts. A Senator shall be elected from each district. The Sena- 
torial Districts shall be as follows: First District, Lauderdale 
and Limestone; Second district, Lawrence and Morgan; Third 
district, Blount, Cullman, and Winston; Fourth district, Madison; 
Fifth district, Jackson and Marshall; Sixth district, Etowah and 
St. Clair; Seventh district, Calhoun; Eight district, Talladega; 
Ninth district, Chambers and Randolph; Tenth district, Tallapoosa 
and Elmore; Eleventh district, Tuscaloosa; Twelfth district, Fay- 
‘ette, Lamar and Walker, Thirteenth district, Jefferson; Fourteenth 
district, Pickens and Sumter; Fifteenth district, Autauga, Chilton 
and Shelby; Sixteenth district, Lowndes; Seventeenth district, But- 
ler, Conecuh and Covington; Eighteenth district Bibb and Perry; 
Nineteenth district, Choctaw, Clarke and Washington; ‘Twentieth 
district, Marengo; Twenty-first district, Baldwin, Escambia and 
Monroe; T'wenty-second district, Wilcox; Twenty-third district, 
Dale and Geneva; Twenty-fourth district Barbour; Twenty-fifth 
district, Coffee, Crenshaw and Pike; Twenty-sixth district, Bulloch

“Section 201. The proportionment herein provided for shall not 
be changed before the taking of the next decennial census of the 
United States. 

After the taking of the next decenial census of 
the United States and after each subsequent decennial census the 
Legislature may reapportion the number of Representatives and 
re-arrange or diminish the number of Senatorial Districts ; provided, 
that each county shall be entitled to at least one Representative, 
and provided further that the Senatorial Districts shall never ex- 
ceed thirty-five in number. 

“Section 203. The Legislature may from time to time dimin- 
ish the number of Representatives and the number of Senators and 
increase the number of votes that the remaining Senators and Rep- 
resentatives are entitled to cast; provided, however, that the mem- 
bership in the House of Representatives shall never be reduced 
below fifty and the membership of the Senate shall never be reduced 
below twenty.

A Bill to be entitled An Act to provide for and sub- 
mit to the qualified electors of the State of Alabama at an election 
to be held at the next General election after the final adjourn- 
ment of the present session of the Legislature at which this amend- 
ment is proposed, An Amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
whereby the following independent school districts: Andalusia, At- 
talla, Demopolis, Jasper, Opp, Sylacauga, and Tarrant City, as now 
or hereafter constituted, in the State of Alabama may levy and 
collect a Special District Tax not exceeding 30 cents on each one 
hundred dollars worth of taxable property in such district, in ad-

BILLS ON THIRD READING 


H. 180. To provide for the general revenue of the State of Ala- 
bama. 

Was taken up. Mr. Robertson (Cullman), Chairman of the 
Committee of the Whole, offered the following substitute for the 
bill, H. 180: 

Substitute for H. 180: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to legalize and regulate the manufacture, 
sale and possession of alcohol, and alcoholic and malt beverages in 
Alabama; to create the office of Alcoholic Beverage Commissioner, 
to fix his term of office, compensation, and powers, and provide for 
his appointment; to provide and levy a license upon the sale of al- 
cohol and alcoholic and malt beverages, and to levy an excise tax 
thereon, and to regulate their manufacture, possession, sale and 
transportation, and to provide for the general revenue of the State 
of Alabama; and to repeal all laws in conflict with this Act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES—STATE POLICE POWERS. 


Section 1. That this Act shall be deemed an exercise of the 
police powers of the State for the protection of the economic wel- 
fare, health, peace and morals of the people of the State, and to 
prohibit forever the open saloon; and it is hereby declared that all 
the provisions of this Act and the classifications and differentiations 
herein made and/or authorized to be made, are actually and sub- 
Stantially related to the accomplishment of the object of this Act 
and necessary to effectuate its purpose; and it is declared that alco- 
hol and all beverages containing alcohol shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of this Act; and all of the provisions of this Act shall be 
liberally construed for the accomplishment of this purpose. 


MANUFACTURE AND SALE—TEMPERANCE. 


Section 2. No person shall for commercial purposes manufac- 
ture for sale, bottle, sell, barter, import, transport, deliver, furnish 
or possess, any alcohol or alcoholic beverages, malt, malt syrup, 
malt extract, liquid malt or wort, except as authorized in this act, 
and all of the provisions of this Act shall be liberally con- 
strued to the end that the use of intoxicating liquor as a bever- 
age may be limited and temperance encouraged ; Provided, that any 
manufacturing, bottling, selling, bartering, transporting, delivering, 
furnishing, or possessing elsewhere than in one’s own home any 
alcohol or alcoholic beverage shall be deemgl presumptively for 
commercial purposes. 


DEFINITIONS. 


Section 3. (a) The words “Alcoholic beverages”, whenever 
used in this Act, shall be construed to mean all malt, vinous, or 
spirituous beverages containing alcohol. 

(b) The words “beer” or “malt beverages”, whenever used in 
a a shall be construed to mean ale, stout, lager beer, porter and 
the like. 

(c) “Alcoholic spirituous beverages” shall be construed to 
mean any beverage containing alcohol obtained by distillation or 
other method mixed with drinkable water and/or other substances 
in solution and including, among other things, brandy, rum, whis- 
key, gin and cordials, but not including wines containing less than 
twenty-one (21%) percentum of alcohol reckoned by volume; and 
Provided, further, that it does not include industrial alcohol. 

(d) The words “wine” or “alcoholic vinous beverages”, when- 
ever used in this Act, shall be construed to mean any alcoholic 
beverages obtained by the fermentation of the natural sugar con- 
tents of fruits or other agricultural products, but in no case shall 
said beverages therein defined, having alcoholic content, contain 
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more than twenty-one (21%) percentum of alcohol reckoned by 
volume. 

(e) The words “malt articles” when used in this Act shall be 
construed to mean and include malt, malt syrup, malt extract, liquid 
malt, or wort, and their containers. 

(f) The word “club”, whenever used in this Act, shall be con- 
strued to mean a corporation or association organized or formed in 
good faith by authority of law, which has been in active continuous 
existence for at least three years prior to the date on which an ap- 
plication for permit is filed by such corporation or association with 
the proper officer under this law, as hereinafter provided, and which 
has in good faith maintained a membership roll during said three 
years, and has at the time the application is filed more than fifty 
members with dues paid to date, and which is the owner, lessee, or 
occupant of an establishment operated solely for objects of a na- 
tional, social, patriotic, political or athletic nature, or the like, but 
not for pecuniary gain, and the property as well as the advantages 
of which belong to all the members thereof, provided, that no per- 
mit shall be issued in any case outside the limits of any city or 
incorporated town where the club is likely or disposed to avail it- 
self of such permit for maintaining or operating a night club or road- 
house, as the same is commonly understood, and the maintenance 
or operation of either a night club or a roadhouse by such permit 
shall constitute a ground for revocation of its permit. “Night 
Club”, within the meaning of this paragraph (f) shall include an es- 
tablishment situated outside the corporate limits of any incorpo- 
rated city or town which is not patronized or but irregularly pat- 
ronized during the daylight hours, and is not patronized regularly 
for outdoor exercise during seasonable weather, and which attracts 
patronage by reason of entertainment at night, and a considerable 
or larger portion of the income of which is derived from night at- 
tendance. “Roadhouse” within the meaning of this paragraph (f) 
shall include an establishment situated outside the corporate limits 
of a city or town which, either on account of the practices therein 
carried on, or on account of facilities provided which will likely be 
employed for evil practices, and which is of such character that the 
same is likely to be considered either a restaurant, hotel or club, 
and which is frequented or likely to bg frequented by persons of 
both sexes under circumstances likely to promote immorality, or 
which has rooms and quarters so disposed as to be readily available 
or secretly available for improper conduct or immoral practices. 

(g) The word “hotel” whenever used in this Act shall be 
construed to mean any establishment provided with special space 
and accommodations of at least twenty (20) sleeping rooms, and 
which establishment operates a regular dining room constantly fre- 
quented by customers each day. If the said hotel be a resort hotel, 
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it shall be constantly patronized during a reason of at least three 
months and have premises on which are located improvements, of a 
value of not less than five thousand dollars, but in no case a ‘tour- 
ist camp”, “night club”, “roadhouse”, or any temporary structure. 

(h) The word “restaurant”, whenever used in this Act, shall 
be construed to mean any establishment provided with special space 
and accommodations where, in consideration of payment, food with- 
out lodging is habitually furnished to travellers, and which is lo- 
cated within the corporate limits of any incorporated city or town, 
and wherein at least twenty-five persons may be served at one time; 
provided seventy-five per cent of its business consists in serving 
food. 

(i) The word “commissioner” means the Alcoholic Beverage 
Commissioner of Alabama. 


ACT CONSTRUED. 


Section 4. No provision of this Act shall be deemed to prohibit 
the manufacture of vinegar for use or sale; or the manufacture, 
possession and sale of alcohol or alcoholic beverages, or prepara- 
tions having any degree of alcoholic content, including ethyl alco- 
hol, for medicinal scientific or mechanical purposes, but said manu- 
facture, transportation and/or sale shall be construed, regulated and 
confined to permittees as hereinafter specifically provided; and, 
no provision of this Act shall be construed to prohibit the dispensing 
of wine for sacramental purposes, or the sale to or purchase by a 
pastor, rabbi, or priest for sacramental purposes, and/or the trans- 
portation of the same to him, or his possession therefor for said pur- 
poses, or the manufacture of wine or beer for use in one’s own resi- 
dence, or the acquisition and transportation to, and the possession 
of alcoholic beverages at one’s own residence for use therein only, 
but the acquisition and transportation thereof shall be subject to 
the provisions of this Act applicable thereto, 


ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE COMMISSION. 


Section 5. A Commission is hereby created in the executive 
department which shall be known as the “alcoholic Beverages 
Commission”. Said Commission shall consist of: (a) The Alcoholic 
Beverage Commissioner @f Alabama. The Alcoholic Beverage 
Commissioner shall have authority to employ the necessary cleri- 
cal help, whose compensation shall be approved by the Governor, to 
be paid out of the funds or receipts collected under this Act. 


The Commissioner shall organize and carry on the said “alco- 
holic Beverage Commission” in the executive department, and en- 
force and administer the provisions of this Act, and the rules and 
regulations of said Commission. 
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The Alcoholic Beverage Commissioner of Alabama shall have 
and exercise the following‘ functions, duties and powers, to-wit: 
(1) To grant, all permits in respect to, or for, the manufacture, im- 
portation, bottling, keeping, giving away, furnishing, possession, 
transportation, sale, and delivery, of alcoholic beverages, and to 
revoke any permit whatsoever, the granting of which is authorized 
by this Act; Provided, that any revocation of any permit, shall 
be made by said commissioner only on account of the violation of 
or refusal to comply with any provision of this Act or of any rule 
or regulation of the Commissioner, after not less than ten days’ 
notice to the holder of the permit proposed to be revoked, inform- 
ing such holder of the time and place of the hearing to be held in 
respect thereto, and all further procedure with reference to the re- 
vocation of any permit shall be fixed and prescribed in the rules 
and regulations adopted and promulgated by said Commissioner, 
which may be repealed or amended from time to time: Provided, 
that in all cases it shall be the mandatory duty of the Commissioner 
to revoke any manufacturer’s or wholesaler’s or retailer’s permit 
and/or dining car permit and/or dining room boat permit after 
final judgment of conviction of any offense in this Act defined, 
or upon a violation of this Act for the second time, whether judg- 
ment or conviction ensue or not: Provided, further, that no person 
shall be deemed to have a property right in any permit issued 
hereunder, nor shall said permit itself, or the enjoyment thereof, be 
considered a property right. (2) To make, promulgate, alter, 
amend, or repeal rules and regulations for the enforcement of this 
Act and/or the collection of all license fees and permit fees, and 
all penalties and forfeitures relating thereto. (3) To prescribe all 
forms of applications and licenses or permits, and of all reports and 
of all other papers and documents required to be used under or in 
the enforcement of this Act. (4) To prohibit, at any time of public 
emergency, civil commotion, riot, epidemic, or general notorious 
lack of law enforcement, within the area affected or involved, in the 
judgment of the Commission or without previous notice or ad- 
vertisement, the sale, transportation, or movement, of any alcoholic 
beverages, so long as, in the judgment of the commission, the need 
therefor continues. (5) To prevent parts of the premises con- 
nected with or in any sense used in connection with the premises 
whereon the possession, transportation, delivery, receipt, sale, or 
purchase of alcoholic beverages, may be lawful, from being used 
as a subterfuge, or means of evading the provisions of this act 
or of the rules and regulations of the Commissioner. (6) To re- 
quire the aid of the state and any and all local boards of health, and 
health officers, throughout the State of Alabama, in the enforce- 
ment of, and to fix, standards of cleanliness and sanitation for all 
premises where alcoholic beverages are kept, possessed, stored, or 
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manufactured, and for the apparatus, equipment, utensils, acces- 
sories, articles, and fixtures used or employed therein. (7) To 
conform or to adapt, or to coordinate, to the extent that the Com- 
missioner may deem proper, the practices, methods, standards, 
rules, regulations, governing traffic in alcoholic beverages, and in 
alcohol, with the rules, practices, standards, and regulations estab- 
lished by the government of the United States, or any officer, bu- 
reau, or agency thereof. (8) To require the destruction or removal 
of any and all bottles, whether empty or otherwise, cases, contain- 
ers, apparatus, or devices used or likely to be used, or designed or 
intended or employed in evading, violating or preventing the en- 
forcement of this act or of the rules or regulations of this commis- 
sion. (9) To prohibit advertising, signs and displays, posters or 
designs intended to advertise any alcoholic beverages or the place 
where the same is sold; except that the Commissioner shall not 
exercise the power contained in this clause (9) as to any adver- 
tisement advertising brands and kinds of alcoholic beverages only 
appearing in a newspaper which is published at least once each 
week and which has a regular net paid subscription list and which 
is circulated in any part of Alabama, whether printed within or 
without this state, but all advertisments whatsoever of or relating 
to alcoholic beverages shall conform to the rules and regulations 
of the Commissioner as to the description of the alcoholic bever- 
ages therein referred to, and a newspaper or any other person may 
not knowingly advertise alcoholic beverages which the Commis- 
sioner has declared misbranded or adulterated or mislabeled.. (9a) 
To register and require the registration of all brands, formulas, 
(unless verified showing be made to the satisfaction of the com- 
mission, that such formulas are trade secrets), analyses, labels, 
trade-marks used or proposed to be used, in selling or offering for 
sale and/or advertising any alcoholic beverages ; and, any alcoholic 
beverages sold or offered for sale under an unregistered brand, 
copyright, or label, or under a false or pretended brand or label, 
shall be considered misbranded under the meaning of this act. Any 
and all alcoholic beverages possessed, kept for sale, or offered for 
sale or sold, which shall not correspond substantially to the analy- 
ses, and/or brands and/or formulas, therefor, which shall have 
been registered with the commission; and all alcoholic beverages 
the analyses and/or brands, and/or formulas which are required to 
be registered and which have not been registered with the commis- 
sion, shall be considered adulterated within the meaning of this 
act. (10) To regulate the mode and method of dealing in, and 
the transportation of alcoholic beverages, and prescribe the man- 
ner and method in which all books, invoices, receipts, papers and 
documents, orders and bills, used or relating to such traffic or 
transportation shall be kept and require the preservation thereof, 
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and to inspect and examine, and require true copies and duplicates 
thereof to be made and furnished to the Commissioner. (11) To 
prescribe all forms of applications and licenses or permits, and of 
all reports and of all other papers and documents required to be 
used under or in the enforcement of this act. (12) To hold and 
conduct hearings or authorize the same to be held before any rep- 
resentative of the Commissioner in any county in the State of Ala- 
bama, to hear evidence, to conduct inquiries with or without hear- 
ings, to receive reports of investigators or other officers or em- 
ployees of the State of Alabama, or of any municipal corporation 
within the state or governmental sub-division thereof, to administer 
oaths, or cause them to be administered, to subpoena witnesses, 
and compel them to attend and testify, to compel the production of | 
books, records, and other documents. ‘To take or institute such 
proceedings as may be necessary to enforce compliance with sub- 
poenas or other rules or regulations or orders or requirements of 
the commission with respect to the procedure before such commis- 
sion or any officer or employee or deputy officer in said division, 
or before any other officer or body engaged in the execution or en- 
forcement of this act. To have, prescribe, and employ an official 
seal to be affixed by the secretary of the commission or any deputy 
or assistant secretary thereof or also by a person expressly authoriz- 
ed by the commission so to do. ‘To certify or cause to be certi- 
fied any record of the commission or any instrument or document 
on file with the commission and/or copies thereof; to fix the form 
of any notices, prescribe the mode and manner of giving same, and 
the newspapers or journals wherein the same may be published 
and/or the posting of notices and the number of times and time 
during which such notices or postings shall be required to be pub- 
lished or made, if not prescribed by this act. (13) To govern and 
control all traffic and transportation of alcoholic beverages in ac- 
cordance with the policies and purposes of this act in such manner ~ 
as not to be in conflict with this act or other laws of the State of 
Alabama. (14) To obtain and procure and to compel the produc- 
tion of all information, documents, evidence, records and books re- 
lating to or concerning sales by or to any permittee hereunder, and 
to ascertain relations between, and dealings with or between any 
permittee or permittees hereunder, and to investigate, ascertain 
and compel the production of information with reference to all said 
relations or in reference to all said matters, and especially to cred- 
its extended by one permittee to another and the control and/or in- 
terest and/or participation and/or affiliation and/or association with, 
and/or ownership of or in the permit of one permittee or of his business 
by another permittee, including that part of the business of the permit- 
tee consisting of traffic in alcoholic beverages and all other parts of the 
business of such permittee and all other matters and information re- 
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lating to the business of such permittee or dealings by and between 
permittees, and to regulate and control and to prohibit, in any in- 
stance, any practice or relationship or control or other dealings by 
and between permittees, which in the judgment of the Commis- 
sioner is inimical to or a violation of any rule or regulation of the 
Commissioner, or of any law of this state, or of the policy as de- 
clared in this act; and said action of the Commissioner may be by 
rule or regulation, or by order in any particular instance upon 
hearing after five days notice to the permittee or permittees against 
whom such order, if made, shall be directed, (The form of giving 
said notice and proof thereof, and the procedure for the hearing of 
all matters relating thereto, to be prescribed by the Commissioner.) 


CLASSES OF PERMITS. 


Section 6. There may be granted and issued, under the pro- 
visions of this Act, the following classes of permits, licensing the 
duly qualified holders thereof, as hereinafter provided: 


CLASS “A”—ALCOHOLIC MALT BEVERAGE PERMITS. 


1. Permits in relation to alcoholic malt beverages exclusively 
shall consist of the following classes only: 

(a) Brewer’s permit to manufacture and sell alcoholic malt 
products. 

(b) Beer wholesaler’s permit. 

(c) Beer retailer’s permit. 

(d) Dining car beer permit. 

(e) Boat beer permit. 


CLASS “B”—ALCOHOLIC SPIRITUOUS BEVERAGE 
PERMITS. 


1. Permits in relation to alcoholic spirituous beverages ex- 
clusively shall consist of the following classes only: 

(a) Manufacturer’s or distiller’s or rectifier’s permit. 

(b) Liquor wholesaler’s permit. 

(c) Liquor retailer’s permit. 

(d) Dining car liquor permit. 

(e) Boat liquor permit. ° 


CLASS “C’—ALCOHOLIC VINOUS BEVERAGE PER- 
MITS. 


1. Permits in relation to alcoholic vinous beverages exclusive-~ 
ly shall consist of the following classes only: 

(a) Winery permit. 

(b) Wine wholesaler’s permit. 

(c) Wine retailer’s permit. 
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(d) Dining car wine permit. 
(e) Boat wine permit. 


CLASS “D’—SPECIAL PERMITS. 
(a) Salesman’s or agent’s permit. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


(1) The holder of a permit may not sell, assign or transfer 
such permit to any other person, except with the approval of the 
Commissioner. 

(2) In case of the death of any permittee, the administrator 
or executor of the estate of the decedant holder thereof may sur- 
render such permit, and the same shall be cancelled and annulled 
and a refund shall be made by the Commissioner pro rata to the 
period of time yet unexpired of the period for which said permit 
was issued, less a deduction of a cost fee of five dollars to be paid 
to said Commissioner. 

(3) It shall be the policy of this Act that to the fullest extent, 
consistent with the nature of the establishment, full, free and un- 
obstructed vision shall be afforded from the street and public high- 
way of the interior of the place of sale or dispensing of alcoholic 
beverages there sold or dispensed. 

(4) No permit entitling the holder thereof to sell or deal in 
alcoholic spirituous beverages shall be granted in respect to prem- 
ises situated outside of the corporate limits of an incorporated city 
or town, excepting in these cases only, to-wit: (a) A club of the 
class specifically qualified to obtain a permit in respect to premises 
situated outside of said corporate limits under paragraph (f) in 
Section 3 of this Act; and, (b) a hotel of the class specifically quali- 
fied to obtain a permit in respect to premises situated outside of 
such corporate limits under paragraph (g) of Section 3 of this Act. 

. (5) No Commissioner, deputy, secretary, or employee shall 
have any interest, direct or indirect, either proprietary or by means 
of any loan, mortgage or lien, or in any other manner, in or on any 
premises where alcoholic beverages are manufactured or sold; nor 
shall have any interest, direct or indirect, in any business wholly 
or partially devoted to the manufacture, sale, transportation or 
storage of alcoholic beverages, or own any stock in any corporation 
which has any interest, proprietary or otherwise, direct or indi- 
rect, in.any premises where alcoholic beverages are manufactured 
or sold, or in any business wholly or partially devoted to the man- 
ufacture, sale, transportation or storage of alcoholic beverages, or 
receive any commission or profit whatsoever, direct or indirect, 
from any person applying for or receiving any license or permit 
provided for in this act. Anyone who violates any of the pro- 
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visions of this sub-section (5) shall be summarily removed by the 
officer appointing him, and shall be guilty of a felony, upon convic- 
tion shall be imprisoned in the penitentiary for not less than one 
nor more than five years. 

(6) No person holding or applying for a beer wholesaler’s per- 
mit hereunder shall, directly or indirectly, have issued to him, ac- 
quire, secure, obtain, hold, own, possess or control any retailer’s or 
dealer’s permit in relation to alcoholic malt beverages or in the busi- 
ness thereof, or in any firm or corporation holding such retailer’s 
or dealer’s permit, or any part of the capital stock of a corporation 
holding such retailer’s or dealer’s permit, directly or indirectly, 
or any beneficial or participating interest therein. Any violation 
of said provisions or any transfer of any of said capital stock in 
whole or in part, or entry of said transfer upon the stock book in 
whole or in part, or entry of said transfer upon the stock books 
and/or corporate record of a corporation holding such retailer’s or 
dealer’s permit, or any transfer or assignment or sale thereof, in 
violation of the provisions of this paragraph shall be absolutely 
void and not capable of validation, and be a cause for revocation of 
such wholesaler’s and/or retailer’s permit. 

(7) No person holding a manufacturer’s or distiller’s permit 
may own, or acquire, or possess any permit to wholesale alcoholic 
spirituous beverages, or have any interest, direct or indirect, in the 
business conducted by any permittee holding a permit to sell al- 
colohic spirituous beverages at wholesale, or at retail, or to sell al- 
coholic vinous or male beverages at wholesale, or at retail, and it 
shall be unlawful for any executive officer of any permittee hold- 
ing a permit to manufacture or distill, or for any agent, employee, 
or representative, or any person under the control of such permit- 
tee, to own, acquire, possess and/or cause to be transferred to 
him, any shares of stock of any corporation holding a permit to sell 
alcoholic spirituous or vinous beverages at retail in the State of 
Alabama, or in any retailer’s permit to sell alcoholic, spirituous, 
malt or vinous beverages within this state, or own or acquire any 
interest, directly or indirectly, in the business being conducted 
thereunder, or in or to any shares of stock in any corporation own- 
ing the permit to retail the same. 


CLASS “A” PERMITS. 


Section 7. Class “A”-—Alcoholic Malt Beverage Permits. Brew- 
er’s permits may be issued as hereinafter provided. Any person, 
firm or corporation desiring to manufacture for commercial pur- 
poses any alcoholic malt beverages shall make application to the 
Commissioner for a permit to manufacture the same, which appli- 
cation shall be in writing, and verified, on the forms herein author- 
ized to be prescribed and furnished; and, thereupon, the Commis- 
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sioner may grant such permit, subject to the restrictions of this 
Act for a period of one year only. 

Any permit to manufacture alcoholic malt beverages, shall in- 
clude permission to manufacture, place in containers, or bottles, 
such beverages and transport and sell or deliver the same to any 
person, firm or corporation,—holding legal permit or permits in 
Alabama. 

Such permit, however, shall not be issued unless and until there 
be paid by the applicant to said Commissioner a separate license 
fee therefor of One Thousand Dollars. 

Section 8. Beer wholesaler’s permits may be issued as here- 
inafter provided. Any person, firm or corporation desiring to sell 
at wholesale any alcoholic malt beverages shall make application to 
the Commission for a permit to sell same at wholesale, which ap- 
plication shall be in writing, and verified, on the forms herein au- 
thorized to be prescribed and furnished; thereupon, the Commis- 
sioner may grant such permit, subject to the restrictions of this 
Act. 

The holder of any authorized wholesaler’s permit is granted 
permission to purchase from any authorized manufacturer within 
or without this State, and possess, transport, sell or deliver, any 
such alcoholic malt beverages to any retailer. 

Such permit, however, shall not be issued unless and until there 
be paid by the applicant to said Commissioner a separate license 
fee therefor of Five Hundred Dollars. 

Section 9. Beer retailer’s permits for the sale of alcoholic malt 
beverages may be issued as hereinafter provided. Any person, 
firm or corporation desiring to sell alcoholic malt beverages to 
patrons or customers for consumption on licensed premises shal) 
make application to the Commissioner for a retailer’s permit, which 
application shall be in writing, and verified, on forms herein au- 
thorized to be prescribed and furnished, and the Commissioner may, 
subject to the restrictions of this Act, issue such retailers permit, 
which permit shall be limited to the premises therein designated. 

At the time of filing an application for a beer retailer’s permit, 
the applicant therefor shall pay in cash to said Commissioner a per- 
mit fee of Five Dollars, 

Section 10. Dining car beer permits may be issued to corpora- 
tions owning or operating steam or gas or electric railroad, or in- 
teruban lines, as public carriers, for the premises comprehended 
within the dining cars and buffet cars of such carrier only (Carrier 
to include the trustee or receiver of such corporation). 

Such permits may also be issued to persons owning or operating 
cars or leasing cars which are operated as a part of railroad trains, 
although such persons do not own a railroad or other line herein 
described. Such permit shall be issued by the Commissioner, upon 
verified, written application of an officer or agent of such carrier, 
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and shall be subject to revocation for violation of any of the provi- 
sions of this Act, or of the rules and regulations of the Commis- 
sioner, 

Said dining car permits shall be issued at the rate of one permit 
for a unit to consist of not exceeding five dining and/or buffet 
cars, and for such a unit, the annual license fee shall. be fifty dol- 
lars; and such permit shall be deemed to cover and apply to said 
number of dining and/or buffet cars when in service upon the 
trains of the carrier, moving within or across the State of Alabama. 
For each additional unit of five dining and/or buffet cars, there 
shall be paid an additional annual license fee of ‘T'wenty-five Dollars. 

The original permits shall be kept displayed at the chief office 
of such corporation, within the State of Alabama, and in each din- 
ing car and buffet car there shall be kept displayed the certificate 
of an officer or agent of the carrier, stating that an alcoholic dining 
- permit is in full force and effect for said car, or words to that 
effect. 

It shall not be necessary to renew said permits annually, pro- 
vided that a like sum is paid on the anniversary of the issue of each 
said permit to the Commissioner, as a license fee for the ensueing 
year. : 

Said carrier shall pay to the State Tax Commission the excise 
tax, at the rate hereinafter fixed per gallon, unless said excise tax 
has been paid by some other permittee or licensee, for all said al- 
coholic malt beverages withdrawn for sale under said permit in 
the State of Alabama, monthly, under such rules and regulations 
as the Commissioner may prescribe. 

Section 11. Boat beer permits may be issued to the proprietor 
of any boat, engaged in regular passenger service, making regular 
runs in seasonable weather, between established termini, for the 
possession, sale and consumption of alcoholic malt beverages with- 
in the dining room of such boat. All the proceedings and re- 
quirements above prescribed in cases of an application for a re- 
tailer’s permit for the sale of alcoholic malt beverages shall be com- 
ie with, including the payment as an annual license fee of Fifty 

ollars. 


CLASS “B” PERMITS. 


Section 12. Class “B”—Alcoholic Spirituous Beverage Permits. 
Manufacturer’s or distiller’s permits may be issued as hereinafter 
provided for the manufacturing of alcoholic spirituous beverages. 
Any person, firm or corporation desiring to manufacture for com- 
mercial purposes any alcoholic spirituous beverages, shall make 
application to the Commissioner for a permit to manufacture the 
same, which application shall be in writing, and verified, on the 
forms herein authorized to be prescribed and furnished; and, the 
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thereupon, the Commissioner may grant such permit, subject to 
the provisions of this Act. 

Any permit to manufacture alcoholic spirituous beverages shall 
include permission to manufacture and/or rectify the same, and 
place the same in containers or bottles, and transport, sell or de- 
liver the same in shipments to points inside or outside of the State 
of Alabama. 


Such permit, however, shall not be issued unless and until there 
be paid to the said Commissioner a separate license fee of One 
Thousand Dollars. 


Section 138. Liquor wholesaler’s permits to sell alcoholic spiri- 
tuous beverages at wholesale. Any person, firm or corporation 
desiring to sell at wholesale any alcoholic spirituous beverages 
shall make application to the Commissioner for a permit so to do, 
which application shall be in writing and verified, on the forms 
herein authorized to be prescribed and furnished; thereupon the 
Commissioner may grant such permit subject to the restrictions 
of this Act. 


Such liquor wholesaler’s permit, however, shall not be issued 
unless and until there shall be paid to said Commissioner a separate 
license fee therefor of One Thousand Dollars. 


Section 14. Liquor retailer’s permits. For the retail sale of 
alcoholic spirituous beverages, as in this Act defined, a permit may 
be issued as herein provided. Any person, firm or corporation 
desiring to sell alcoholic spirituous beverages to patrons or cus- 
tomers, in sealed packages only, and not for consumption on the 
premises, shall make application to the Commissioner for a liquor 
retailer’s permit, which application shall be in writing and veri- 
fied, on forms herein authorized to be prescribed and furnished; 
and the Commissioner may, subject to the restriction of this Act, 
issue such retailer’s permit. 


_At the time of filing an application for a liquor retailer’s per- 
mit the applicant therefor shall pay to the said Commissioner a per- 
mit fee of One Hundred Dollars. 


Where any club makes application for a liquor retailer’s per- 
mit, in addition to the license or permit fee required for such re- 
tailer’s permit, it must pay a permit or license fee of fifty dollars 
for the right to dispense liquors to its members and their bona fide 
guests at retail for consumption on the premises; provided, how- 
ever, that this additional permit skall not be issued unless the club 
has obtained permits to sell beer and wine. It being provided 
however that no holder of such permit shall sell or offer for sale 
any such package containing less than one half pint. 
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CLASS “C” PERMITS. 


Section 15. Class “C’—Alcoholic Vinous Beverage Permits. 
A winery permit may be issued as hereinafter provided for the 
manufacture of alcoholic vinous beverages, as herein defined, upon 
verified, written application to the Commissioner on proper from 
herein authorized, to be prescribed and furnished, and said appli- 
cation may be granted by the commissioner, subject to the restric- 
tions of this Act. Any winery permit shall authorize the holder 
thereof to manufacture, but not to rectify or fortify, alcoholic 
vinous beverages unless the holder thereof be also a distiller and/or 
rectifier holding a permit to distill and/or rectify alcoholic spirit- 
uous beverages, and said winery permit shall authorize the holder 
thereof to place the same in containers or bottles, and transport 
and sell and/or deliver the same in shipment to points outside of 
Alabama, and to any person holding a permit to sell alcoholic 
vinous beverages at wholesale or to any person holding a winery 
permit hereunder. A winery permit shall not authorize the hold- 
er thereof to sell to consumers, or to wine retailers. When such 
alcoholic vinous beverages are being transported and/or delivered 
to permittee lawfully entitled to purchase the same within this 
State, said beverages shall be transported or delivered only in con- 
tainers which are lawful under this Act, and permissible under the 
rules and regulations of the Commission; provided, that all the 
traffic and transportation by any such winery shall be subject to 
the rules and regulations of the Commissioner, and on the granting 
thereof he shall comply with such procedure and requirements as 
the Commissioner may prescribe, but the applicant shall pay a li- 
cense fee in the sum of Two Hundred and Fifty Dollars to the 
Commissioner. 


Section 16. A wine wholesaler’s permit may be issued as here- 
inafter provided. Before the Commissioner shall grant any wine 
wholesaler’s permit to wholesale alcoholic vinous beverages, the 
applicant shall pay an annual license fee therefor the sum of One 
Hundred Dollars. The holder of a wine wholesaler’s permit shall 
have the right to import and/or transport alcoholic vinous beverag- 
es from any other state or country into the State of Alabama and 
to sell, furnish and/or deliver the same, but not at retail. All 
transportation thereof shall be in such barrels, or casks, or bottles, 
or containers as are permissible under the rules and regulations 
of the Commissioner and which the Commissioner may require to 
be stamped, labeled, marked and/or designated, or bear or display 
any other identification, label! or device. 


_ Section 17, A retailer’s wine permit may be issued as pro- 
vided in this Act. Such retailer’s wine permits may be issued to 
any person, partnership, firm or corporation entitled to receive a 
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permit for either spirituous liquors or malt liquors upon the pay- 
ment of a ten dallar license fee. 

Section 18. A dining car wine permit may be held by the holder 
of a dining car permit to sell alcoholic malt beverages upon the 
payment of an additional Twenty Five Dollars per annum, irres- 
pective of the number of dining cars of the particular carrier ob- 
taining such dining car wine permit, but such permit shall be dis- 
played in the principal office of such carrier within the State of 
Alabama, and there shall be displayed in each dining car operating 
under such permit a certificate of the principal officer of the car- 
rier certifying that such dining car wine permit has been issued to 
such carrier. The permit in this section described shall also be 
issuable to any person capable of receiving a dining car beer per- 
mit under Section 10 of this Act. 

Section 19. Boat wine permits may be issued to the proprietor 
of any boat, engaged in regular passenger service, making regular 
runs in seasonable weather, between established termini for the 
possession, sale and consumption of alcoholic vinous beverages 
within the dining room of such boat only. Such proprietor shall 
make a verified written application to the Commissioner for a boat 
wine permit, on the form prescribed and furnished by the Commis- 
sioner, and the Commissioner may issue said permit, subject to the 
restrictions of this Act. The annual license fee therefor shall be 
Fifteen Dollars. No boat wine permit shall be issued except to 
the holder of a boat beer permit which is unrevoked, and said boat 
wine permit shall continue in force only while the holder thereof 
is also the holder of a boat beer permit in full force and effect. 


CLASS “FY” PERMITS. 


Section 20. Class “F”—Special Permits. Salesman’s or ag- 
ent’s alcoholic permit may be issued as herein provided. No in- 
dividual shall act as agent or salesman for the sale of, or for taking 
or soliciting orders for the sale of, any alcoholic beverages, irrespec- 
tive of whether such sale is to be made within or without the 
state, or whether such sale may be otherwise legal or illegal, un- 
less such person shall have a salesman’s or agent’s permit. The 
application therefor shall be in such form as the Commissioner may 
from time to time prescribe, including a provision that the holder 
of such salesman’s or agent’s permit will comply with all the rules 
and regulations and/or orders of the Commissioner. Such sales- 
man or agent shall pay an annual license fee of I'wenty-Five Dol- 
lars. 


Both the application and permit shall set forth the name and 
address of the person whom said salesman or agent represents, and 
also the name and address of the applicant. 
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Such salesman or agent shall not represent any person whose 
name does not appear upon said permit as his employer, nor act 
as such salesman or agent for any other person not named therein. 
No person shall act as salesman or agent under the same permit for 
more than one person, firm, corporation or association. 


Salesman or agent shall include any person who procures or 
seeks to procure an order or agreement for the sale and/or for the 
delivery and/or for the transportation of alcoholic beverages with- 
in or into this state, or who is engaged in promoting the sale of 
any alcoholic beverage, or in promoting the business of any person 
engaged within this state or outside the State of Alabama in man- 
ufacturing, selling, delivering or transporting alcoholic beverages. 

Section 21. No license or permit shall be issued to any manu- 
facturer, wholesaler, dealer or retailer of alcoholic beverages in 
this state unless and until said manufacturer, wholesaler, dealer or 
retailer shall have filed a surety bond in such penal sum as may 
be fixed by the Commissioner conditioned that he will not violate 
any of the provisions of any law of this state touching the alco- 
holic traffic or the manufacture, importation, transportation or 
possession or sale or delivery of alcoholic malt beverages as de- 
fined in this act, and/or of the rules and regulations of the Com- 
missioner applicable thereto, and shall be liable to any person suf- 
fering damage or injury proximately resulting from such violation, 
on the products manufactured, imported, sold or withdrawn for 
sale by him under such permit, including all excise taxes. The 
full amount of any and all said taxes and licenses fees due and 
owing may be recovered by the State of Alabama in any action on 
said bond. Suits on such bond shall be brought in the county 
where the principal in the bond resides or where the damage arose, 
and a certified copy of the bond shall be admissible in evidence. 
The Commissioner shall charge one dollar for each certified copy of 
a bond. 

Section 22. Any permit issued under the provisions of this Act 
may be revoked by the Commissioner in accordance with its rules 
and regulations for the violation of any provision of this Act gov- 
erning the business and/or conduct of such permittee or for viola- 
tion of any rule or regulation applicable thereto. 

Section 23. Except as otherwise herein provided, no manufac- 
turer’s permit, wholesaler’s or retailer’s permit for alcoholic bever- 
ages shall be issued to: 

_ (1) A person who is not of good moral character and repute 
in the community in which he resides; 


(2) A minor, or a person non compos mentis. 


(3) A person who has been convicted of a felony or a violation 
of the prohibition law. 
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Section 24. (a) There shall be levied for the benefit of each 
county in which he does business, a license or permit fee of One 
Hundred Dollars on each wholesaler of alcoholic beverages, and a 
license or permit fee of one-half of the State license on each dis- 
tiller, brewery or winery for the benefit of the county in which 
located; and on retailers the same as State license for each county 
in which they do business. Such license or permit fee shall be 
collected as other licenses are collected, and it shall be unlawful 
for any manufacturer, wholesaler or retailer of alcoholic beverages 
to engage in such business without paying such license or permit 
fee. 

(b) Any city or town may by ordinance fix and levy a reason- 
able license or permit fee for the manufacture and/or sale within 
such city or town, or its police jurisdiction, of any of the alcoholic 
beverages as defined in this act. Such license or permit fee, when 
_ so levied, shall be collected as other licenses are collectd by said 
city or town and it shall be unlawful for any manufacturer, whole- 
saler or retail dealer of alcohoic beverages to engage in such busi- 
ness without paying such license or permit fee. 

Section 25. No license or permit shall be issued to any manu- 
facturer, wholesaler or retailer of spirituous alcoholic beverages in 
this State, unless the application therefor has been approved by the 
governing authority of the city or town in which such business is 
to be conducted, evidenced by a resolution attached to such appli- 
cation attested by the clerk of such city or town. 


VIOLATIONS OF ACT—OFFENSES—PENALTIES. 


Section 26. (1) Whoever shall hinder, obstruct, impede or in- 
terfere with or prevent in any wise the observance or enforcement 
of any rule or regulation made or adopted by the Alcoholic Bever- 
age Commissioner of Alabama, in the administration of this Act, 
or of any of its provisions, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall be fined not less than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, nor more than 
Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, for the first offense; and for any 
subsequent offense shall be fined not less than Two Hundred 
($200.00) Dollars, nor more than One Thousand ($1000.00) Dol- 
lars, to which may be added imprisonment for not less than ten 
nor more than sixty days. 

(2) Any person holding a permit under the laws of the State of 
Alabama who shall sell, keep for sale, barter, furnish, or give away 
any alcoholic beverages, which he is not entitled to sell, keep for 
sale, barter, furnish, or give away, under such permit shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, for the first offense, be fined 
not less than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars nor more than Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars, and for any second or subsequent such offense 
shall be fined not less than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, nor 
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more than One Thousand ($1000.00) Dollars, to which may be ad- 
ded imprisonment for not less than thirty days nor more than six 
months; and the possession of any of such alcoholic beverages shall 
be prima facie evidence that the same are kept for sale. 

(3) Any person not being the holder of an alcoholic beverage 
permit under the laws of the State of Alabama who shall give 
away, or furnish to any person other than a guest, or to a member 
of his family, or sell or barter or exchange, directly or indirectly, 
any alcoholic beverages, or possess the same, except where ex- 
pressly authorized by this Act so to do, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be fined in any sum not less than Fifty 
($50.00) Dollars, nor more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, 
for the first offense, to which may be added imprisonment for thirty 
days, and for any second or subsequent offense shall be fined not 
less than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, nor more than One Thou- 
sand ($1000.00) Dollars, to which may be added not less than sixty 
nor more than one hundred days imprisonment. 

(4) Except in case of the holder of an alcoholic beverage per- 
mit under this Act, his agent or employee and/or a duly licensed 
carrier for a holder of an alcoholic beverage permit, who is law- 
fully entitled to hold or possess alcoholic beverages without pay- 
ment of tax thereon prior to the time that the same are withdrawn 
for sale within the State, anyone transporting, selling, bartering, 
giving away, or possessing alcoholic beverages, knowing that all 
taxes due the State of Alabama thereon are not paid, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined not less than Two Hundred 
($200.00) Dollars and not more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dol- 
lars, for the first offense, and not less than Five Hundred ($500.00) 
Dollars, nor more than One Thousand ($1000.00) Dollars, for any 
second or subsequent offense, to which may be added, in cases of 
second or subsequent offense, imprisonment for not less than thirty 
days, nor more than sixty days. In such cases it shall be prima 
facie evidence of knowledge that the tax thereon has not been 
paid if the container in which said alcoholic beverage is contained 
does not bear a stamp showing the payment of tax thereon, where 
the same is required by law or any rule or regulation of the Com- 
missioner. ; 

(5) If any person shall forge or counterfeit or cause or permit 
to be forged or counterfeited any stamp, die, plate, official signa- 
ture, certificate, evidence or tax payment, permit, license, or other 
instrument which has been provided or may be hereafter provided, 
made or used in the pursuance of the execution of the provisions 
of this law as aforesaid upon any paper or other material or shall 
stamp or mark or cause to be stamped or marked any paper or 
other material by such forged or counterfeited stamp, die, plate, 
official signature, certificate, evidence of tax payment, permit, li- 
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cense, or other instrument as aforesaid or shall forge the name or 
signature of any officer, commission, or deputy officer or employee 
under provisions of this Act or under the rules or regulations of 
the Commissioner, or cause the same to be done, or forge or coun- 
terfeit or cause or permit to be forged or counterfeited any evi- 
dence of the payment of any tax provided for in this Act, with in- 
tent to defraud the State of Alabama of any of the taxes imposed 
by this Act, or any provision thereof, or shall in any other wise by 
imitating, restoring, altering, or re-using any stamp or other writ- 
ten evidence of the payment of said taxes’ knowingly defraud or 
attempt to defraud the State of Alabama, or have or retail in his 
posession any said stamps which are forged or counterfeited, or 
any evidence of the payment of said taxes which is forged or coun- 
terfeited, or any such evidence of such payment or any stamp which 
has been altered, restored or counterfeited with intent to defraud 
the State of Alabama shall be punished by a fine of not to exceed 
One Thousand Dollars, and to which may be added imprisonment 
for not less than three months, nor more than one year. 


(6) No alcoholic beverages shall be sold, bartered, exchanged, 
given, provided or furnished, to any person under the age of 
twenty-one years, or to any person known to be an habitual drunk- 
ard; nor shall any such alcoholic beverages be sold, bartered, ex- 
changed or given away, or kept with the intent to be sold, bartered, 
exchanged or given away, in any house of ill fame. Any person 
guilty of violating this paragraph shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than Twenty ($20.00) Dollars, nor more than Fifty $(50.- 
00) Dollars, to which may be added thirty days imprisonment. 


(7) Whoever shall sell, barter, deliver or give away any alco- 
holic beverage to any person at the time in a state of intoxica- 
tion, knowing such person to be in a state of intoxication, shall, on 
conviction, be fined in any sum not less than Ten ($10.00) Dol- 
lars, nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, to which may 
be added imprisonment for not more than sixty days. 


UNLAWFUL ACTS—PENALTIES. 


Section 27. (a) Except as permitted in this Act, it shall be un- 
lawful for any person to purchase, receive, manufacture, import or 
transport or cause to be imported or transported from any other 
state, territory, or country, into the State of Alabama, or trans- 
port, ship, barter, give away, exchange, furnish, or otherwise handle, 
or dispose of any alcoholic beverages, or possess the same for pur- 
poses of sale. It shall be unlawful for any person knowingly to 
receive or acquire in this State any alcoholic beverage from any 
person who does not hold unrevoked the appropriate permit under 
the laws of this State to sell said beverage to him. 
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(b) No person, except an officer of the State lawfully entitled 
so to do, shall sell any stamp or furnish evidence of the payment of 
any tax, or execute or issue any permit, to any other person, ex- 
cepting that any person who has purchased such stamps may re- 
turn the same to the State of Alabama for redemption, if uncan- 
celled, and no person shall alter the cancellation or mark of cancel- 
lation, remove or deface or attempt to remove or deface, the marks 
of cancellation upon any stamp showing the payment of tax or li- 
cense fee herein imposed, and no person shall have in his custody 
or possession any article, instrument, stamp, imitation, or counter- 
feit of stamps or permits other than such as may have been law- 
fully issued to him, and which such person is lawfully entitled to 
have in his possession, as in this Act provided, or display any imi- . 
tation or counterfeit of any such permit, or of any stamp, contrary 
to the provisions of this paragraph, shall be prima facie evidence 
of the intent of the possessor thereof to defraud the State of Ala- 
bama. 

(c) No person shall falsify or cause to be falsified any entry, 
statement, account, recital, or computation, or any application for 
any permit or any instrument, or paper required to be filed in con- 
nection therewith, or in connection with the revocation or proposed 
revocation of any permit; no person shall enter, or cause to be en- 
tered, any false entry, statement, account, recital, computation, or 
representation of any fact in any book, document, account, orders, 
papers or statements required to be kept or filed, or made or fur- 
nished to the Commission or to any officer, deputy officer, agent or 
employee thereof, under the provisions of this Act, or under any 
rule or regulation or order of the Commissioner. 

(d) No person shall sell, or give away, or furnish to, or supply 
to any person any alcoholic spirituous beverage, from any container 
other than the original container in which such alcoholic spirituous 
beverage was contained at the time it was purchased by said seller, 
dispenser, giver or person serving the same; and no person shall 
in any case serve any alcoholic spirituous beverages from any con- 
tainer which container does not bear the proper authentic stamp 
affixed thereto and duly cancelled, evidencing the payment of the 
proper amount of the tax or license fee imposed by this Act. No 
person shall refill with an alcoholic beverage or beverages any bot- 
tle or container, in whole or in part, after said container of an alco- 
holic spirituous beverage has been in whole or in part emptied, pro- 
vided this provision does not apply to necessary refilling by per- 
mittee holding a permit authorizing him to manufacture, rectify or 
bottle alcoholic spirituous beverages. Nor shall any person place 
in any container bearing any label, mark, device, or trade-mark, as 
alcoholic beverage other than truly represented by the label, device 
or trade-mark appearing thereon at the time of his purchase thereof, 
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or at the time he came into possession thereof. Nor shall any per- 
son place therein any misbranded or adulterated alcoholic bever- 
age. “Container” when used in this sub-division (d) shall mean the 
immediate container of said alcoholic spirituous beverage in which 
the same is immediately contained and with which the alcoholic 
spirituous beverage therein contained is immediately in contact. 
Nothing in this sub-division (d), however, shall prevent the serv- 
ice of mixed drinks from the vessel in which the same is prepared, 
in places where drinks are permitted to be served under this Act. 
Provided, that in the preparation thereof, the alcoholic spirituous 
beverages used therein shall be drawn directly from the original 
container in which the same were contained, into the vessel in which 
said mixed drinks are prepared. 

(e) No person shall solicit or receive, or permit his employee 
to solicit or receive, from any person any order for any alcoholic 
beverage in violation of this Act, or give any information of how 
the same may be obtained in violation of this Act. 

(f) No person, other than is herein authorized, shall possess 
or keep on hand for the purpose of selling, giving away, bartering 
or furnishing, or exchanging, any no person shall sell or give away, 
barter or furnish, or exchange, ethyl alcohol as a beverage, or any 
beverage or liquid likely to be used or intended to be used as a 
beverage, which has a higher content of ethyl alcohol than is per- 
mitted by the rules or regulations of the Commissioner. 

(g) No person’ shall transport, or cause to be transported, 
upon any public highway into the State of Alabama, from any other 
state, territory or country, any alcoholic spirituous beverages, or 
transport or cause the same to be transported along or over any 
public highway within the State of Alabama, and no person shall 
receive or accept any alcoholic spirituous beverages transported 
along or over any public highway of the State of Alabama, unless 
there be displayed on the outside of the container or package, so 
that the same is plainly visible upon view of the outside of such 
container or package, without removing any other container or 
covering, such stamp or identificataion, or label of identification, 
or mark of identification, as the Commissioner may by rule or 
regulation require to be placed thereon. 

(h) No person shall transport into the State of Alabama upon 
any public highway of the State of Alabama any alcoholic beverages 
from any other state or territory, unless the person accompanying 
and in charge of such shipment shall have present and available for 
exhibition such bills of lading, evidence of ownership and/or ship- 
ment, as the Commissioner may by rule or regulation require, and 
no person shall refuse to exhibit, or permit to be read and/or ex- 
amined, any such bill of lading, evidence of ownership and/or ship- 
ment by an agent, employee, or deputy administrator in said alco-~ 
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holic beverages division, or any police officer, of the State of Ala- 
bama and/or of any municipal corporation, or governmental divi- 
sion thereof, entitled to demand, examine and/or read the same, 
upon demand being made by any such agent or officer thereof. 

(1) No person shall employ any minor in or about the premises 
where alcoholic spirituous beverages are being sold, furnished or 
given away. 

(j) All railroad companies, express companies, and common 
carriers shall keep in the office at which delivery to the consignee 
is made a record in which shall be entered the information pro- 
vided for in this section of all shipments of alcoholic beverages. 
Such records shall be open to the inspection of the Commissioner, 
or his duly authorized representatives. Any agent, officer or any 
employee of any railroad company, express company or common 
carrier violating the provisions of this section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 

Any person violating sub-section (b) or (c) of this section shall 
be guilty of a felony and, on conviction, shall be imprisoned in the 
state prison for not less than one year nor more than three years 
and fined in any sum not exceeding Five Hundred ($500.00) Dol- 
lars, and any person violating any of the other provisions of this 
section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, on conviction, shall 
be fined in any sum not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars, nor 
more than Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars, to which may be ad- 
ded imprisonment for any period not exceeding sixty days. 


SEIZED PROPERTY—CUSTODY OF PENDING PRO- 
CEEDINGS. 


Section 28. Liquor seized, as herein provided, and the vessels 
containing it and such fixtures and articles or other apparatus, 
stamps, papers, documents or licenses which may be found on said 
premises and relating in any wise to the use or operation of said 
liquor and/or still or distilling apparatus, taken under said war- 
rant shall not be taken from the custody of the officer, agent or 
employee of said Commissioner or other officer, by a writ of reple- 
vin or other process while the proceedings provided herein are 
pending, and final judgment of conviction in such proceeding shall 
be a bar in all cases to any and all suits for recovery of any liquor 
and/or other articles or things seized or the value of the same or 
ee alleged to arise by reason of the seizing and detention 

ereof. 


UNLAWFUL POSSESSION OF PROPERTY—TITLE TO. 


Section 29. All rights of any kind in any kind of alcoholic 
beverage, or in any container thereof, or in any article, apparatus, 
package, fixture or utensil in which the same may be placed, or 
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which is used in connection therewith, or any vehicle or conveyance 
in which the same are being transported or used for the transporta- 
tion thereof, shall at all times and under all circumstances by 
whomsoever held or owned, or posessed, be deemed qualified by 
the right of the State of Alabama and the authority of said Com- 
missioner, and of said Commissioner to administer, execute and 
enforce this statute. No property rights of any kind shall exist in 
any alcoholic beverages, malt, malt syrup, malt extract, liquid malt 
or wort had, kept, transported or possessed contrary to law, or in 
or to any receptacle or container of any kind whatsoever in which 
such beverages or articles may be found, or in any unlawful or 
prohibited receptacle or container, or in any receptacle or container 
which does not conform to or which is being used contrary to or 
which is not kept in conformity to any rule or regulation of said 
Commissioner, or which is being used to contain any such bever- 
ages upon which any tax is due and unpaid or any misbranded or 
adulterated alcoholic beverage, or which is being used in any un- 
lawful practice, or any practice contrary to the rules and regulations 
of said Commissioner. When any conveyance of any kind shall 
be used for the illegal transportation of alcoholic beverages, malt, 
malt syrup, malt extract, liquid malt or wort, no person interested 
in said transportation, or having knowledge thereof, shall have any 
right, title or interest in or to said conveyance so used. All such 
articles and vehicles are hereby declared forfeited to the State 
and shall be seized. Any officer making an arrest for any violation 
of this Act shall seize all evidence of the commission of such 
violation, including any vehicle, automobile, boat, air or water craft, 
or other conveyance, in which such beverages or malt articles are 
kept, possessed or transported contrary to law, or contrary to any 
rule or regulation of said Commissioner. 


COMMON NUISANCE—DEFINITION. 


Section 30. Any room, house, building, boat, structure, auto- 
mobile or other vehicle, or place of any kind where any kind of al- 
coholic beverages are sold, possessed, manufactured, bartered, or 
given away in violation of law, or of any rule or regulation of said 
Commissioner, or where persons are permitted to’ resort for the 
purpose of drinking alcoholic beverages, as in this Act defined, in 
violation of law, or any place where such beverages are kept for 
sale, barter or gift, in violation of the laws of the State, or in viola- 
tion of any rule or regulation of said Commissioner, and all alco- 
holic beverages, and all property kept in and used in maintaining 
such a place, are hereby declared to be a common nuisance; also 
any act or practice, manner of conducting, and/or operating any 
business by a permittee hereunder contrary to this Act or to any 
rule or regulation of the Commissioner, or by a person not a per- 
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mittee hereunder contrary to this Act, shall also constitute a com- 
mon nuisance if done, carried on, or permitted to take place in any 
building or upon any premises wherein or whereon alcoholic bev- 
erage is possessed, or kept, or stored, or consumed, or upon any 
vehicle, or conveyance whereon or wherein any alcoholic beverage 
is being kept, stored consumed or conveyed or transported, or im- 
ported into this State contrary to this Act, or contrary to any rule 
or regulation of the Commissioner, and also all malt articles, liquids, 
liquors, alcoholic beverages, unstamped containers of any sub- 
stance or beverage in respect to which in any wise any excise taxes 
or license fees are imposed or levied hereunder and upon which 
containers in their then condition a stamp or stamps evidencing pay- 
ment of said taxes or fees are lawfully required to be placed or af- 
fixed, and all forged or counterfeited or re-used or altered stamps, 
and the receptacles thereof and the premises where said forged or 
altered or counterfeited stamps are kept or hidden shall also consti- 
tute common nuisances hereunder. 


COMMON NUISANCES—ABATEMENTS—PROCEDURE 
—REMEDIES. 


Section 31. The Attorney-general, prosecuting attorney, or the 
said Commissioner or the holder of any permit hereunder authoriz- 
ed to sell alcoholic beverages within the county where any nuisance 
defined in this Act exists or is kept or maintained, or any number 
of permittees hereunder authorized to sell intoxicating liquors with- 
in the said county or elsewhere within the State of Alabama, or any 
taxpayer of the county, may maintain an action in the name of the 
State of Alabama to abate and perpetually enjoin such nuisance, 
or to abate and/or enjoin any practice or conduct of any person, 
whether the holder of a permit hereunder or not, in violation of this 
Act or of any rule or regulation of the Commissioner, or to abate 
and/or enjoin any nuisance as defined in this Act. The plain- 
tiff shall not be required to give bond in such action for restraining 
orders, temporary injunctions or permanent injunctions and per- 
manent injunctions may be granted in said cause as in other in- 
junction proceedings, and upon final judgment against the defend- 
ant such court shall also order that said room, house, building, 
structure, boat or place of any kind shall be closed for a period of 
one year; or closed for a part of said time or until the owner, les- 
see, tenant or occupant thereof shall give bond with sufficient surety 
to be approved by the court making the order, in the penal sum of 
not less than One Thousand ($1000.00) Dollars, payable to the 
State of Alabama, and conditioned that alcoholic beverages will not 
thereafter be manufactured, possessed, sold, bartered or given 
away or furnished or otherwise disposed of thereon or therein or 
kept thereon or therein with intent to sell, barter, or give away or 
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otherwise dispose of the same, contrary to the rules or regulations 
of the Commissioner, and that said unlawful conduct or practice 
or conduct of any person, whether the holder of a permit hereunder 
or not, the violation of this Act or of any rule or regulation of the 
Commissioner will not be permitted thereon or therein, and that 
he will pay all fines, costs and damages assessed against him for 
any violation of this Act. The court shall also have jurisdiction 
to enjoin permanently or by restraining order or temporary in- 
junction the continuance of said unlawful conduct or practice or 
nuisance complained of. If any condition of such bond be violated, 
the whole amount may be recovered as a penalty for the use of the 
city or town, or if outside any city or town, then to the county 
wherein the premises are situated. In any such action a notice to 
non-resident defendants may be given by publication as authoriz- 
ed by law in other proceedings. In all cases, where any person 
has been convicted of a violation of this Act, a complaint may be 
filed with the circuit or criminal court of the county in which the 
offense was committed, to abate as a nuisance any real estate or 
other property involved in the commission of said offense or to en- 
join any unlawful conduct or practice therein or thereon, and in 
any such action a certified copy of the record of such conviction 
shall be admissible in evidence and prima facie evidence that the 
room, house, building, boat, structure, automobile, or other ve- 
hicle, or place of any kind set forth or described in said complaint 
is a public nuisance: Provided, however, that any action for in- 
junction or abatement may be begun, carried on, and concluded 
prior to or during the pending of the criminal prosecution of any 
defendant therein arising out of or in connection with or on, or at 
the said room, house building, boat, structure, automobile, or other 
vehicle, or place of any kind set out or described in said action for 
injunction or abatement. 

Said Commissioner may enforce any provisions of this Act or 
any rule or regulation of said Commissioner against any permittee 
or permittees or any officer or agent thereof either by an action in 
mandamus mandating the defendant or defendants to comply with 
said rule or regulation or by an action in injunction enjoining any 
permittee or permittees from violating any rule or regulation of 
the Commissioner, whether the conduct of the defendant does or 
does not constitute a nuisance within the foregoing provisions of 
this Section, and restraining orders and temporary injunctions and 
permanent injunctions may be made and granted therein without 
any bond filed by the plaintiff. Said actions in mandamus or in 
injunction shall be brought in the name of the State of Alabama 
and the Commissioner shall be represented by the attorney general 
or by a deputy or assistant attorney general assigned by the attor- 
ney general, or by a circuit (solicitor or deputy) solicitor, for 
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the purpose of instituting or conducting said action or actions, of 
by both. 

The remedies herein provided shall be deemed cumulative, and 
in no sense shall one of said remedies exclude the other, nor shall 
any of said remedies limit or remove the power of the Commission- 
er to revoke any permit. Said Commissioner shall also have auth- 
ority to institute in the name of the State of Alabama on the rela- 
tion of said Commissioner any action to obtain a declaratory judg- 
ment as to the meaning or application or constitutionality of any 
provision or provisions of this Act or of any provisions of any rule 
or regulation or any order made by said Commissioner in any 
court having jurisdiction in civil cases within Montgomery County 
in the State of Alabama against any permttee or other person and 
said proceeding shall conform to statutes providing for and govern- 
ing actions to procure declaratory judgments heretofore enacted. 


ADMISSIBLE EVIDENCE. 


Section 32. (1) The payment of any United States or Federal 
special tax by any person, or the possession by him of any stamp or 
receipt issued to him by the Government of the United States, or by 
any of its departments, divisions, officers, agents, or representa- 
tives, either as a retail dealer or as a wholesale dealer in alcoholic 
beverages or the possession by him, or the posting by him upon 
any premises of any stamp, certificate, permit or license granted or 
issued under the authority of the United States of America or of 
any of its departments or divisions, authorizing the holder thereof 
to deal in any liquor or liquid containing. alcohol, shall be prima 
facie evidence that the person paying such tax, or possessing, or 
posting, or named in such stamp, certificate, permit or license, or 
on whose premises the same is posted is engaged in possessing, 
selling, transporting, giving away and/or furnishing the alcoholic 
liquors or liquids in the manner and/or upon the premises covered 
by such payment, stamp, certificate, permit or license, in any crim- 
inal prosecution under the provisions of this Act or in any suit to 
abate or enjoin any nuisance or unlawful practice or any practice 
prohibited by the rules and/or regulations of the Commissioner. 

(2) All courts shall take judicial notice of the signature of the 
Commissioner and of the seal of the Commissioner, and also of any 
document or paper or record or instrument or copy thereof authen- 
ticated as the Commissioner may prescribe in the rules for the au- 
thentication thereof. 


CONTRABAND PROPERTY—SALE--WHEN—PROCE- | 
DURE. 


Section 33. When any alcoholic beverages, malt articles, ves- 
sels, utensils, apparatus, stills or fixtures are seized under author- 
ity of this Act, the proper court shall, upon conviction of the owner 
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thereof, after opportunity has been given to such owner for a hear- 
ing relative,thereto, order such of the articles as the court shall 
determine to have been used unlawfully to be sold by the Com- 
missioner as hereinafter provided; and the proper court shall, upon 
conviction of any person found in charge of or in possession of any 
such articles so seized other than the owner thereof, or upon written 
petition of the Commissioner in case no person is found in charge of 
or in possession of any such articles so seized, after opportunity for 
hearing shall have been given by not less than ten days’ notice to 
the owner if he be known, or if the owner be not known then by 
notice by publication one time in a newspaper of general circula- 
tion in the county seat of the county in which such court is situated 
not less than ten days prior to the time fixed for such hearing, 
order and direct such of the articles as the court shall determine 
to have been used unlawfully, to be sold by the Commissioner as 
hereinafter provided. All such articles ordered sold by any court 
or courts as hereinbefore provided shall be sold by the Commis- 
sioner either separtely or collectively at public auction after one 
week’s notice by publication in a newspaper of general circulation 
in the county in which the Commissioner may deem it most ad- 
vantageous to sell the same, to persons, firms, corporations and/or 
partnerships lawfully entitled to buy the same, and the proceeds 
therefrom, after deducting necessary costs and charges, including 
fees for publication, shall be paid over by said Commissioner as 
in this Act provided for the payment of taxes and license fees; 
Provided, however, that any and all such articles so advertised 
and offered for sale and found by such Commissioner to be un- 
salable shall be by him destroyed, but in all such cases the costs 
of any publication shall be paid in the same manner as other ex- 
penses lawfully incurred by such Commissioner are paid; Pro- 
vided, however, that nothing in this section concerning the sale of 
such articles as herein provided shall authorize the sale of any 
such still, or stills, but the same shall be destroyed by the said 
Commissioner. 


ALCOHOLIC MALT BEVERAGE LICENSE FEES. 


Section 34. (a) ALCOHOLIC MALT Beverage License Fees 
(gallonage). Any authorized manufacturer and/or importing ag- 
ent, and/or wholesaler invested with the importing privileges (as 
to imported alcoholic beverages), and/or the holder of a dining 
car permit or of a boat permit, shall pay unto the State of Alabama a 
license fee of ten cents on each gallon of alcoholic malt beverages 
manufactured or given or sold or withdrawn for sale or gift by him 
in the State of Alabama, which license fee shall be paid on or be- 
fore the fifteenth day of each month on all such beverages so 
manufactured or sold or given away or withdrawn for sale or gift 
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by him during the preceding monthly period; Provided, however, 
that the license fee hereinabove provided for shall not apply to or 
be payable outside of the State of Alabama and sold for delivery 
outside of the State of Alabama. Said license fee is hereby levied 
in addition to any and all license fees which may have been paid 
by him at the time of, or as a condition to the granting of any per- 
mit, and the same shall be collected by the State Tax Commis- 
sion and by it paid over as in this Act provided, and the Commis- 
sioner shall have power to prescribe regulations and maintain gaug- 
es in such manufacturer’s and/or importing agent’s, and/or whole- 
saler’s plant, for the proper gauging of such beverages and the as- 
sessment of such license fees. 

(b) Alcoholic Spirituous Beverage Excise Tax. As excise 
tax on the sale or gift, and/or on the withdrawal for sale or gift of 
wine tonics and/or alcoholic spirituous beverages, including wines, 
containing more than twenty-one percentum of absolute alcohol 
(reckoned by volume), but beverages not containing more than 
fifteen per centum of absolute alcohol reckoned by volume, mixed 
with carbonated water and/or other sanitary and potable ingre- 
dients by the manufacturer and/or bottler thereof, and sold in con- 
tainer filled by. such manufacturer or bottler and which are suitable 
for immediate consumption direct from the original container, 
shall be subject to the rate of tax and/or license fee hereinafter 
imposed on alcoholic vinous beverages, is hereby levied and im- 
posed at the rate of eighty cents on each gallon. 

(c) Alcoholic Vinous Beverage License Fees (gallonage). Any 
holder of a winery permit or of a wine wholesaler’s permit or of a 
dining car or boat wine permit shall pay unto the State of Alabama 
a license fee of ten cents on each gallon of alcoholic vinous bever- 
age manufactured and sold and/or withdrawn for sale by him with- 
in the State of Alabama, which license fee shall be paid on or before 
the fifteenth day of each month on all such beverages so manufac- 
tured and/or withdrawn for sale by him within the State of Ala- 
bama, during the preceding monthly period; said license fee is 
hereby levied in addition to any and ail license fees which may 
have been paid by him at the time of or as a condition to granting 
any permit and the same shall be collected by the State Tax Com- 
mission as in this Act provided; and the State Tax Commission 
shall have power to prescribe regulations and maintain gauges in 
such winery’s or wholesaler’s premises for the proper gauging of 
such beverages and the assessment of such license fee. Said li- 
cense fees are also imposed on any gift or withdrawal for gift 
within the State of Alabama of any alcoholic vinous beverages by 
any of said permittees. As to any license fee in respect to al- 
coholic vinous beverages manufactured within the State or im- 
ported into the State of Alabama by any permittee authorized so to 
do, said tax shall be paid by any permittee, so manufacturing or 
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importing the same, and any such alcoholic vinous beverages shall 
only be taxed once. The alcoholic vinous beverages referred to 
in this paragraph shall include only alcoholic vinous beverages 
containing twenty-one percentum or less of absolute alcohol reck- 
oned by volume and not by weight); but beverages not contain- 
ing more than fifteen percentum of absolute alcohol reckoned by 
volume, mixed with carbonated water and/or other sanitary and 
potable ingredients by the manufacturer and/or bottler thereof and 
sold in container filled by such manufacturer or bottler and which 
are suitable for immediate consumption direct from the original con- 
tianer, shall likewise, be subject to the rate of tax and license or 
fee imposed in this sub-section (c) on alcoholic vinous beverages. 
The license fee hereinabove provided in this sub-section (c) shall 
not, however, apply to or be payable on the sale or withdrawal 
for sale of wines to any pastor, rabbi and/or priest for sacramental 
or religious purposes only. 

(d) Malt Excise Taxes. (Gallonage). Every manufacturer, 
wholesaler and/or dealer engaged in the business of selling or man- 
ufacturing malt syrup or malt extract or liquid malt or wort shall 
pay to the State an excise tax, in addition to any and all other 
taxes, in the amounts hereinafter prescribed, on all malt syrup or 
malt extract or liquid malt or wort sold, given away, exchanged 
or bartered; Provided, however, that the same article shall only 
_ be taxed once; which tax shall be collected by and paid to the 
State Tax Commission and by it paid over as in this Act provided; 
and which tax shall be paid in the following amounts: 

(a) On all wort or liquid malt, five (5c) cents per gallon for 
each gallon or fraction of a gallon. 

(b) On all malt syrup or malt extract, five (5c) cents per 
pound or fraction of a pound; Provided, however, that no tax shall 
be paid on the sale of malt syrup, malt extract, liquid malt or wort 
where the same is to be used for medicinal, or laboratory purposes, 
bakery, or for use in malted milk, nor on any of such products 
which are manufatcured to be exported and sold at a point or 
points outside of the State of Alabama, nor on any such products 
manufactured and held for sale in Alabama prior to the effective 
date of this Act. 

It shall be unlawful for any person, dealer, distributor, or man- 
ufacturer to sell, offer for sale, display for sale, barter, exchange or 
give away any malt syrup or malt extract or liquid malt or wort, 
or any container thereof, in this State, without having first paid 
the tax as in this Act provided in the manner prescribed by the 
State Tax Commission. 

The excise tax required by this Act shall be paid by the pur- 
chase of stamps from the State Tax Commission and by affixing 
the same to the immediate container of the alcoholic spirituous or 
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malt beverages therein contained, and duly cancelling the same. 
The State Tax Commission is hereby granted sole authority to 
issue said stamps and to determine the denominations in which 
such stamps shall be issued, and wherever any stamp is required to 
be used in this Act, it shall mean a stamp issued by said State Tax 
Commission. The State Tax Commission shall prescribe the 
manner in which said stamps shall be affixed and cancelled. Such 
stamps shall be cancelled by the permittee at the time of the with- 
drawai of said beverages for sale or gift. No permittee mentioned 
in this paragraph shall sell or give or withdraw any such beverages 
for sale or gift, nor shall any person accept or receive any alcoholic 
spirituous or malt beverages from such permittee or from any other 
person, if the container thereof shall not have affixed thereto duly 
cancelled stamps of the proper denominations, in the manner re- 
quired as aforesaid. 

The excise tax hereinabove provided, however, shall not apply 
to or be payable on the sale for delivery outside of the State of 
Alabama, or withdrawal for sale for delivery outside of the State of 
Alabama of such wine tonics and/or alcoholic spirituous beverages, 
including wines, containing more than twenty-one percentum of 
absolute alcohol (reckoned by volume and not by weight); nor 
shall it apply to or be payable on the sale or withdrawal for sale 
of wine to any pastor, rabbi, and/or nriest for sacramental or re- 
ligious purposes only. 

(e) General Tax and License Fee Provisions. It shall be un- 
lawful for any person, dealer, retailer. wholesaler, manufacturer, or 
any other persons holding or not holding a permit, to sell, offer for 
sale, display for sale, barter, exchange, or give away any alcoholic 
beverage, or any container thereof, in this state, with respect to 
whic: sale, gift, or withdrawal of the same for sale or gift, any tax 
or license fee is herein imposed, without the tax and/or license fee 
applicable thereto having first been paid, unless such person is a 
permittee entitled to have or possess at the time such alcoholic 
beverages, without the payment of said tax and/or license fee. 

The presence on the premises of and/or the possession by any 
person who is or is not a permittee, of any of the beverages and/or 
articles and/or liquids described in this section, and not exempt 
from the taxes and/or fees herein imposed, upon which beverages 
and/or articles and/or liquids, present or possessed as aforesaid, 
or with reference to which, the taxes and/or license fees herein 
imposed are due and unpaid, or which do not bear properly can- 
celled authentic stamps issued by the State Tax Commission, or 
which do not bear any other evidence of the payment of taxes 
and/or license fees required by this act, or by any rule or regu- 
lation of the Commissioner or State Tax Commission shall 1m- 
pose upon and create upon the owner and/or person in control of 
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said premises and/or in possession of said beverages and/or 
articles and/or liquids described in this section, the obliga- 
tion to pay all the taxes and/or license fees due and unpaid at 
double the rates fixed hereinbefore in this section on or with re- 
spect thereto, to the State Tax Commission or Commissioner, al- 
though the presence of said beverages and/or articles and/or liq- 
uids described above in this section, and/or the possession of the 
same be unlawful under the provisions of this Act. 

The State Tax Commission is hereby authorized to examine the 
books, papers and records of any manufacturer, wholesaler and/or 
dealer in this State for the purpose of determining whether the tax 
so imposed by this act has been fully paid, and shall have power to 
investigate and examine, according to law, any premises where 
such malt syrup extract or liquid malt or wort or alcoholic bever- 
age is manufactured, possessed, or stored for the purpose of sale, or 
sold, for the purpose of determining whether the provisions of this 
act are being complied with, any refusal to permit the examination 
of any of such books, papers and records or the investigation and 
examination of such premises shall constitute sufficient reason for 
the revocation of a permit or the refusal to issue a permit. 

The words “gallon” or “gallons”, wherever used in this Act, 
shall be construed to mean a wine gallon or wine gallons. The 
word “quart” wherever used in this Act shall be construed to mean 
one-fourth of a wine gallon. The word “pint” wherever used in 
this Act shall be construed to mean one-eighth of a wine gallon. 

(f) Taxes and License Fees, Collection and Disbursement. It 
is hereby made the duty of the Commissioner to collect all li- 
cense fees paid for or in connection with the issue of any brewer’s 
permits, distiller’s permits, rectifier’s permits, winery permits, all 
industrial alcohol permits, all special permits, all beer wholesaler’s 
permits, all liquor wholesaler’s permits, all wine wholesaler’s per- 
mits, all malt permits of every kind and nature, all dining car and 
boat permits of every kind and nature, or in respect to the contin- 
uance of any of said permits, incuding any deductions authorized 
by this Act and retained by the State of Alabama where applica- 
tions for permits are refused, or as costs paid on account of the 
transfer of any permit and/or levied and/or required to be collected 
under this Act. It shall be the duty of the State Tax Commis- 
sion to collect all excise taxes derived from the sale or gift or with- 
drawal for sale or gift of any and all alcoholic beverages and/or 
malt, wort, malt syrup, malt extract and/or liquid malt, with respect 
to which or on account of which the same are imposed and/or 
levied at the rate fixed herein (including all gallonage and pintage 
tax) and also all moneys derived or collected from the sale of 
stamps authorized hereunder together with all other assessments 
not specifically included or any other disposal thereof herein made, 
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including all penalties for the non-payment of taxes herein levied, 
and the proceeds of all sales and judgments made under or in the 
enforcement of this Act and it shall deposit same daily with the 
treasurer of State, into the general fund of the State of Alabama for 
general fund purposes. 

It is also hereby made the duty of the Commissioner to col- 
lect all license fees paid for or in connection with the issue of all 
beer retailer’s permits, all liquor retailer’s permits, all wine re- 
tailer’s permits, or in respect to the continuance of any of said 
permits, including any deduction authorized by this act and re- 
tained by the State of Alabama wherein applications for permits 
are refused, or as cost paid on account of the transfer of any per- 
mit and/or levied or required to be collected under this act, and he 
shall deposit same daily with the treasurer of state. 

After any bond required by any provision of this act has been 
approved by the Commissioner it shall be delivered to the treasurer 
of State, who shall safely keep the same in his custody subject to 
the directions of the Commissioner. No bond furnished under the 
provisions of this Act shall be approved by the Commissioner un- 
less the surety company executing the same shall be solvent and 
responsible, and before approving any bond the Commissioner shall 
require the insurance Commissioner of Alabama to furnish copies 
of reports of surety companies and all other information to the 
Commissioner touching the reserves and reliability of such surety 
company. ‘The rates which shall be paid for the advertising of 
any notices under the provisions of this act shall be those now re- 
quired to be paid in case of other notices published for and on be- 
half of the State of Alabama, but said notices shall not be governed 
as to the number of publications or in any other respect, except by 
the provisions of this Act. 

The Commissioner shall require, if the same shall have been 
found by the Commissioner to be practicable (and the Commis- 
sioner’s ruling in that respect or failure to Act shall not be cause 
for nullifying any provision of this Act requiring the payment of 
any tax and/or license fee) that any person holding a manufac- 
turer’s permit to sell alcoholic malt beverages place or cause to be 
placed a stamp in such form as is prescribed by the State Tax Com- 
mission, evidencing the payment of any tax imposed upon the sale, 
and/or gift, and/or withdrawal for sale and/or gift of any alcohulic 
malt beverage; Provided, that said stamps shall be supplied by the 
State Tax Commission and shall be placed on the keg or container 
of said alcoholic malt beverage only when the tax has been duly 
paid on account thereof by the purchase of the appropriate stamps 
in appropriate denominations from the State Tax Commission of 
the State of Alabama, and which stamps shall be placed thereon in 
such manner and at such times as said State ‘Tax Commission may 
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require. The proceeds of the said tax, after cost of collection has 
been deducted, shall be covered into the General Fund, for the 
purpose of paying the appropriations for the common schools and 
for no other purposes; the proceeds of said tax shall be apportioned 
to the Common Schools in the same manner as other funds are now 
apportioned to the said Common Schools. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


Section 35. Miscellaneous Provisions. (a) No alcoholic bev- 
erage shall be imported or transported into the State of Alabama 
unless such beverage is at the time of the importation or trans- 
portatioh thereof into the State of Alabama the absolute property 
of a permittee who is authorized under this Act to import and/or 
transport the same into the State of Alabama, but this shall not ap- 
ply to shipments from another state in continuous transit through 
the State of Alabama into another state, unless such shipment be 
intended to evade this act, and for delivery within this State. 

(b} Regularly licensed physicians, dentists and/or any person 
holding a license to practice medicine, or to engage in any profes- 
sion wherein the treatment of the human body and/or of an animal 
body is necessarily involved, clinics, non-commercial laboratories, 
hospitals and/or sanitoria may acquire, own and dispense for medi- 
cinal, mechanical or scientific purposes only, and not for beverage 
purposes, any alcoholic beverage, and/or ethyl alcohol; and any 
pastor, rabbi, minister or priest may purchase, acquire, possess and 
dispense wine for sacramental purposes or for performing a relig- 
ious rite only, without any permit being granted for said purpose. 

(c) In addition to any other provision required or which the 
Commissioner may require to be stated in an application for the is- 
sue of any permit hereunder, the applicant shall expressly state, in 
such language as the Commissioner may by rule or regulation re- 
quire, that he consents for the duration of such permit, if the same 
is issued to him, that any police officer or any agent of the Com- 
missioner may at any time, while such permittee holds said permit, 
enter, inspect, examine and search the premises or vehicle or con- 
veyance to which said permit is applicable for the purpose of as- 
certaining whether he may have in or on said premises or vehicle 
or conveyance any alcoholic beverage contrary to any provision 
of this act or any of the rules or regulations of the Commissioner 
or is engaged in any practice contrary thereto, or has any alcoholic 
beverage thereon in respect to which any tax or license fee is due 
and unpaid, without a warrant or other process of court, and said 
consent shall be deemed renewed and continued by his retaining 
said permit, and/or exercising privileges by virtue thereof. 

(d) All bonds required by this act shall be executed by a 


surety company, duly authorized and qualified to do business in 
Alabama. 
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(e) Persons granted a permit to carry on any of the businesses 
or undertakings contemplated by this Act shall, before being quali- 
fied to do business, display and post, and keep ‘displayed and post- 
ed, in the most conspicuous place in their premises such permit 
and/or license (excepting dining car permits), and shall promptly 
procure and keep at his place of business a copy of the rules and 
regulations, promulgated by the Commissioner. 

(f) Any action brought against the Commissioner as such 
shall be brought in the circuit court of Montgomery County. 

(g) Whosoever shall violate any of the prohibitions contained 
in Section 35 of this Act shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than twenty-five dollars nor more than five hundred dollars for 
the first offense, and for a second or subsequent offense, he shall 
be fined not less than two hundred dollars nor more than one thou- 
sand dollars, to which may be added imprisonment for not less than 
thirty days nor more than six motnhs. 

(h) Whenever any of the persons licensed under this Act fail 
to account for and/or pay over to the Commissioner or State Tax 
Commission any license fees and/or excise taxes and/or levies in 
this Act provided, or defaults in any of the conditions of his bond, 
or whenever any person, whether licensed hereunder or unlicensed, 
shall have failed or refused to pay to the Commissioner or the State 
Tax Commission any obligation or liability, forfeiture and/or pen- 
alty imposed upon him by this Act, the Commissioner or State 
‘Tax Commission shall report the same to the attorney general who shall 
immediately institute the necessary action for the recovery of any 
such license fee, excise tax, levy or any sum due to the State of Ala- 
bama, by reason of any of the provisions of this Act, and the pros- 
ecuting attorney of the proper county is hereby ordered and directed 
to assist the said attorney general, whenever by him required. 

(i) The sale of alcoholic beverages shall be unlawful from 
ten o’clock in the evening, Central standard time, until eight o’clock 
the next morning, Central standard time, on each day of the week 
except Sunday when it shall be unlawful to sell alcoholic beverages 
from ten P. M. Saturday until eight A. M. on Monday following. 
During the time when said business is required to be closed as 
aforesaid, no alcoholic beverages shall be sold, dispensed, given 
away or otherwise disposed of in such premises, and the premises 
whereon the same are licensed to be sold, shall remain closed to the 
extent that the nature of the business carried on, as at hotels and 
restaurants, on said premises, will permit. “Premises” in this para- 
graph shall mean and signify the licensed premises only, and in no 
case the residential portion of any premises where alcoholic bev- 
erages are not kept, sold, furnished or given away under said per- 
mit, or, in case of clubs or hotels, the separate rooms furnished 
guests as sleeping quarters therein. 
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(j) Except as herein expressly authorized, there shall be no 
transfer of any permit from the holder thereof to another, nor un- 
_less in special instances to be fixed by rule or regulation of the Com- 
missioner, any transfer thereof from one location to another. 

(k) There shall be no delivery or transportation of any alco- 
holic beverage to any permittee holding a retailer’s permit here- 
under on Sunday. 

-(1) No applicant shall have the right to compel the issuance 
of any permit to him. 

(m) Any person, firm or corporation that manufactures, sells, 
gives away or in any other way disposes of or dispenses any spir- 
ituous, vinous, malt or other liquor or beverage, taxed by this Act, 
without first paying the tax thereon, shall be deemed guilty of a fel- 
ony as same is hereby expressly described as defrauding the State 
of Alabama out of funds, and upon conviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the State penitentiary for not less than 
one year and one day nor more than five years. 

Any person violating the provisions of sub-section (i) or of 
sub-section (k) of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction shall be fined in a sum not less than 
fifty dollars ($50.00), nor more than five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
to which may be added imprisonment for any period of time not 
exceeding sixty (60) days. 

Section 86. To be eligible for appointment to or to hold the 
office of Commissioner under this Act a person must be more than 
thirty-one (31) years of age, a citizen of the United States and a 
resident of this State for more than five (5) years, a qualified vo- 
ter, and a person of sound morals and known temperate habits and 
of recognized business ability and not a consumer of intoxicating 
liquors to any éxtent whatsoever, it being the purpose to have this 
Act administered by a person of ability and equipment peculiarly 
fitting him for the discharge of the duties of the office and who 
- will at no time or in any way encourage the purchase or sale or the 
consumption of the liquors or beverages or drinks sold or to be 
sold under this Act. Being mindful of and seeking to the best 
of his ability to procure a person possessing the qualiifications 
hereinabove set out, the Governor shall appoint the Commissioner 
who shall hold office for four years and until his successor is ap- 
pointed and qualified. Before beginning the discharge of the du- 
ties of his office, such Commissioner shall take the same oath of 
office as that required to be taken by Justices of the Supreme Court. 
Such Commissioner shall also execute a good and sufficient bond 
in the penal sum of Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars 
payable to the State of Alabama and conditioned to secure the 
faithful discharge of the duties of said office, the surety on said 
bond to be a surety company authorized to do business in this State 
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and to be approved by the Governor. Such Commissioner shall de- 
vote his entire time to the discharge of the duties of said office, 
and for his services he shall receive an annual salary of Thirty-Six 
Hundred ($3,600.00) Dollars, payable in equal monthly install- 
ments out of the funds realized from the operation of this Act, and 
in addition thereto the premium on said bond shall be paid out of 
said funds. 

Section 37. Removal of Commissioner. 

The Commissioner may be removed from office by ‘iipenche 
ment for malfeasance, misfeasance or neglect in office in the same 
manner and in the same court as sheriffs of this State are authorized 
to be impeached. And such Commissioner may also be removed 
from office in proceedings instituted for that purpose in either the 
Circuit Court of Montgomery County or in the Supreme Court of 
Alabama on the ground that the Commissioner, either at the time 
of his appointment or at the time of the instittuion of such pro- 
ceedings, did not possess the qualifications stated in Section 36 of 
this Act to be necessary to render a person eligible for appointment 
to or to hold the office of Commissioner under this Act. In the 
latter proceeding the proceeding may be instituted by sworn com- 
plaint of a qualified voter, or as impeachment proceedings are in- 
stituted, and the two proceedings may be joined in one proceeding. 

Section 38. Employees. 

The Commissioner shall with the approval of the Governor se- 
lect and appoint all subordinate officers and employees necessary 
for the proper administration of this Act, and shall fix their salaries 
or compensation which shall be paid out of the funds realized from 
the administration of this Act. The Commissioner shall with the 
approval of the Governor have power to dismiss any such sub- 
ordinate officer or employee, and otherwise to organize and fully 
control and manage the administration of this Act, so long as his 
acts are within the terms or the spirit hereof. Each and every 
subordinate officer and/or employee must be over twetny-five (25) 
years of age, a resident for more than five (5) years of this State 
and a native of the United States and a qualified voter, and, a per- 
son of sound morals and known temperate habits and not a con- 
sumer of intoxocating liquors to any extent whatsoever. All sub- 
ordinate officers and employees shall, in the discretion of the Com- 
missioner, take the same oath as that required of the Commis- 
sioner by this Act, and a bond likewise payable and conditioned to 
be approved by the Commissioner. 

Section 39. Removal of Employees. 

Any employee or subordinate officer of the Commissioner may 
be impeached or removed from office or employment on the same 
grounds and in the same manner as the Commissioner; this in ad- 
dition to removal by the Commissioner. 
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Section 40. Cooperation with Agencies. 

The Commissioner shall at all times cooperate with the regular 
departments and agencies of the State, making use of their facili- 
ties and services as far as possible so as to prevent needless staff 
duplications and excessive cost of operation. 

Section 41. Not to be Interested in Liquor Business.— 

Neither the Commissioner nor any subordinate officer or em- 
ployee, either individually or as a member of a partnership or as a 
shareholder or party otherwise interested in a corporation or other 
enterprise or association, shall have any interest, either direct, or in- 
direct, in manufacturing or trafficking in alcohol or alcoholic liquors, 
or receive any commission or profit from or have any interest in the 
purchase or sales by persons under authority of this Act, the pur- 
pose being to have this Act administered solely by persons wholly 
freed from interest in or influenced by the traffic operated here- 
under. 

Section 42. That any person or persons violating any provision 
of this Act or of the election laws of Alabama in said election shall 
be punished as provided in the general election laws of Alabama. 

Section 43. If any section or provision of this Act is held in- 
valid because unconstitutional the same shall not affect the other 
sections or portions of this Act. 

Section 44. That an election is hereby ordered on the 14th 
day of April, 1936, in the several counties of the State of Ala- 
bama, for the purpose of securing the views of the qualified elec- 
tors of the State of Alabama on the question as to whether or not 
this Act shall become effective. No other question shall be submit- 
ted for decision by the people at the election herein ordered. 

Section 45. That in said election the votes cast shall be can- 
vassed, tabulated, returns made and results declared in the same 
manner as in general elections. The officers to hold said election 
shall be the same and shall be appointed in the same manner and 
by the same officials and shall be paid the same and in the same 
manner as is now provided by the election laws of the State for the 
appointment of officers to hold general elections in the State. All 
qualified voters of the State may vote at said election and none 
‘others. That the said election hereby ordered shall be held and 
conducted in all things in accordance with this Act and with the 
laws of Alabama governing general elections. 

Section 46. That rfotice of the election hereby ordered shall be 
given by a proclamation of the Governor which shall be published 
in one newspaper once a week in each county of the State for at 
least two successive weeks next preceding the day hereby appoint- 
ed for such election. 

Section 47. That the ballots shall be prepared and printed in all 
respects as ballots are prepared and printed for general elections 
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in the counties of the State and shall be paid for in like manner as 
ballots for such general elections are now paid; and on the offi- 
cial ballot prepared for such election there shall be printed the 
following words and questions in the same order as herein set 
forth: 

“Question No. 1. Do you favor the taxation and legalization 
of spirituous, vinous and malt beverages in the State of Alabama 
in accordance with provisions of House Bill No. 180 approved 
one ane. , 1936. 

(Place an X opposite the word indicating your choice)

Section 48. (a) If the majority vote on Question No. 1 on the 
ballot is “Yes”, then this Act shall become effective on the first 
day of the month next after the returns from said election shall 
have been opened, and counted in the presence of the Governor, 
Secretary of State and Attorney General, or two of them; but if 
the majority vote on Question No. 1 on the ballot is “No”, then 
this Act shall become null and void and of no effect. 

(b) In the event that a majority vote on question number 1 on 
the ballot at said election is “Yes” an election may be held in any 
county of this.State after the expiration of sixty days from the elec- 
tion provided in Section 44 of this Act, and each one year there- 
after upon a petition filed with the Probate Judge of said county, 
containing the names of fifteen (15%) per cent of the qualified 
voters of such county, as shown by the records in the Probate Of- 
fice of such County, praying for said election; such election to be 
called immediately by the Probate Judge of said County, and held 
and conducted as is now provided by law for special elections. If at 
any such election a majority of the votes cast therein favors the 
taxation and legalization of spirituous, vinous and malt beverages 
then the provisions of this Act shall continue effective after such 
election, and if a majority of the votes cast in any such election is 
against the taxation and legalization of spiritous, vinous and malt 
beverages the provisions of this Act shall be null and void in such 
county and no permit or license shall be issued in or for such county 
and the provisions of law now in force with respect to spirituous,. 
vinous and malt beverages shall be and remain in full force and 
effect. 

(c) If the majority vote in any county, on question No. 1 in 
the election to be held under the provisions of this Act shall be 
“No”, then the provisions of this Act shall not be held to be ap- 
plicable to such county; but the laws of this State now in force 
prohibiting the manufacture, sale, transportation and possession of 
alcoholic liquor and beverages shall be and remain in full force and 
effect as to such county. 
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Section 49. All licenses or privileges payable hereunder shall 
be due on October first of each year and shall be for one year ending 
September 30th following, and shall be delinquent on the first day 
of November of each year. Provided, however, if any business 
licensed by this Act shall commence after the first day of April in 
any year, the amount of the license or privilege tax shall be one- 
half of the year’s license or privilege tax. 

Section 50. Any person, firm or corporation holding a beer re- 
tailer’s permit unrevoked or a wine retailer’s permit unrevoked 
may sell for consumption on the premises “beer” or “malt bever- 
ages” as defined in Subdivision (b) of Section 3 of said Bill, and 
“wine” or “alcoholic vinous beverages” as defined in Subdivision 
(d) of Section 3 of said Bill.

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WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE AMENDMENT TO HOUSE 
BILL NO. 21 


Amend House Bill No. 21 as follows: 

Amend Section 4, sub-section (b) by striking therefrom the 
following words: ; 

“not having a capital stock represented by shares and which are 
operated exclusively for the benefit of their depositors”. 

Further amend House Bill 21, Section 4, sub-section (h), by 
adding at the end of sub-section (b) of said sub-section (h) the 
following words: 

“or to persons, firms, associations, or corporations for services 
in repairing or building ships, or for services in towing vessels or 
other watercraft, or for piloting ships or vessels ;” 

Further amend said Bill, Section 6 thereof, after the words 
“secretary or Treasurer” and before the words “of a corporation” 
the following words: 

“or other authorized agent”. 

Further amend Section 6 of said Bill, by adding the words “a 
partner or other authorized agent” after the words “or any other 
group or combination acting as a unit” and before the words “shall 
make the oath on behalf of the taxpayer”. 

Further amend said Bill by changing the word “ten” in the 
third paragraph of Section 7 to the word “five”; and by adding the 
words “the legal rate of” in the same paragraph after the word 
“and” and before the word “interest”. 

Further amend said Bill, Section 8 thereof, by adding in the 
second paragraph, line nine, (line 19 of the printed bill), after the 
word “taxpayer” and before the word “until” the following words: 
“except as against bona fide creditors, purchasers and mortgagees 
without notice”. Also amend Section 8 by changing the words 
“one hundred percent” to “ten percent” where they appear in the 
second paragraph of said Section 8. 

Further amend said bill by striking out Sections 31 and 32 
thereof and insert in lieu thereof the following. 

“Section 31. That an election is hereby ordered and shall be 
held on the day of May, 1936, in the several counties 
of the State of Alabama, for the purpose of securing the views of 
the qualified electors of the State of Alabama on the question as to 
whether or not a sales tax shall become effective for the payment 
of appropriations for education and health made specifically by the 
Legislature of 1935. 

Section 32. That in said election the votes cast shall be can- 
vassed, tabulated, returns made and results declared in the same 
manner as in general elections. The officers to hold said election 
shall be the same and shall be appointed in the same manner and 
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by the same officials and shall be paid the same and in the same 
manner as is now provided by the election laws of the state for the 
appointment of officers to hold general elections in the State. All 
qualified voters of the State may vote at said election and none 
others. That the said election hereby ordered shall be held and 
conducted in all things in accordance with this act and with the 
laws of Alabama governing general elections. 

Section 33. That notice of the election hereby ordered shall 
be given by a proclamation of the Governor which shall be pub- 
lished in one newspaper once a week in each county of the state for 
at least three successive weeks next preceding the day hereby ap- 
pointed for such election. 

Section 34. That the ballots shall be prepared and printed in 
all respects as ballots are prepared and printed for general elec- 
tions in the counties of the State and shall be paid for in like man- 
ner as ballots for such general elections are now paid; and on the 
official ballot prepared for such election there shall be printed the 
following words and questions in the same order as herein set 
forth: 


“Question No. 1. Shall the proposed sales tax for educational 
and health purposes become a law?” 
(Place an x opposite the word indicating your choice.)

Section 35. If the majority vote on Question No. 1 on the bal- 
lot is “Yes”, then this Act shall become effective on the 1st day of 
June, 1936; but if the majority vote on Question No. 1 on the ballot 
is “No”, then this Act shall become null and void and of no effect. 

Section 36. That the result of said election shall be made 
known by a proclamation of the Governor of the State. 

Section 3%. That any person or persons violating any pro- 
vision of this Act or of the election laws of Alabama in said elec- 
tion shall be punished as provided in the general election laws of 
Alabama. 

Section 38. That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with 
this Act are hereby repealed; and if any section or provision of this 
Act is held invalid because unconstitutional the same shall not 
affect the other sections or portions of this Act.” 


Mr. Robertson (Cullman), Chairman of the Committee of the 
Whole, offered the following substitute for the bill, H.. 21, and 
pending amendment: 


Substitute for House Bill No. 21: 
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A BILL 


To be entitled An Act in reference to and to further provide 
for the general revenue of the State of Alabama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That when used in the following sections of this 
Act, numbered from two to 32, both inclusive, the term “person” 
of the term “company” herein used interchangeably, includes any 
individual, firm, co-partnership, association or corporation or any 
other group or combination acting as a unit and the plural as 
well as the singular number, unless the intention to give a more 
limited meaning is disclosed by the context. The term “Com- 
mission” or “Commissioner” means the State Tax Commission of 
the State of Alabama. The term “tax year” or “taxable year” 
means the calendar year. The term “gross sales” includes the 
exchange of properties as well as the sale thereof for money, 
every closed transaction constituting a sale. The word “tax- 
payer” means any person liable for taxes hereunder. The term 
“gross receipts” means the value proceeding or accruing from 
the sale of tangible, personal property, including merchandise 
and commodities of any kind and character, and all receipts actual 
and accrued, by reason of any business engaged in, and without 
any deduction on account of the cost of the property sold, the 
cost of the material used, labor cost, or any other expenses what- 
soever, and without any deductions on account of losses. The 
term “wholesaler” or “jobber” as used in this Act shall be used 
only by a person doing a regular organized wholesale or job- 
bing business, known to the trade as such, and selling for re- 
sale to licensed merchants. A person operating two or more 
retail stores or mercantile establishments within this State under 
the same ownership, supervision or management, shall not be 
included within the meaning of the term “wholesaler” or “job- 
ber” under this Act. The term “retailer” means any person who 
sells good, wares or merchandise to other persons for the pur- 
pose of consumption or use and who are not included in the 
meaning of the term wholesaler as herein defined. Sales “at 
wholesale” or “wholesale sales” shall mean sales made in car- 
load lots or in quantities commonly known to the trade as sales 
made at wholesale. Sales “at retail” or “retail sales’ commonly 
known to the trade as such, shall mean sales made in less than 
carload lots and which sales are commonly known to the trade 
as “retail sales”. The word “business” as used in this Act, shall 
include all activities engaged in, or caused to be engaged in, with 
the object of gain, profit, benefit or advantages, either direct or 
indirect, and not excepting subactivities producing marketable 
commodities used or consumed in the main business activity, 
each of which subactivities shall be considered business engaged 
in, taxable in the class in which it falls. 
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Section 2. That on and after the first day of June, 1936, there 
is hereby levied, in addition to all other taxes of every kind now 
imposed by law or otherwise imposed by this Act, and shall be 
collected as herein provided, privilege or license tax against the 
person on account of the business activities and in the amount to 
be determined by the application of rates against gross sales or 
receipts, as the case may be, as follows: 

(a) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or con- 
tinuing within this State in business of selling at retail any tan- 
gible personal property whatsoever, including merchandise and 
commodities of every kind and character, (not including, how- 
ever, bonds or other evidences of debt or stock) in an amount 
equal to two percent of the gross proceeds of sales of the busi- 
ness. Provided, however, that any person engaging or continuing 
in business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber shall pay the 
tax required on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such busi- 
ness at the rates specified, when his books are kept so as to show 
separately, the gross proceeds of sales of each business, and when, 
his books are not so kept he shall pay the tax as a retailer, on the 
gross sales of the business. 

(b) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or con- 
tinuing within this State in the business of conducting places of 
amusement and/or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowl- 
ing alleys, theatres, opera houses, moving picture shows, vaude- 
villes, amusement parks, athletic contests, including wrestling and 
prize fights, boxing exhibitions, football and baseball games, skat- 
ing rinks, race tracks, golf courses, or any other place at which 
amusement or entertainment is offered to the public, including 
public bathing places, public dance halls of every kind and de- 
scription within the State of Alabama, an amount equal to two 
percent of the gross receipts of any such business. 

{c) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaging or con- 
tinuing within this State in the business of conducting collection 
agencies, commercial or mercantile agencies, hotels, restaurants, 
cafes, laundries, and ferries, there is hereby levied a privilege or 
license tax, an amount equal to two percent of the gross receipts 
of any such business. 

(d) There shall be excepted from the gross receipts so as 
not to be taxed so much thereof as is derived from business con- 
ducted in commerce between this State and other States of the 
United States, or between this State and foreign countries, which 
the State of Alabama is prohibited from taxing under the Con- 
stitution of the United States of America. 

(e) The tax imposed by this Act is a tax upon the sale, 
service or transaction and shall be collected by the person mak- 
ing the sale or rendering the service at the time of making or 
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rendering such sale, service or transaction. It shall be unlawful 
for any person to advertise or hold out or state to the public 
or to any customer directly or indirectly, that the tax or any 
part thereof imposed by this Act, and required to be collected 
by him, will be assumed or absorbed by the person or that it 
will not be added to the selling price of the property sold or serv- 
ice rendered, or if added that it or any part thereof will be 
refunded. 

(f) A situs is hereby declared to exist for the purpose of 
this Act and there is hereby levied a tax of two percent on the 
fair market value of goods, wares and merchandise, motor ve- 
hicles,- radio, receiving sets, phonograph mechanisms, and all 
articles of trade imported or brought into this State by any 
consumer on which the tax herein levied has not been paid; pro- 
vided, said goods, wares and merchandise have terminated their 
movement into the State of Alabama and the original package in 
which they were imported has been broken and they have been 
within the confines of the State of Alabama for a period of more 
than twenty-four hours prior to their consumption by the im- 
porter thereof. 

(g) A license tax is hereby levied upon all salesmen and 
solicitors whose stock of goods, wares and merchandise are lo- 
cated without the State of Alabama and on which the tax herein 
levied is not paid before delivery to the consumer based upon two 
percent of the fair market value of the goods, wares and mer- 
chandise sold to consumers within this State, by the solicitors or 
salesmen. The price charged to the consumer or user for the 
goods, wares and merchandise shall be prima facie evidence of 
their fair market value. 

(h) Provided, however, that the tax proposed to the levied 
herein shall not exceed one per cent of the gross receipts on the 
sales of new automobiles. 

Section 3. MUST OBTAIN LICENSE FROM THE COM- 
MISSIONER. If any person on or after the first day of June, 
1936, shall engage in or continue in any business for which a 
privilege tax is imposed by Section 2 of this Act, as a condition 
precedent to engaging or continuing in such business, he shall 
apply for and obtain from the Commission, upon the payment of 
the sum of One Dollar, a license to engage in and to conduct such 
business for the current tax year, upon the condition that he 
shall pay the tax accruing to the State of Alabama, under the 
provisions of this Act; and he shall thereby be duly licensed to 
engage in and conduct such business. Said license shall be re- 
newed annually and shall expire on the 31st day of December of 
each calendar year, provided that where any person, firm or cor- 
poration has obtained a license of permit from the State Tax 
Commission as provided under Article Thirteen Chapter Three 
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of an Act to provide for the General Revenue of the State of Ala- 
bama, approved July 10, 1935, he shall not be required to ob 
tain a license or permit under this Act. 

Section 34%. STATE TAX COMMISSION TO ENFORCE 
AND ADMINISTER ACT—STAMPS, COUPONS OR TOK- 
ENS TO BE ISSUED—PENALTY FOR COUNTERFEITING. 
When any retail sale of merchandise and the tax thereon ends 
in a fraction of a cent then this Section shall apply—for the pur- 
pose of more efficiently securing the payment of and accounting 
for the tax imposed by this Act, the State Tax Commission shall 
make, promulgate and enforce reasonable rules and regulations 
for the administration and enforcement of the provisions of the 
Act, and by reasonable rules and regulations may provide for the 
issuance, sale, .affixing, cancellation and payment of and for reve- 
nue stamps or coupon books or other method in order to make 
the provisions of this Act effective, and the State Tax Commis- 
sion shall cause to be issued and sold at convenient places, stamps, 
coupons, tokens and other evidences of tax payment to enable 
purchasers and fecipients of taxable sales, services and transac- 
tions, to pay the tax when the same amounts to a fractional part 
of one cent, and when so issued the Commission shall receive 
such stamps, coupons, tokens or other evidences of tax payment 
as payment of any tax imposed by this Act. Any person who 
shall counterfeit, forge or alter any such stamp, coupon, token 
or other evidence of tax payment issued or caused to be issued 
by the State Tax Commission, or who shall issue or cause to 
be issued any imitation of any such stamps, coupons, tokens, or 
other evidences of tax payment, or who shall attempt to do so, 
shall. be guilty of forgery in the fourth degree and upon con- 
viction shall be punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for a term of not exceeding five years, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail for a term of not less than six months. 

Section 4. CERTAIN PERSONS EXEMPT FROM PRO- 
VISIONS. There are, however, exempted from the provisions of 
this Act: 

(a) Insurance companies which pay the State of Alabama 
a tax under premiums levied under the provisions of the laws of 
the State. 

(b) Building & Loan Associations, Federal Savings & Loan 
Associations, State and National Banks, and Mutual Savings © 
Banks. 

(c) Labor, agricultural and horticultural Societies and or- 
ganizations not operated or organized for profit, and no part of 
income of which inures to the benefit of any stockholder or indi- 
vidual; and receipts from sales made by persons who produce 
livestock, poultry and other products of farm, grove or garden, 
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whether said sales be made by the producer or members of his 
immediate family, or employees forming a part of the producer’s 
organization, in the original state or condition of preparation for 
sale, and sales of fertilizer, seeds, boxes and/or crates, for use in 
preparing agricultural products for market; cemetery associations 
and companies which are organized and operated exclusively for 
the benefit of their members; fraternal benefit societies, orders or 
associations operating under the lodge system, or for the exclusive 
benefit of the members of the fraternity itself; operating under a 
lodge system, and providing for the payment of death, sick, acci- 
dent or other benefits to the members of such societies, orders or 
associations, and to their dependents; corporations, associations 
or societies organized and operated exclusively for religious, chari- 
table, scientific or educational purposes; business leagues, cham- 
bers of commerce, boards of trade, civic leagues, and organizations 
operated exclusively for the benefit of the community and for 
the promotion of social welfare. 

(d) Amounts received under life insurance policies and con- 
tracts paid by reason of the death of the insured. 

(e) Amounts received other than amounts paid by reason of 
death of the insured) under life insurance, endowment or annuity 
contracts, either during the term or at maturity, upon surrender 
of the contract, equal to the total amount of premiums paid 
thereon. 

(f) Amounts derived from the sale of school books where 
the sale price is fixed by state contract. 

(g) Amounts received by hospitals, infirmaries and/or sani- 
tariums and also sales of real estate. 

(h) Provided, however, that the provisions of Section 2 of 
this Act shall not apply (a) sales of newspapers, magazines, agri- 
cultural, religious, fraternal, patriotic and educational publica- 
tions or to the sale of advertising space in said newspapers or 
magazines or to those engaged in making such sales. (b) or to 
sales of gasoline and lubricating oils, otherwise taxed or to cigars, 
cigarettes and tobacco products otherwise taxed under this Act, 
or cereal beverages upon the sale of which a tax is now other- 
wise levied and collected as provided by law; or to persons, firms, 
associations or corporations for services in repairing or building 
ships, or for services in towing vessels or other watercraft, or for 
piloting ships or vessels, or to the sale of second-hand auto- 
mobiles; (c) or to persons, firms or corporations, on whom, or 
for engaging in the business which, a privilege tax is levied by 
or under the provisions of Section 140, Section 146, Section 145, 
Section 147, Section 141, Schedule 91 of Section 348, Schedule 92 
of Section 348, Section 149, and Schedule 159 of Section 348, of 
an Act approved July 10, 1935, and entitled, “An Act to provide

for the general revenue of the State of Alabama,” or to any 
street railway or to any public utility selling gas, electricity or 
water or any utility, or to any person or corporation engaged 
in the business of transportation. 

Nothing in this Act shall be construed as levying any tax 
upon the gross proceeds received from the sale of cotton or seed 
cotton or lint cotton or baled cotton whether compressed or not 
or cotton seed or peanuts in its original condition. 

Section 5. The taxes levied hereunder except as otherwise 
provided under this Act shall be due and payable in monthly in- 
stallments, on or before the 15th day of the month next succeeding 
the month in which the tax accrues. The taxpayer shall, on or 
before the 15th day of the month make out a return, showing 
the amount of the tax for which he is liable, for the preceding 
month, and shall mail the same together with a remittance, in 
the form required by Section 18 of this Act, for the amount of 
the tax, to the office of the Commissioner. Such monthly return 
shall be signed by the taxpayer or a duly authorized agent of. 
the taxpayer, but need not be verified by oath. 

Provided, that any person taxable under this Act, having cash 
and credit sales, may report all cash sales made during the first 
month in which such tax is levied, and each month thereafter 
shall report all cash sales made during the month and shall in- 
clude in said-report all collections made during the preceding 
month, provided, such collections are made on credit sales which 
were made after the effective date of this Act. 

Provided, however, that when the total tax for which any per- 
son is liable under this Act does not exceed the sum of Ten Dol- 
lars for any month, a quarterly return and remittance in lieu of 
the monthly return may be made on or before the 15th day of 
the month next succeeding the end of the quarter for which the 
tax is due. 

Provided, further, that when the total tax for which any per- 
son is liable under this Act does not exceed the sum of Ten Dol- 
lars, in any quarter year, he shall not be required to make either 
monthly or quarterly return, but an annual return and remittance 
shall be required under rules and regulations to be prescribed by 
the Commission, such annual return and remittance to be made 
on the before the 30th day of the month next succeeding the end 
of the tax year for which tax is due. 

The monthly, quarterly and annual returns required under 
this Act shall be made upon forms to be prescribed by the Com- 
mission. 

The Commission for good cause may extend the time for mak- 
ing any return required under the provisions of this Act, and may 
grant such reasonable additional time within which to make such 
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return as he may deem proper, but the time for filing any such 
return shall not be extended beyond the 15th day of the month 
next succeeding the regular due date of such return. 

Section 6. RETURNS TO BE MADE — WHEN — HOW 
MADE. On or before thirty days after the end of the tax year, 
each person liable for the payment of a privilege tax under Sec- 
tion 2 of this Act shall make a return showing the gross pro- 
ceeds of sales or gross receipts of business, and compute the 
amount of tax chargeable against him in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act, and deduct the amount of monthly or 
quarterly payments, (as hereinbefore provided) if any, and trans- 
mit with his report a remittance in the form required by Section 18 
of this Act covering the residue of the tax chargeable against 
‘him to the office of the Commission; such return shall be veri- 
fied by the oath of the taxpayer, if made by an individual, or by - 
the oath of the President, Vice-President, Secretary or Treasurer 
or other authorized agent of a corporation, if made on behalf of 
a corporation. If made on behalf of a partnership, joint adventure, 
association, trust, estate, or any other group or combination act- 
ing as a unit, a partner or other authorized agent, shall make 
the oath of behalf of the taxpayer. If for any reason it is not 
practicable for the individual taxpayer to make the oath, the same 
may be made by any duly authorized agent. The commission 
for good cause shown may extend the time for making the annual 
return on the application of any taxpayer and may grant such 
reasonable additional time within which to make the same as 
may, by him, be deemed advisable. 

Section 7%. COMMISSION TO CORRECT ERROR. As 
soon as practicable after the return is filed the Commission shall 
examine it, if it then appears that the correct amount of tax is 
greater or less than that shown in the return, the tax shall be re- 
computed. If the amount already paid exceeds that which should 
have been paid on the basis of the tax so computed, the excess 
so paid shall be credited against the subsequent payment; and if 
the amount already paid exceeds the correct amount of the tax, 
the excess shall be credited or refunded to the taxpayer in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Act. ‘ 

If the amount already paid is less than the amount which 
should have been paid, the difference to the extent not covered 
by any credits under this Act, together with interest thereon at 
the legal rate from the time the tax was due shall be paid upon 
notice and demand by the Commission. 

If any part of the deficiency is due to negligence or intentional 
disregard of authorized rules and regulations with knowledge there- 
of, but without intent to defraud, there shall be added as damages 
five percent of the total amount of the deficiency in the tax, and 
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the legal rate of interest in such a case shall be collected on the 
amount of such deficiency in the tax from the time it was due, 
which interest and damages shall become due and payable upon 
notice and demand by the Commission. 

If any part of the deficiency is due to fraud with intent to 
evade the tax, then there shall be added as damages not more 
than one hundred percent of the total amount of the deficiency 
in the tax, and in such a case the whole amount of tax unpaid, 
including charges so added shall become due and payable upon 
notice and demand by the Commission, and an additional one 
percent per month on the tax shall be added from the date such 
tax was due until paid. Provided, that no person subject to the 
tax imposed in this Act, shall be deemed guilty of fraud until 
such guilt is established by legal and competent evidence in a 
. Court of competent jurisdiction, and any action for fraud arising 
hereunder may be brought in the Circuit Court of the County 
where such taxpayers reside. 

Section 8. TAXPAYERS MUST KEEP RECORDS—FAIL- 
URE TO MAKE RETURNS—DUTY AND POWER OF COM- 
MISSION. It shall be the duty of every person engaging or 
continuing in this State in any business for which a privilege tax 
is imposed by this Act to keep and preserve suitable records of 
the gross receipts and/or gross receipts of sales of such busi- 
ness and such other books or accounts as may be necessary to 
determine the amount of tax for which he is liable, under the pro- 
visions of this Act. And it shall be the duty of every such person 
to keep and preserve, for a period of two years, all invoices of 
goods, wares and merchandise purchased, for resale, and all 
such books, invoices and other records shall be open for ex- 
amination at any time by the Commission or his duly authorizd 
agent. 

If no return is made by any taxpayer required to make re- 
turns as provided herein, the Commission shall give written notice 
by registered mail to such taxpayer to make such returns within 
thirty days from the date of such notice and if such taxpayer 
shall fail or refuse to make such returns as he may be required 
to mnake in such notice, then such returns shall be made by the 
Commission from the best information available, and such returns 
shall be prima facie correct, and the amount of tax shown due 
thereby shall be a lien against all the property of the taxpayer, 
except as against bona fide creditors, purchasers, mortgagees, and 
lien holders without notice until discharged by payment and if 
payment be not made within thirty days after demand therefor 
by the Commission there shall be added not more than ten per- 
cent as damages together with interest on the tax from the time 
such tax was due. If such tax be paid within thirty days after 
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notice by the Commission, then there shall be added ten percent 
as damages and interest at the legal rate from the time such 
tax was due until paid; provided, however, in the event such tax- 
payer in answer to said notice from the Commission shall protest, 
the Commission shall investigate that question fully before pro- 
ceeding further under this Section. 

Section 9. TAX SHALL BE LIEN. The tax imposed by 
this Act shall be a lien upon the property of any person sub- 
ject to the provisions hereof, who shall sell out his business or 
stock of goods, or shall quit business, and such person shall be 
required to make out the return provided for under Section 6 
within thirty days aiter the date he sold out his business, or 
stock of goods, or quit business, and his successor in business 
shall be required to withhold sufficient of the purchase money 
to cover the amount of said taxes due and unpaid until such time 
as the former owner shall produce a receipt from the Commis- 
sion showing that the taxes have been paid, or a certificate that 
no taxes are due. If the purchaser of a business or stock of goods 
shall fail to withhold purchase money as above provided and the 
taxes shall be due and unpaid after the thirty day period allowed, 
he shall be personally liable for the payment of the taxes ac- 
crued and unpaid on account of the operation of the business by 
the former owner. 

Section 10. AGGRIEVED PERSON MAY FILE PETI- 
TION. If any person having made the return and paid the tax 
as provided by this Act, feel aggrieved by the assessment made 
upon him for any year by the Commission, he may apply to the 
Tax Commission by petition, in writing, within thirty days after 
the notice is mailed to him, for a hearing and correction of the 
amount of the tax so assessed upon him by the Commission, in 
which petition he shall set forth the reasons why such hear- 
ings should be granted and the amount in which such tax should 
be reduced. The Tax Commission shall promptly consider such pe- 
tition, and may grant such hearings or deny the same. If denied, 
the petitioner shall be forthwith notified thereof; if granted 
the ‘ax Commission shall notify the petitioner of the time and 
place fixed for such hearing. After such hearing, the Tax Com- 
mission may make such order in the matter as may appear to 
it just and lawful, and shall furnish a copy of such order to the 
petitioner. Any person improperly charged with any tax and 
required to pay the same, may recover the amount paid, to- 
gether with interest, in any proper action or suit against the 
Commission, and the Circuit Court of the county in which the 
taxpayer resides or is located shall have original jurisdiction of 
any action to cover any tax improperly collected. It shall not 
be necessary for the taxpayer to protest against the payment of 
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the tax or to make any demand to have the same refunded in 
order to maintain such suit. If any suit to recover taxes paid or 
to collect taxes the court shall adjudge costs to such extent and 
in such manner as may be deemed equitable. 

Either party to such suit shall have the right to appeal to the 
Court of Appeal or the Supreme Court of Alabama as now pro- 
vided by law. In the event a final judgment is rendered in favor 
of the taxpayer in a suit to recover illegal taxes, then it shall 
be the duty of the State Comptroller, upon receipt of a certi- 
fied copy of such final judgment, to issue a warrant directed to 
the State Treasurer in favor of such taxpayer to pay such judg- 
ment, interest and costs. It shall be the duty of the State Treas- 
urer to honor such warrant and pay such Judgment out of any 
funds in the State Treasury. 

It shall be the duty of any attorney for the Commission and/or 
the Attorney General to represent the Commission, or any agent 
or employee and/or the State of Alabama in all legal matters 
relating to the enforcement, construction, application and adminis- 
tration of this Act, and in any litigation which may be instituted 
by the Commission and in which they or either of them may 
become involved, upon the order and under the direction of the 
Commission. 

Section 11. WARRANT FOR COLLECTION OF TAX— 
TAX SHALL CONSTITUTE DEBT DUE STATE. (a) If 
any tax imposed or any portion of such tax be not paid within 
sixty days after the same becomes due, the Commission shall is- 
sue a warrant under official seal directed to the Sheriff of any 
county of the State commanding him to levy upon and sell the 
real and personal property of the person owing the same, found 
within his county, for the payment of the amount thereof, with 
damages, to the amount of ten percent of the tax in addition to the 
penalties imposed for failure to make or for making a fraudulent 
return and interest, and cost of executing the warrant, and to 
return such warrant to the Commission and pay to it the money 
collected by virtue thereof by a time to be there specified, not 
more than sixty days from the date of the warrant. 

(b) A tax due and unpaid under this Act shall constitute a 
debt due the State and may be collected by action in debt upon 
motion for judgment or other appropriate judicial proceedings, 
which remedy shall be in addition to all other existing remedies; 
and it shall constitute a lien upon all the property of the tax payer 
except negotiable instruments not past due and the same shall be 
collected together with an additional ten percent of the amount of 
the tax and penalties imposed for failure to make or for making a 
fraudulent return, and the cost of collection, if paid within thirty 
days, after the date it was due, and an additional two percent of 
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the amount of the tax for each succeeding thirty days elapsing be- 
for the tax shall have been paid; provided, however, that the addi- 
tional two percent penalty shall not be applied until a ten day no- 
tice of delinquency shall have been sent to the taxpayer. 

(c) Any person against whom a tax shall be assessed as herein 
provided shall be restrained and enjoined upon the order of the Com- 
mission by proper proceedings instituted in the name of the State 
of Alabama, by suitable action, brought by the Attorney General 
and/or any district attorney at the request of the Commission 
and/or the attorney for the Commission, from engaging and/or 
containing in a business for which a privilege tax is required by 
the provisions of this Act, until the taxes shall have been paid 
until such person shall have complied with the provisions of this 
Act, and such attorneys shall prosecute violations of criminal pro- 
vision of this Act.upon the request of the Commission. 

Section 12. ANNUAL RETURN—WHEN TO BE MADE. 
The assessment of taxes herein made and the annual returns re- 
quired therefor shall be for the year ending on the 31st day of De- 
cember; provided, however, that if the taxpayer in transacting his 
business, keeps the books reflecting the same on a basis other than 
the calendar year, he may, with the assent of the Commission, 
make his annual returns and pay taxes for the year covering his 
accounting period, as shown by the method oi keeping the books 
of his business. 

Section 18. IS ADDITIONAL TAX. The tax imposed by 
this Act shall be in addition to all other licenses and taxes levied 
by law as a condition precedent to engaging in any business taxable 
hereunder, except as in this Act otherwise specifically provided. 
But no municipality or county shall be author ized to levy any tax 
by virtue of the provision of this Act. 

Section 14. LETTERS IN REPORT NOT TO BE DIVULG- 
ED. Unless in accordance with the judicial order or as herein pro- 
vided, the State Tax Commission, its agents, clerks or stenograph- 
ers shall not divulge the gross receipts, gross proceeds of sales or 
the amount of tax paid by any person as shown by the reports filed 
under the provisions of this Act, except to employees of the State 
Tax Commission for the purpose of checking, comparing and cor- 
recting returns, or to the Governor, or to the Attorney General, 
or any other legal representative of the State in any action in re- 
spect to the amount of tax due under the provisions of this Act. 

Section 15. The Secretary of State shall withhold the issuance 
of any certificate of dissolution or withdrawal in the case of any 
corporation organized under the laws of this State or organized 
under the laws of another State and admitted to do business in 
this State until the receipt of a notice from the Commission to the 
effect that the tax levied under this act against any such corpora- 
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tion has been paid, if any such corporation is a taxpayer under the 
law, or until he shall be notified by the Commission that the appli- 
- cant is not subject to pay a tax hereunder. 

Section 16. UNLAWFUL TO REFUSE TO MAKE RE- 
TURNS—PENALTY. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to fail or refuse to make 
the return provided to be made in Section 5 and 6 of this Act, or 
to make any false or fraudulent return or false statement in any 
return, with intent to defraud the State or to evade the payment 
of the tax, or any part thereof, imposed by this Act; or for any 
person to aid or abet another in any attempt to evade the payment 
of the tax, or any part thereof, imposed by this Act; or for the 
president, vice-president, secretary or treasurer of any company to 
make or permit to be made for any company to make or permit to 
be made for any company or association any false return, or any 
false statement in any return required by this Act with the intent to 
evade the payment of any tax hereunder; or for any person to fail 
or refuse to permit the exemption of any books, paper, account, rec- 
ord, or other data by the Commission, or its duly appointed agent, 
as required by this Act; or to fail or refuse to permit the inspection 
or appraisal of any property by the Commission or its duly appoint- 
ed agent, or to refuse to offer testimony or produce any record as 
required in this Act. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this Section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction 
thereof, shall be fined not more than fix hundred dollars or im- 
prisoned not exceeding six months in the county jail or punished 
by both such fine and imprisonment, at the discretion of the court 
within the limitations aforesaid. In addition to the foregoing 
penalties, any person who shall knowingly swear to or verify any 
false or fraudlent statement, with the intent aforesaid, shall be guil- 
ty of the offense of perjury and, on conviction thereof, shall be pun- 
- ished in the manner provided by law. Any company for which a 
false return, or a return containing a false statement as aforesaid 
shall be made, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and may be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than Five Hundred Dollars. 

Section 17%. ADMINISTRATION OF ACT VESTED IN 
THE STATE TAX COMMISSION. The administration of this 
Act is vested in and shall be exercised by the State Tax Commis- 
sion, except as otherwise herein provided, and the enforcement of 
any of the provisions of this Act in any of the courts of the State 
shall be under the exclusive jurisdiction of the State Tax Commis- 
sion who may require the assistance of and act through the prose- 
cuting attorney of any county, or any district attorney, or any at- 
torney for the commission, and may, with the assent of the Gover- 
nor, employ special counsel in any county to aid the prosecuting 
attorney, the compensation of whom shall be fixed by and paid only 
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upon the approval of the Governor; but the district attorney or 
prosecuting attorney of any county shall receive no fees or com- 
pensation for services rendered in enforcing this Act in addition 
to the salary paid to such officer. The State Tax Commission 
shall appoint, with the approval of the Governor, as needed, such 
agents, clerks and stenographers as authorized by law, who shall 
serve under him and shall perform such duties as may be required, 
not inconsistent with this Act, and are hereby authorized to act for 
the Commission as it may prescribe and as provided herein. Each 
such agent shall execute a bond in the sum of Five Thousand Dol- 
lars for the faithful discharge of his duties. All of such agents, 
clerks, and stenographers may be removed by the State Tax Com- 
mission for cause of which the Commission shall be final judge. 

In case of violation of the provisions of this Act the Commission 
may decline to prosecute for the first offense, if in its judgment 
such violation is not willful or flagrant. 

Section 18. COMMISSION TO MAKE REGULATIONS. 
The Commission shall from time to time promulgate such rules 
and regulations for making returns and for the ascertainment, as- 
sessment and collection of the tax imposed hereunder as he may 
deem necessary to enforce its provisions; and upon request shall 
furnish any taxpayer with a copy of such rules and regulations. 

Section 19. Commission may examine Books, Etc. The Com- 
mission may examine books, papers, records, or other data bear- 
ing upon the correctness of any return, or for the purpose of mak- 
ing a return where none has been made, as required by Sections 
5 and 6 of this Act, and may require the attendance of any person 
and take his testimony with respect to any such matter, with power 
to administer oaths to such person, or persons. If any person 
summoned as a witness shall fail to obey any summons to appear 
before the Commission, or shall refuse to testify or answer any 
material question or to produce any book, record, paper, or other 
data when required to do so, such failure or refusal shall be re- 
ported to the Attorney General, or the District Solicitor, who shall 
thereupon institute proceedings in the Chancery Court of the coun- 
ty where such witness resides to compel obedience to any summons 
of the Commission officers who serve summons or subpoenas, and 
witnesses attending, shall receive like compensation as officers and 
witnesses in the justice of the peace courts; to be paid from the 
proper appropriation for the administration of this Act. 

Section 20. EXCESS PAYMENT—REFUND. | If upon ex- 
amination of any monthly or quarterly return made under this 
Act, it appears that an amount of tax has been paid in excess of 
that properly due, then the amount in excess shall be credited 
against any tax or installment thereof then due from the taxpayer, 
under any other subsequent monthly or quarterly return, and any 
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balance of such excess at the end of the year and upon filing of its 
annual return, shall be immediately refunded to the tax payer by 
certificate of overpayment issued by the Commission to the State 
Auditor which shall be investigated and approved by the Attorney 
General and the Comptroller shall issue his warrant on the Treas- 
urer, which warrant shall be payable out of any fund appropriated 
for that purpose. Any taxes recovered by suit by any taxpayer 
shall be refunded in like manner, but shall be accompanied by a 
copy of the order or decree of the Court issuing such order or de- 
cree. 

Section 21. All licenses, taxes or receipts paid to the Tax Com- 
mission under the provisions of the foregoing sections of this Act 
shall be deposited into the State Treasury promptly upon receipt 
thereof and such licenses, taxes and receipts are hereby appro- 
priated annually and shall be divided as follows, to-wit: 

First: The expenses of the administration of this Act shall be 
the first charge against the proceeds of said licenses, taxes or re- 
ceipts levied or collected under this Act. 

second: ‘The proceeds collected or received under the provi- 
sions of the foregoing sections of this Act shall be paid into the 
General Fund of the State Treasury and shall be used to pay 
proportionately the part of the appropriations made by the Legis- 
lature of Alabama of the 1935 session for educational purposes and 
for the conservation of health and sanitation and any appropria- 
tion for purposes of relief that may be made by the Legislature of 
Alabama during the extra session 1936, which appropriations may 
remain unpaid after applying all funds available for the payment of 
such appropriations. There shall continue to be paid upon all 
such appropriations the moneys now provided by law therefor, in- 
cluding the pro-rata share of such appropriations in the General 
Fund as determined in each year, without taking into consideration 
the proceeds of the taxes herein levied. 

Section 22. The license inspectors of the several counties of 
the State, when required to do so by the State Tax Commission, 
shall enforce collection of all delinquent privilege and license taxes 
levied under this Act, and shall have all the power and authority 
in enforcing the provisions of said Act as is conferred upon them 
in the enforcement of the collection of other delinquent license 
taxes due the State, and shall receive the same fees and emoluments 
therefor, to be added to the tax collected 

Section 23. Any and all expenses incurred by the State Tax 
Commission in the Administration of this Act, including the su- 
pervision, auditing, clerical and field service, all salaries to be fixed 
by the Commission with the approval of the Governor, shall be 
paid out of the money collected under the provisions herein, and 
the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars, or so much thereof as may be 
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necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any money in the General 
Fund of the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be avail- 
able upon the taking effect of this Act, and to be used by the State 
Tax Commission in defraying any expenses which may be incurred 
in the administration and in preparing to administer this Act before 
sufficient funds shall have been collected from license tax as here- 
inbefore provided. As soon as a sufficient amount of license tax- 
es shall have been collected under the provisions of Section 2 of 
this Act, the ten thousand dollars hereby appropriated or so much 
thereof as shall have been used, shall be returned to the General 
Fund. 

Section 24. INVALIDITY OF PART OF ACT NOT TO 
INVALIDATE ENTIRE ACT. If any clause, sentence, para- 
graph or part of this Act shall for any reason be adjudged by any 
court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid such judgment shall 
not affect, impair, or invalidate the remainder of this Act, but shall 
be confined in its operation to the clause, sentence, paragraph, or 
part thereof directly involved in the controversy in which such 
judgment shall have been rendered. 

Section 25. That an election is hereby ordered and shall be 
held on the 5th day of May, 1936, in the several counties of the 
State of Alabama, for the purpose of securing the views of the 
qualified electors of the State of Alabama on the question as to 
whether or not a gross receipts tax shall become effective for the 
payment of appropriations for education and health made by the 
Legislature of 1935, and any appropriation for purposes of relief 
that may be made by the Legislature of Alabama during the Extra 
Session 1936 of the Legislature. 

Section 26. That in said election the votes cast shall be can- 
vassed, tabulated, returns made and results declared in the same 
manner as in general elections, and the State shall reimburse the 
county for such expenses. The officers to hold said election shall 
be the same and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the 
same officials and shall be paid the same and in the same manner 
as is now provided by the election laws of the State for the ap- 
pointment of Officers to hold general elections in the State. All 
qualified voters of the State may vote at said election and none 
others. That the said election hereby ordered shall be held and 
conducted in all things in accordance with this Act and with the 
laws of Alabama governing general elections. Provided, how- 
ever, if the officers chosen to conduct such election be the same 
persons chosen to conduct the primary election provided by law to 
be held on the date named herein, then such officers shall not re- 
ceive any additional compensation for holding the election provided 
for herein. 

Section 27. That notice of the election hereby ordered shall be 
given by a proclamation of the Governor which shall be published

in one newspaper once a week in each county of the State for at 
least two successive weeks next preceding the day hereby appoint- 
ed for such election. 

Section 28. That the ballot shall be prepared and printed in 
all respects as ballots are prepared and printed for general. elec- 
tions in the counties of the State and shall be paid for in like manner 
as ballots for such general elections are now paid; and on the offi- 
cial ballot prepared for such election there shall be printed the fol- 
lowing words and questions in the same order as herein set forth: 

“Question No. 1. Shall the proposed gross retail sales tax for 
educational, health and relief purposes become a law?’

Section 29. If the majority vote on Question No. 1 on the bal- 
lot is “Yes”, then this Act become effective on the 1st day of June, 
1936; but if the majority vote on Question No. 1 on the ballot is 
“No”, then this Act shall be null and void and of no effect. 

Section 80. That the result of said election shall be made known 
by a proclamation of the Governor of the State. 

Section 31. That any person or persons violating. any provi- 
sion of this Act or of the election laws of Alabama in said election 
shall be punished as provided in the general election laws of Ala- 
bama. 

Section 82. That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed; and if any section or provision of this 
Act is held invalid because unconstitutional the same shall not af- 
fect the other sections or portions of this Act.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has passed the following House bills and returns 
same herewith to the House: 

H. 50. To authorize the Board of County Commissioners, or 
like governing body, of Pickens County, Alabama, to levy and col- 
lect a privilege tax on all persons, Corporations, Co-partnerships, 
Companies, Agencies, Associations and Refiners selling, delivering, 
withdrawing from storage or keeping in storage for sale or delivery 
in such county, gasoline, naptha, and other liquid motor fuels or any 
devices or substitutes therefor, commonly used in internal combus- 
tion engines, but not including “kerosene oil”, “fuel oil”, or “crude 
oil”, commonly used for lighting, heating or industrial purposes, 
not to exceed one cent per gallon; To authorize said Board of 
County Commissioners, or like governing body, of said County to 
provide the necessary rules and regulations and machinery for 
the collection of said privilege tax; To make provisions for the dis- 
tribution of the funds derived from said privilege tax; To prohibit 
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any incorporated city or town in said county from levying or col- 
lecting a municipal privilege tax on such motor fuels or upon the 
business of selling, delivering, withdrawing from storage, or keep- 
ing in storage such motor fuels on a quantity basis; To repeal the 
municipal privilege, excise and/or license taxes on gasoline, Woco 
Pep, or any other motor fuel used by self-propelled vehicles which 
may now be collected or levied by any incorporated city or town in 
said County; To provide for the use of the money derived from 
said privilege tax, and to provide penalties for the violation of such 
rules and regulations; To repeal all laws and parts of laws in con- 
flict with this Act, and to provide when this Act shall become ef- 
fective. 

Also: 

H. 25%. To provide for the election of members of the Board 
of Education of Marion County, and the time and manner thereof 
and the time and manner of the election and selection of the suc- 
cessors to the present members of said Board; to provide that one 
member of said Board shall be elected by the qualified electors of 
each of the sub-divisions of said county herein designated and de- 
scribed; and to provide for their terms of office and to provide for 
the duties and powers of the said Board of Education, and for the 
compensation and qualification of members thereof. 

Also: 

H. 258. To relieve all persons in Marion County, Alabama, of 
any legal obligation to work on the public roads or streets in said 
county, or to pay any money in lieu of such obligation to work on 
the public roads or streets in Marion County, Alabama. 

Also: 

H. 173. To amend Sections I, II, III, 1V, V, VI, VII, VIII, 
IX, X, XI, and XII, of an Act entitled “An Act to regulate the 
occupation and practice of Cosmetology in all Counties of the 
State of Alabama now having or which may hereafter have a popu- 
lation of 400,000 or more according to the last or any subsequent 
Federal census; to establish a Board of Cosmetological Examiners 
in each of such counties; to define the duties of such Boards, the 
election of officers, etc. and their duties; provide for the salaries 
of such Boards and the employees of such Boards, to define what 
shall constitute the practice of Cosmetology in such counties; to set 
up qualifications for apprentices or students in such counties and 
for admission to practice Cosmetology; to provide for issuance of 
certificates of registration for sliops and schools in such counties;

ADVISORY OPINION SUPREME COURT ON H. 180. 
THE STATE OF ALABAMA—JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 
THE SUPREME COURT OF ALABAMA 
OCTOBER TERM, 1935-36 


In re. Substitute for House Bill No. 180. 


To the Hon. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives of Alabama, 
Montgomery. 


Sirs: 

While distinctions have been drawn between “revenue bills” which by sec- 
tion 70, Constitution, shall not be passed during the last five days of the session 
and bills to raise revenue, (Harris v. State, 228 Ala. 100, 151 So. 858; In re. 
Opinions of Justices, 223 Ala. 224 (18), 139 So. 278; State, ex rel. Franklin 
County v. Hester, 224, Ala. 460, 140, So. 744; Woco Pep Co. v. Butler, 225 Ala. 
256, 142 So. 509; Southern Ruy. Co. v. Mitchell, 139 Ala. 629, 37 So. 85), we do 
not think that the first feature of the Governor’s call, dated February 8, 1936, 
should be construed to limit the Legislature to “revenue bills” as thus described ; 
but that it also includes a bill whose main purpose is to raise revenue. But 
when the main purpose is as described in section 1 of the substitute for House 
Bill 180, referred to in your inquiry, it is clear that raising revenue is merely 
incidental to the purpose there defined. Kennamer v. State, 150 Ala. 74, 43 So. 
482; 54 Corpus Juris 744. 
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An incidental provision by which revenue is raised cannot be sufficient to 
come within the Governor’s call, when the bill has a larger purpose, and is in- 
tended to provide for the general welfare of the people within the police power 
of the Legislature. Especially is this true when the whole policy of the State 
toward an important police regulation is changed before there can be provision 
for revenue in that respect. The Governor’s call gave no notice that such was 
intended. We think it is not within the call. 


We note you also inquire whether the Act will be in violation of the Consti- 
tution for that it shall not become operative until the referendum there provided 
shall be had and result in favor of its approval. 


In this respect we have often held that when an act is complete in itself, it 
can be made to depend upon some contingency for its operation to become ef- 
fective. In re, Opinions of Justices 227 Ala. 291, 149 So. 776; Porter Coal Co. 
v. Davis, 165 So. 93; Ward v. State, 154 Ala. 227, 45 So. 655; Ex parte Halt, 
156 Ala. 642, 47 So. 199; McNeill v. Sparkman, 184 Ala. 96, 63 So. 977. And it 
has been applied so as to make the operation of liquor laws in the respective 
counties dependent upon elections provided by the Legislature. State, ex rel. 
Crumpton v. Montgomery, 177 Ala. 212-226; 59 So. 294. 

Chief Justice Cooley, in his work on Constitutional Limitations (8th ed.) 
pages 238-9, says: 


“If it is not unconstitutional to delegate to a single locality the power 
to decide whether it will be governed by a particular charter, must it not 
quite as clearly be within the power of the legislature to refer to the people 
at large, from whom all power is derived, the decision upon any proposed 
statute affecting the whole State? And can that be called a delegation of 
power which consists only in the agent or trustee referring back to the 
principal the final decision in a case where the principal is the party 
concerned, and where perhaps there are questions of policy and propriety 
involved which no authority can decide so satisfactorily and so conclusively 
as the principal to whom they are referred? 

He then says that if the decision of the question is to depend upon the 
weight of judicial authority, it would be against the power to submit the ques- 
tion to the vote of the whole State. He proceeds to give the views of both 
sides of the question. Perhaps more States have followed Barto v. Himrod, 8 
N. Y. (1853) 483, than have taken a different view, as shown by Judge Cooley, 
and the notes in 76 A. L. R. 1054, et seq. 


But the opinion of some of the most eminent jurists of this Country who 
have written the law for their States have not followed the reasoning of the 
New York case. Particular attention in this respect is called to the case of Hud- 
speth v. Swayze, 85 N. J. L. 592, 89 Atl. 780, in which many of the cases do 
not agree with the New York court, are referred to and the reasons noted. 
Quoting from the case of State v. Parker, 26 Vt. 357, that opinion approves this 
language: 


“After a full examination of the arguments by which it is attempted to 
be maintained, that statutes made dependent upon such contingencies are not 
valid laws, and a good deal of study and reflection, I must declare that I 
am fully convinced—although at first, without much examination, somewhat 
inclined to the same opinion—that the opinion is the result of false analogies, 
and so founded upon a latent fallacy. It seems to me that the distinction 
attempted between the contingency of a popular vote and other future un- 
certainties is without all just foundation in sound policy or sound reasoning, 
and that it has too often been made more from necessity than choice—rather 
to escape from an overwhelming analogy than from any obvious difference in 
principle in the two classes of cases.” 
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And the following is taken from Smith v. Janesville, 26 Wis. 291: 


“It being conceded that the legislature possessed this general power, the 
only question here would seem to be whether a vote of the people in favor 
of a law is to be excluded from the number of those future contingent events 
upon which it may be provided that it shall take effect. A similar question 
was before this court in a late case (State ex rel. Alty. Gen. v. O’Neill, 
(1869) 24 Wis. 149), and was very eleborately discussed. We came unani- 
mously to the conclusion, in that case, that a provision for a vote of the 
electors of the city of Milwaukee in favor of an act of the legislature, be- 
fore it should take effect, was a lawful contingency, and that the act was 
valid. That was a law affecting the people of Milwaukee particularly, 
while this was one affecting the people of the whole State. There the law 
was submitted to the voters of that city, and here it was submitted to those 
of the State at large. What is the difference bewteen the two cases? It is 
manifest, on principle, that there cannot be any. The whole reasoning of 
that case goes to show that this act must be valid; and so it has been held 
in the best considered cases, as will be seen by reference to that opinion. 
We are constrained to hold, therefore, that this act is and was in all re- 
spects valid from the time it took effect, in November, 1866; and conse- 
quently that there was no want of authority for the levy and collection of 
the taxes in question.” 


The New Jersey opinion also quotes from Judge Holmes in a dissenting 
opinion for Massachusetts, where the result was a three to two holding against 
his reasoning as follows: 


“T admit that the Constitution establishes a representative government, 
not a pure democracy. It establishes a general court, which is to be the 
law-making power. But the question is whether it puts a limit upon the 
power of that body to make laws. In my opinion, the legislature has the 
whole law-making power, except so far as the words of the Constitution, 
expressly or impliedly, withhold it; and I think that, in construing the Con- 
stitution, we should remember that it is a frame of government for men of 
opposite opinions, and for the future, and therefore not hastily import into 
it our own views, or expressed limitations derived merely from the practice 
of the past. I ask myself, as the only question, what words express or imply 
that a power to pass a law subject to rejection by the people is withheld? 
I find none which do so. The question is not whether the people of their 
own motion could pass a law without any act of the legislature. That, no 
doubt, whether valid or not, would be outside the Constitution. So, perhaps 
might be a statute purporting to confer the power of making laws upon 
them. But the question, put in a form to raise the fewest technical objec- 
tions, is whether an act of the legislature is made unconstitutional by a 
proviso that, if rejected by the people, it shall not go into effect. If it does 
go into effect, it does so by the express enactment of the representative 
body. I see no evidence in the instrument that this question ever occurred 
to the framers of the Constitution. It is but a short step further to say 
that the Constitution does not forbid such a law. I agree that the discre- 
tion of the legislature is intended to be exercised. I agree that confidence 
is put in it as an agent. But I think that so much confidence is put in it 
that it is allowed to exercise its discretion by taking the opinion of its prin- 
cipal, if it thinks that course to be wise. It has been asked whether the 
legislature could pass an act subject to the approval of a single man. I am 
not clear that it could not. The objection, if sound, would seem to have 
equal force against all forms of local option. But I will consider the ques- 
tion when it arises. The difference is plain between that case and one 
where the approval required is that of the sovereign body. The contrary 
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view seems to mean echo of Hobbes’ theory that the surrender of sovereignty 
by the people was final. I notice that the case from which most of the 
reasoning against the power of the legislature has been taken by later de- 
cisions states that theory in language which almost is borrowed from the 
‘Leviathan.’ Rice v. Foster (1847) 4 Harr. (Del.) 479, 488. Hobbes urged 
his notion in the interest of the absolute power of King Charles I., and one 
of the objects of the Constitution of Massachusetts was to deny it. I an- 
swer the first question, ‘Yes.’ I may add that while the tendency of ju- 
dicial decision seems to be in the other direction, such able judges as Chief 
Justicés Parker, of Massachusetts, Dixon, of Wisconsin, Redfield, of Ver- 
mont, and Cooley, of Michigan, have expressed opinions like mine.” 


Those quotations give the argument opposed to the New York case, and we 
think it needs no elaboration, but is complete and sound. It is the view adopted 
in the following States: North Carolina, Manley v. Raleigh, 57 N. C. 370; 
Cottrell v. Lenoir, 173 N. C. 138, 91 S. E. 827: New Jersey, Hudspeth «. Swayze, 
supra; Vermont, State v. Parker, supra; State v. Scampini, 77 Vt. 92, 59 Atl. 
201; Wisconsin, Smith v. Janesville, supra; State v. Frear, 142 Wis. 320, 125 
N. W. 961; State v. Johnson, 175 N. W. 589, 7 A. L. R. 1617. 

It is true that the majority of the States have held that the legislature can- 
not submit to the electorate of a State as a whole the quesion of when or 
whether a statute properly enacted and complete within itself will be operative. 

But we have leaned to the view that such legislation does not offend our 
Constitution when there is nothing in it to show a limitation on that right. 

In respect to the income tax law, while it was not made dependent upon a 
vote on the Act itself, it was dependent upon a proposal to amend the Consti- 
tution voted on by the voters of the State. In re. Opinions of Justices, supra. 
And the operation of a law in a ocunty or city may be left to a vote in that 
county or city. State, ex rel. v. Montgomery, supra; Ward v. State, supra; Ex 
part Hall, supra. 

The Legislature are justified in assuming that we will apply the principles 
to such acts as here considered, in view of our former cases. 

We think therefore that the proposed substitute to House Bill 180 is not 
in violation of the Constitution on account of its referendum feature. 

Tax measures are thought by us to be differentiated as discussed in answer 
to your inquiry to House Bill 21. 

We think that, though not directly mentioned in your Resolution, attention 
should bé called to the omission to mention the referendum in the title of the 
Act; but we express no opinion as to the effect of not doing so.

To the Hon. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives of Alabama, 

Montgomery. 

Sirs: 

We are in accord with the foregoing views of the majority of the Justices 
with the one exceotion as to the referendum feature of the Bill in question, an 
exception, however, which we feel is fundamental. 

It is our opinion, in accord with the weight of authority elsewhere (People 
v. Barnett, 76 A. L. R. 1044, and note), and we think also in accord with sound 
reasoning as well, that the referendum embraced in this Bill is a delegation by 
the Legislature of the law- making power conferred upon that body by the peo- 
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ple in the adoption of our Constitution, and that such delegation is therefore in 
conflict with the Constitution, and subversive of our representative form of gov- 
ernment. Or, as otherwise expressed by the Tennessee Court (Wright v. Cun- 
ningham, 115 Tenn. 445), granted such delegation of power, “representative con- 
stitutional government would be destroyed.” If the people wish to establish 
what is known as a “pure democracy,” as contrasted with our present repre- 
sentative form of government, the way is open by constitutional amendment to 
that end. But until that is done, we think the proper interpretation of our 
present Constitution forbids legislation of this character. . 
Our views are more fully expressed in the response made to your inquiry 
as to House Bill 21, and which response is here adopted as a part hereof,

ADVISORY OPINION SUPREME COURT ON H. 21.

In re: Substitute for House Bill No. 21. 


To the Honorable Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives of 
Alabama. 


Sirs: 

Ist. We are of the opinion that both the title and subject-matter of the 
Act relate to the raising of revenue through a gross receipts tax for educational, 
health and relief purposes. It is, therefore, within the scope of the call of the 
Governor convening this Special Session of the Legislature, and requires for its 
passage the customary majority of each House of the Legislature. 

2nd. Your Inquiry No. 3, touching the constitutionality of the provisions 
of this proposed statute submitting same to the vote of the people is of such 
vital and far-reaching effects, going to the fundamental character of our con- 
stitutional form of representative government, that careful consideration of the 
question has been given, without reaching a unanimous decision. 

Section 28 of the proposed law provides for a “Yes” and “No” vote on the 
following: “Question No. 1. Shall the proposed gross receipts tax for educa- 
tional, health and relief purposes become a law?” 

Section 29 reads: “If the majority vote on Question No. 1 on the ballot 
is ‘Yes’, then this Act shall become effective on the Ist day of June, 1936; but 
if the majority vote on Question No. 1 on the ballot is ‘No’, then this Act shall 
become null and void and of no effect.” 

It is perfectly apparent these provisions show an intent that this Act shall 
not become a law unless made so by an affirmative vote of the qualified voters. 
If, therefore, the provision for a referendum is unconstitutional and void, the 
Act can not become effective in any event. 

The Constitution of Alabama decrees: 

“Section 44. The legislative power of this State shall be vested in a legis- 
lature, which shall consist of a senate and a house of representatives.” 

Here is the express constitutional provision for representative government, 
as distinguished from one of direct legislation by the people. It is based on the 
concept that Democratic Government functions best through a written Constitu- 
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tion vesting the full legislative power in representatives chosen by the people from 
all sections of the State, sitting together in two distinct deliberative bodies, with 
full power to give hearings, make inquiries as to all matters shedding light on 
the wisdom and fairness of the proposed legislation. Numerous safeguards in 
the passage of laws are provided, not the least of which is a veto power in the 
Governor. 

The general proposition is everywhere recognized that the Legislature can 
not delegate its legislative powers, save as authorized by the Constitution itself. 

The power to delegate to counties and cities certain legislative powers re- 
lating to local governments is a part of the full legislative powers conferred on 
the Legislature. The power to prescribe the manner in which local governments 
shall function, includes the power to provide for local referendums. ‘The Con- 
stitution, itself, provides for local referendums in several instances, especially 
those where bonded indebtedness on long term levies of taxes are to be imposed. 

But our Constitution provides for no State referendum except on amend- 
ments to the Constitution, wherein the action of the people shall become perma- 
nent until changed by themselves through further amendment. 

By the great weight of authority in America it is firmly held that an 
enactment to become the law of the State, or not, as the result of a State-wide 
election, called in the Act, is a delegation of legislative power, or an abrogation 
of the power conferred on the Legislature, a departure from the fundamental 
principles of representative government. 

The leading*case of Barto v. Himrod, 8 New York (4 Selden), 483, 59 Am. 
Dec. 506 (512-13-14), dealing with a Constitution like ours, declared the law 
in these words: 


“All the foregoing provisions contemplate that a law receives its vi- 
tality from the legislature. The representatives of the people are the law- 
makers, and they are responsible to their constituents for their conduct in 
that capacity. By following the directions of the Constitution, each member 
has an opportunity of proposing amendments. The general policy of the 
law, as well as the fitness of its details, is open to discussion. The popular 
feeling is expressed through their representatives; and the latter are enlight- 
ened and influenced more or less by the discussions of the public press. 

“A complicated system can only be perfected by a body composed of a 
limited number, with power to make amendments and to enjoy the benefit of 
free discussion and consultation. This can never be accomplished with refer- 
ence to such a system, when submitted to a vote of the people; they must 
take the system proposed, or nothing; they can adopt no amendments, how- 
ever obvious may be their necessity. With respect to the single case, where 
the Constitution requires a submission of the law to the people, the incon- 
venience is less felt, because only a single proposition is submitted, with re- 
spect to which no other answer can be given than yes or no. 

“The law under consideration is in conflict with the Constitution in 
various respects. Instead of becoming a law by the action of the organs 
appointed by the Constitution for that purpose, it claims to become a law 
by the vote of the electors; and it claims that the popular vote may make 
it void and restore the former law. All the safeguards which the Consti- 
tion has provided are broken down, and the members of the legislature are 
allowed to evade the responsibility which belongs to their office.” 


* * * 


“In short, the law was a mere proposition submitted to the people, to 
be adopted or rejected as they pleased. If this mode of legislation is per- 
mitted and becomes general, it will soon bring to a close the whole system 
of representative government which has been so justly our pride. The legis- 
lature will become an irresponsible cabal, too timid to assume the responsi- 
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bility of lawgivers, and with just wisdom enough to devise subtle schemes 
of imposture to mislead the people. All the checks against improvident legis- 
lation will be swept away, and the character of the Constitution will be 
radically changed.” 


A review of the authorities generally will be found in People of the State 
of Illinois ex rel. Charles M. Thompson v. Barneti et al., & c., 76 A. L. R. 1044, 
and poe page 1053, et seg. See, also, 12 C. J. page 841; Cooley’s Con. Lim. 
page ; 

We would add only a few observations on the proposition, advanced by ad- 
herents to the minority rule, to the effect that such referendum is merely an 
appeal to the people, the source of governmental power, and should be approved, 
on the idea that the servant or agent should abide the decision of his principal. 

On clear analysis, the analogy does not hold. 

This tax statute, for example, does not leave it to the people whether 
they shall call an election on the subject. In calling the election, it purports 
to have the force of law, requires all officers having duties in that connec- 
tion to proceed to the holding of the election and declare the result, to be- 
come effective, although a small minority of the electorate may vote at all. 

Again, the Act of the people, when thus made into law, is subject to re- 
peal by the Legislature at any time, the next week, if the Legislature be in 
session and so will. 

This power of repeal, inherent in the power to make laws, can not be 
abrogated by the Legislature to whom it has been committed by the people 
as a continuing unimpaired power. 

Is it not obvious, there is no reverence for the solemn action of the 
sovereign people, if their action is subordinate to the will of the Legislature 
at any time thereafter? Hence, it is that in elections by the people, the of- 
ficers they elect can only be removed for cause under the Constitution, and 
laws, and the constitutional changes they make as part of the supreme law 
remain until the people repeal them. 

There is a manifest distinction between acts of this class, and enabling 
acts to put in force constitutional amendments, if, and when adopted by the 
people. The referendum in the latter case is one provided for in the Con- 
stitution, and the Act is merely contingent on the adoption of the amendment 
it is designed to put into effect. 

When all is said, the referendum here provided is an attempted delega- 
tion of legislative power, which, if once sanctioned, may easily lead to the 
breaking down of a representative government, a casting upon the people, 
themselves, the duty to leave their ordinary avocations, and devote them to 
a study of the policy as well as administrative details of laws they are called 
upon to enact or reject, with no opportunity to amend. Most certainly, it 
tends to lower the sense of responsibility of the legislator chosen by the 
people to counsel with his fellows and legislate for his constituents. 

We deem the proposed Act in present form unconstitutional and void.

We concur in the foregoing conclusion as to the Act providing for a 
sales tax, and in the view that so much thereof as called for a referendum 
is invalid. We concurred with the majority in upholding the referendum 
on the repeal or modification of the liquor law, but think that bill and this 
one can be well differentiated, and it is our opinion that it was never the 
purpose or intention under our form of government to raise revenue or levy 
taxes by a general election, except in the few cases provided for by the 
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‘Constitution. We think that the fact that the Constitution requires and au- 
thorizes elections on a certain character of taxes indicates the idea that elec- 
tions on all other taxes are excluded. In fact, Section 212 of the Constitution 
is as follows: 

“The power to levy taxes shall not be delegated to individuals or 

private corporations or associations.” 

The bill now under consideration is nothing short of a delegation to in- 
dividuals, that is, the voters of the State, the right and duty of levying the 
tax in question. 

“It is a general rule of constitutional law that a sovereign power con- 
ferred by the people upon any one branch or department of the government 
is not to be delegated by that branch or department to any other. This is 
a principle which pervades our whole political system and when properly 
understood admits no exception. And it is applicable with peculiar force to 
the case of taxation. The power to tax is the legislative power. The peo- 
ple have created a legislative department for the exercise of the legislative 
power; and within that power lies the authority to describe the rules of taxa- 
tion and to regulate the manner in which those rules shall be given effect. 
The people have not authorized this department to relieve itself of the re- 
sponsibility by a substitution of other agencies.”—Cooley on Taxation, Pgs. 
99 and 100. 

The tax in question not being one of the kind to be levied by an election 
as provided by our Constitution, the levy of same is peculiarly within the 
province of the legislature who has no right to delegate the responsibility to 
the individual voters of the State.

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it has 
examined the following House bills, and finds same correctly en- 
rolled, to-wit: ;

Substitute for H. 19: 


A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to amend Schedule 158.1, of Chapter 6, 
Article 18, of an Act entitled “An Act to provide for the general 
revenue of the State of Alabama,” approved July 10, 1935, and as 
amended September 21, 1935. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Schedule 158.1, of Chapter 6, Article 13, of 
an Act entitled “An Act to provide for the general revenue of the 
State of Alabama,” approved July 10, 1935, and as amended Sep- 
tember 21, 1935, be amended so as to read as follows: 

Schedule 158.1 “PRIVATE CARS”: The following license and 
registration fee shall be charged on automobiles and motor cars 
kept for private use; (a) For each automobile or motor car weigh- 
ing 2000 pounds or less, Five Dollars ($5.00). (b) For such auto- 
mobile or motor car weighing more than 2000 pounds and not ex- 
ceeding 2500 pounds the license shall be Nine Dollars ($9.00). (c) 
For each automobile or motor car weighing in excess of 2500 
pounds and not more than 3250 pounds, the license shall be Thir- 
teen Dollars ($13.00). (d) For each automobile or motor car 
weighing in excess of 3250 pounds, the license shall be Eighteen 
Dollars ($18.00). All motor vehicles licenses under this Act shall 
become due on October 1st of each year, and shall become delin- 
quent on October 25th. Provided, however, that these licenses 
shall be purchased on a monthly declining basis of one-twelfth 
(1/12) or for each month of the tax year and that the purchaser 
shall only buy a license for the then remaining months of the tax 
year. In figuring the license on a one-twelfth (1/12) reduction for 
each month, the amount of any fraction shall be figured to the 
nearest ten (10c) cents above the fraction thereof. But in no event 
shall the price of license tag be less than two dollars ($2.00). 
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(aa) ‘Provided the word “Weight” for purpose of computing the 
license tax payable hereunder, shall be deemed to mean the weight 
of the vehicle including weight of the bumpers, spare tires, horn, 
trunk and tools, and all equipment customarily or generally used, 
whether same be installed on the motor vehicle before shipment 
or delivery by the factory, or before or after delivery by the auto- 
mobile dealer. (e) For each electric automobile, other than truck, 
Twelve Dollars ($12.00. (f) For each automobile propelled by 
steam, Eighteen Dollars ($18.00). (g) For each motorcycle, Four 
Dollars ($4.00). (h) For each motorcycle with side car attached, 
Five Dollars ($5.00). Where the motorcycle is acquired or brought 
into the State on or after January Ist, or is not used prior to Janu- 
ary Ist, the license shall be Three Dollars ($3.00). Where the 
motorcycle is acquired or brought into the State on or after April 
1st or is not used prior to April 1st, the license shall be Two Dol- 
lars and a half ($2.50). Where the motorcycle is acquired or 
brought into the State on or after July ist, or is not used prior to 
July ist, the license shall be Two Dollars ($2.00). (bb) Provided, 
however, that the license tags for such automobile or motorcycle 
shall remain with such automobile or motorcycle for the remain- 
der of the current tax year, and that before any private automobile 
or any motorcycle shall be used on any public highway the proper 
license tag therefor must be procured and securely attached to the 
rear end of the automobile or motorcycle, said tag to be securely 
attached right side up with the number thereof in an upright posi- 
tion and the numbers thereof plainly visible.” 

Section 2. That purchaser of a motor vehicle shall have three 
days from the date of the purchase of such motor vehicle by him 
within which to purchase the license called for hereunder and shall 
not be subject to any penalty during said three-day period. 

Provided however that the above classification and schedule as 
to “Private Cars” shall include private passenger cars that have 
‘been converted into a motor vehicle on which freight or merchan- 
dise, or other property could be hauled provided such conversion 
would not permit a load exceeding 1000 pounds, and provided fur- 
Hein converted vehicle is not used for commercial purposes nor 
for hire.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 


The Senate has originated and adopted the following joint reso- 
lution and sends same herewith to the House: 
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By Mr. Weliborn: 

S. J. R. 31. (COOSA NATIONAL PARK): A Senate con- 
current resolution memorializing the President and Congress of 
the United States, to establish a National Park on the site of 
COOSA that ancient Indian city visited by DeSoto’s army in the 
year 1540—commemorating the oldest historical site in America: 

WHEREAS: It is fully authenticated that DeSoto’s ariny, con- 
sisting of 600 soldiers and 2,000 burden-bearers, encamped and was 
entertained at COOSA for two months in the year 1540—a longer 
stop, by far, than any other on his march of over 4000 miles in con- 
tinental America, and: 

WHEREAS: The stock of food in that Indian city was suffi- 
cient not only for sustenance of 2600 visitors for two months; but 
to provide burdens for 500 additional bearers (2500 in all) upon 
their departure proof that the city was of great size, as compared 
with other known Indian settlements of any period, and 

WHEREAS: The archives in the National Library at Seville, 
in Spain, contain numerous confirmatory documents, including let- 
ters written by DeSoto’s officers while encamped at COOSA, 
identifying beyond any doubt the historical accuracy of his report- 
ed visit, and 

WHEREAS: The site on east bank of Coosa River, between 
Tallaseehatchee creek and Talladega creek, in Talladega County, 
Alabama, is clearly idenitfied as the location of COOSA, in the 
opinion of practically all accepted authorities on aboriginal his- 
tory, and 

WHEREAS: The relative antiquity of DeSoto’s visit to 
COOSA, in comparison with other proven occurrances or incidents 
in American history is emphasized by the fact that the Spanish 
army encamped in that great city at a time ante-dating the found- 
ing of St. Augustine by 25 years; the settlement of Jamestown by 
70 years and the Landing of the Pilgrims by 80 years; and the 
further amazing fact that we have yet three-quarters of a centry 
to go, before reaching a period as far on this side of the Revolu- 
tionary War as DeSoto’s visit to COOSA stands on the other side 
of it. Furthermore, its great size suggests that COOSA was an 
old city even at that remote date—possibly contemporaneous with 
the Mayan cities. Certainly the earliest placed, and extending fur- 
therest into the mists of antiquity, COOSA is, at once, the Genesis 
and the Ultima Thule of American history! And 

WHEREAS: There is an established American custom of 
commemorating events of national historical interest, by recogni- 
tion in the form of parks on the site, of such magnitude as the his- 
torical or scenic value may justify and— 

WHEREAS: The site of COOSA is bounded on 3 sides by a 
magnificent river and two large creeks, fringed with virgin growth 
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of timber yet undisturbed; and encompassed at distances of ten 
and thirty miles, respectively, with mountain ranges of such height 
as gives inspiring setting for the proposed park, and— 

WHEREAS: The site is adjacent to two railroads and a trunk 
highway, and conveniently accessible for visitors from all parts of 
our Country, by rail or automobile. Now therefore, be it— 

RESOLVED: (By joint resolution of the ALABAMA Legis- 
lature)—-That the President of the United States, and the Congress, 
be and are hereby requested to take the necessary steps looking to 
acquisition of the area embracing the site of Old COOSA, and de- 
velop same into a National Park of such size and dignity as will be 
in keeping with the historical importance of the events associated 
therewith. 

RESOLVED: That copies of this resolution be sent to the 
President and Vice President of the United States. The Speaker 
of the House of Representatives of the United States, and to each 
of the Senators and Representatives from ALABAMA.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Sections 338 and 344 of an act entitled “An 
Act to provide for the general revenue of the State of Alabama”, 
approved July 10th, 1935, be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 338. Any owner of any securities enumerated in the 
preceding section may, as of the first day of October following the 
date of acquisition of said securities annually record the fact of his 
ownership thereof in the office of the State Tax Commission of 
Alabama, by filing for record in said office a list of these securities 
held by such owner, stating the name and address of such owner, 
duly verified by affidavit, stating the fact of such holding and 
sworn to by such owner. Any such list shall state the names of 
the corporations or government which issued the respective securi- 
ties listed, shall describe the nature of each security listed, shall 
state the number and amount of each class of securities described, 
and shall identify the same by the serial number appearing thereof. 

Section 344. (a) No list of securities shall be received for rec- 
ord by the State Tax Commission unless and until the following 
privilege or license tax has been paid to the State Tax Commission 
upon such list of securities, before the same shall be offered for 
record, to-wit: 

Upon all such securities listed with the State Tax Commission, 
the par value or principal amount of which does not exceed One 
Hundred Dollars, the sum of Twenty-five Cents, and upon all such 
securities, the par value or principal sum of which is more than 
One Hundred Dollars, the sum of Twenty-five Cents for each One 
Hundred Dollars of value or fraction thereof, as shown in said list. 
For the purpose of this act, shares of stock having no nominal or 
par value included in any such list of securities, shall be taken in 
the determination of said tax as equal to One Hundred Dollars 
par value per share, unless the actual value thereof be otherwise 
shown affirmatively on the list thereof to the satisfaction of the 
State Tax Commission, in which event the sum to be paid shall be 
Twenty-five cents for each One Hundred Dollars of the value there- 
of so shown, provided a list of all securities may be filed and re- 
corded annually and the tax paid as above provided for each year, 
and upon the payment thereof, the owner shall not thereafter be 
required to list or pay taxes on said securities. 
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(b) Upon the filing for record in the office of the State Tax 
Commission of any such list of securities, the owner of the securi- 
ties listed therein or his agent, shall present said list to the State 
Tax Commission and pay to the State Tax Commission the amount 
of tax required under this Section to be paid on account thereof, 
and upon such payment, the State Tax Commission, or any mem- 
ber thereof, or any of its assistants, shall certify on said list of se- 
curities the fact that the tax has been paid. 

(c) The owner shall not be required to list any security or se- 
curities exchanged or issued to replace, or in lieu thereof, any sez 
curities owned and listed by the owner in the same corporation, or 
in a merger or consolidation of the corporation in which said se- 
curities are held for the tax year in which exchanged or replaced. 

(d) The tax collected by the State Tax Commission under this 
act shall be paid by the State Tax Commission to the State Treas- 
urer. 

(e) There shall be no ad valorem tax assessed or collected 
upon any security included in any list on account of which the tax 
prescribed by this act shall have been paid, either State, County or 
Municipal for the year in which listed, provided, however, that if 
said securities are not listed for any tax year and the privilege or 
license fax paid as herein provided, the same shall be considered 
as escape personal property and subject to the ad valorem taxes, 
laws and penalties relating to personal property which has escaped 
taxation, and the Tax Assessor of the County wherein the owner 
of such securities resides, or the State Deputy Tax Assessor, shall 
assess the same as escape personal property is assessed, and notify 
the State Tax Commission that such assessment has been made and 
for what years the same has been made, and the State Tax Commis- 
sion shall not thereafter accept the same for listing for the years for 
which it has been so assessed for taxation.”

The report of the Standing Committee on the Revision of the 
Journal was adopted and the Journal of the House for the Six- 
teenth Legislative Day was approved. 


INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


On a call of counties bills were introduced, severally read one 
time and referred to appropriate standing committees as follows: 


By Mr. McPhaul: 

H. 370. To further conserve, protect and develop oysters on 
the bottoms within the boundaries of the State of Alabama, to pro- 
hibit dredging except under regulation of the Alabama Oyster 
Commission, to regulate the size of container used in measuring a 
barrel of oysters, to fix a uniform tax on oysters, to provide for 
license for dredging oysters and method for collecting tax on oys- 
ters harvested and disposition of same, to require State tax on 
gasoline and motor oil used in operation of boats for taking oysters 
and shrimp, and freighters hauling same from where such oysters 
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and shrimp are caught to the processing plants and raw oyster 
houses to be covered into the Oyster Fund, to authorize the Ala- 
bama Oyster Commission to open and close oyster reefs and plant- 
ed oyster bottoms when in their opinion necessity requires it; to 
require and provide for licenses for persons, firms, corporations, or 
associations to engage in the business of packing, canning, process- 
ing or dealing in oysters or transporting oysters; to require and 
provide licenses for brokers, dealers, commission men, hucksters 
or other persons, firms, corporations or associations who wholesale 
or retail oysters; to authorize the Alabama Oyster Commission to 
regulate the time, manner and means for shipping or transporting 
oysters and shrimp beyond the boundaries of the State of Alabama; 
to regulate the time, manner and means for planting oysters or 
oyster shells; to further provide for the duties of oyster inspectors 
and other employees of the Alabama Oyster Commission; by regu- 
lation to protect oyster bottom lessees in their rights as such les- 
sees; to make it unlawful to resist arrest for violation of the pro- 
visions of this Act or any regulation based thereunder or to refuse 
any inspection of premises where oysters or other seafoods are kept 
or stored or to conspire or agree with any person, firm, corporation 
or association to evade any of the provisions of this Act or regula- 
tions based thereunder or any laws heretofore or hereafter enacted 
or the regulations based thereunder ; to make it unlawful to remove 
or destroy any buoy, stake or other marker authorized to be set 
or placed by the Alabama Oyster Commission; to make it unlawful 
to take, catch or attempt to take or catch oysters or shrimp by the 
use of any unlicensed boat; to make it unlawful for any person, 
firm, corporation or association to buy or sell oysters or shrimp 
taken by means of an unlicensed boat or unlicensed tonger or 
dredge; to provide for minimum size of oyster or shrimp which 
may be taken, bought or sold for commercial purposes; to provide 
license for trucks or other motor driven vehicles used in transport- 
ing oysters for commercial purposes; to provide for keeping records 
of all oysters or shrimp transported to market and provide for in- 
spection of such record; to provide that before shrimp which have 
been taken or caught in the waters of this State or from the waters 
within the territorial jurisdiction of the State may be carried or 
transported out of the State, same shall be brought to a port of 
entry designated by the Alabama Oyster Commission and then and 
there the tax provided by law shall be paid; to provide for a tax 
on shrimp which are carried out of the State; and to provide how 
same may be taken or transported beyond the boundaries of the 
State; to provide that a violation of any of the provisions of this 
Act or regulations based thereunder shall be a misdemeanor; and 
to provide for penalties for violation of same, and to provide for 
the repeal of all laws in conflict with the provisions of this Act; to 
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determine what shall constitute seafoods; to vest title to all sea- 
foods in the public waters of the State in the State of Alabama 
until title thereto has been legally divested; to give authority to 
the Oyster Commission to promulgate regulations relating to any 
and all seafoods which shall have the force and effect of law; to 
empower the Chief Enforcement Officer and the oyster inspectors 
to enforce all laws and regulations relating to the seafood industry ; 
to require the captain of licensed boats to assist in making arrests 
for violation of laws and regulations relating to the seafood indus- 
try; to authorize the Oyster Commission to provide the necessary 
patrol boats and appoint deputy inspectors for such boats; to make 
it unlawful to catch, take or have oysters in possession at certain 
times of the year; to authorize the Commission to close the oyster 
season earlier than the first of May and open same later than the 
first of September when deemed necessary for the conservation 
and protection of oysters; to provide for proper culling of oysters; 
to provide for lessees of oyster bottoms to take unculled oysters 
for planting purposes; to provide for the cultivation and develop- 
ment of oyster beds during the closed season; to provide restric- 
tions for taking oysters from newly planted beds; to prohibit the 
taking or catching of oysters by any means between sunset and 
sunrise; to provide for licensing of all boats before beginning op- 
eration in the taking of oysters, shrimp or other seafoods; to au- 
thorize the Commission to have printed signs, words and/or num- 
bers and require same to be posted on licensed boats; to provide 
privilege taxes and require same to be paid by factories or other 
establishments before they pack, can or process oysters or shrimp 
and on raw oyster shippers; to authorize the Commission to make 
agreements with other States relating to the catching and/or 
transporting of oysters from or into the State of Alabama for plant- 
ing or for commercial purposes, ' 

Game, Fish and Fisheries.

H. 371. To amend Schedule 7 of Section 348 of Article XIII, 
Chapter 1, of an Act entitled “An Act to provide for the general 
revenue of the State of Alabama” approved July 10, 1935. 

Ways and Means. 
By Mr. Norman (Bullock) : 

H. 372. A Bill to be entitled An Act to propose an amendment 
to Section 212, of Article XI, of the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election is 
hereby ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama 
upon the proposed amendment, and the day hereby appointed for 
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such election is at the general election next succeeding the session 
of the legislature at which this amendment is proposed. 

Section 2. The proposed amendment is as follows: Article 
XI, Section 212. The power to levy taxes shall not be delegated to 
individuals or private corporations or associations. Provided that 
this section shall not be so construed as to prevent the legislature 
from submitting to the qualified electors of this state, from time to 
time, the question of whether or not proposed new taxes shall be 
levied, or whether or not rates of taxes already levied shall be in- 
creased; nor to prohibit the legislature from providing that pro- 
posed new taxes or proposed increases in rates of taxes already 
levied shall go into effect only when authorized by a majority vote 
of the qualified electors voting at an election held for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether or not proposed new taxes shall be levied, 
or whether or not rates of taxes already levied shall be increased. 

Section 3. Notice of the election hereby ordered together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclamation 
of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper in each 
county of the state, once a week for at least four successive weeks 
next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 4. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amend- 
ment; and on the official ballot printed for such election, there 
shall be printed the following, viz: 

“Shall the following be adopted as Section 212 of Article XI, 
of the Constitution of Alabama? 

“Article XI. Section 212. The power to levy taxes shall not 
be delegated to individuals or private corporations or associations. 
Provided that this section shall not be so construed as to prevent 
the legislature from submitting to the qualified electors of this. 
State, from time to time, the question of whether or not proposed 
new taxes shall be levied, or whether or not rates of taxes already 
levied shall be increased ; nor to prohibit the legislature from provid- 
ing that proposed new taxes or proposed increases in rates of taxes 
already levied shall go into effect only when authorized by a ma- 
jority vote of the qualified electors at an election held for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining whether or not proposed new taxes shall be 
levied, or whether or not rates of taxes already levied shall be in- 
creased.” 


Section 5. The officers to hold such election shal! be appointed 
in the same manner and by the same officials as now provided by 
the election laws of the State for the appointment of officers to 
hold elections in this State, and the election shall be held in all 
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respects in accordance with this Act, the law governing general 
elections and the constitutional provisions concerning amendments 
to the Constitution. 

Section 6. The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated, nad returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State, 
and counted in the same manner as in elections for representatives 
in the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority 
of the qualified electors who voted at such election upon the pro- 
posed amendment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall 
be valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama. The results of such election shall be made 
known by a proclamation of the Governor. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 372, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution, was read one time at length and referred to 
the Standing Committee on Constitution and Constitutional 
Amendments.

NOTICE 


Notice is hereby given that the following bill will be introduced in the 
Legislature of Alabama and enacted into law: 


AN ACT 


To provide for the drawing, summoning and empanelling of the juries 
for the Circuit Courts of Marshall County, and in every way providing a 
special jury law for Marshall County, and repealing all laws or parts of 
laws in conflict with the provisions of this Act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Jury Commission for Marshall County, or persons 
hereafter authorized to draw jurors for the Circuit Courts at Albertville 
and at Guntersville shall provide one jury box only for both courts. 

Section 2, That said juy box shall be labeled as follows: “Jury Box for 
Marshall County.” The jury box shall be kept in the safe or vault in the 
office of the Judge of Probate at Guntersville, except when in use by the 
court, and it may be under the direction of the court delivered by the Probate 
Judge to the Clerk or Sheriff to be by them carried to the court house 
at Albertville, if and when needed, by the court at that place, but shall not 
remain away from the vault at the court house at Guntersville for more 
than twelve hours at any one time. One key to said jury box shall be kept 
by the President of the Jury Commission, one key by the Judge of Probate, 
and one key by the Judge of the Circuit Court. 

Section 3. The Jury Commission or persons hereafter authorized to 
act and perform the duties of Jury Commission shall meet at the court house 
at Guntersville as soon after the passage of this Act as practical, and shall 
prepare in a well-bound book a list or roll of every male citizen living in 
Marshall County who possess the qualifications of jurors, as prescribed by 
the general jury law of Alabama, the list or roll to be made up from the 
County at large and is to be arranged in manner and form as prescribed 
by the general jury law of the State of Alabama. This list or roll shall be 
made up from the county at large and is to be kept and used for filling the 
box for both of the Circuit Courts of said county, and persons now or here- 
after authorized to fill or replenish the jury box of Marshall County shall 
from time to time use this list or roll for the purpose of filling or replenishing 
said jury box. ‘The list or roll and the method of preparing and arranging 
them, and the method, manner and form of revising them, and the method, 
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manner or times of drawing the jury for each division of the Circuit Court 
of Marshall County shall in all respects be the same for both the Guntersville 
and Albertville Circuit Courts, and shall be the same as that prescribed by 
the general jury laws of the State of Alabama, and the method or manner 
of procuring juries in the Circuit Court in Equity, the Circuit Courts at 
Albertville and at Guntersville, and the Probate Courts, and all special 
juries, and all juries for special or adjourned terms of courts for Marshall 
County shall be the same, had and done in the same manner and under the 
same procedure from this one jury box and one jury list, as provided by the 
general laws of the State of Alabama, the same as if there were only one 
division of holding Circuit Court in Marshall County. 

Section 4. There shall be no grand juries held or empanelled in the 
Circuit Court at Albertville. The grand jury for the County at large shall 
be drawn, empanelled and shall sit at the court house at Guntersville at the 
terms of holding such courts there, or at such other time as the presiding 
Judge may order, and to be drawn from the regular jurors summoned for 
the week at Guntersville, and shall be empanelled and charged as provided 
by the general law of this State, the same as if only one division of the 
Circuit Court of Marshall County existed. 

Section 5. All indictments preferred on causes of action arising within 
the jurisdiction of the Guntersville Circuit Court shall be docketed by the 
Clerk on the Guntersville Circuit Court docket, and shall be tried by the 
Guntersville Circuit Court sitting at Guntersville. All indictments preferred 
or returned on causes of action arising within the jurisdiction of the Albert- 
ville Circuit Court shall be docketed by the Clerk on the Albertville Circuit 
Court docket and shall be tried by the Albertville Circuit Court sitting at 
Albertville. 

Section 6. All provisions as to pleas in abatement and other regulations 
for preparing jury lists or rolls, the filling or re-filling of jury boxes, draw- 
ing, summoning and empanelling juries, except as otherwise provided, shall 
be governed by the general jury law of Alabama not in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act, shall be applicable and held to apply to both the 
Guntersville and Albertville Circuit Courts. 

Section 7. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the provi- 
son of this Act are hereby expressly repealed.

Section 2—Such officer shall be appointed by the Governor upon the 
passage and approval of this act, and shall hold office under said appointment 
until his successor shall be duly elected and qualified as hereinafter provided. 

Section 3—At the general election to be held in November 1938, a suc- 
cessor t@ the incumbent of such office shall be elected by the qualified elec- 
tors of said County who shall hold said office for a period of four years 
from and after the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1939. 

Section 4—Such officer shall be paid an annual salary of Eighteen 
Hundred Dollars per annum, payable in twelve equal monthly installments, 
upon warrant drawn by the Judge of Probate on the County Treasurer of 
said County. Before entering upon the duties of his office, such officer shall 
take and file with the Judge of Probate of said County the oath of office 
prescribed by the laws of this State, and shall further make and file with 
the Judge of Probate of said County a bond, with some responsible surety 
company, qualified to do business in Alabama, as surety thereon, in the penal 
sum of $5,000.00, conditioned for the faithful discharge of all the duties of 
said officer as prescribed by this act. Such bond shall be payable to the 
Judge of Probate, and the premium upon the same shall be payable from 
the general revenue of said County as other claims are paid; and the surety 
upon said bond and the bond shall both be approved by the Judge of Probate 
of said County. 

Section 5.—Such officer shall maintain an office in the Courthouse of 
said County, the same to be supplied by the Court of County Commissioners, 
and such officer shall devote his entire time to the duties of said office and 
shall keep the same open for business between the hours of 8 A. M. and 
5 P. M., of every day, except Sundays and Legal Holidays. The incumbent 
of said office shall hold no other office of profit under the County, State or 
Federal Government; nor shall such officer be related either by consanguinity 
or affinity, in any degree, to any member of the Court of County Commis- 
sioners or to the Judge of Probate of said County. 

Section 6.—Such officer shall, immediately upon taking office, proceed 
to familiarize himself with all manner and kinds of supplies and materials 
of every nature, required and used by the various offices, officers, departments, 
institutions and governmental agencies of the County, including materials, 
machinery, supplies, and equipment of every kind and description required 
and used in the building, construction and maintenance of the public roads 
and bridges of said County. 

Section 7.—It shall be the duty of such purchasing agent to secure from 
various cempetitive manufacturers and dealers prices on all such equipment 
and supplies as may be required for the use of said County; such officer 
shall, not later than once every thirty days, renew the records of his office 
so that the same shall contain the latest prices and quotations from such 
competitive manufacturers and dealers upon all such equipment and supplies, 
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and the same shall be kept in a suitable and accessible file in the office of 
such officer at the Courthouse and shall be accessible to the general public at 
all times. It shall be the further duty of said purchasing agent to keep and 
preserve all correspondence relative to prices and quotations in his files 
hereinabove described, together with as full description and information 
pertaining to all such supplies as he may be able tg obtain; it being the 
general purpose and intention of this act to impose upon said purchasing 
agent the duty of so familiarizing himself with competitive prices from 
various makers and dealers of materials and supplies of every nature and 
character, as to enable him to purchase, under the instructions of or approval 
by the Court of County Commissioners, supplies and materials for said 
County, in the most advantageous and economical way possible. 

Section 8—From and after the passage and approval of this act, and 
the appointment and qualification of the officer herein provided for all sup- 
plies, materials, equipment and machinery, of every kind and description, 
used by the various offices, officers, departments, institutions and govern- 
mental agencies of said County, including materials, machinery, supplies, and 
equipment of every kind and description required and used in the building, 
construction and maintenance of the public roads and bridges of said County, 
shall be purchased, exchanged or sold only through said purchasing agent 
upon written requisition therefor by the various offices, officers, departments, 
institutions or other governmental agencies of said County requiring the 
same, and upon instructions by or approval of the Court of County Com- 
missioners of said County. 

Section 9.—That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions 
of this act be, and the same are hereby repealed, and specifically repealing 
Act. No. 214 (H. 642), approved July 30th, 1935.

WHEREAS; The gasoline tax, as a type of tax, was originated 
by the State of Oregon in 1919 for the sole and express purpose 
of constructing and maintaining roads and bridges, the crying 
need for which was recognized by everyone and, 

WHEREAS; The gasoline tax is generally recognized as a 
special road tax levied against a special group of highway users 
for the special and sole purpose of constructing and maintaining 
roads and bridges, and, 

WHEREAS, The diversion of the gasoline tax proceeds to any 
other purpose constitutes double and class taxation against a 
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small group of taxpayers who also pay all other general taxes, 
and. 

WHEREAS; All of the proceeds of the State gasoline tax are 
needed at this time to construct and repair Alabama’s highways 
and to match Federal Aid Road Funds which are available in 
Washington, and, 

WHEREAS; The Hayden-Cartright road Act provides a loss 
of one-third (14) of Alabama’s Federal Aid Funds if gasoline tax 
funds are diverted to purposes other than roads, and, 

WHEREAS; A new Federal Act now in Congress if and 
when passed will permit Alabama to receive her share of Fed- 
eral Aid Road funds without matching them, provided Ala- 
bama permits no diversion of her gasoline tax funds (House 
Sue 11687 by Cartright and Senate Bill 4213 by Hayden) 
and, 

WHEREAS; Many bills, both general and local, have been in- 
troduced in the Alabama legislature authorizing the diversion of

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public corporation; the governing body of the City of Attalla to appoint the

be empowered to cause to be constructed, operated and maintained main or 
trunk lines of sanitary sewers from points within or without said Sanitary 
District, with discretion vested in it of locating said sewers and the termini 
thereof, of the materials out of which said sewers shall be constructed, the 
type and capacity of said sewers, the points at which sewage may be placed 
in the said sewers, said commission to have the authority to construct what- 
ever lines of sewers and in the order it may decide upon and to construct 
branch lines of sanitary sewers, the commission, of course, not to have the 
authority to construct solely within the corporate limits of either Attalla 
or Gadsden a main or branch sewer line for the exclusive use of that munici- 
pality or the residents thereof: to bestow upon the commission the power to 
employ experts, engineers, labor and professional skill of all kinds that it 
may be deemed necessary or appropriate by the commission to accomplish 
the work and exercise the rights and powers conferred upon it and to make 
such contracts as it may deem necessary or appropriate to accomplish the 
work and maintain the ends authorized and contemplated in the establishment 
of said Sanitary District;: to give the commission power and authority to 
treat sewage at any point in said Sanitary District where the same may be 
concentrated and to construct and operate a treatment plant or plants at 
such place or places as it may determine and to do all things necessary or 
needful for the treatment of sewage; power to acquire by gift, purchase or 
otherwise, lands, watercourses, rights of way, easements or interests in lands 
that may be necessary or appropriate for the construction of main or trunk 
and branch line sewers and for pumping station or stations for the disposal 
or treatment of sewage, and to acquire lands, watercourses, rights of way, 
easements or interests in lands by condemnation under the procedure and 
with the rights set out in Code of Alabama of 1923, Chapter 286, Article 1, 
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or any other appropriate Alabama condemnation statute, for the acquirement 
of lands for public uses, except that the commission shall not be required to 
give security cost in condemnation proceedings and to give bond on appeal, 
and except that no separate appeal direct to the Supreme Court from the 
Probate Court may be taken by either party in such proceeding, but either 
party may take an appeal as provided in said Chapter of the 1923 Code of 
Alabama, or in any other appropriate statute; to give to commission the 
right, before determining upon the final plan or route for the construction of 
any work authorized in said Act, any of its members, officers, agents, serv- 
ants, employees or contractors to, at all times, enter upon any lands in said 
Sanitary District for the purpose of exploring, making test pits or holes, sur- 
veying, leveling or laying out the route of any construction authorized by the 
said proposed Act, said Sanitary District to be liable only for actual damages 
‘done to private property in the exercise of such powers; to give said com- 
mission the power and authority to construct said main or trunk and branch 
line sewers, under, over or across any watercourse, over, across or along 
any street, public highway, railroad or other way, and to that end may enter 
upon, dig up any street or public highway, or public or private land for the 
‘purpose of laying said trunk or branch lines of sewers and for maintaining 
the same, and to restore to previous condition and order said streams, streets, 
public highways; also to give said commission the power and authority to 
alter or change the course or direction of any watercourses, to alter or change 
the location or grade of any public street or highway crossed by the trunk 
or branch lines of sewers, provided that no watercourse or highway shall be 
altered or changed which affects the rights of private property without mak- 
ing compensation therefor, in a condemnation proceeding authorized in said 
Act; to give said commission full authority to make and promulgate rules 
and "regulations for connecting with said main, trunk and branch line sewers, 
sewers of other persons, corporations or municipalities and to especially pro- 
hibit any person, corporation or municipality from connecting any sewer, 
line of sewer or drain within a trunk or branch line of sewer constructed by 
said commission, except by the consent of the commission, which shall desig- 
nate the point or points for such connections; to provide that all incorporate 
cities and towns within whose limits or to whose limits any trunk or branch 
line of sewer shall have been constructed, shall connect their sewers to such 
trunk or branch line of sewer, subject to the direction, control and regula- 
tion of the commission; that it shall be unlawful for any such municipality 
to permit the use of any sewer or drain within its limits which is not con- 
nected with said trunk or branch line of sewer, subject to the approval of the 
commission; to give tthe commission the authority at any time to permit any 
person, firm or corporation to connect private drains or sewers within or 
without the corporate limits of any municipality with any trunk or branch 
line of sewever, subject to the direction, control and regulations of the com- 
mission; to grant to the commission power and authority to protect any and 
all streams and watercourses in said Sanitary District from pollution by do- 
mestic sewage and to impose the duty on the commission to protect from 
such pollution any and a'l streams and watercourses in said Sanitary District; 
that it will be unlawful for any person, association, corporation or munici- 
pality to connect or maintain any sewer, drain or sewage system with any 
trunk or branch line of sewer constructed by the commission except at such 
points, in such manner and under such regulations as may be prescribed by 
the commission, the commission to have the right to restrain the use of any 
connection made without its consent, or at a point, or in a manner contrary 
to the rules and regulations of the commission, and the commission may com- 
pel the restoration of the branch or trunk line to the condition in which it 
was prior to the connection; the commission to have the power to adopt 
rules and regulations regulating the use of the sewers constructed by it, the 
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character, quality and kind of waste and sewage ‘that shall be permitted to 
flow in the sewers constructed by it; that the commission may designate a 
person to enter into or upon all private property for the purpose of examining 
the sanitary connections thereon and may examine and dig into any sanitary 
sewer in any municipality, or in. that portion of the Sanitary District outside 
of the corporate limits of Attalla and Gadsden, for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether or not the drainage therefrom into the trunk lines of sewer is in 
compliance with the rules and regulations of the commission, the commission 
to have full power and authority to enforce all of its rules and regulations in 
the conduct of its said sewer system; that it shall be unlawful for any person, 
association, corporation or municipality to connect any sewer drain or sewage 
system from which it is designated that any contaminating or other harmful 
or deleterious matter, solid or liquid, shall flow into any of the waters or

sociation, corporation or municipality to permit or allow any polluting, con- 
taminating or deleterious matter to be or remain upon any land in the pos- 
session, control or under the supervision of such person, association, corpora- 
tion or municipality, when drainage from such land is into any stream in said 
Sanitary District, except with the approval of the commission; and said com- 
mission shall have the right and power to restrain and prohibit any act or 
thing declared to be unlawful in said Act; that any person who wantonly or 
maliciously destroys or injures any sewer or other property held or used by 
the commission in said Sanitary District shall forfeit and pay to said district 
three times the amount of damage sustained and said commission, in the 
name of said Sanitary District, may sue for and recover for same in any court 
having jurisdiction; that the commission shall have the right and power in 
the name of said Sanitary District, to apply to any court having jurisdiction 
for writ of injunction, or other remedial writ, to restrain from being done, or 
to compel to be done, those things and acts which the commission is given 
authority and power to require to be done, and to prevent being done in said 
Act, and upon the filing of a bill or other proceeding to enforce the powers 
to be conferred upon the commission in said Act, a majority of the commis- 
sioners shall certify to.the court either in bill or other paper filed, or by 
separate instrument, that in their opinion the public health or public good 
demands immediate action, it shall be the duty of the court summarily and 
without notice, to order or decree that a temporary injunction or other ap- 
propriate remedial writ shall issue, or if such certificate is not filed at the 
time or filing of the bill or other proceeding, and such certificate should after- 
wards, during the pendency of the cause, be filed, it shall be the duty of the 
court, upon the filing of such certificate, at once, without notice, to decee or 
order that a temporary injunction, or other appropriate remedial writ issue; 
that the court shall not require any bond to be given by said Sanitary District, 
or by the commission, in any of the proceedings authorized by the Act; that 
any number of persons, corporations or municipalities may be joined as de- 
fendants in the same cause and on a final hearing the court may decree a 
perpetual injunction against any or all the defendants, or render such a decee 
as the facts may warrant; that all work let to a contractor or contractors by 
the commission, except emergency work, shall be let to the lowest and most 
responsible bidder after bids are advertised for in such newspapers and for 
such length of time as the commission may name, and the commission may 
teject any and all bids; the commission to have the exclusive right to deter- 
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mine who is the lowest and most responsible bidder; the commission to file 
with its records a statement of all bids received on each lot or parcel of work 
to be let, showing the amount of each bid and stating in the statement which 
bid was accepted, and the commission shall cause each or all such statements 
or reports to be recorded on its records; that contractors, where the amount 
to be paid under a contract exceeds one thousand ($1,000) dollars, shall give 
bond with some bonding company as surety, or other good and sufficient 
surety, to be approved by the commission, or by a committee of the members 
of the commission appointed by the commission, in an amount equal to the 
amount of the bid and so conditioned as the commission may require, to se- 
cure the faithful performance of the contract; the commission shall require 
the engineers, or the persons upon whose estimates and acceptance payment 
are to be made to the contractors, to execute bonds payable to said Sanitary 
District with a surety company as surety, to be approved by the commission, 
in a sum not less than one-eighth (1%) of the amount of the contract let, upon 
which they accept work and give estimates, and so conditioned as to guaran- 
tee the honest and faithful discharge of their duties in giving estimates and

ment plants; the commission to have power to appoint and pay a salary to 
one of its members, or some other adult person, as the custodian and treas- 
urer of all moneys coming into the hands of the commission, whether from 
the sale of sanitary bonds or otherwise, and all moneys, and all moneys go- 
ing into the sanitary fund from any source, and all moneys received by the 
commission from sale of property or from other source, and require such

with, shall be paid out of the money received from the sale of sanitary bonds, 
and/or assessments against property benfited by such constructions, and all 
expense of repairs, maintenance, protecting streams from pollution and all 
other expenses incurred in the exercise of the powers in the Act granted, 
shall be paid out of the sanitary fund derived from any other source, including 
money received by the commission in the conduct of said sewage system and 
treatment plants, which shall be paid only on warrants authorized by the 
commission; to give the commission power and authority to issue and sell 
bonds of said Sanitary District, to prepare the form of said bonds to be is- 
sued by the Sanitary District, stating denominations thereof and to do all 
things necessary or appropriate to the issue and sale of said bonds and the 
receipt of the sale price thereof, said bonds to be executed in the name of

shall not receive any compensation for their services, except actual traveling 
and other expenses incurred and expended in transacting the business of the 
commission, each member of the commission to render an itemized statement 
of his expenses each time he collects for expenses, such expenses of each to 
be allowed by the commission before it can be paid; that no suit shall be 
maintained against said Sanitary District, or the commission, for any act 
done or omitted by the commission, or any agent, servant or employee there-

S. 127.. To regulate the office of the sheriff of Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama; to exempt the sheriff of said County from court 
costs; to fix the compensation or salary to be paid the sheriff of 
Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, and to regulate the payment of the 
same; to fix the number and compensation of the sheriff’s deputies, 
guards, jailers, and other employees of the sheriff; to require the 
deputy sheriffs and special deputy sheriffs of said sheriff to execute 
official bonds conditioned, payable and approved as the bond of the 
sheriff; to exempt the ‘sheriff of said County from liability for the 
acts of the deputies, except in certain cases; to provide or the ap- 
pointment and compensation of special deputies ; to provide for the 
payment of the premium on the sheriff’s and all deputies’ bonds out 
of the County Treasury; to provide that all fees, charges and com- 
missions taxable and collected as sheriff’s fees, charges or commis- 
sions be paid into the County Treasury, including fees for feeding 
prisoners, to be paid into the general fund of said County; to pro-

H. 398. A Bill to be entitled An Act to submit to the qualified 
voters of the State at the next general election to be held on the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in November 1936 for their 
consideration, an Amendment to the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama to be known as Amendment No______. to fix the compen- 
sation of the Probate Judge, the Tax Collector and the Tax Asses-: 
sor of Limestone County. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution. 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of Alabama for their consideration as hereinafter set forth, 


namely : 
“Amendment to Constitution by the addition of Section = 
From and after the... day of_._-_.._, 19, the Probate 


Judge, the Tax Collector and the Tax Assessor of Limestone Coun- 
ty shall each continue to collect all fees, charges, benefits and pen- 
alties accruing to such offices or to the holders thereof and shall 
pay the same into, and the same shall be covered into the general 
fund of the Treasury of Limestone County. Thereafter the Probate 
Judge shall be paid out of the General Fund of the Treasury of said 
County in equal monthly installments the sum of Six Thousand 
Dollars, ($6,000.00) and no more per annum as salary and as reim- 
bursement for his clerk hire, and the Tax Collector and the Tax 
Assessor shall each be paid the sum of Three Thousand Dollars 
($3,000.00) from the same fund for the same purposes and in the 
same installments. The Probate Judge, the Tax Collector and the 
Tax Assessor shall each be provided by the governing body of said 
County with a furnished office and equipment and supplies for the 
carrying on of the duties of their respective office, but they shall 
not be provided with any clerical hire.” 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each 
county in the State at least four successive weeks next preceding 
the general election in November, 1936, of the election and the 
amendment proposed by this Act to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of the State for their consideration, together with the pro- 
posed amendment. 

Section 3. That at the general election held on the first Tues- 
day after the first Monday in November, 1936, the foregoing Amend- 
ment shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the State. Upon 
the ballots used at such election shall be printed the foregoing 
Amendment as set forth in Section One hereof in full. Following 
the proposed Amendment on the Ballot shall be printed the word 
“Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed the word “No”. 
The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark beside 
the word expressing his desire. 
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Section 4. The officers of such general election shall conduct 
a poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed 
amendment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance 
with the law governing general elections. In the election upon 
such proposed amendment the votes cast thereat shall be can- 
vassed, tabulated and the returns thereof be made to the Secretary 
of State and counted in the same manner as in elections for repre- 
sentatives to the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon appear that 
a majority of the qualified electors who voted upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of same, such amendment shall be valid 
to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of Alabama.

to two hundred forty acres at fifty per cent of its fair market value; 
two hundred forty to two hundred eighty acres at fifty-five per cent 
of its fair market value; two hundred eighty to three hundred acres 
at sixty per cent of its fair market value; three hundred to four 
hundred acres at sixty-five per cent of its fair market value; four 
hundred to five hundred acres at seventy per cent of its fair market 
value; and all over five hundred acres at seventy-five per cent of 
its market value. 


Section 2. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified 
electors of the State at the general election to be held for the State 
of Alabama on the 3rd day of November, 1936.

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election is here- 
by ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon 
the proposed amendment, and the day hereby appointed for such 
election is at the general election next succeeding the session of the 
legislature at which this amendment is proposed. 

Section 2. The proposed amendment is as follows: Article 
XI, Section 212. The power to levy taxes shall not be delegated to 
individuals or private corporations or associations. Provided that 
this section shall not be so construed as to prevent the legislature 
from submitting to the qualified electors of this state, from time to 
time, the question of whether or not proposed new taxes shall be 
levied, or whether or not rates of taxes already levied shall be in- 
creased; nor to prohibit the legislature from providing that pro- 
posed new taxes or proposed increases in rates of taxes already 
levied shall go into effect only when authorized by a majority vote 
of the qualified electors voting at an election held for the purpose 
of ascertaining whether or not proposed new taxes shall be levied, 
or whether or not rates of taxes already levied shall be increased. 

Section 8. Notice of the election hereby ordered together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclamation 
of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper in each 
county of the State, once a week for at least four successive weeks 
next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Sction 4. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amend- 
ment; and on the official ballot printed for such election, there shall 
be printed the following, viz:

The results of such election shall be made 
known by a proclamation of the Governor.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

SECTION 1. That the following amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Alabama be, and the same is hereby proposed, - 
and an election by the qualified electors of the State is hereby or- 
dered upon such proposed amendment and the day appointed for 
such election is the First Tuesday after the First Monday of No- 
vember, 1936, which proposed amendment is as follows: 

SECTION 49. The pay of the members of the Legislature 
shall be Eight ($8.00) Dollars per day, and ten cents per mile in 
going to and returning from the seat of government, to be comput- 
ed by the nearest usual route traveled, and no other compensation, 
remuneration or emoluments shall be paid any member, 

SECTION 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together 
with the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by proclama- 
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tion of the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper, 
once a week, in each county in the State, for four successive weeks 
next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. There 
shall be printed on the official ballot for such election, the pro- 
posed amendment, which shall be immediately or as nearly so as 
possible, under the words, “Shall the following be adopted as Sec- 
tion Forty-nine (49) of Article Four (4) of the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama? and immediately following the proposed amend- 
ment shall be printed the following words, “Yes_....

H. J. R. 11. Be IT RESOLVED By the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of Alabama, the Senate concurring, that the 
following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama be submitted 
to the electorate of the State of Alabama for their ratification or 
rejection. 

Public education is hereby declared to be an essential and pri- 
mary function of government in this state. The legislature shall 
from time to time, in addition to funds specifically set aside for edu- 
cational purposes and in such a manner as in its opinion will tend 
to equalize educational opportunities throughout the state and en-. 
courage local initiative and support, appropriate monies out of the 
state treasury for educational purposes which shall be paid on the 
basis set up below. It shall be unlawful for the Comptroller or like 
officer of the State of Alabama to draw any warrant or other or- 
der for the payment of money belonging to or administered by the 
State of Alabama upon the State Treasurer unless and until it shall 
have been certified to such Comptroller or like officer by such 
Treasurer that there is then in the hands of such Treasurer money 
available and appropriated for the full payment of the same. All 
appropriations now or hereafter made shall be either (a) Absolute, 
or (b) Conditional. 

(a) The following shall be absolute appropriations, shall have 
preference over conditional appropriations, and, to the limit of the 
money in the hands of. the Treasurer available therefor, shall be 
payable in full in the order named: 
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1. Appropriations for payment of interest or principal or sink- 
ing fund on the public debt or on trust funds covered into the 
State Treasury. 

2. Per capita appropriations to eleemosynary and correctional 
institutions and the Alabama School for Deaf and Blind. 

3. Appropriations to make effective any constitutional or sta- 
tutory provisions earmarking and setting apart any certain tax, 
excise, income or charge for a designated use or purpose, not in- 
cluding appropriations to be paid from the State’s General Fund. 

(b) All other appropriations shall be conditional appropria- 
tions, and shall be payable in full only in the event that after pro- 
viding for payment of the absolute appropriations there remains in 
the hands of the Treasurer money available for the full payment of 
all such conditional appropriations; and in case there is insufficient 
money available for such full payment, then the money available 
shall be prorated without any discrimination, and each such condi- 
tional appropriations shall be payable in the proporation which the 
money available bears to the total of all such conditional appropria- 
tions. At the end of each fiscal year all unpaid conditional ap- 
propriations which exceed the amount of money in the State Treas- 
ury subject to the payment of the same, after such pro-ration, shall 
thereupon become null and void to the extent of such excess.

The following amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of 1901 is hereby proposed by the Legislature, in accordance 
with the requirements of Section 284 of the Constitution, provid- 
ing a mode of amending the Constitution, to-wit: 

1. All funds and revenues of the State, raised by licenses, taxes, 


or otherwise, shall be covered into the general fund of the State, 
to be paid out only on appropriations made by the Legislature by 
bills regularly passed by both: Houses and approved by the Gov- 
ernor. Such appropriations shall give preference to interest and 
payment of the public debt and to the ordinary expenses of govern- 
ment; after which, appropriations shall be made for all other ac- 
tivities of the State, in conformity to the will of the Legislature. 


2. The bove and foregoing proposed amendment shall be sub- 
mitted to the voters of the State at a general election to be held on 
the first Tuesday after ninety days from the final adjournment of 
the Legislature. Notice of such election, together with the pro- 
posed amendment, shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, 
which shall be published in every county once a week for four con- 
secutive weeks in a newspaper published in said county, or in case 
no newspaper is published in said county, by posting the same at 
the courthouse door of said county. -.

A Bill to be entitled An Act to submit to the qualified 
voters of the State of Alabama at an election to be held on the first 
Tuesday after the expiration of three months after the adjournment 
of the present extraordinary session of the Legislature, for their 
consideration, an amendment, substance and effect, to declare and 
ordain that education is an essential and necessary function and 
duty of the State Government; and to provide for the prorating and 
division of the State Revenue in cases where such revenue is insuf- 
ficient to pay all appropriations in full. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of the State of Alabama for their consideration, as herein- 
after set forth, viz: It is hereby declared and ordained that educa- 
tion is a necessary function, duty, and agency of the Government of 
this State, in the same class, to all intents and purposes, as all other 
such essential functions, duties and agencies, including the legis- 
lative and judicial departments, and all other such essential depart- 
ment and agencies. That when ever it shall appear that the reve- 
nue of the State is insufficient to pay in full all appropriations made 
for such essential agencies and departments such revenue shall be 
prorated among all of said appropriations each receiving the same 
percentage. In determining the total amount of appropriation for 
each of such agencies or departments, there shall be included all 
appropriations, both general or special, either out of the general 
fund or any special fund, whether ear marked or not. Provided, this 
provision shall not apply to appropriations for following purposes, 
viz: for payment of the public debt and interest thereon; for the 
State Highway Department and for the support and maintenance of 
the State Insane Hospitals. 
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Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Governor of Alabama to 
give notice by proclamation to be published in one newspaper in 
each county in the State of Alabama at least eight successive weeks 
next preceding the date of the election on the amendment by this 
act to be submitted to the qualified voters of said state for their 
consideration together with the proposed amendment. 

Section 3. At the time above specified, an election shall be 
held for the vote of the qualified voters of said State upon the pro- 
posed amendment. Upon the Ballots used at said election, shall 
be printed the following, viz: 

“SHALL THE FOLLOWING BE ADOPTED AS AN 
AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION OF ALABAMA? 

IT IS HEREBY DECLARED AND ORDAINED THAT ED- 
UCATION IS AN ESSENTIAL AND NECESSARY FUNC- 
TION, DUTY, AND AGENCY OF THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THIS STATE, IN THE SAME CLASS, TO ALL INTENTS 
AND PURPOSES AS ALL OTHER SUCH ESSENTIAL FUNC- 
TIONS, DUTIES AND AGENCIES. THAT WHENEVER IT 
SHALL APPEAR THAT THE STATE REVENUE IS INSUF- 
FICIENT TO PAY IN FULL ALL APPROPRIATIONS MADE 
FOR SUCH ESSENTIAL AGENCIES AND DEPARTMENTS, 
SUCH REVENUE SHALL BE PRORATED AMONG ALL OF

Section 4. The officers of said election shall open a poll for 
the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amendment. 
The election shall be held in all things in accordance with the law 
governing general elections.. In the election upon the proposed 
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amendment the votes cast therefor shall be canvassed, tabulated 
and the returns thereof made to the Secretary of State and counted 
in the same manner as in elections for Representatives of the Legis- 
lature of Alabama, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority 
of the qualified electors who voted upon the proposed amendment 
voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid to all 
intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. The 
results of such election shall be made known by the proclamation 
of the Governor of this State.

The governing body of the City of Mobile, Alabama may at any 
time after the adoption of this amendment, and without further 
authority, call a special election of the qualified electors of said city

On such ballots shall be printed the word “YES” and immedi- 
ately under that word shall be printed the word “NO”. The choice 
of the electors shall be indicated by a cross mark made by him or 
by his direction opposite the word expressing his desire. 

Section 3. Notice of the election by the qualified electors of 
the state, hereby ordered, together with the amendment thereby pro- 
posed shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which shall 
be published in one newspaper in each county in the state once a 
week for at least eight successive weeks next preceding the day 
hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 4. The expenses of the election of the qualified elec- 
tors of the state upon such amendment, herein provided for, and 
the cots of the publication of the notices herein provided for, shall 
be paid out of the State Treasury in the same manner as expenses 
of other elections are paid.

H. 370. To further conserve, protect and develop oysters on 
the bottoms within the boundaries of the State of Alabama, to pro- 
hibit dredging except under regulation of the Alabama Oyster 
Commission, to regulate the size of container used in measuring a 
barrel of oysters, to fix a uniform tax on oysters, to provide for 
license for dredging oysters and method for collecting tax on oys- 
ters harvested and disposition of same, to require State tax on gas- 
oline and motor oil used in operation of boats for taking oysters 
and shrimp, and freighters hauling same from where such oysters 
and shrimp are caught to the processing plants and raw oyster 
houses to be covered into the Oyster Fund, to authorize the Ala- 
bama Oyster Commission to open and close oyster reefs and plant- 
ed oyster bottoms when in their opinion necessity requires it; to 
require and provide for licenses for persons, firms, corporations or 
associations to engage in the business of packing, canning, pro- 
cessing or dealing in oysters or transporting oysters; to require 
and provide licenses for brokers, dealers, commission men, huck- 
sters or other persons, firms, corporations or associations who 
wholesale or retail oysters; to authorize the Alabama Oyster Com- 
mission to regulate the time, manner and means for shipping or 
transporting oysters and shrimp beyond the boundaries of the 
State of Alabama; to regulate the time, manner and means for 
planting oysters or oyster shells; to further provide for the duties 
of oyster inspectors and other employees of the Alabama Oyster 
Commission; by regulation to protect oyster bottom lessees in 
their rights as such lessees; to make it unlawful to resist arrest 
for violation of the provisions of this Act or any regulation based 
thereunder or to refuse any inspection of premises where oysters 
or other seafoods are kept or stored or to conspire or agree with 
any person, firm, corporation or association to evade any of the 
provisions of this Act or regulations based thereunder or any laws 
heretofore or hereafter enacted or the regulations based thereunder; 
to make it unlawful to remove or destroy any buoy, stake or other 
marker authorized to be set or placed by the Alabama Oyster Com- 
mission; to make it unlawful to take, catch or attempt to take or 


. . 
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catch oysters or shrimp by the use of any unlicensed boat; to make 
it unlawful for any person, firm, corporation or association to buy 
or sell oysters or shrimp taken by means of an unlicensed boat or 
unlicensed tonger or dredge; to provide for minimum size of oyster 
or shrimp which may be taken, bought or sold for commercial pur- 
poses; to provide license for trucks or other motor driven vehicles 
used in transporting oysters for commercial purposes; to provide 
for keeping records of all oysters or shrimp transported to market 
and provide for inspection of such record; to provide that before 
shrimp which have been taken or caught in the waters of this State 
or from the waters within the territorial jurisdiction of the State 
may be carried or transported out of the State, same shall be 
brought to a port of entry designated by the Alabama Oyster 
Commission and then and there the tax provided by law shall be 
paid; to provide for a tax on shrimp which are carried out of the 
State; and to provide how same may be taken or transported be- 
yond the boundaries of the State; to provide that a violation of any 
of the provisions of this Act or regulations based thereunder shall 
be a misdemeanor; and to provide for penalties for violation of 
same, and to provide for the repeal of all laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act; to determine what shall constitute seafoods ; 
to vest title to all seafoods in the public waters of the State in the 
State of Alabama until title thereto has been legally divested; to 
give authority to the Oyster Commission to promulgate regula- 
tions relating to any and all seafoods which shall have the force 
and effect of law; to empower the Chief Enforcement Officer and 
the oyster inspectors to enforce all laws and regulations relating to 
the seafood industry; to require the captain of licensed boats to 
assist in making arrests for violation of laws and regulations relat- 
ing to the seafood industry; to authorize the Oyster Commission 
to provide the necessary patrol boats and appoint deputy inspectors 
for such boats; to make it unlawful to catch, take or have oysters 
in possession at certain times of the year; to authorize the Com- 
mission to close the oyster season earlier than the first of May and 
open same later than the first of September when deemed necessary 
for the conservation and protection of oysters; to provide for proper 
culling of oysters; to provide for lessees of oyster bottoms to take 
unculled oysters for planting purposes; to provide for the cultiva- 
tion and development of oyster beds during the closed season; to 
provide restrictions for taking oysters from newly planted beds; to 
prohibit the taking or catching of oysters by any means between 
‘ sunset and sunrise; to provide for licensing of all boats before be- 
ginning operation in the taking of oysters, shrimp or other sea- 
foods; to authorize the Commission to have printed signs, words 
and/or numbers and require same to be posted on licensed boats; 
to provide privilege taxes and require same to be paid by factories 
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or other establishments before they pack, can or process oysters 
or shrimp and on raw oyster shippers; to authorize the Commis- 
sion to make agreements with other States relating to the catching 
and/or transporting of oysters from or into the State of Alabama 
for planting or for commercial purposes.

H. 294. A Bill to be entitled An Act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of the State of Alabama of 1901, whereby the 
Town of Montevallo, Alabama, may levy and collect a rate of tax- 
ation on the property situated therein not exceeding in the total 
in any one year one and one half per centum of the value of such 
property, as assessed, as provided by the Constitution and statutes 
now or hereafter enacted pursuant to the Constitution; provided 
that the total rate of taxation levied by such municipal corporation 
shall not in any one year exceed one per centum, unless the rate 
in excess thereof shall have been submitted to and authorized by 
ballot by the qualified electors of such municipality, at an election 
or elections to be held by it from time to time for such purpose, 
and to order an election of the qualified electors of the State of 
Alabama upon such proposed amendment to be held at the next 
general election for state and county officers in November 1936. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama of 1901 is hereby proposed and and election 
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is hereby ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama 
upon the proposed amendment, and the day hereby appointed for 
such election is the general election to be held in 1936. 

The proposed amendment is as follows: 

The Town of Montevallo, Alabama, shall have the power and 
right to levy and collect a tax of one half of one per centum in any 
one year on property situated therein based on the valuation of 
such property as assessed for State taxation for the tax year end- 
ing on the 30th day of September next succeeding the levy; pro- 
vided, that for the purpose of paying bonds issued and outstanding 
at the time of the adoption of this amendment and the interest 
thereon, and for the purpose of paying bonds which may be issued 
after the adoption of this amendment and the interest thereon, an 
additional tax of one half of one per centum may be levied and 
collected by said municipality, provided, further, that a majority 
of the qualified electors of said municipality voting at an election 
called for that purpose may vote a special tax not to exceed one 
half of one per centum in any one year for any special purpose, or 
purposes for which it is levied and collected; provided, however, 
that the total tax to be levied shall not exceed one and one half 
(1%) per centum in any one year. Provided, further, that the 
adoption of this amendment shall in no wise affect, limit, modify, 
abridge or impair the power, authority or right of said municipal 
corporation to levy and collect the special school taxes, now or 
hereafter vested in or conferred upon it, under the Constitution or 
any amendment thereto. Each election held under the provisions 
hereof shall be ordered, held, canvassed and may be contested in 
the same manner as is or may be provided by law applicable to 
municipal corporations for elections to authorize the issuance of 
municipal bonds. The ballots used at such election shall contain 


the words: “For__.____....excess rate of taxation for the year 
(or years)... ;” and “Against_ excess rate of 
taxation for the year (or years)... ” The rate of taxa- 


tion proposed in excess of the rate of one (1) per centum to be 
shown in the blank space provided therefor, and the year or years 
in which the proposed rate is to apply to be shown in the blank 
space provided therefor. The voter shall record his choice, whether 
for or against the excess rate shown by placing a cross mark be- 
fore the words expressing his choice. Nothing herein contained 
shall in any wise change or affect the right of any holder of bonds 
of said municipal corporation heretofore issued. Elections to au- 
thorize the levy of such special tax may be held as often as ordered 
by the governing body of the municipality, but when a proposition 
is submitted to the electors of said municipality to levy a special 
tax for a specified purpose, and such proposition is defeated, no 
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second election for the same purpose shall be held in one year 
thereafter. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the governor to give notice 
by proclamation, to be published in one newspaper in each county 
in the State, at least eight consecutive weeks next preceding the 
said election on the amendment proposed by this act to be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of the State for their consideration, 
together with the proposed amendment. 

Section 3. That at the said election on the amendment pro- 
posed by this act to be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
State for their consideration, to be held as herein provided for, the 
qualified electors shall vote upon said amendment, and on the of- 
ficial ballots printed for such election there shall be printed the 
following, viz: Shall the following be adopted as an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama: The Town of Montevallo, Ala- 
bama, shall have the power and the right to levy and collect a tax 
of one half of one per centum in any one year on property situated 
therein, based on the valuation of such property as assessed for 
state taxation for the tax year ending on the 30th day of Septem- 
ber next succeeding the levy; provided that for the purpose of pay- 
ing bonds issued and outstanding at the time of the adoption of 
this amendment and the interest thereon, and for the purpose of 
paying bonds which may be issued after the adoption of this amend- 
ment and the interest thereon, an additional tax of one half of one 
per centum may be levied and collected by said municipality; pro- 
vided further, that a majority of the qualified voters of said mu- 
nicipal corporation voting at an election called for the purpose may 
vote a special tax not to exceed one half of one per centum in any 
one year for any special purpose or purposes, which tax shall be 
used only for the purpose or purposes for which the same was 
levied and collected; provided, however, that the total tax to be 
levied by any municipal corporation shall not exceed one and one 
half (114) per centum in any one year. Each election held under 
the provisions hereof shall be ordered, held, canvassed and may be 
contested in the same manner as is or may be provided by the law 
applicable to the municipal corporation for elections to authorize 
the issuance of municipal bond. The ballots used at such election 


shall contain the words: “For... excess rate of taxation 
for the year (or years) 3? and “Against. 
excess rate of taxation for the year (or years)...” The 


rate of taxation proposed in excess of the rate of one per centum 
to be shown in the blank space provided therefor and the year or 
years in which the proposed rate is to apply to be shown in the 
blank space provided therefor and in the event different excess 
rates are proposed for different years the words mentioned shall 
be repeated as often as may be necessary to show separately the 
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different excess rates proposed to be applied to the respective 
years. And the voter shall record his choice, whether for or 
against the excess rate or rates shown, by placing a cross mark 
before the words expressing his choice. Nothing herein contained 
shall in any wise change or affect the right of any holder of bonds 
of said municipal corporation heretofore issued. Elections to au- 
thorize the levy of such special tax may be held as often as ordered 
by the governing body of the municipality, but when a proposition 
is submitted to the electors to levy a special tax for a specified pur- 
pose, and such proposition is defeated no second election for the 
same purpose shall be held in one year thereafter. This amend- 
ment shall be self-executing and no act of the Legislature shall be 
required to put the same, or any part thereof, in force. 


Following the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be print- 
ed the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed the 
word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross 
mark made by him, or under his direction, opposite the word ex- 
pressing his desire. 


Section 4. That the officers to hold such election shall be the 
same, and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same 
officials as provided by the election law of the State for the ap- 
pointment of officers to hold general elections in this State, and the 
election shall be held in all things in accordance with the law gov- 
erning general elections and with the constitutional provisions 
concerning amendments to that instrument. 


Section 5. That the votes cast at said election shall be count- 
ed, canvassed and tabulated and return made to the Secretary of 
State in the same manner as in elections of representatives to the 
Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the 
qualified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be 
valid in all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of 
Alabama. The result of such election shall be made known by 
proclamation of the Governor. 


Section 6. The expenses of the election herein provided for 
and the cost of the publication of the notices shall be paid out of 
the state treasury in the same manner as the expenses of the gen- 
eral elections are paid.

That the Trustees elected under provisions of this Act, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided by law, shall have charge of the school build- 
ings and grounds and shall advise with and cooperate with the County 
Board of Education in all matters relating to the general welfare of the 
school. The trustees so elected shall have the right, by unanimous vote, with- 
in fifteen days after the date of the Superintendent’s notice of assignment, re- 
fuse to accept the assignment of any teacher upon written notification to 
the County Superintendent of Education setting out the reason or reasons 
for each refusal. The Trustees so elected under this Act shall take office 
on Tuesday following the election. 

Section 3. That whenever a vacancy occurs on the Board of School 
Trustees elected under the provisions of this Act, the same may be filled 
by the County Board of Education. The County Board of Education may 
remove any School Trustee elected under the provisions of this Act for mis- 
conduct or willful neglect of duties.

‘That the votes cast at said election shall be count- 
ed, canvassed, and tabulated and return made to the Secretary of 
State in the same manner as in elections of representatives to the 
Legislature; and if it thereupon appear that a majority of the 
qualified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed 
amendment, voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be- 
come a part of the Constitution of Alabama, and shall be in all its 
intents and purposes valid as such part of the Constitution.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


To the House of Representatives, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: : 

Under date of March 24, 1936, at the request of the author of the bill, 
I returned to your body House Bill No. 51 without my approval. On March 
31, 1936, at the request of the author of the bill, I transmitted to your body 
a message vetoing House Bill No. 50. 

If these veto messages have not been acted upon by your body, I am re- 
quested by the author of House Bill No. 50 and House Bill No. 51, to re- 
quest that you return House Bill No. 50 and House Bill No. 51 to the Gov- 
ernor’s office for an executive amendment desired by the author of the bills.

An examination of the bill discloses, First: that it is not proper in form, 
and, Second: that it may have the effect of denying appeals in habeas corpus 
cases of a criminal nature or character except in capital cases, as this section 
is the only provision made for appeals in that character of cases. 
_ 2 suggest the following amendment which, if adopted, will meet my ob- 
jection to the bill: 
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Amend the bill by inserting in the title thereof after the figures “1923” 
where they occur therein, the following: “as amended by Acts of 1927, page 
76, appreved June 16, 1927”. : 

Further Amend the bill by inserting just after the words “Be it enacted 
by the Legislature of Alabama” the following: 

Section 1. Amend Section 3238 of the Code of Alabama of 1923, as amend- 
ed by Acts of 1927, page 76, approved June 16, 1927, so that the same shall 
read as follows: Section 3238. Any party aggrieved by the judgment on the 
trial of a habeas corpus may appeal to the Supreme Court or the Court of Ap- 
peals; and when, on habeas corpus, any person held in custody under a charge 
or conviction for crime or for extradition as a fugitive from justice from any 
other State, is discharged from said custody; or when any person held in 
custody under an indictment by the grand jury charging him with a capital 
offense is admitted to bail, the Solicitor or other prosecuting officer or at- 
torney may take an appeal on behalf of the State to the Supreme Court or 
Court of Appeals, and in all such cases the judgment must be suspended pend- 
ing the appeal; and the party may give bail with sufficient sureties condi- 
tioned that he will appear before such court or officer as may be prescribed 
by the judge, and abide the judgment rendered. No bill of exceptions or as- 
signments of error shall be necessdry or required, but the clerk of the court 
from which such appeal is taken shall, within thirty days from the date of 
such judgment, forward a transcript of the record and certificate of ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court or Court of Appeals, together with a statement of 
the evidence and the judge’s ruling thereon, all certified to be correct by the 
Judge or officer hearing the petition; but the appellate court shall consider 
the case on the record and the evidence as set forth, and if the judgment of 
the trial court is correct, the case shall be affirmed; if erroneous, the appellate 
court shall render such judgment as the trial court should have rendered. The 
case on appeal shall, when so certified, be docketed and submitted to and be 
considered and decided by the appellate court without delay.

Of This State Whose Population Is Not Less Than 11,000 Nor

H. 448. To amend Section 7 of Paragraph VII of Section 1 
of an Act, approved September 6, 1936, and entitled “An Act to 
make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the Executive, 
Legislative and Judicial Departments of the State, for the interest 
on the public debt, and for the public schools.

By Mr. Lee (Monroe) : 

To relieve the Tax Assessor of all the Counties in the 
State of Alabama, where there are no local laws providing to the 
contrary, from the duty of preparing a book of Assessments, and 
in lieu thereof to arrange in alphabetical order, according to Beats, 
the original assessment lists, and have same permanently bound 
and kept as a permanent record, and prepare the Tax Collector’s 
abstracts from said assessment lists, and to repeal all laws in con- 
flict herewith, except local laws. 

Ways and Means. 
By Messrs. Lee (Monroe) and Castleberry: 

H, 445. A bill to be entitled An Act to submit to the qualified 
voters of the State of Alabama at the next general election to be 
held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 
1986, for their consideration, an amendment to the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama to be known as amendment No. __. to 
authorize any County in Alabama to issue warrants to an amount 
not exceeding its unbonded indebtness as evidenced by warrants 
issued or other debts contracted prior to and outstanding on Octo- 
ber 1, 1935, and now outstanding, or any warrants issued to re- 
fund said unbonded indebtedness or other debts, and to provide 
that from and after their ratification of this amendment no war- 
rant or other evidences of indebtedness of any nature may be is- 
sued by any County unless the money for the immediate payment 
of same is at that time available. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

“Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the quali- 
fied voters of Alabama for their consideration as hereinafter set 
forth, Namely: 

“No new bonds may be issued and no new debt may be created 
against any County in the State of Alabama above the limit fixed 
in Section 224 of the Constitution; provided, however, that any 
County may issue warrants to an amount not exceeding its un- 
bonded indebtedness as evidenced by warrants issued or other 
debts contracted prior to and outstanding on October 1, 1935, and 
now outstanding, or any warrant issued to refund said unbonded 
indebtedness; said warrants shall be issued solely for and shall be - 
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used solely for the retirement of said warrants or other forms of 
indebtedness or as many thereof as possible, and may be sold for 
cash and the money thus received used to take up said warrants 
or said warrants may be exchanged for said refunding warrants, 
either or both. From and after ratification of this amendment no 
warrant or other evidences of indebtedness of any nature may be 
issued by any County unless the money for the immediate payment 
of same is at that time available.” 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each 
county in the State at least four successive weeks next preceding 
the general election in November, 1936, of the election and the 
amendment proposed by this Act to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of the State for their consideration, together with the pro- 
posed amendment. 

Section 3. That at the general election held on the first Tues- 
day after the first Monday in November, 1936, the foregoing 
Amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
State. Upon the ballots used at such election shall be printed the 
foregoing Amendment as set forth in Section One hereof in full 
Following the proposed Amendment on the Ballot shall be printed 
the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed the 
word “No.” ‘The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a 
cross mark beside the word expressing the desire. 

Section 4. The officers of such general election shall conduct 
a poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed 
amendment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance 
with the law governing general elections. In the election upon 
such proposed amendment the votes cast thereat shall be can- 
vassed, tabulated and the returns thereof be made to the Secre- 
tary of State and counted in the same manner as in elections for 
representatives to the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon appear 
that a majority of the qualified electors who voted ‘upon the pro- 
posed amendment voted in favor of same, such amendment shall 
be valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of 
Alabama. The result of such election shall be made known by 
the proclamation of the Governor. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 445, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution, was read one time at length and referred to 
the Standing Committee on Constitution and Constitutional 
Amendments.

NOTICE 


Notice is hereby given that a bill will be introduced at the special session 
of the Legislature of Alabama, convened on February 11th, or at any adjourned 
session thereof, to provide that the Board of Finance and Control of Cullman 
County, Alabama, shall exercise all powers and duties in regard to licenses, 
and the substance of which bill will be as set out below. 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To authorize and empower the Board of Finance and Control of Cullman 
‘County, Alabama, to assess for taxation and collect the ad valorem taxes 
and issue all licenses and distribute the tags on all motor vehicles in Cullman 
County, Alabama, and to transfer the duties from the Tax Assessor, Tax 
Collettor and Probate Judge in said County to the Board of Finance and 
Control of all matters relative to the registration, assessment for taxes, and 
issuance of licenses and distribution of tags for motor vehicles; to provide 
for the issuing of such licenses by the Board of Finance and Control and to 
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provide that the fees, costs and penalties shalf be paid into the general funds 
of the county; to provide for the keeping of records of the issuing of licenses; 
to empower the Board of Finance and Control to employ clerks and assistants 
and to purchase the necessary equipment and supplies; to provide for the 
assessment of motor vehicles, to relieve the Probate Judge, Tax Assessor 
and Tax Collector of all duties imposed by law, as to assessment, collection 
and all other license duties, and vest such authority exclusively in the Board 
of Finance and Control; and to further define the duties of the Board of 
Finance and Control of Cullman County, Alabama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That it shall be the duty of the Board of Finance and Con- 
trol of Cullman County to collect and issue all licenses for exercising any 
right or privileges for which a license is required, marriage licenses, hunting 
licenses, chauffeur licenses, drivers’ licenses, license for motor vehicles and 
any or all other licenses which are now or which may hereafter be required 
by Boh to be paid to the State of Alabama, and Cullman County, either 
or both. 

Section 2. Before any person, firm or corporation shall engage in or 
carry on any business or do any act which a license by law is required, he, 
they or it, except as otherwise provided in this Act, shall pay to the Board 
of Finance and Control of Cullman County, in which it is proposed to engage 
in or carry on such business or do such act, the amount charged for such 
license as is required by law, and shall comply with all other requirements 
of this Act; and upon the payment of such amount and a fee of fifty cents 
for the issuance of such license, and all cost and fees and penalties which 
have accrued, or for which such person, firm or corporation shall have 
become liable in any proceeding commenced for the collection of such 
license, or to enforce payment thereof; and upon compliance with all other 
provisions of this Act by the applicant, such Board of Finance and Control 
shall issue a license countersigned by the Chairman of such board, in the form 
and on the blank to be furnished’ by the State of Alabama; which shall set 
forth and specify the things required by the State and County, and such 
things as have heretofore been required by law; and such license shall 
not be transferrable, nor shall it entitle the holder thereof to carry on 
any other business or do any other act than that named therein, nor at 
any other location than that therein specified. Provided, that in case it 
should become necessary to remove any business for which a license is 
required by this section, from one location to another location in the same 
city or town, and such business be continued as the same kind and character 
and by the same person or firm as that carried on at the former location, an- 
other license shall not be required for such business for the same license year. 

Section 3. In all cases where the amount paid of capital invested or 
the value of the goods or stock or the amount of sales, or receipts or any 
other fact or condition heretofore recited, it shall be the duty of such person, 
firm or corporation to furnish the Board of Finance and Control a sworn 
statement of the amount of the capital invested, of the value of the goods or 
stock, or amount of sales or receipts, and to make under oath such further 
proof or affidavit as may be required by such Board of Finance and Control 
to determine the character and amount of the license. 

Section 4. Upon the issuance of such license the Board of Finance and 
Control must, before detaching the license from the stub, fill out the blank 
space in the stub to correspond in all respects, with the ‘license issued, and 
the same must be signed by the Chairman of such Board. 

Section 5. The Board of Finance and Control! shall keep in a book pre- 
pared for that purpose, an accurate account of all licenses received by them 
from the State Auditor, and of the disposition made of them, and of all 
money received from licenses issued by them, and make reports to the State 
Auditor within ten days after the expiration of the fiscal year, at which time 
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‘ they shall return all supplies which have not been used, and such of the 
records as required by the State. 

Section 6. That all fees, costs and penalties which are collected under 
this Act, and which are imposed by law, shall be collected by the Board of 
Finance and Control, and paid into and shall become a part of the general 
fund of the county. 

Section 7. That the Board of Finance and Control shall have the au- 
thority and power to employ sufficient number of clerks and assistants to 
perform the duties herein imposed; and the Board shall also be and is hereby 
authorized and empowered to purchase the necessary equipment and supplies 
for the conduct of these duties. 

Section 8. To prevent motor vehicles from escaping taxation and to 
provide for the more efficient assessment and collection of taxes due on 
same, on and after the first day of October, 1935, no license shall be issued to 
operate a motor vehicle on the public highways of this State, nor shall any 
transfer be made by the Board of Finance and Control as provided under 
this Act, until the ad valorem tax on such vehicle shall have been paid in 
the county for the preceding year, as evidenced by a receipt issued by the 
proper constituted authority where the owner of said vehicle resides, if the 
vehicle is owned by an individual; and if the vehicle is owned by a firm, cor- 
poration or association, then as evidenced by the receipt issued by the proper 
constituted authority in the county in which said motor vehicle is used or 
operated, provided that this section shall not apply to motor vehicles owned 
by dealers in the State, county and municipalities. On and after the first 
day of October, 1935, every person, firm or corporation of Cullman County, 
Alabama, who desires to operate a motor vehicle on the public highways of 
Alabama shall first return such motor vehicle for ad valorem taxation to the 
Board of Finance and Control, for the preceding tax year, and the Board 
of Finance and Control of said county shall deliver to such person who makes 
the return as herein required, a certificate of assessment on a form prescribed 
by the State Tax Commission, and such certificate shall be the warrant of 
the Board of Finance and Control to collect the tax as shown thereon. 

(b) If any motor vehicle has already been returned for the fiscal year 
beginning October 1, 1935, and ending September 30, 1936, the Board of Finance 
and Control shall issue a certificate showing the valuation of such motor vehicle, 
and the Board of Finance and Control shall collect the taxes according to such 
valuation, and credit the same upon the abstract as part payment. (c) After the 
first day of October, 1935, motor vehicles within the meaning of this Act, shall 
not be included in any assessment made by any person, firm or corporation as of 
the first day of October, 1935, or subsequent years; and such motor vehicle 
shall not be considered as escaped property by reason of failure to include 
‘same in any tax return as of the first day of October, 1935, or any subse- 
quent year, but shall be assessed as herein provided. (d) The Board of 
Finance and Control upon issuing a license for the operation of motor ve- 
hhicles as herein provided shall make a duplicate of the tax receipt and keep 
same on file in their office. The license tag shall be evidence of the payment 
of the license and ad valorem tax due as provided under this Act. Valua- 
tion for ad valorem assessment shall be sixty (60) per cent of the fair and 
reasonable value of same. (e) Motor vehicles brought into this State after 
the first day of October, and before the Board of Finance and Control had 
completed its assessment, shall be subject to taxation the same as if it has 
‘been held or owned in the State from the first day of October. The Board 
of Finance and Control is authorized to issue a motor vehicle license where 
they ascertain and make a record of the facts that there is no ad valorem 
‘taxes due on said motor vehicle for the preceding year. (f) The Board of 
Finance and Control of said County, in addition to assessing and collecting 
aad valorem taxes due the state and county on motor vehicles, shall collect 
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the ad valorem tax on such motor vehicles due all cities and towns located 
in said county. The Board of Finance and Control shall report and pay 
over the money collected for said cities and towns at the same time and in 
the same manner as State and county taxes are reported and paid over by 
them. The Board of Finance and Control shall receive a commission of two. 
and one-half per cent of the amount of city and town ad valorem taxes so. 
collected by them and shall deduct said commission from the amount col- 
lected before paying the same over to the city or town, and this commission 
shall be paid into and shall become a part of the general fund of the county. 

Section 9. The State Auditor is hereby required to furnish to such 
Board of Finance and Control all books, records and blanks now or here- 
after required by law, to be furnished to the Probate Judge of the State in 
connection with the performance of their duties in the issuance or collection 
of licenses or privilege taxes. 

Section 10. That all duties now required by law or which may hereafter 
be required by law or which may be hereafter required of the Probate Judges. 
in this State with reference to the issuance of and collection of State, county 
and other licenses, be and they are hereby transferred from the Probate 
Judge of said County to the Board of Finance and Control, and such Board 
of Finance and Control shall be entitled to collect all fees, commissions, 
charges and allowances now or hereafter fixed by law for Probate Judges 
respecting the issuance and collection of licenses, and such fees, commis- 
sions, charges and allowances shall be paid into and shall become a part of 
the general fund of the county, and shall be liable to all the pains and penal- 
ties with reference to the collection of such licenses as are now imposed on. 
the Probate Judges in this State, and the Probate Judge of said County is 
relieved from any and all duties, liabilities and responsibilities now imposed 
by law for the collection for licenses of said county. 

Section 11. That all duties required by law or which may hereafter be 
required by law of tax assessors and tax collectors with reference to the as- 
sessment and collection of ad valorem taxes on automobiles are hereby trans- 
ferred from the Tax Assessor and Tax Collector of said county, and all 
powers and duties relative thereto shall be performed and exercised by the 
Board of Finance and Control in said county, and such Board is hereby 
charged with each, any, all and every duty now required by law of Tax As- 
sessors and Tax Collectors with reference to the assessment and collection 
of the ad valorem tax on automobiles, trucks, or other motor vehicles, and 
the Tax Assessor and Tax Collector of said county are hereby relieved of all 
duties and responsibilities in reference thereto. 

Section 12. That the Board of Finance and Control shall receive for 
the assessing and collecting of State and county ad valorem tax on motor 
vehicles, the same fees charged and commission now fixed by law, or may 
be hereafter fixed by law, to be paid to the Tax Assessor and Tax Collector 
for the same services, which fees, charges and commissions shall be paid 
into and shall become a part of the general fund of the county. 

Section 13. That whenever marriage license records are completed and no. 
blank pages remain therein, such record shall be filed by the Board of Fi- 
nance and Control with the Probate Judge of Cullman County, and the Pro- 
bate Judge shall keep such marriage license records as other records are re- 
quired to be kept by him. Upon receipt of such record or records by the 
Probate Judge, he shall give his receipt therefor, which receipt shall be filed 
in the office of the Board of Finance and Control. 


Tax Assessor and Tax Collector of Cullman County, Alabama, are hereby 
relieved of all duties imposed by law as to the assessment, collection and all 
other duties in regard to licenses; and all duties, authorities and powers to 
collect, assess and all other license duties imposed by law on the Probate 


Judge, Tax Assessor and Tax Collector of Cullman County, Alabama, are 
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hereby transferred to the Board of Finance and Control of Cullman County, 
with full authority, jurisdiction and power to perform all the duties hereto- 
fore required of said Judge of Probate, Tax Collector and Tax Assessor of 
Cullman County, Alabama, in regard to licenses. 

Section 15. Should any section or part of this Act be declared unconsti- 
tutional, the other parts of the Act shall, nevertheless, remain in full force 
and effect, the legislature of Alabaham hereby declaring that it would have 
passed such Act without such invalid part or parts. 

Section 16. That all laws and parts of laws, local, general or special, 
in conflict with this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 17. That all provisions of this Act shall become effective im- 
mediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor. ‘B 4

Mr. Speaker : 

The President and Presiding Officer of the Senate having signed 
the following Senate bill, your signature thereto is requested: 

S. 103. To authorize the Board of Revenue of Houston Coun- 
ty, Alabama, to levy and collect a privilege tax on all persons, cor- 
porations, copartnerships, companies, agencies, associations and re- 
finers selling, delivering, withdrawing from storage or keeping in 
storage for sale or delivery in such county, gasoline, naptha, and 
other liquid motor fuels or any devices or substitutes therefor, 
commonly used in internal combustion engines, but not including 
“kerosene oil” “fuel oil” or “crude oil” commonly used for light-

be collected or levied by any incorporated city or town in said 
county ; to provide for the use of the money derived from said privi- 
lege tax, and to provide penalties for the violation of such rules 
and regulations; to repeal all laws and parts of laws in conflict 
with this Act, and to provide when this Act shall become effective.

WHEREAS, during the session of the House of 
Representatives on Tuesday, March 31, 1936, House bill 62, which 
amended Section 344 of the General Revenue Act, approved July

Pamph. Acts, 8?—originated in the Senate, as is shown by the 
journals of that session. We have carefully examined the journals, 
and can safely say this is affirmatively shown. The question arises, 
was this a bill for ‘raising revenue’ within the meaning of the Con- 
stitution?’ ... “The act in question, in one sense, reduced the 
taxes; for it assumed to relieve certain railroad property from coun- 
ty taxation. But it was, nevertheless, a bill to raise revenue.”;

H. 313. A bill to be entitled an Act to submit to the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama at the general election to be held 
November, 1936, for their consideration an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Alabama by amending Section 138 of 
Article 5 of the Constitution of Alabama.

Whenever any prisoner is taken from jail, or from the 
custody of any sheriff or his deputy, and put to death, or suffers 
grevious bodily harm, owning to the neglect, connivance, coward- 
ice, or other grave fault of the sheriff, such sheriff may be im- 
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peached under Section 174 of this Constitution. If the sheriff be 
impeached, and thereupon convicted, he shall not be eligible to 
hold any office in this State during the time for which he had 
been elected or appointed to serve as sheriff. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each 
county in the State at least four consecutive weeks next preceed- 
ing the general election in November, 1936, of the election 
on the amendment proposed by this Act, to be submitted to the 
qualified electors of the State for their consideration, together 
with the proposed amendment. 

Section 3. That at the general election in November 1936, an 
election shall be held by the qualified electors of the State upon 
the proposed amendment. Upon the ballots used at such election 
shall be printed the following: Amendment.to the Constitution 
by amending Section 138 of Article 5—A sheriff shall be elected in 
each county by the qualified electors thereof who shall hold office 
for a term of four years unless sooner removed, and he shall be 
eligible to such office as his own successor. Whenever any prison- 
er is taken from jail or from the custody of any sheriff or his depu- 
ty, and put to death, or suffers grevious bodily harm, owing to the 
neglect, connivance, cowardice, or other grave fault of the sheriff, 
such sheriff may be impeached under Section 175 of this Constitu- 
tion. If the Sheriff be impeached, and thereupon convicted, he 
shall not be eligible to hold any office in this State during the time 
for which he had been elected or appointed to serve as_ sheriff. 
Following the proposed amendment on a ballot shall be printed 
the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed the 
word “No.” The choice of the elector shall be indicated by the 
cross mark by him opposite the word expressing his desire. 

Section 4. The officers of such general election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend- 
ment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance with 
the law governing general elections. In the election upon such 
proposed amendment, the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, 
tabulated, and the returns thereof made to the Secretary of State 
and counted in the same manner as in elections for representatives 
to the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majori- 
ty of the qualified electors who voted upon the proposed amend- 
ment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid 
to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama. The results of such election shall be made known by pro- 
clamation of the Governor. 


Section 5. Provided that at such general election the Circuit 
Judge or Judges of each Circuit in each County or Counties com- 
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prising their circuits, the Judge of Probate and the Circuit Court 
Clerk in each county or counties, or a majority of them, shall ap- 
point at least one qualified elector and not more than two quali- 
fied electors to preserve order at each polling place, each such 
qualified elector to be vested with the power and authority of a 
Deputy Sheriff, such appointment to take the place and be in lieu 
of Deputy Sheriffs provided by law for other elections. 

Was read a third time at length and defeated, lacking a three- 
fifths majority required by the Constitution.

That the following amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the State of Alabama, to be known and designated as 
ARTICLE _..__., be and the same is hereby proposed, and an 
election by the qualified electors of the State is hereby ordered 
upon the proposed amendment and the day for holding such elec- 
tion is hereby fixed and appointed as the First Tuesday after the 
First Monday of November 1936, which proposed amendment is 
as follows: ARTICLE The State of Department of Pub- 
lic Education and/or Public Schools of Alabama shall be deemed 
and the same is hereby made a Primary Department of the Gov- 
ernment of the State of Alabama, and shall be on a parity with all 
other Primary Departments of the State of Alabama, in the pro- 
ration and disbursement of the General Revenues of the State and 
all appropriations heretofore made or hereafter made to the State

A BILL 
To Be Entitled 
AN ACT 


To create the office of County Solicitor of Chilton County, Alabama; to 
provide for his appointment and election, and the method of appointment in 
the event of a vacancy; to fix his salary and define his duties. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the office of County Solicitor is hereby created for the 
County of Chilton, State of Alabama. 

Section 2. That the County Solicitor shall be elected by the qualified 
electors of the County of Chilton at the general election to be held for the 
election of State and County officers in November, 1936 and every four years 
thereafter, and he shall hold office from the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January next after his election and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. 

Section 3. Vacancies in the office of said County Solicitor shall be filled 
by appointment by the Governor of Alabama and the appointee shall hold of- 
fice until the next General election, for State and County officers after his 
appointment.

To establish a board of Revenue for Chilton County, Alabama, to con- 
sist of three members, one of which members shall be the chairman of said 
Board of Revenue; to divided Chilton County, Alabama into three districts 
to be known as Board of Revenue districts and define and establish the 
boundaries thereof; to provide that each of said districts shall have a mem- 
ber on said board; to confer upon the Board of Revenue all the powers, au- 
thority and jurisdiction now possessed or which may hereafter be possessed 
by Courts of County Commissioners, Boards of Revenue or other like gov- 
erning bodies of the several counties of Alabama under the general laws;

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION ONE. 


That there is hereby created and established a Board of Revenue for 
Chilton County, Alabama, to consist of three members who shall each be 
a bona fide resident citizen of the district from which he is appointed or 
elected and shall during the time he serves as such, continue to reside in the 
district for which he is appointed or elected. Any member of said Board of 
Revenue who shall remove from said district during the term for which he 
was appointed or elected shall vacate said office. Each member of said 
Board shall be a qualified elector of Chilton County at the time of his ap- 
pointment or election. The Board of Revenue herein created and estab- 
lished shall be known and called the Board of Revenue of Chilton County, 
Alabama. Each District hereinafter created shall be entitled to one mem- 
ber on said board. 


SECTION TWO. 


That for the purpose of this act and the enforcement thereof, the said 
Chilton County, Alabama, is hereby divided into three subdivisions to be 
known as Board of Revenue Districts and numbered respectively from one 
to three, both inclusive, viz.: District Number one shall embrace and be com- 
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posed of all that territory which constituted on November 2nd, 1926, beats 
or precincts numbered three (3), four (4), five (5), ten (10), and sixteen 
(16) of said County; District number two shall embrace and be composed 
of all that territory which constituted on November 2nd, 1926, beats or pre- 
cincts numbered, six (6), seven (7), eight (8), fourteen (14), and fifteen 
(15) of said County; District number three shall embrace and be composed 
of all that territory which constituted on November 2nd, 1926, beats or pre- 
cincts numbered one (1), two (2), nine (9), eleven (11), twelve (12) and 
thirteen (13), of said County. 


SECTION THREE. 


That there is hereby conferred upon the Board of Revenue of Chilton 
County, Alabama, all the jurisdiction, powers and authority now conferred 
or which may hereafter be conferred upon the Courts of County Commis- 
sioners, Boards of Revenue or other like governing bodies of the several 
counties of the State of Alabama, under the general law. 


SECTION FOUR. 


That the Board of Revenue of Chilton County, Alabama, shall have 
authority: (1) To direct and control the property of the county as it may 
deem expedient according to law, and in this direction and control it has 
the sole power to locate the courts in the rooms of the courthouse and to 
designate the rooms to be occupied by the different officers entitled to rooms 
therein, and to change the location of the courts, and the designation of 
rooms for officers, as it may deem best and most expedient, and this shall 
be done by order of the Board entered upon its minutes at a regular term 
of the Board. 

(2) It shall be the duty of the Board to provide a janitor for the court- 
house and to see that the janitor keeps clean and in a sanitary condition all 
the courtrooms, corridors, halls and offices in the courthouses of this respect- 
ive county. 

(3) To levy a Getheral tax, for general, and a special tax, for special 
county purposes, according to the provisions of law. 

(4) To examine, settle, and allow all accounts and claims chargeable 
against the county. 

(5) To examine and audit the accounts of all officers, having the care, 
management, collection or disbursement of money belonging to the county, 
or appropriated for its use and benefit. 

(6) To make such rules and regulations for the support of the poor in 
the county as are not inconsistent with any law of the state. 

(7) To punish for contempt by fine, not exceeding ten dollars, and im- 
prisonment not exceeding six hours. 

(8) To establish, abolish, enlarge, or change stock law districts in the 
manner provided by law. 

(9) To subpoena, examine and compel the attendance of witnesses, and 
the production of books and papers before the court, in the same manner as 
the probate court. 

(10) To contract for and have made map or plat books showing all 
subdivisions of land that have been heretofore or that may hereafter be 
made in their respective counties, 

(11) To compromise on such terms as they may deem just, all doubt- 
ful claims in favor of the county, when such claims arise on account of 
moneys heretofore paid, in good faith, by order of said Board of Commis- 
sioners Court. 

(12) To make an appropriation, in no case to exceed seven hundred 
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and fifty dollars per year, to install and maintain an exhibit of the agricul- 
tural and mineral resources of this county. 

(13) In the event that the poorhouse of the County should become in- 
sufficient or be destroyed or over crowded to appropriate not exceeding six 
dollars per calendar month per person for the upkeep and support of pau- 
pers or indigent persons residents of Chilton County, provided it shall not be 
lawful for said board to let the lowest bidder the maintenance of the poor. 


(14) To pay, at the regular legal rate, for the advertising of notice and 
substance of local bills, which may be introduced in the legislature for the 
benefit of this county, or in reference to the subjects or matters exclusively 
relating to county business or affairs. 

(15) To appropriate in each calendar year, such sums of money as they 
may deem proper or expedient, toward defraying the necessary expenses of 
the operation, support, upkeep and maintenance of each division of the naval 
militia of the state that may be located in such county. 

(16) To procure and provide telephones for the offices of the circuit 
judge, the clerk and register of the circuit court, the offices of the sheriff and 
jailer, tax assessor and tax collector, and the judge of probate in their coun- 
ty, and to pay for the same out of the general funds of the county. 


(17) To make appropriations out of the county treasurer, to pay pre- 
miums on livestock that may be exhibited in live stock shows held in the 
county. 


(18) Where the state or federal authorities have taken up the work of 
farm demonstration, or the organization of farm life clubs, for the promotion of 
agriculture, to appropriate for aiding in such work such sum or sums as the 
board of revenue may deem adequate and necessary. 


(19) To expend money for the purpose of improving the sanitary con- 
ditions of their county by laying trunk lines of sewers and _ constructing 
sewage disposal plants in localities contiguous to thickly populated com- 
munities and to prescribe the terms on which the owners of houses or house- 
holders may connect with such lines of sewers; but no such lines of sewers 
shall be laid without the written approval of the executive officers of the state 
board of health, such approval to be based on the belief that the laying of 
any proposed line will materially improve health conditions. . 

(20) To appropriate money to promote or enforce the health and 
quarantine laws of the state for the benefit of the county and its inhabitants, 
when requested so to do by the state board of health. 

(21) To pay out of any funds in the county treasury, all the expenses, 
including a reasonable attorney’s fee, incurred by the county treasurer in re- 
sisting the payment of any warrant, where said resistance on the part of the 
county treasurer is successful. 

(22) To set aside such part of the revenue of the county as may be 
deemed expedient for the purpose of creating a sinking fund for the payment 
of bonds or other indebtedness, and to invest such sinking fund in such in- 
terest-bearing securities, or deposit the same on interest-bearing account, 
within the state, as said Board of Revenue may deem wise. 

(23) To set aside, appropriate and use county funds or revenue for the 
purpose of developing, advertising, and promoting the agricultural, mineral, 
timber, water, labor and all other resources of every kind of their county, 
and for the purpose of locating and promoting agricultural, industrial, and 
manufacturing plants, factories, and other industries in their county. 

(24) To exercise such other powers as are, or may be, given by law. 

(25) To purchase books containing the reports of the Supreme and 
Appellate Courts of Alabama, for the use of the Circuit Court and Probate 
Court also such digests of such reports as may be required. 
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SECTION FIVE. 


That within ten (10) days after the final passage and approval of this 
act, the Governor of Alabama shall appoint for each of districts, Numbered 
one, two and three, a member of said Board of Revenue of Chilton County, 
Alabama and the member appointed from District Number one (1) shall 
hold office until the first Monday after the secoad Tuesday in January 1941 
and until his successor is elected and qualified and the member appointed 
from District Number two (2) shall hold office until the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January 1943 and until his successor is elected and 
qualified and the member appointed from District Number three (3) shall 
hold office until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 1945.

county officers, in Chilton County, Alabama in November, 1942 and each 
four years thereafter, there shall be elected by the qualified electors of Dis- 
trict Number two (2), a member of the Board of Revenue of Chilton Coun- 
ty, Alabama, who shall hold office from the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January 1943 and to the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in January, 1947; and at the general election to be held for the election of 
state and county officers, in Chilton County, Alabama in November, 1944 and 
each four years thereafter, there shall be elected by the qualified electors of 
District Number three (3), a member of the Board of Revenue of Chilton 
County, Alabama, who shall hold office from the first Monday after the sec- 
ond Tuesday in January 1945 to the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in 1949.

The clerk, shall under the direction of said Board of Revenue, 
keep the minutes and records of the proceedings thereof, in well bound vol- 
umes provided for that purpose, said records to be kept in the office of the 
Board of Revenue, and to be open at all reasonable hours to the inspection 
of the citizens of the county and other interested persons; and the clerk shall 
perform such other duties as may be required of him by said Board of Rev- 
enue. 


SECTION EIGHT. 


The Chairman of said Board of Revenue of Chilton County, Alabama, 
shall receive a salary for his services of the sum of ($1,000.00) One Thou- 
sand dollars, per annum, payable montlhy out of the county treasury of Chil- 
ton County, Alabama, upon his warrant drawn thereon. The Chairman of 
said board shall be the presiding officer thereof and shall sign all warrants 
on the county treas- bursement of money or funds of the county, and shall 
sign all contracts entered into by the Board of Revenue of Chilton County 
and shall sign all minutes of the meeting. It shall be the duty of the Chair- 
man to prepare the order of business and obtain information for the regular 
and special sessions of the Board of Revenue and to see that all orders thereof 
are executed and in addition he shall perform all the duties now required of 
the Probate Judge as to matters coming before the Court of County Com- 
missioners. That the compensation of the members of said Board of Revenue, 
except the Chairman shall be nine hundred dollars: ($900.00) each, per annum, 
payee monthly in the sum of seventy-five dollars by warrant drawn by the 

hairman. 


SECTION NINE. 


That the regular meeting of said Board of Revenue shall be held on 
the first Monday of each month in the year except in the month of January, 
which shall be held on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in Janu- 

ary, of each year and said board may continue in session at its regular meet- 
' ings for 10 days. That special meetings of said Board of Revenue may be 
called and held as special meeting of the Court of County Commissioners 
are called and held. That the meetings of the Board of Revenue may be 
held by the Chairman and one other member or by two members without 
the Chairman. 


SECTION TEN. 


That said Board of Revenue of Chilton County, Alabama, when sitting 
as a court or exercising or performing judicial authority shall be a court of 
record, 
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SECTION ELEVEN. 
That in the event of a vacancy in the office of Chairman or member of 


said Board of Revenue the same shall be filed by appointment of the Gov- 
ernor of Alabama. 


SECTION TWELVE. 


That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of this 
act are hereby repealed. 


SECTION THIRTEEN. 


That this act shall take effect immediately after its final passage and ap- 
proval, by the Governor of Alabama. 


SECTION FOURTEEN. 


That if any section or provision of this act, be void or unconstitutional, 
it shall not affect or destroy any other section or provision not in and of it- 


self void or unconstitutional.

RESOLUTION 


Mr. Poole offered the following resolution: 


By Mr. Poole: 

H. J. R. 902. WHEREAS the Southern States are by nature 
adapted to the raising of cotton, and 

WHEREAS cottonseed represents approximately 20% of the 
value of the entire cotton crop and is the second most important 
cash crop of southern farmers; and 

WHEREAS the price of cottonseed is largely dependent upon 
the price of cotton oil and it in turn depends upon the uses to 
which it is put; and 

WHEREAS the highest prices are paid for cottonseed oil 
when used for edible purposes, including the manufacture of mar- 
garine; 

WHEREAS in the last three years it has been discovered that 
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the most superior brands of margarine can be made of cottonseed 
and peanut oils, and 

WHEREAS national legislation is now in effect which puts 
an unfair tax on margarine, made from cottonseed oil and other 
wholesome domestic fats, and legislation is being proposed still 
further to discriminate against margarine; 

AND WHEREAS we believe it is unfair and unAmerican to 
tax or otherwise discriminate against the wholesome products of 
one group of American farmers for the benefit of another group 
of farmers, where a product is sold in its own name and on its own 
merits and not in substitution for any other product; and 

WHEREAS it is unfair to consumers, particularly of low in- 
come, to have a wholesame low cost food needed for adequate diet 
removed from the markets by discriminatory legislation ; 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, In the interest of 
southern producers and of consumers everywhere, that the Legis- 
lature of Alabama hereby calls upon our representatives in Con- 
gress to lend their support and influence to repeal discriminatory 
restructions which hinder the free and unmolested sale and use of 
margarine in the United States, and to prevent further discrimina- 
tions in whatever way such discrimination may appear. 

On motion of Mr. Poole the rules were suspended and the res- 
olution, H. J. R. 90, was adopted.

Section 3. That at the general election held on the first Tues- 
day after the first Monday in November, 1936, the foregoing 
Amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
State.

The following amendment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama of 1901 is hereby proposed and an election is 
hereby ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama 
upon the proposed amendment, and the day hereby appointed for 
such election is the general election to be held in 1936. 

The proposed amendment is as follows: 

The Town of Montevallo, Alabama, shall have the power and 
right to levy and collect a tax of one half of one per centum in any 
one year on property situated therein based on the valuation of 
such property as assessed for State taxation for the tax year ending 
on the 30th day of September next succeeding the levy; provided, 
that for the purpose of paying bonds issued and outstanding at the 
time of the adoption of this amendment and the interest thereon, 
and for the purpose of paying bonds which may be issued after the 
adoption of this amendment and the interest thereon, an additional 
tax of one half of one per centum may be levied and collected by 
said municipality, provided, further, that a majority of the qualified 
electors of said municipality voting at an election called for that 
purpose may vote a special tax not to exceed one half of one per- 
centum in any one year for any special purpose, or purposes for 
which it is levied and collected; provided, however, that the total 
tax to be levied shall not exceed one and one half (114) per centum 
in any one year. Provided, further, that the adoption of this amend- 
ment shall in no wise affect, limit, modify, abridge or impair the 
power, authority or right of said municipal corporation to levy and 
collect the special school taxes, now or hereafter vested in or con- 
ferred upon it, under the Constitution or any amendment thereto. 
Each election held under the provisions hereof shall be ordered, 
held, canvasses and may be contested in the same manner as is 
or may be provided by law applicable to municipal corporations for 
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elections to authorize the issuance of municipal bonds. The ballots 
used at such election shall contain the words; “For

and “Against. excess rate of taxation for the year 
(or years) ”. ‘The rate of taxation proposed in excess 
of the rate of one (1) per centum to be shown in the blank space 
provided therefor, and the year or years in which the proposed rate 
is to apply to be shown in the blank space provided therefor. The 
voter shall record his choice, whether for or against the excess rate 
shown by placing a cross mark before the words expressing his 
choice. Nothing herein contained shall in any wise change or 
affect the right of any holder of bonds of said municipal corpora- 
tion heretofore issued. Elections to authorize the levy of such spe- 
cial tax may be held as often as ordered by the governing body of 
the municipality, but when a proposition is submitted to the elec- 
tors of said municipality to levy a special tax for a specified pur- 
pose, and such proposition is defeated, no second election for the 
same purpose shall be held in one year thereafter. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the governor to give notice 
by proclamation, to be published in one newspaper in each county 
in the State, at least eight consecutive weeks next preceding the 
said election on the amendment proposed by this act to be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of the State for their consideration, 
together with the proposed amendment. 

Section 3. That at the said election on the amendment pro- 
posed by this act to be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
State for their consideration, to be held as herein provided for, the 
qualified electors shall vote upon said amendment, and on the of- 
ficial ballots printed for such election there shall be printed the 
following, viz; Shall the following, be adopted as an amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama: The Town of Montevallo, Alabama, 
shall have the power and the right to levy and collect a tax of one 
half of one per centum in any one year on property situated therein, 
based on the valuation of such property as assessed for state taxa- 
tion for the tax year ending on the 30th day of September next 
succeeding the levy ; provided that for the purpose of paying bonds 
issued and outstanding at the time of the adoption of this amend- 
ment and the interest thereon, and for the purpose of paying bonds 
which may be issued after the adoption of this amendment and the 
interest thereon, an additional tax of one half of one per centum 
may be levied and collected by said municipality; provided further, 
that a majority of the qualified voters of said municipal corpora- 
tion voting at an election called for the purpose may vote a special 
tax not to exceed one half of one per centum in any one year for 
any special purpose or purposes, which tax shall be used only for 
the purpose or purposes for which the same was levied and col- 
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lected; provided, however, that the total tax to be levied by any 
municipal corporation shall not exceed one and one half (1%) per 
centum in any one year. Each election held under the provisions 
hereof shall be ordered, held, canvassed and may be contested in the 
same manner as is or may be provided by the law applicable to the 
municipal corporation for elections to authorize the issuance of 
municipal bond. The ballots used at such election shall contain the 
words: “For. excess rate of taxation for the year 
(OP: Meats) ooo ae 3? and “Against. excess rate 
of taxation for the year (or years) ” ‘The rate of taxa- 
tion proposed in excess of the rate of one per centum to be shown 
in the blank space provided therefor and the year or years in which 
the proposed rate is to apply to be shown in the blank space pro- 
vided therefor and in the event different excess rates are proposed 
for different years the words mentioned shall be repeated as often as 
may be necessary to show separately the different excess rates pro- 
posed to be applied to the respective years. And the voter shall 
record his choice, whether for or against the excess rate or rates 
shown, by placing a cross mark before the words expressing his 
choice. Nothing herein contained shall in any wise change or affect 
the right of any holder of bonds of said municipal corporation here- 
tofore issued. Elections to authorize the levy of such special tax 
may be held as often as ordered by the governing body of the 
municipality, but when a proposition is submitted to the electors to 
levy a special tax for a specified purpose, and such proposition is 
defeated no second election for the same purpose shall be held in 
one year thereafter. This amendment shall be self-excuting and no 
Act of the legislature shall be required to put the same, or any part 
thereof, in force. 

Following the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be printed 
the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed the 
word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross 
mark made by him, or under his direction, opposite the word ex- 
pressing his desire. 

Section 4. That the officers to hold such election shall be the 
same, and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same 
officials as provided by the election law of the State for the ap- 
pointment of officers to hold general elections in this State, and the 
election shall be held in all things in accordance with the law gov- 
erning general elections and with the constitutional provisions con- 
cerning amendments to that instrument. 

Section 5. ‘That the votes cast at said election shall be counted, 
canvassed and tabulated and return made to the Secretary of State 
in the same manner as in elections of representatives to the legisla- 
ture; and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the quali- 
fied electors who voted at such election upon the proposed amend- 
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ment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid in 
all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. 
The result of such election shall be made known by proclamation 
of the Governor. 

Section 6. The expenses of the election herein provided for and 
the cost of the publication of the notices shall be paid out of the 
State treasury in the same manner as the expenses of the general 
elections are paid.

$125.00 per month. 40 to 50 Thousand—$150.00 per month. 50 to 
65 Thousand—$200.00 per month. 65 to 85 Thousand—$250.00 per 
month. 85 to 110 Thousand—$300.00 per month. 110 to 125 Thou- 
sand $800.00 per month. 125 to 500 Thousand—$1,500.00 per 
month, provided that in’Counties of 63,000 to 98,000 population 
according to the Federal census where the assessments for ad 
valorem taxes in any one year exceeds $22,000,000.00, the expenses 
of the Tax Collector’s office in such counties for clerks, typists, 
stenographers and other expenses may be increased to, but shall 
not exceed $350.00 per month.

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it has 
examined the following House bills, and finds same correctly en- 
rolled, to-wit: 


H. 135. To amend an Act of the Legislature of Alabama ap- 
proved August 4, 1931 entitled, “An Act to provide for the gov- 
ernment and control by civil service regulations of the police de- 
partment and fire department in cities of the State of Alabama 
operating under the commission form of government and which 
now have or which may hereafter have a population of as much as 
twenty four thousand and less than fifty thousand people, accord- 
ing to the latest or any succeeding Federal Census; to provide 
for a civil service board in such cities and fix their duties, authori- 
ties, powers, and compensation” so as to require all members of 
the police department in said cities to enter into bond conditioned 
for the faithful and proper performance of their duties as police- 
men before entering upon their duties, and to provide further that 
their appointment shall be revoked by the civil service board upon 
their failure to enter into such bond within ten days after said 
appointment.

The pro- 
posed amendment is as follows: 

The Town of Montevallo, Alabama, shall have the power and 
right to levy and collect a tax of one half of one per centum in any 
one year on property situated therein based on the valuation of such 
property as assessed for State taxation for the tax year ending on the 
30th day of September next succeeding the levy; provided, that 
for the purpose of paying bonds issued and outstanding at the time 
of the adoption of this amendment and the interest thereon, and 
for the purpose of paying bonds which may be issued after the 
adoption of this amendment and the interest thereon, an additional 
tax of one half of one per centum may be levied and collected by 
said municipality, provided, further, that a majority of the qualified 
electors of said municipality voting at an election called for that 
purpose may vote a special tax not to exceed one half of one per 
centum in any one year for any special purpose, or purposes for 
which it is levied and collected; provided, however, that the total _ 
tax to be levied shall not exceed one and one half (11%) per centum 
in any one year, Provided, further that the adoption of this amend- 
ment shall in no wise affect, limit, modify, abridge or impair the 
power, authority or right of said municipal corporation to levy and 
collect the special school taxes, now or hereafter vested in or con- 
ferred upon it, under the Constitution or any amendment thereto, 
Each election held under the provisions hereof shall be ordered, 
held, canvasses and may be contested in the same manner as is 
or may be provided by law applicable to municipal corporations for 
elections to authorize the issuance of municipal bonds. The bal- 
lots used at such election shall contain the words; “For__... 
excess rate of taxation for the year (or years)_....._._.__;” and 
“Against__ excess rate of taxation for the year (or years) 
ee. The rate of taxation proposed in excess of the rate 
of one (1) per centum to be shown in the blank space provided 
therefor, and the year or years in which the proposed rate is to 
apply to be shown in the blank space provided therefor. The voter 
shall record his choice, whether for or against the excess rate 
shown by placing a cross mark before the words expressing his 
choice. Nothing herein contained shall in any wise change or af- 
fect the right of any holder of bonds of said municipal corporation 
heretofore issued. Elections to authorize the levy of such special 
tax may be held as often as ordered by the governing body of the 
municipality, but when a proposition is submitted to the electors 
of said municipality to levy a special tax for a specified purpose, 
and such proposition is defeated, no second election for the same 
purpose shall be held in one year thereafter. 
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Section 2. It shall be the duty of the governor to give notice 
by proclamation, to be published in one newspaper in each county 
in the State, at least eight consecutive weeks next preceding the 
said election on the amendment proposed by this act to be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of the State for their consideration, 
together with the proposed amendment. 

Section 3. That at the said election on the amendment pro- 
posed by this act to be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
State for their consideration, to be held as herein provided for, the 
qualified electors shall vote upon said amendment, and on the 
official ballots printed for such election there shall be printed the 
following, viz; Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama: The Town of Montevallo, Alabama, 
shall have the power and the right to levy and collect a tax of one 
half of one per centum in any one year on property situated therein, 
based on the valuation of such property as assessed for state taxa- 
tion for the tax year ending on the 30th day of September next 
succeeding the levy; provided that for the purpose of paying bonds 
issued and outstanding at the time of the adoption of this amend- 
ment and the interest th@eon, and for the purpose of paying bonds 
which may be issued after the adoption of this amendment and 
the interest thereon, and for the purpose of paying bonds which 
may be issued after the adoption of this amendment and the interest 
thereon an additional tax of one half of one per centum may be 
levied and collected by said municipality; provided further, that 
a majority of the qualified voters of said municipal corporation 
voting at an election called for the purpose may vote a special tax 
not to exceed one half of one per centum in any one year for 
any special purpose or purposes, which tax shall be used only for 
the purpose or purposes for which the same was levied and col- 
lected; provided, however, that the total tax to be levied by any 
municipal corporation shall not exceed one and one half (134) per 
centum in any one year, Each election held under the provisions 
hereof shall be ordered, held, convassed and may be contested 
in the same manner as is or may be provided by the law applicable 
to the municipal corporation for elections to authorize the issu- 
ance of municipal bonds. The ballots used at such election shall 
contain the words; “For._____... excess rate of taxation for the 
year (or years)_.__ ;’ and “Against excess rate of taxation for 
the year (or years)..mm.’ The rate of taxation proposed in 
excess of the rate of one per centum to be shown in the blank 
space provided therefor and the year or years in which the pro- 
posed rate is to apply to be shown in the blank space provided 
therefor and in the event different excess rates are proposed for 
different years the words mentioned shall be repeated as often as 
may be necessary to show separately the different excess rates 
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proposed to be applied to the respective years. And the voter 
shall record his choice, whether for or against the excess rate or 
rates shown, by placing a cross mark before the words expressing 
his choice. Nothing herein contained shail in any wise change 
or affect the right of any holder of bonds of said municipal cor- 
poration heretofore issued. Elections to authorize the levy of such 
special tax may be held as often as ordered by the governing body 
of the municipality, but when a proposition is submitted to the 
electors to levy a special tax for a specified purpose, and such 
proposition is defeated no second election for the same purpose shall 
be held in one year thereafter. ‘This amendment shall be self- 
executing and no act of the legislature shall be required to put the 
same or any part thereof, in force. 

Following the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be 
printed the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be 
printed the word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be indicated 
by a cros smark made by him, or under his direction, opposite the 
word expressing his desire. 

Section 4. That the officers to hold such election shall be the 
same, and shall be appointed in the sam@#manner and by the same 
officials as provided by the election law of the State for the appoint- 
ment of officers to hold general elections in this State, and the 
election shall be held in all things in accordance with the law 
governing general elections and with the constitutional provisions 
concerning amendments to that instrument. 

Section 5. That the votes cast at said election shall be count- 
ed, canvassed and tabulated and return made to the Secretary of 
State in the same manner as in elections of representatives to the 
Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the 
qualified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be 
valid in all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of 
Alabama. The result of such election shall be made known by 
proclamation of the Governor. 

Section 6. The expenses of the election herein provided for 
and the cost of the publication of the notices shall be paid out of 
the state treasury in the same manner as the expenses of the gen- 
eral elections are paid. 

Section 7. Provided the right herein granted to levy addition- 
al taxes when the proposed amendment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama of 1901, is ratified at the next general election 
for state and county officers in November 1936, shall not be exer- 
cised unless and until same is ratified by a majority vote of the 
voters of the Town of Montevalio at a special election to be held 
when called by the Mayor and Council of the Town of Montevallo.

H. 327. To amend Section 10 of an Act entitled “An Act td 
further provide for freeing Alabama highways of all toll bridges, 
through a corporation to be composed of the President of the State 
Board of Administration, the State Comptroller and the Chairman 
of the State Highway Commission, whose incorporation is author- 
ized and to prescribe the power and authority of such corporation 
and provide it with funds necessary to enable it to accomplish the 
purpose of its creation,” approved September 7, 1935.

..-._ After the respective effective dates hereof the Probate 
Judge, the Tax Collector and the Tax Assessor of Limestone Coun- 
ty shall each continue to collect all fees, charges, benefits and pen- 
alties accruing to such offices or to the holders thereof and shall 
pay the same into, and the shall be covered into the general fund 
of the Treasury of Limestone County. Thereafter the Probate 
Judge shall be paid out of the General Fund of the Treasury of 
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said County in equal monthly installments the sum of Six Thou- 
sand Dollars ($6,000.00) and no more per annum as salary and as 
reimbursement for his clerk hire, and the Tax Collector and the 
Tax Assessor shall each be paid the sum of Three Thousand Dol- 
lars ($3,000.00) from the same fund for the same purposes and in 
the same installments. The Probate Judge, the Tax Collector and 
the Tax Assessor shall each be provided by the governing body of 
said County with a furnished office and equipment and supplies 
for the carrying on of the duties of their respective office, but they 
shall not be provided with any clerical hire. The provisions hereof 
shall be effective with respect to the Probate Judge at the begin- 
ning of the term of office of the Probate Judge elected in Novem- 
ber, 1940, and with respect to the Tax Collector and the Tax As- 
sessor at the beginning of the term of office of the Tax Collector 
and the Tax Assessor elected in November, 1938.” 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each 
county in the State at least four successive weeks next preceding 
the general election in November, 1936, of the election and the 
amendment proposed by this Act to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of the State for their consideration, together with the pro- 
posed amendment. 

Section 3. That at the general election held on the first Tues- 
day after the first Monday in November, 1936, the foregoing 
Amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
State. Upon the ballots used at such election shall be printed the 
foregoing Amendment as set forth in Section One hereof in full. 
Following the proposed Amendment on the Ballot shall be printed 
the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed the 
word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a 
cross mark beside the word expressing his desire. 

Section 4. The officers of such general election shall conduct 
a poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed 
amendment. The election shall be held in all things in accord- 
ance with the law governing general elections. In the election 
upon such proposed amendment the votes cast thereat shall be 
canvassed, tabulated and the returns thereof be made to the Sec- 
retary of State and counted in the same manner as in elections 
for representatives to the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon 
appear that a majority of the qualified electors who voted upon 
the proposed amendment voted in favor of same, such amendment 
shall be valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama. The result of such election shall be made 
known by the proclamation of the Governor.

RESOLUTION ON THIRD READING

% That a plan for state employment in the interest: of con- 
tinuing efficiency should be provided. 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the Senate concurring, 

That, in the event of another call for an extra session, the Gov- 
ernor is respectfully urged: 

(a) to embrace the above subjects in his proclamation, 

(b) To appoint a Committee of the two houses, or an inde- 
pendent commission, composed of persons who adhere to and be- 
lieve in the principles herein stated, and who represent the views 
of those members of the Legislature who have consistently ad- 
hered to those principles. 

(c) To name such committee or commission a reasonable 
length of time before the convening the Legislature.

Mr. Speaker: 

The President and Presiding Officer of the Senate having signed 
the following Senate bills, your signature thereto is requested: 

S. 35. lo declare and fix the priority of the claims of local 
registrars of vital statistics in the several counties in the State. 

‘Also: 

S. 66. To authorize cities, towns and counties of Alabama, of 
6,000 population and over, to acquire sites for, and to acquire, es- 
tablish and maintain Public Museums and Art Galleries, and to 
Authorize the Administration thereof by instrumentalities selected 
by the governing bodies of such cities, towns and counties. 


Also: 

S. 74. An Act to provide for and submit to the qualified elec- 
tors of the State of Alabama at the General election to be held on 
the Third day of November, 1936, an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama, as follows: “The Courts of all counties of Ala- 
bama, having original jurisdiction in criminal cases, may suspend 
the execution or imposition of sentences upon persons convicted 
of crime, where the punishment does not exceed five years im- | 
prisonment, and place such persons on probation, and may there- 
after impose sentence or order sentence executed, or remit such 
punishment as may seem to the court right and just and to the 
best interest of society;” to provide for notice of said election; 
to provide the form of ballot for the canvassing of returns and to 
prescribe the method whereby the result of said election shall be 
known and to further provide for expenses and costs of publication 
of notices of this proposed amendment. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
electors of this State for their consideration at the General election 
to be held on the third day of November 1936, to-wit; “The Courts, 
in all counties of Alabama having original jurisdiction of Criminal 
cases, may suspend the execution or imposition of sentences upon 
persons convicted of crime, where the punishment does not exceed 
five years imprisonment, and place such persons on probation and 
may hereafter impose sentence or order sentence executed, or remit 
such punishment as may seem to the court right and just and to 
the best interest of society”. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor of the 
State of Alabama, to give notice, by proclamation, of the fact that 
such election will be held on the day hereby appointed for action 
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by the electorate upon the amendment hereby proposed by this act 
to be submitted to the qualified electors of the State for their con- 
sideration; and such proclamation shall also set out the proposed 
amendment. The said proclamation shall be published in one 
newspaper in each county in the State for at least eight successive 
weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for the said elec- 
tion. 

Section 3. That at said election on the amendment proposed 
by this act to be submitted to the qualified electors of the State 
of Alabama, for their consideration, the qualified electors shall 
vote upon said amendment and on the official ballots printed for 
such election, there shall be printed the following: “Shall the fol- 
lowing be adopted as an amendment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama: “The Courts in all counties of Alabama, hav- 
ing original jurisdiction in criminal cases, may suspend the execu- 
tion or imposition of sentences upon persons convicted of crime, 
where the punishment does not exceed five years imprisonment, 
and place such persons on probation, and may thereafter impose 
sentence or order sentence executed, or remit such punishment as 
may seem to the court right and just and to the best interest of so- 
ciety”. Following the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be 
printed the word “yes” and immediately under that shall be 
printed the word “no”. The choice of the elector shall be indi- 
cated by a cross mark made by him, or under his direction oppo- 
site the word expressing his desire. 

Section 4. That the votes cast at said election shall be counted, 
canvassed, and tabulated and return made to the Secretary of 
State in the same manner as in elections of representatives to the 
Legislature; and if it thereupon appear that a majority of the 
qualified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed 
amendment, voted in favor same, such amendment shall become 
a part of the Constitution of Alabama, and shall be in all its intents 
and purposes valid as such a part of the Constitution. ; 

Section 5. That the result of such election be made known by 
proclamation of the Governor. 

Section 6. That the expenses and the cost of the publication 
of the notices, shall be paid out of the State Treasury.

Munford, Lincoln, Winterborro and Laniers, Enterprise, Opp, 
Sylacauga, Clanton, Midland City and Montevallo and Hartselle, 
as now or hereafter constituted in the State of Alabama shall have 
the power and the right to levy and collect a Special District Tax not 
exceeding 30 cents on each one hundred dollars worth of taxable

for public school purposes within said School District; said elec- 
tion to be held and returns made and result declared as provided 
in Article XIII of the School Code of 1927, or other method pro- 
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vided by general law for holding elections for levying school dis- 
trict taxes. This Amendment shall be self executing and no Act 
of the Legislature shall be required to put the same in force. 


Section 4. That ‘the officers who hold such election shall be 
the same and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the 
same officials as provided by the general election laws of the 
State of Alabama for the appointment of officers and the holding 
of general elections in this State, and the election shall be held 
under and in all things governed by and had in accordance with 
the Constitutional provisions touching amendments to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Alabama. : 

Section 5. That the votes cast at said election shall be count- 
ed, canvassed, and tabulated and return made to the Secretary of 
State in the same manner as in elections of representatives to the 
Legislature; arid if it thereupon appear that a majority of the 
qualified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed 
amendment, voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall 
become a part of the Constitution of Alabama, and shall be in all 
its intents and purposes valid as such part of the Constitution. 

Section 6. The result of such election shall be made known 
by proclamation of the Governor. 

Section 7. The expenses of the election herein provided for 
and the costs of the publication of the notices shall be paid out of 
the State Treasury in the same manner that the expenses of gen- 
eral elections are paid. ee

Substitute for S. 117: 


A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to provide for a more ecnomical, con- 
venient and uniform system of assessing and collecting taxes on 
real estate, including the enforcement of tax liens, in all Counties 
having a population of 110,000 or more, according to the last, or 
any succeeding Federal Census. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1, The purpose of this act is to provide for a more 
convenient, economical and uniform system of assessing and col- 
lecting taxes on real estate by authorizing the tax assessing au- 
thorities in counties having a population of 110,000 or more accord- 
ing to the last, or any succeeding Federal census, to assess each lot 
or parcel of land separately to the owner last assessing said prop- 
erty or to the owner of record and annually thereafter under a unit 
system of assessment of real property, ‘by assessing each lot or 
parcel of land, together with the improvements thereon, separate- 
ly, and determining the value and the amount of taxes on each 
separate item of property so assessed. 

Section 2. DEFINITION. (a) The words “tax assessor” 
shall mean any legally constituted authority having the duty to 
assess real property for State and County purposes. 
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(b) The word “Owner” shall include all persons owning land, 
or improvements thereon, or owning any interest therein, or act- 
ing as agent, administrator, executor, or trustee of any owner, or 
estate owning any lands or improvements thereon, or any interest 
therein, subject to ad valorem taxes. 

(c) “Unit System” of assessment shall mean the assessment of 
each lot or parcel of land, together with the improvements there- 
on, separately to the owner thereof. 

Section 3. In all counties now having, or which may hereafter 
have, a population of 110,000 thousand, or more, according to the 
last, or any succeeding Federal census, the tax assessor, shall have 
the right and authority, beginning in October 1st of any taxable 
year, and annually thereafter, to make a separate assessment of 
each lot or parcel of land, together with the improvements thereon, 
assessing the same to the party last assessing said property, as 
shown by the Tax Assessor’s records in said County, or to the own- 
er of record. The failure of said assessor to assess said property 
against the true owner of said property shall not invalidate said 
assessment. The work of making said assessment as provided for 
herein, shall be completed by January ist of said taxable year. 
The assessment shall show a description of the property assessed, 
the name of the owner to whom said property is assessed, the as- 
sessed valuation for the preceding tax year, and such other infor- 
mation as the assessor deems proper for the proper assessment of 
said property. It shall be the duty of any owner of any real es- 
tate on which improvements have been made or on which improve- 
ments have been removed or destroyed or partially removed or de- 
stroyed during any taxable year to notify the tax assessor on or be- 
fore December ist of all such changes made subsequent to Octo- 
ber Ist of the preceding tax year. 

In assessing any lot or parcel of land to any owner, the assessor 
shall assess to him the largest contigious lot or parcel of land 
owned by him, except upon request of the owner, the assessor shall 
assess separately any lot or parcel of land that has been subdivid- 
ed and a map thereof has been filed for record, or shall assess sep- 
arately any lot or parcel of land of reasonable size and shape. 

Section 4. After making said assessment as herein provided 
for, and on or before the last Monday in January of each taxable 
year, the tax assessor shall deliver a copy of all of said assessments 
to the Board of Review, who shall place a value on said property 
so assessed for the present tax year, and shall complete said work 
of fixing the assessed value of said property on or before the last 
Monday in February. 

Section 5. Any owner of any property shall have the right to 
protest the valuation placed on said property by said Board of Re- 
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view at any time after the Board of Review fixes the assessed 
value of said property, and before the third Monday in March. 
Said protest shall be in such form and shall be heard in such man- 
ner as now provided for by law, except that it shall be the duty 
of the Board of Review to hear said protests, beginning the first 
Monday in April, and shall complete the hearing of all protests 
within the time provided for by law. Upon the final hearing of 
each protest, the Board of Review shall enter its final judgment, 
giving the date of same, and shall immediately certify the same to 
the tax assessor. In the event the Board of Review raises the 
assessed value of any property, notice of such raise shall be given 
to the party to whom said property is assessed. 

Section 6. After the assessments have been completed as here- 
in provided, the tax assessor shall prepare a tax roll showing the 
name and address of the person against whom.said property was 
assessed, the description of said property and spaces for the amount 
of taxes, interest, fees, etc., the form of which to be approved by 
the State Tax Commission and such roll shall be delivered to the 
tax collector on or before the 15th day of September. Taxes on 
such assessments shall be due October 1st and delinquent Janu- 
ary 1st, thereafter. 


Section 7. After the first day of January, the tax collector 
shall mail a statement to all delinquents addressed to the party in 
whose name said property was assessed, showing a description of 
the property, and the amount of taxes, fees and costs due thereon. 
It shall be the duty of such party to pay the taxes and fees assessed 
and charged against said property. But the failure to comply with 
the requirements of this section, or the failure to receive said 
statement shall not invalidate a sale of said property for taxes, nor 
invalidate the title of any property sold for taxes. 


Section 8. It shall be the duty of the tax collector, within the 
time required by law, to furnish to the probate judge a Tist of all 
property on which the entire amount of taxes, assessed against 
the property described therein, have not been paid; said tax col- 
lector shall certify on said list the amount of unpaid taxes, fees and 
costs. On receiving a list of said property, the judge of probate, 
shali notify. by mail, addressed to the person against whom any 
unpaid taxes are assessed, a notice stating that the tax collector 
has filed a list of property on which all the taxes, fees and costs 
have not been paid, and has certified that there remains due and 
unpaid on the property described in said notice, the amount of 
taxes, interest and fees as shown therein, and for said person to 
appear at the next term of said court, commencing on___.____ 
Monday of... 19_.., and show cause why said property 
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should not be sold for the payment of said taxes, interest and fees 
and penalties. 

The failure to receive said notice shall not invalidate a sale of 
said property, nor the title of any property sold for taxes. 

Section 9. Upon the trial of said cause, if no defense is inter- 
posed, or if interposed and on trial thereof, the same is adjudged 
insufficient in law, or is not sustained by the evidence adduced, 
the probate court shall make and enter a decree of sale substantial- 
ly in the following form: 

“It appearing to the Court that the taxes have been assessed 
against the property described in this cause te the amount of (state 
amount here) dollars for the year... , and that the same 
are still due and unpaid; and it further appearing that notice of 
this proceeding has been given as required by law, and no valid 
defense has been interposed against the sale of such real estate for 
the payment of taxes; it is therefore ordered, adjudged and de- 
creed by the Court that the State of Alabama has a lien for the 
payment of said amount and for the additional sum of (state 
amount here) dollars, for fees, charges and costs in this behalf law- 
fully incurred. It is further ordered, adjudged, and decreed by 
the Court that said real estate be sold for the payment of said de- 
linquent taxes, and of said fees, charges and costs and of the ex- 
penses of such sale.” After said order of sale, the tax collector 
shall proceed to advertise and sell said property, and to have said 
sale confirmed as provided by law. 

Section 10. This Act shall become effective in all counties 
subject hereto on October 1, 1936; Provided, the County Commis- 
sion, Board of Revenue or other like or similar governing body of 
any such county may, on written request of the Tax Assessor of 
any such county, suspend the operation of this Act for not exceed- 
ing one year from and after said date by resolution duly passed 
and spread upon the minutes not less than thirty days prior to 
October 1, 1936. 

Section 11. Each section of this Act, ‘and every part of each 
section are hereby declared to be independent sections and parts 
of sections, and the holding of any section or part thereof to be 
void, ineffective, or unconstitutional for any cause shall not affect 
the other sections or parts thereof, and it is now declared that 
other parts of sections would have been enacted regardless of any 
section or parts of sections which might be held unconstitutional, 
inoperative or ineffective. 

Section 12. All laws or parts of laws inconsistent with or con- 
flicting with this act are hereby expressly repealed. 
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And said bill, S. 117%, as thus amended by the report of the Con- 
ference Committee, was again read a third time at length and 
passed by the Senate.

RESOLUTION 


Mr. Weldrep offered the following resolution: 


By Mr. Waldrep: 

H. R. 95. WHEREAS, The Senate of Alabama has adopted 
and sent to the Governor a Resolution calling upon him to investi- 
gate the liquor traffic and to take action against sheriffs who 
have been delinquent in the enforcement of the prohibition laws 
of the State, and WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama through 
its failure to enact legislation permitting repeal of the laws, has 
thus given tacit approval of these laws. 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the governor of 
Alabama is most solemnly urged by the House of Representatives 
to use all the resources at his command as chief law enforcement 
officer to carry out the letter and spirit of the prohibition laws 
of the State. 

Mr. Waldrep moved the suspension of the rules for the imme- 
diate consideration of the resolution and the motion was lost. The 
resolution was referred to the Standing Committee on Rules. 


MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 

The President and Presiding Officer of the Senate having 
signed the following Senate bills, your signature thereto is re- 
quested : 

S. 48. To provide that in all counties of this State having a 
population of 45,000 or more according to the last or any subse- 
quent Federal Census, the work of the probation of convicts shall 
be a County purpose; that the Board of Revenue, County Com- 
mission or other governing or like governing bodies of such coun- 
ties shall be authorized to expend County funds for such pur- 
pose; to provide that such governing bodies in all such coun- 
ties shall have the power to appoint probation officers and to fix 
their compensation and to pay the same out of County funds; to 
provide regulations for arrest and detention of offenders by Pro-

To amend an Act to establish a more humane sys- 
tem for caring for the needy aged in the State of Alabama and 
the several counties thereof by providing for old age pensions; to 
define the persons entitled thereto, and to provide for the ascertain- 
ment and determination of the qualifications of applicants there- 
" for; to further provide for and regulate the payment of pensions 
under Article I of Chapter 55 of the Code of Alabama of 1923,

Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has amended as therein shown, and, as amended, 
has passed the following house bill and returns same herewith to 
the House: : 

H. 11. A Bill to be entitled An Act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama to be known and designated as 
Article XXIV thereof, to provide that it shall be unlawful for 
the Comptroller of the State of Alabama to draw any warrant or 
other order for the payment of money belonging to or adminis- 
tered by the State of Alabama upon the State Treasurer unless 
and until it shall have been certified to such Comptroller by such 
treasurer in writing that there is then in the hands of such treas- 
urer money available and appropriated for the full payment of 
the same, and to provide that all appropriations now or here- 
after made shall be either absolute or conditional, and to define 
absolute appropriations and conditional appropriations, and to pro- 
vide which appropriations shall be absolute and which appropria- 
tions shall be conditional, and to provide that all unpaid conditional 
appropriations which exceed the amount of money in the State 
Treasury at the end of each fiscal year available for their pay- 
ment, shall become null and void to the extent of such excess, and 
to prohibit any discrimination in the payment of conditional ap- 
propriations, and to order an election for the qualified electors of 
the State of Alabama upon such proposed Article XXIV to be 
held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 
1936. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. That an amendment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama to be known and designated as Article XXIV 
is hereby proposed, the proposed amendment being as follows: 

ARTICLE XXIV. Public education is hereby declared to be 
an essential and primary function of government of this State. It 
shall be unlawful for the Comptroller or like officer of the State 
of Alabama to draw any warrant or other order for the payment 
of money belonging to or administered by the State of Alabama 
upon the State Treasurer unless and until it shall have been certi- 
fied to such Comptroller of like officer by such Treasurer that 
there is then in the hands of such Treasurer money available and 
appropriated for the full payment of the same. All appropriations 
now or hereafter made shall be either (a) Absolute, or (b) Con- 
ditional. 

(a) The following shall be absolute appropriations, shall have 
preference over conditional appropriations, and to the limit of the 
money in the hands of the Treasurer available therefor, shall be 
payable in full in the order named: 

1. Appropriations for payment of interest or principal or sink- 
ing fund on the public debt or on trust funds covered into the 
State Treasury. 

2. Per capita appropriations to eleemosynary and correctional 
institutions and the care and maintenance of convicts. 

3. Appropriations to make effective any constitutional pro- 
vision setting apart any certain tax, excise, income or charge for 
a designated use or purpose, not including appropriations to be 
paid from the State’s General Fund. 

(b) All other appropriations shall be conditional appropria- 
tions and shall be payable in full only in the event that after pro- 
viding for payment of the absolute appropriations there remains 
in the hands of the Treasurer money available for the full payment 
of all such conditional appropriations; and in case there is in- 
sufficient money available for such full payment, then the money 
available to the limit of the money in the hands of the Treasurer 
available therefor, shall be prorated without any discrimination, and 
each such conditional appropriation shall be payable in the propor- 
tion which the money available bears to the total of all such condi- 
tional appropriations. At the end of each fiscal year all unpaid 
conditional appropriations which exceed the amount of money in 
the State Treasury subject to the payment of the same, after such 
proration, shall thereupon become null and void to the extent of 
such excess. 

Section 2. An election by the qualified electors of the State 
upon such proposed amendment is hereby ordered, and the day 
hereby appointed for such election is the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in November, 1936. Notice of the election hereby

ordered, together with the amendment hereby proposed shall be 
given by proclamation of the Governor which shall be published 
in one newspaper once a week in every county in the State for 
four successive weeks next preceding the day appointed for such 
election. 

Section 3. At the election hereby ordered to be held the quali- 
fied electors shall vote on said proposed amendment; and on the 
official ballot printed for such election there shall be printed the 
following; viz: “Shall the following be adopted as Article XXIV 
of the Constitution of Alabama?” This shall be followed by set- 
ting out said proposed amendment verbatim and in extense, and 
thereupon there shall be placed on said ballot the words:

The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark made 
by him or under his direction expressing his desire. 

Section 4. Officers to hold such election shall be the same and 
shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officials 
as now provided by the election laws of the State for the appoint- 
ment of officers to hold elections in this State, and the election 
shall be held in all things in accordance with this Act, the law 
governing general elections, and the Constitutional provisions con- 
cerning amendments to the Constitution. 

Section 5. Tio votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated and returns thereof made to the Secretary of State in 
the same manner as in elections of representatives to the Legis- 
lature, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the 
qualified electors who voted at said election upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be 
valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama. The result of such election shall be made 
known by a proclamation of the Governor.

The Senate has received the accompanying message from His 
Excellency, the Governor, with his objections and proposed amend- 
ment to the bill: 

S. 103. To authorize the Board of Revenue, of Houston Coun- 
ty, Alabama, to levy and collect a privilege tax on all persons, Cor- 
porations, Co-partnerships, Companies, Agencies, Associations and 
Refiners selling, delivering, withdrawing from storage or keeping 
in storage for sale or delivery in such county, gasoline, naphtha, 
and other liquid motor fuels or any devices or substitutes there- 
for, commonly used in internal*combustion engines, but not in- 
cluding “kerosene oil”, “fuel oil”, or “crude oil’, commnoly used 
for lighting, heating or industrial purposes, not to exceed one cent 
per gallon; to authorize said Board of Revenue of said County 
to provide the necessary rules and regulations and machinery for 
the collection of said privilege tax; to make provisions for the dis- 
tribution of the funds derived from said privilege tax; to prohibit 
any incorporated city or town in said county from levying or col- 
lecting a municipal privilege tax on such motor fuels or upon the 
business of selling, delivering, withdrawing from storage, or keep- 
ing in storage such motor fuels on a quantity basis; to repeal the 
municipal privilege, excise and/or license taxes on gasoline, Woco 
Pep, or any other motor fuel used by self-propelled vehicles which 
may now be collected or levied by any incorporated city or town 
in said County; To provide for the use of the money derived from 
said privilege tax, and to provide penalties for the violation of such 
rules and regulations; To repeal all laws and parts of laws in 
conflict with this Act, and to provide when this Act shall become 
effective. 

Said Governor’s message containing the proposed amendment 
being in the following words and figures, to-wit: 


To the Senate of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

I am returning herewith to you, the body in which it originated, 
Senate Bill No. 103 without my approval. 

I suggest the following Executive Amendments to said bill, which, if 
adopted, will cure my objections thereto: 
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ist. Amend Section 4 by adding just after the words “on a quantity 
basis” where they occur therein the following: “provided, however, this shall 
not apply to the ordinary license to do business in the municipalities”. 

2nd. Further amend the bill by amending Section 5 thereof so as to 
read as follows: . 

Section 5. That all such privilege tax to be levied or imposed under this 
act and the money derived therefrom shall be used exclusively for the purpose 
of constructing and maintaining public roads, streets, bridges and ferries 
in said County of Houston, but the money accruing hereunder to any in- 
corporated city or municipality may be expended as may be directed by the 
constituted authorities of such incorporated city or municipality. 

3rd. Further amend the bill by adding Section 7 thereof, as follows: 

Section 7. If any parts, sections or clauses of this Act shall be held to 
be unconstitutional the same shall not affect any other part, clause or section 
of the Act not declared to be unconstitutional. .
